Ef- 
ficacious medicines  ape  always  the  fafeff: : there  are 
none  taken  from  that  enormous  mafs  of  poifons  in 
the  Scotch  Difpenfary  : no  hazardous  ones.  Such 
as  are  offered  have  already  proved  efficient  in 
thoufands  of  cafes. 

Cheapnefs  is  an  objeft  that  has  never  been  loff: 
fischt  of.  Thus,  for  inftance,  half  an  ounce  of 

O’' 

vitriolic  acid  (for  one  penny)  in  a pint  of  water, 
is  a perfeft  cure  for  the  Itch. 

To  give  one  illuffration  of  the  utility  and  im- 
portance of  this  Treatife  to  induftrious  poor  fami- 
lies. From  FLATULENCIES  originate  more 
diforders,  than  from  all  other  caufes ; as  lofs  of 
appetite,  lownefs  of  fpirits,  wakefulnefs,  liflleffnefs  ; 
wandering  pains  in  the  fides,  bowels,  and  between 
the  fhoulders,  coftivenefs,  fometimes  a purging  ; 

gravelly 
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gravelly  diforders,  difficulty  of  breathing,  all  the 
horrors  attending  the  hypochondriacal  and  hyfteri- 
cal  affedions,  and  thofe  which  are  called  Nervous  \ 
to  which  may  be  added  almoft  every  internal  fen- 
iation  that  tends  to  render  life  un-comfortable.

preferiptions,  with  his  own  diretlions  for  their 
application.  He  was  indeed  by  no  means  equal 
to  the  tafk;  yet  his  motley  work  paffed  through 
feveral  editions.  In  a lapfe  of  above  thirty  years 
hnee  its  firft  publication,  I have,  with  un-remit- 
ted  fedulity,  made  fuch  alterations  and  additions  as 
feemed  neceffary  or  ufeful  : Attentively  obferving 
the  operations  of  nature,  confirming  thofe  obfer- 
vations  by  experience,  with  the  advantage  of  a 
praftice  as  extenfive  and  as  fuccefsful  as  that  of 
any  Phyfician  in  Europe.  The  refult  of  all  my 
obfervations  and  of  infinite  combinations,  during 
the  fpace  of  forty  years,  cannot  be  unacceptable  to 
ye.

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PREFACE. 


HE  publication  of  a new  Pharmacopoeia  by 


the  Royal  College  has  rendered  it  neceffary 
for  the  author  to  make  fome  alterations  in  moft  of 
his  prefcriptions.  As  this  was  a talk  no  one  could 
perform  for  him,  it  was  alfo  one  of  the  mofl  dif- 
ficult and  troublefome  he  ever  engaged  in.  Many 
of  them  required  trials  and  frequent  trials  too, 
after  they  were  adjufied  to  the  London  Pharma- 
copoeia. The  whole  merit  of  thefe  formula  con- 
fifts  in  their  combinations  ; the  lead:  addition  or 
alteration  might  create  an  incredible  difference  in 
their  effeCl.  Many  of  thefe  prefcriptions  he  can 
without  hefitation,  pronounce  invaluable  on  ac- 
count of  thofe  fortunate  combinations. 

We  want,  fays  an  ingenious  Scotch  profeffor,  reme- 
dies ! remedies  ! remedies  ! Surely  it  is  the  peculiar  pro- 
vince of  the  Phyfician  to  fabricate  and  apply  them. 
It  is  his  bufinefs  to  conjoin  thofe  ingredients, 
which  alone^  or  taken  feparately  would  prove  inert 
or  nugatory  :^yet  when  combined  by  medical  acumen 
are  pointedly  direfled  and  attain  energy  fufficient 
to  remove  the  refpeftive  diforder.  In  this,  too 
little  adverted  to,  the  whole  fkill  and  merit  of  the 
Phyfician  confifts.  There  is  fcarce  a folitary  fuh  ■ 
ftance  in  nature  that  will  remove  any  one  difeafe 
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always,  brimflone  excepted,  even  that  cannot  be 
depended  on,  if  ufed  only  internally. 

Has  not  this  triplicate  epiphonema  bewildered 
and  milled  many?  Has  it  not  llimulated  every 
Scotch  pupil  to  rummage  the  whole  catalogue  of 
poifons  ? If  he  can  find  one^  the  ufe  of  which,  on 
account  of  it’s  deleterious  quality  has  for  fome 
centuries  been  profcribed,  if  he  is  lucky  enough  to 
adminifter  it  without  killing  his  patient,  like 
Archimedes,  he  cries  out  Eureka  and  fkips  about  in 
an  intoxicating  extafy.  It  is  prefented  to  the 
public  eye,  and  Jie  is  flufhed  with  the  fafcinating 
hope  of  feeing  his  remedy  hitched  up  with  the 
curious  range  of  poifons  in  fome  future  edition  of 
that  wonderful  produftion,  the  Edinburgh  Dif- 
penfatory. 

With  humble  fubmilfion  to  the  above-mentioned 
learned  profelfor,  we  are  in  no  want  of  materials, 
if  we  have  fkill  enough  to  combine  them  with  pro- 
priety. There  are  in  the  new  London  Pharma- 
copoeia more  than  fufficient  to  frame  a remedy 
from,  for  any  diforder  in  it’s  own  nature  curable  : 
as  to  the  other  fort,  the  unhappy  patient  has  no 
chance  of  being  difcharged  cured  from  any  other 
place  than  the  Royal  Edinburgh  Infirmary. 

The  effedfs  of  due  combination  are  beyond  mea- 
fure  aftonifhing.  We  may  aflign  fufficient  reafons 

hy  two  powders,  feparately  inodorous,  when 
. .>mbined,  polfefs  the  acuteft  pungency : or  when 

two 
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two  liquids  perfeftly  cold,  as  foon  as  united,  take 
fire  and  burll  into  flame  even  in  the  exhaufted  re- 
ceiver of  an  air-pump.  In  the  human  body  there 
are  fo  many  chemical  proceffes  carried  on,  and 
fuch  a variety  of  operations  of  nature,  that  the  ut- 
mofl  limits  of  our  knowledge  of  the  modus  operand! 
feem  to  terminate  in  probability, — Such  a combina- 
tion has  produced  fuch  an  alteration;  it  is  highly 
probable  that  fuch  a caufe  may  produce  the  fame 
effeft  : as  for  inftance,  I have  feen  a great  number 
of  cafes  wherein  the  afafoetida  has  been  given  in, 
large  quantities,  and  for  a confiderable  time  to  no 
purpofe;  when  joined  with  a chalybeate,  it  had 
foon  the  defired  effeft. 

A perfon  labouring  under  an  angina  pe6toris, 
wheezing,  fnorting  and  flruggling  for  exiftence, 
after  every  expiration,  in  inexpreffible  agonies  ; 
was  entirely  relieved  from  his  diflrefs  in  a few 
minutes  by  half  a grain  of  opium  combined  with  the 
fame  quantity  of  cantharides,  though  opiates  had 
been  given  before,  with  aggravation  of  the  com- 
plaint. This  was  a remedy. 

Opiates  exhibited  alone  will  often  difappoint  the 
pra61:itioner ; combined  with  quickfilver,  or  an 
antimonial,  or  both,  as  the  exigency  of  the  cafe  re- 
quires,-will  almofl:  immediately  anfwer  the  end 
defigned.  The  fame  medicine  joined  with  kali, 
■cantharides,  or  ipecacuanha,  or  even  chalk,  ac- 
cording 
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cording  to  the  intention  and  (kill  of  the  prefcriber, 
will  take  an  incredible  effefl:. 

The  bark,  that, magnum  dei  donum,  as  Dr.  Mead 
calls  it,  is  too  often  trufted  to  alone  and  with  fcanty 
fuccefs : combined  with  ammonia,  or  kali,  or  nitre, 
or  iron,  or  opium,  according  to  the  cafe,  will  prove 
a fovereign  remedy,  quickfilver  itfelf  requires 
fometimes  rhubarb  and  fometimes  opium  to  aflift 
it’s  operations  and  efficacy.  Guaiacum  may  be 
given  in  large  quantities  without  advantage — dif- 
folved  in  compound  fpirit  of  ammonia,  will  foon 
free  the  patient  from  his  pains.  The  tartarifed  an- 
timony I have  lately  obferved  has  in  many  cafes  a 
much  better  and  quicker  effeft  when  combined  with 
zoine  than  in  any  other  form.  This  the  authors  of 
the  new  London  Pharmacopoeia  were  apprifed  of, 
as  appears  by  their  order  to  keep  a tartaristd  anti- 
monial  wine  as  an  officinal : of  an  ounce  of  this  wine 
with  two  drachms  of  fyrup  if  a tea-fpoonful  is 
given  every  three  or  four  hours,  it  is  the  mofl  ex- 
peditious and  efficacious  remedy  for  all  fevers  of 
children  without  exception.  It  is  indeed  a feafl: 
to  the  fcientific  tafte  to  trace  that  exquifite  fkill  of 
combining  fo  manifeftly  difplayed  in  that  incom- 
parable work.  In  this  the  art  of  healing  wholly 
confifls.  To  combine  with  propriety  is  neither  to 
be  learned  from  books,  nor  from  the  mouths  of 
profefTors;  nor  is  it  taught  even  in  that  extraordi- 
nary feminary  where-  e^^ry  thing  elfe  is  taught,  the 
glory  of  the  north,  the  wonder  of  the  world. 


He 
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He  who  would  acquire  it  muft  have  lain  the 
broad  bafis  of  a liberal  education,  and  have  attained 
a moft  extenfive  knowledge  of  things.  He  ought 
to  know  what  the  learned  have  thought  before  him 
in  former  ages,  and  different  nations.  He  fhould 
poifefs  a vivid  imagination,  a tenacious  memory 
and  found  judgment  to  difcriminate  with  precifion 
between  things  difcrepant  and  things  homogeneous. 
He  muff  be  well  acquainted  with  the  cffefts  of 
matter  on  matter.  He  fhould  have  been  prefent  at 
the  diheftion  of  an  hundred  or  an  hundred  and 
fifty  fubjefts.  He  muff  be  no  flranger  to  Botany, 
Chemiftry,  Pharmacy,  or  Surgery.  His  application 
muff  be  indefatigable,  and  his  attention  to  the  ope-> 
rations  of  nature,  calm,  ffeady,  and  unremitted. 
He  muff  be  cautious,  circumfpeffive,  and  attentive 
to  the  minuteft  circumftances,  with  patience  and 
perfeverance  unrelaxed.  By  travelling,  he  ought 
to  have  informed  himfelf  of  a variety  of  things 
which  he  could  never  learn  at  home.  Such  a one, 
by  continued  obfervation  and  painful  experierice, 
may  qualify  himfelf  to  acquire  the  knowledge  of 
proper  and  efficient  combinations,  conjequently  of 
the  Art  of  Healing.  From  hence  it  is  plain  that 
this  Art  is  to  be  learned^  not  to  be  taught.  No 
books  in  the  world  will  ever  make  a Phyfician. 
To  facilitate  the  learning  of  it  fhould  excite  the 
mod  ftrenuous  endeavours  of  thofe  whofe  bufinefs 
it  is  to  inflrufl;  others  in  the  preparatory  fciences. 
To  feek  for  fpecifics  is  inexcufable  puerility,  or  the 
fuggeftion  of  defponding  indolence,  Lik«  fome 
b xyho 
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who  being  in  poffeffion  of  every  thing  they  do 
want,  are  inceflantly  hunting  after  what  they  do  not 
want,  or  that  which  is  unattainable. 

In  cafes  of  difficulty  or  danger,  a Phyfician  must 
be  reforted  to  : for  common  diforders,  the  reader 
will  find  remedies  in  this  book,  and  rules  fufficiently 
plain  to  apply  them. 

I now  take  my  final  leave  of  the  public  ; for  at 
my  time  of  life  I cannot  expefl  to  make  any  more 
difcoveries  of  importance,  efpecially  as  I feel  the 
paffion  for  folitude  daily  increafing  ; it  is  true,  ex- 
iftence  is  not  worth  poffeffing,  if  it  doth  not  con- 
tribute to  the  eafe  and  happinefs  of  the  exlftence  of 
others.  Should  I be  fortunate  enough  to  mark  the 
peculiar  effeft  of  any  combination  in  future,  an 
account  of  it  will  certainly  be  found  amongft  my 
papers,  after  my  deceafe. 

Reader,  farewell  and  reft  allured  that  the 
moft  exalted  and  refined  felicity  fprings  from  the 
difinterefted  and  unwearied  endeavours  to  leffen 
the  evils  of  life,  and  add  to  the  enjoyments  of  your 
fellow  creatures.

From  the  frequent  and  repeated  folicitations  Of 
his  friends  in  Birmingham,  to  comprife  the 
enfuing  work  in  a pocket  volume,  the  Author 
has  been  induced  to  pi^efent  the  public  with  a 
treatife,  which  has  been  hitherto  fold  for  a guinea, 
at  the  price  of  five  fhillings ; nor  can  he  think 
any  compliment  he  is  capable  of  paying  to  this 
town,  fufficientlyexpre  {five  of  that  great  fenfibility 
with  which  his  heart  is  penetrated  for  their  very 
extraordinary  and  indulgent  partiality  towards  him. 
He  hopes  the  exultation  is  no  ways  culpable,  that 
fprings  from  his  heart-felt  fatisfaftion,  that  none 
have  had  any  reafon  to  repent  of  the  confidence 
repofed  in  him. 

He  has  not  the  leaft  intention  of  attempting  to 
vindicate  any  thing  in  this  work.  Whatever  is 
indefenfible  he  would  be  the  fir  ft  to  execrate ; 
but  it  may,  with  fafety,  be  afferted,  that  the  prac- 
titioner, who  makes  ufe  of  the  methods  recom- 
mended, muft  be  extremely  unfortunate,  who 
Ihould  be  always  unfuccefsful. 

This  work  was  not  noticed  by  the  Monthly 
Review,  till  the  publication  of  the  fourth  edition.

That 
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That  the  medicines  p.refcribed  are  fome  of  the 
keenest  edge  tools  of  physic^  muft  be  acknowledged  ; 
for,  perhaps,  bufy  minds  might  entertain  fome 
fufpicions  of  the  fagacity  or  dexterity  of  that  work- 
man, who  fhould  prefer  the  ufe  of  blunt  ones  ; and, 
if  the  old  adage  is  true,  fuch  a.  one  ftands  the 
worft  chance  of  cutting  his  fingers.- 

The  dry  vomit  cannot  deferve  the  unkind  terms 
of  rugged  and  surly  ; for  the  only  teizing  or  vexatious 
circumftances  I have  ever  known  to  attend  it,  is, 
that  it  fometimes  would  not  vomit  at  all ; and,  in 
cafes  where  that  elFeft  has  been  neceffary,  I have 
been  obliged  to  double  the  dofe,  even  in  delicate 
habits,  before  it  could  be  procured ; though,  itrange 
as  it  may  feem,  the  quantity  of  either  ingredients 
alone  would  have  puked  pretty  fmartly. 

The  Author  confelTes  his  temper  is  naturally  fan- 
guine,  and  that  he  may  fometimes  have  exprelTed 
himfelf  in  terms  rather  too  ftrong ; but,  when  it 
is  confidered  that  he  relates  nothing  which  his  eyes 
have  not  feen,  fome  allowances  fbould  be  made 
for  faid  ftrength  of  exprelTion.  He  would  efteem 
that  perfon  as  his  bed  and  deareft  friend,  who 
points  out  his  faults.  Whether  he  is  right,  or 
■wrong,  in  his  fpeculative  notions  appears  to  him 
a matter  of  equal  moment  with,  whether  a goofe 
ftands  on  her  right  or  left  leg.  But  whether  man- 
kind are  mifled  in  things  relating  to  their  health,  is 
an  affair  of  the  laft  importance,  and  he  would 
rather  perifh  than  offer  any  thing  to  the  public, 
which  could  be  thedeaft  deceptions  on  this  head. 

He 
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He  thought  himfelf  the  firfl;  perfon  who  ever 
gave  vomits  in  internal  haemorrhages,  till  a gentle- 
man, about  ten  years  after  the  publication  of  his 
treatife,  difpelled  his  vanity  by  putting  into  his 
hands  a book,  wrote  by  old  Dr.  Robinson,  above 
forty  years  ago,  wherein  are  related  a vaft  num- 
ber of  cafes,  in  which  Ae  fucceeded  by  vomits  only. 

It  may  not  be  amifs  in  this  place,  to  make  fome 
remarks  on  th&t  prima  facie  abfurd  prefcription, 
under  the  article  Dyfentery,  of  paper  boiled  in 
milk.  When  it  was  firft  communicated  to  me, 
by  an  antient  Phyfician,  on  the  Continent,  it  af- 
forded no  fmall  employment  to  my  zygomatic  and 
buccinator  mufcles.  The  good-natured  old  gentle- 
man, without  taking  any  offence  at  my  mirth,  only 
obferved,  that  I might,  in  the  courfe  of  praftice, 
meet  with  fome  things  feemingly  .as  ridiculous, 
which  would  prove  of  no  fmall  efficacy.  Many 
years  paffed  without  the  leaft  thoughts  of  it,  till 
being  called  to  a gentleman’s  fon  about  nine  years 
of  age,  previoufly  attended  by  four  phyficians,  who 
could  be  of  little  fervice,  becaufe  the  child  obfti- 
nately  refufed  to  take  any  medicines.  Afhamed  to 
mention  the  paper  dole  to  any  of  my  brethren,  I 
' afked  the  mother,  if  her  Ton  was  fond  of  milk  ; fhe 
replied  in  the  affirmative  ; the  paper  was -boiled  in 
it;  and,  when  I vihted  him  the  next  morning,  he 
was  perfeP:ly  recovered.  At  that  time  I felt  a 
limilar  fenfation  with  honefi;  Trillram,  when  he 
reflefted  on  his  behaviour  to  the  poor  monk. 
Some  time  after,  a lady  who  had  been  feized  with, 
•the  moft  dreadful  dyfentery  I ever  faw,  in  a quar- 
ter 
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ter  of  an  hour  after  taking  the  boiled  paper,  was 
well.  There  is  certainly  nothing  fo  common  as  to 
impute  effefts  to  caufes,  by  no  means  adequate  to 
the  produdion  of  faid  effefts.  Of  this  error  the 
author  has  been  particularly  cautious,  even  to  a 
refined  fcrupulofity ; but  where  theeffeft  has  caeteris 
paribus,  invariably  followed,  he  thought  himfelf 
entitled  for  the  future  to  expeft  it. 

The  large  dofe^  of  volatiles  and  narcotics  to  be 
met  with  in  thefe  pages,  may  ftartle  the  reader.  It 
is  to  be  feared  they  are  often  trifled  with  by  an  in- 
excufable  timidity.  It  is  a certain  faft,  that  fmall 
dofes  at  different  times,  have  often  no  good  effeft, 
and  that  the  opportunity  of  faving  our  patient, 
which  a large  dofe,  at  firft,  might  have  effe6led,  is 
irretrievably  loft.  An  extenfive  experience  has 
convinced  me,  that  many  lives  are  to  be  preferved 
by  an  happy  temerity. 

With  refpefcl  to  the  colick,  or  any  other  painful 
diforder,  the  beft  method  of  ufing  eleftricity.  I 
know  of,  is,  firft  to  draw  a few  fparks  from  the 
affefted  place,  and  then  to  draw  the  pained  part 
into  the  eleftrical  circuit;  and,  immediatety  after, 
to  give  another  fhock,  at  right  angles,  to  the 
former. 

The  author  did  not  chufe  to  adopt  any  fyftema- 
tical  or  regular  arrangement  of  difeafes  ; but  thofe 
of  which  great  multitudes  have  come  under  his 
care,  are  all  treated  in  the  fubfequent  manner. 

A dejinition  of  every  difeafe  is  firft  given,  fome- 
times  indeed  not  very  accurate,  but  popular  and  in- 
telligible 
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telligible;  for  his  chief  aim  was  to  exprefs  himfelf 
with  as  much  plainnefs  and  perfpicuity  as  the  na- 
ture of  things  would  admit' of. 

The  various  caufes,  by  which  it  may  be  occafioned, 
follow.  The  reader  will  here  meet  with  many  latent 
and  unfufpefted  ones,  and  fome  that  were  never 
obferved  before,  yet  well  worth  his  ferious  and 
careful  attention. 

All  the  diagnostics  are  fubjoined,  and  pathogno- 
monic fymptoms,  without  which  it  cannot  exift  (to 
preclude  all  poflibility  of  a miftake)  to  give  him  a 
competent  knowledge  of  the  difference  of  diifem- 
pers,  and  enable  him  to  treat  them  with  certainty 
and  precihon. 

The  invariable  prognostics  are  added  to  fatisfy  a 
natural  curiofity  which  prompts  us  to  inquire 
whether  it  will  terminate  in  health,  another  difeafe, 
or  death : nor  is  the  leaft  regard  paid  to  any 
authors,  unlefs  we  have  feen  their  affertions  con- 
firmed by  a feries  of  inftances  and  irrefragable  ex- 
perience. 

Theatre  is  the  next  and  moft  important  point  that 
comes  under  confideration,  including  the  regulation 
of  the  non  naturals,  particularly  the  dietetic  regi- 
men. According  to  the  plan  laid  down,  it  is  impof- 
fible  to  err  in  this  cafe,  or  to  be  at  a lofs  in  knowing 
whether  evacuations  are  neceffary,  and  which  are 
the  moft  eligible.  For  inflance,  if  there  is  too  great 
a quantity  of  vital  heat  accumulated,  and  that  accu- 
mulation 
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mulatioh  be  univerfal,  a vein  muft  be  opened  : bul: 
If  it  exceeds  not  in  quantity,  or  the  accumulation 
be  only  partial  as  ir\  heftics,  flow  fevers,  &c.  no- 
thing can  exculpate  the  praffitioner  for  propofiug 
that  operation. 

Laflly,  ?LVdiriQ,iY prescriptions 2ly^  g^ven,  adapted 
to  the  various  cir'cumftances  of  the  cafe,  and  such 
only  as  have  often  proved  fuccefsful. 


My  attachment'(perhaps  too  violent)  to  formulae 
I readily  confefs,  partly  owing  to  the  necefTity  of 
writing  forae  fcores  over  night,  without  which 
precaution  it  would  have  been  impofiible  to  aflifl 
the  numbers  of  poor  who  applied  to  me  in  fcveral 
places  where  I have  been. 

In  what  manner  they  were  acquired  is  of  little 
concernment  to  the  reader ; fome  were  difcovered 
by  accident,  others  originate  from  hints  received 
from  old  phyficians,  though  by  far  the  grcatefi:  part 
are  the  refult  of  fevere  fludy;  the  utility  of  which 
has  been  confirmed  by  long  exteniive  and  painful 
experience.  Such  as  they  are,  mankind  are  wel- 
come to  them,  as  I have  no  other  objeft  in  view 
but  their  benefit.  He  who  can  conceal  that  which 
would  be  of  advantage  to  millions  for  the  emolu- 
ment of  a paltry  individual,  is  a defpicable  wretch, 
that  deferves  very  ill  of  fociety.  Si  quid  novifli 
reftius  iflis  Candidus  imperti,  fi  non  his,  utcre 
jnecum.

ART  OF  HEALING. 


Of  F EVE  RS  in  general, 

FEVER  exifts  when  the  motion  of  the 


i-L  blood  is  preternaturally  accelerated,  which 
increafed  motion  feems  to  be  caufed  by  an  effort  of 
nature  to  expel  fomething  out  of  the  body  which 
ought  not  to  be  retained  within  it ; but  this  effefi 
becomes  a primary  difeafe  from  the  incapacity  of 
nature  to  remove  it. 

By  nature  is  meant  that  motive  power  by  which 
thofe  funftions  are  performed,  which  are  intirely 
independent  on  our  own  direction  or  confent  ; 
fuch,  for  inftance,  as  the  pulfation  of  the  heart 
and  arteries,  the  fecretions,  &c.  Spontaneous 
aftions,  or  thofe  which  are  chiefly  fo,  being  ob- 
je^ls  of  eligibility,  are  therefore  by  phyficians 
termed  non-naturals. 

The  proximate  cause  of  fevers  is  irritation 
(which  may  occafion  a fpafmodic  affe6lion  of  the 
whole  nervous  fyftem)  commonly  owing  to  an 
obftruftion  of  infenfible  perfpiration  : when  the 
particles  of  this  matter  are  thrown  back  into  the. 
circulation,  they  may  ftagnate  in,  and  plug  up 
the  extremities  of  the  capillary  arteries,  or  bring 
on  fpafmodic  conftri61:ions  of  them^ 
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Ah  Irritation  may  alfo  be,  owing  to  other 
caufes,  as  acrid  food  or  liquofs,  affeftions  of  the 
mind,  hunger,  the  abforption  of  pus,  any  thing 
acrimonious  coming  into  contaft  with  the  extre- 
mity of  a nerve,  intenfe  ftudy,  agrypnia,  profufe 
venery ; propulfion  of  the  blood  into  the  l}Tn- 
phatics,  which  is  then  called  an  injlammation. 

The  diagnostics  of  an  inflammatory  fever. 
Parching  heat,  intolerable  thirft,  high  coloured 
urine,  without  fediment;  velocity,  hardnefs  and 
fulnefs  of  the  pulfe,  pain  in  the  head,  fide,  back, 
or  loins  ; a dry  furred  tongue,  anxiety  about  the 
praecordia,  difficult  refpiration,  coma  vigil  and 
averfion  from  food. 

Fevers  generally  begin  with  a previous  fen- 
fation  of  chillnefs,  ffiivering,  or  intenfe  cold  ; lefs 
or  more,  longer  or  ffiorter,  external  or  internal, 
according  to  the  variety  of  fubje6f;s,  caufes,  or 
fevers  themfelves. 

The  prognostics.  Every  fever  terminates  in 
healthy  another  disease^  or  death. 

In  healthy  when  the  morbific  matter  is  fubju- 
gated  by  the  fever,  loofened,  rendered  moveable,  * 
and  at  length  expelled  by  infenfible  perfpiration, 
fweat,  faliva,  vomiting,  urine,  or  diarrhoea  ; a 
crifis  ufually  coming  on  within  fourteen  days. 

In  another  disease,  when  the  veffels  are  injured 
by  too  violent  an  exagitation  ; the  more  fluid 
parts  diffipated,  the  reft  incraffated,  and  the  critical 
m.atter  depofited  in  veffels  which  are  obftrufted, 
dilated,  or  ruptured : hence  arife  puftules,  red 
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fpots,  eryfipelas,  phlegmons,  buboes,  fclurri,  ex- 
^themata,  abfceffes,  gangrenes,  and  mortifica- 
tions. 

In  death,  when  the  incrcafed  accumulation  of 
the  vital  heat  overcomes  the  elafticity  of  the 
mufcular  fibre,  and  retains  the  heart  in  its  diaf- 
tole  ; or  when  the  fluids  are  deftroyed  by  the 
force  of  the  folids:  hence  arife  inflammations, 
fuppurations,  gangrenes  in  the  vital  vifcera,  and 
aphthous  ulcers  in  the  primae  vitae  ; which  laft, 
though  feldom  noticed  or  fufpefted,  appear  from 
diffedions  to  be  a common  caufe  of  death. 

The  curative  indications , Thefe  direft  to  the 
correBion  and  expulfion  of  the  acrid  irritating 
matter,  with  unremitted  attention  to  the  vis  vitce, 
that  it  may  not  be  too  much  diminifhed ; while 
the  motion  of  the  blood  muff  be  reflrained  within 
due  bounds,  and  the  redundance  of  heat  ex- 
pelled. 

As  to  regimen,  freili  air  is  abfolutely  neceffary, 

• which  may  be  admitted  by  the  door  or  windows, 
as  often  and  as  long  as  may  be  thought  conveni- 
ent : vinegar  fhould  be  frequently  thrown  on  a 
red  hot  iron  in  the  room  : nor  would  it  be  a tri- 
fling melioration  of  the  air  to  fet  pots  near  the 
bed  with  fome  of  the  aromatic  plants  growing  in 
them,  fuch  as  lavendar,  rue,  rofemary,  or  mint, 
but  by  no  means  to  fufFer  any  herbs  which  are 
not  in  a ftate  of  vegetation  to  continue  in  the  fame 
room  with  the  patient,  nor  thefe  after  fun-fet. 
Clean  linen  refrefhes,  and  may  fafely  be  allowed 
every  day,  or  every  other  day  at  fartheft.  Let 
A 2 him 
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him  not  be  confined  wholly  to  his  bed,  but  fit  up 
every  day,  as  long  as  he  can  without  fatigue. 

He  fhould  be  plied  plentifully  with  diluting 
liquids,  for  it  is  irapoflible  that  he  can  drink  too 
much  : what  the  fluid  is,  is  not  very  material,, 
provided  it  be  taken  in  immenfe  quantities : even 
cold  water,  if  required,  may  be  drank  with  fafety 
and  advantage.  The  fubfequent  diluents  are  ex- 
ceeding fuitable,  viz.  barley  water,  with  forty 
drops  of  fpirit  of  nitrous  sether  in  every  pint, 
deco6lion  of  hartfhorn,  cyder  whey,  tea  prepared 
from  balm,  fage,  mint,  penny-royal,  or  mother  of 
thyme.  A lemon  fqueezed  into  a pint  of  water, 
and  fweetened  to  the  tafle  with  treacle,  is  of  con- 
fiderable  utility.  Three  fpoonfuls  of  vinegar  in 
a pint  of  water,  fweetened  with  honey,  is  another 
very  proper  ptifan,  as  is  alfo  vinegar  whey. 

When  nature  verges  towards  a fecretion,  dia- 
phoretics, or  at  leafl  a warmer  regimen  becomes 
neceffary  to  help  on  coftion  and  a crifis  : depu- 
ration is  the  >mrk  of  nature:  if  fhe  is  languid, 
afiTifl;  her  with  cardiacs,  aromatics,  and  volatiles  ; 
then  blifters  are  highly  proper  (efpecially  to  the 
corpulent),  to  quicken  the  circulation,  diflblve 
the  vifeid  and  too  bulky  fanguineous  corpufcles, 
and  to  forward  fecretion  through  the  miliary 
glands.. 

When  the  fever  is  fubjugated,  let  the  patient 
take  that  which  affords  the  fmalleft  employment 
for  the  chylopoietic  organs,  with  antiputrefeents, 
falts  and  acids  : whatever  food  is  allowed  fliould 
be  given  in  fmall  quantities  and  often  repeated  ; 
fpoon-meats,  broth,  panada,  bread  pudding,  and 
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fiich  like.  It  is  a fortunate  circumftance  that 
perfons,  while  a fever  continues,  feldom  feel  any 
inclination  to  eat;  for  the  chyle  cannot  then  be 
properly  elaborated.  After  the  ravages  of  a fever, 
and  to  remove  that  diftreffing  languor  which 
arifes  from  too  profufe  evacuations,  nothing  is 
fo  proper  as  ftrong  broths  drank  as  freq^uently  and 
as  copioufly  as  the  ftomach  will  bear.  I have  of- 
ten enjoined  the  ufe  of  them,  though  the  pulfe 
continued  quick  and  ticking,  while  flufhings  an-d. 
partial  heat  remained,  and  the  patients  were 
thought  to  be  at  the  laid  gafp,  with  amazing  fuc- 
cefs. 

If  a vehement  craving  is  manifefted  of  some- 
thing particular  to  eat,  and  it  be  often  requefted 
— let  it  be  what  it  will,  it  ought  not  to  be  refufed: 
in  the  decline  of  fevers,  there  feems  to-  be  fome- 
thing  in  thefe  untoward  hankerings  of  nature  ana- 
logous to  the  pica  in  chlorotics,  whofe  eager  defire 
of  chalk  and  tobacco  pipes  is  by  no  means,  as 
fome  fuppofe,  the  caufe  of  their  diforder,  but  the 
predominant  acid  in  their  ftomach  (the  primary 
diforder),  which  naturally  infligates  them  t9  feed 
on  fuch  things. 

The  cure^  If  the  ftrength  of  the  patient  will 
bear  it,  ufe  venae-feftion. 

Cooling  clyflers  may  be  adminiftered ' with, 
great  propriety,  as. 

Take  of  Pure  nitre  two  drachms, 

Honey  of  rofes  one  ounce, 

S-weet  whey  feven  ounces. 
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Make  it  a clyfter.  It  will  be  found  no  incon- 
fiderable  auxiliary  (efpecially  for  children)  to 
bathe  the  feet  and  legs  with  warm  water  two  or 
three  times  a day. 

The  following  mixture  may  be  drank  at  plea- 
fure. 

Take  of  Pure  nitre  half  an  ounce, 

Juice  of  lemons  feven  ounces, 

Cochineal  two  drachms, 

Water  a gallon, 

Sugar  as  much  as  you  pljsafe. 

Let  it  be  made  a mixture. 

On  the  firft  appearance  of  a fever  the  fubfe- 
quent  bolus  will  generally  anfwer  and  remove  it 
in  a few  hours. 

Take  of  Pure  nitre, 

Camphire  of  each  a fcruple, 

Conferve  of  wormwood  half  a drachm. 

Make  it  a bolus  to  be  taken  at  night,  and  if 
neceflary,  to  be  repeated  the  next  morning,  the 
patient  being  confined  to  his  bed  till  the  fweat 
goes  off. 

Any  fever  may  be  foon  extingiiilhed  by  the 
nfe  of  the  following  powders. 

Take  of  Tartarifed  antimony  five  grains. 

White  fugar  (or  Nitre)  a drachm. 

Let  them  be  ^v■*dll  rubbed  in  a glafs  mortar,  and. 
be  divided  into  fix  powders : one  to  be  taken 
every  three  hours,  notwithflanding  the  naufea 
the  firft  may  poflibly  occafion.  If  they  bring  on 
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a diarrhoea,  they  fhould  be  ftill  continued,  and 
it  will  foon  ceafe  fpontaneoufly. 

If  thefe  are  taken  (which  is  moft  commonly 
the  cafe)  without  any  manifefl:  inconvenience,  let 
there  be  feven  grains  in  the  next  fix  powders ; 
and  in  the  next,  ten.  Here  I beg  leave  to  re- 
tra61;  what  I faid  in  the  former  editions  of  this 
work,  viz.  that  till  ficknefs  and  vomiting  was 
excited,  this  noble  medicine  was  not  to  be 
depended  on. — For  1 have  fmce  feen  many  in- 
ftances  wherein  a paper  has  been  given  every 
three  hours  (of  which  there  have  been  ten.  grains- 
in  fix  powders)  without  the  lead  fenfible  opera- 
tion, either  by  ficknefs,  Ifool,  urine,  or  fweat,, 
and  though  the  patients  had  been  unremittedly 
delirious  for  more  than  a week,  with  fubfultus 
tendinum,  and  all  the  appearances  of  haflening. 
death,  they  have  perfeftly  recovered  without 
any  other  .medicinal  aid,  a clyiler  every  other 
day  excepted.  I have  lately  feen  a great  many 
cafes  fimilar  to  the  above,  and  the  tartarifed  anti- 
mony has  invariably  produced  the  fame  effeft. 


ARDENT  FEVER. 

An  ardent  fever  is  attended  with  a preter- 
natural and  univerfal  heat : if  it  is  continual 
and  terminates  in  twenty-four  hours,  it  is  called 
Ephemera ; if  it  fliould  la:i  longer,  it  is  termed 
Caufus  or  Synochus. 

The  putrid  ^ynochm,  as  the  antients  called  it, 
has  for  its  concomitants  a burning  heat,  vehement 
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thirft,  averfion  from  food,  intolerablq  anxiety,  a 
dry  furred  tongue,  unnatural  refpiration,  reftlefs 
nights,  and  a crude,  thick,  or  red  urine  without 
fediment. 

The  cause,  as  has  been  already  remarked,  is 
irritation.  If  that  which  ought  to  be  expelled 
from  the  body  is  retained  within  it,  a confe- 
quential  putrefa61;ion  enfues,  from  whence  the 
putrid  fynochus  and  other  putrid  difeales. 

The  diagnostics,  or  pathognomonic  fymptoms 
are  intolerable  thirft,  .prodigious  heat  over  the 
whole  body,  the  tongue  dry,  rough,  yellow,  or 
black:  coarftation  of  the  lungs,  confequently 
difficult  and  laborious  refpiration,  quicknefs  and 
hardnefs  of  the  pulfe;  pain  in  the  head,  flame- 
coloured  urine,  coftivenefs,  anxiety  about  the 
praecordia,  agrypnia. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  moft  commonly  mortal 
on  the  third  or  fourth  day,  or  refolved  by  an 
haermorrhage. 

The  face  red  and  clammy;  the  urine  thin, 
fmall  in  quantity,  black  or  bloody  ; a parotis  not 
fuppurating,  fpafmodic  conftriffions  of  the 
bronchia,  all  forebode  great  danger. 

But  if  the  patient  fnatches,  fumbles  with  his 
fingers,  gathers  up  the  bed  clothes,  feems  to  pick 
ftraws,  drops  fnvoluntary  tears ; It  purple  or 
livid  fpots  appear,  if  the  hypochondres  are  in- 
flated, the  extremities  cold,  with  catchings  of 
the  breath,  infenfibility,  cold  fweats,  hiccoughs, 

rattling 
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rattling  in  the  throat. — Any  of  thefe  are  dele- 
terious fymptoms,  and  moft  of  them  generally 
quif  k forerunners  of  the  laft  cataftrophe. 

The  cure,  Affift  nature  in  her  efforts  to  expel 
tire  morbific  matter  in  the  fame  method  whereby 
Ihe  attempts  to  do  it,  whether  by  hasmorrhage, 
vomiting,  fweat.  or  urine. — Give  great  quantities 
of  diluting  liquids.  Draw  off'biood  from  a large 
orifice  as  foon  as  poffible,  and  repeat  the  opera- 
tion according  to  the  indication  of  fymptoms, 
though  after  the  third  day  phlebotomy  cannot  be 
ufed  with  propriety. 

If  the  vital  ffrength  has  been  indifcreetly  re- 
duced by  too  frequent  venasfeflions ; on  recovery, 
,give  cardiacs,  volatiles,  and  ftrong  broths. 

When  the  fever  remits,  give  the  Peruvian  Bark » 
The  medicines  which  have  been  found  fuccefs- 
ful  in  the  cure  of  ardent  fevers  are  to  be  rpet 
with  below:  either  of  which  formulae  may  be 
adopted  according  to  the  difcretion  of  the  prac- 
titioner, or  the  tartarifed  antimonial  powders  re- 
commended under  the  article,  fevers  in  general. 

Take  of  pure  nitre  two  drachms, 

Compound  powder  of  contrayerva,. 

Calcined  antimony,  of  each  one  drachm. 

Make  into  fix  powders.  One  to  be  taken  every 
three  (or  two)  hours.  Or,  ^ 

Take  of  prepared  kali, 

Pure  nitre,  of  each  a fcruple. 

Pure  water,  an  ounce, 

Spirit  of  nutmeg. 

Juice  of  lemons  of  each  two  drachms.- 

A draught 


( lO  ) 


A draught  to  be  taken  every  third  hour.  Or, 

Take  of  acetated  kali,  half  a drachm, 

Pure  nitre  fifteen  grains, 

Pure  water  an  ounce  and  a half, 

Spirit  of  nutmeg  two  drachms, 

Coihpound  fpirit  of  ammonia  twenty-five  drops. 

A draught  to  be  repeated  every  three  hours. 

The  ufe  of  cardiacs  is  not  to  be  difpenfed  with 
even  in  diforders  arifing  from  a plethora ; for  it 
nature  is  not  kindly  fupported,  the  cannot  free 
herfelf  from  fuch  diforders ; add  to  which,  the 
languor  arifing  from  neceffary  evacuations  is 
fometimes  fatal  for  want  of  proper  ftrengtheners 
and  nutritious  reftoratives. 



INTERMITTING  FEVER, 

An  Intermitting  fever  (or  ague)  is  one  that 
returns  after  the  patient  is  wholly  free  from 
it  for  one,  two,  or  more  days,  with  frefh  and  in- 
creafed  exacerbation. 

The  causes,  A vifcidityof  the  arterial  fluid, 
occafioning  a quicker  and  llronger  contraftion  of 
the  heart ; an  obftruftion,  or  unequal  diflribu- 
tion  of  the  vital  heat ; a predominant  acid  in  the 
primaeviae;  fo  that  the  caufe  feems  rather  to 
originate  in  the  nervous  influence,  for  the' bark 
will  profligate  this  diforder,  and  the  fame  drug 
is  equally  efficacious  in  the  removal  of  hyfleric 
paffioiis. 


The 
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The  diagnostics.  An  ofcitancy,  fenfation  of 
jalTitude,  rigor,  quaking,  palenefs  of  the  ex- 
tremities, difficult  refpiration,  anxiety  about  the 
praecordia,  aiaufea,  vomiting,  pain  in  the  back, 
loins,  and  limbs,  the  pulfe  quick  and  fmall,  the 
urine  thin  and  crude,  then  follow  heat,  flufhings 
rednefs,  ftrong  pulfe,  intenfe  thirft,  violent  pain 
in  the  head,  and  the  urine  red  as  in  a continual 
fever ; afterwards  the  patient  falls  into  a profufe 
fweat,  the  fymptoms  remit,  the  urine  grows 
thick,  with  a fediment  like  brick-duft;  fleep  and 
debility  fucceed. 

The  prognostics.  Sometimes  it  changes  its 
type,  and  is  converted  to  a dangerous  continual 
fever,  but  this  is  peculiar  to  plethoric  habits. 
Sometimes  it  terminates  (in  cache6fic  habits,  or 
if  not  treated  fcientifidally)  in  a dropfy,  jaundice, 
phthifis,  or  fcirrous  tumours  of  the  abdomen ; 
though  thefe  diforders  may  with  more  propriety 
be  imputed  to  bleedings  than  be  numbered  among 
the  natural  conferquences  of  intermittents.  If 
properly  managed,  it  is  to  be  fubjugated  with 
great  facility. 

The  cure.  If  plethoric,  which  is  very  rarely - 
the  cafe,  bleed.  If  there  is  much  naufea,  furri- 
nefs  of  the  tongue,  a bitter  tafle  in  the  mouth, 
or  frequent  retchings,  give  a puke  immediately. 
The  following  repeated  every  morning,  will  be 
alone  fufficient  to  remove  moll  intermittents. 

Take  of  blue  vitriol, 

Antimony  tartarifed,  of  each  eight  grains. 


Make 
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Make  into  three  powders.  Let  one  be  taken 
oarly  in  the  morning,  falling,  in  a large  fpoon 
about  half  full  of  water:  let  the  patient  ftrain, 
but  drink  nothing  with  it  till  he  ejefts  fome 
yellow  or  porraceous  matter;  if  his  ficknefs  doth 
not  then  go  off  of  itfelf,  half  a glafs  of  brandy 
fhould  be  taken;  if  that  Ihould  come  up  imme- 
diately, the  repetition  of  it  will  fettle  his  ftomach, 
and  he  may  then  go  about  his  ufual  bufinefs. 

If  this  method  fhould  be  objefted  to,  the  bark 
may  be  adminiftered  as  follows,  with  certainty  of 
fuccefs. 

Take  of  Red  Peruvian  bark,  two  fcruples. 

Crude  fait  ammoniac,  five  grains. 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  as  much  as  will  make  it 
into  a bolus. 

To  be  taken  every  third  or  fourth  hour,  during 
the  abfence  of  the  paroxyfm,  wafhing  'it  down 
with  a glafs  of  port  wine,  or  (which  is  a very 
elegant  method  of  difpenfing  it). 

Take  of  Red  bark,  one  ounce, 

Extrafl  of  liquorice,  two  drachms. 

Oil  of  faffafras,  half  a drachm. 

Mucilage  of  gum  arable,  as  much  as  will  make 
it  into  an  ele£luary. 


The  fize  of  a walnut  to  be  taken  three  or  four 
times  a day,  during  the  apyrexy. 

If  the  patient  fuffers  under  great  debility,  a 
chalybeate  ought  to  be  joined  with  the  bark,  as, 

I'ake  of  Red  bark  an  ounce. 

Green  vitriol,  a drachm  and  a half. 

Mucilage  of  gum  arable,  enough  to  make  it 
an  electuary. 

Dofe, 
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Dofe,  the  quantity  of  a nutmeg,  three  or  four 
times  a day,  in  the  time  of  intermiflion. 

Should  the  bark  be  importunately  obje6fed  to, 
either  of  the  following  formulas  will  be  found 
to  anfwer  expetfation : the  firft  is  moft  proper 
for  them  whole  hot  fits  are  the  longeft. 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  two  drachms, 

Pure  water,  feven  ounces, 

Spirit  of  cinnamon,  an  ounce  and  a half, 
Water  of  ammonia,  half  an  ounce, 

Tolu  fyrup,  an  ounce. 

- Of  this  mixture,  let  three  large  fpoonfuls  be 
taken  every  three  hours,  with  a draught  of  ca- 
momile tea.  Or, 

Take  of  Elecampane  root. 

Flowers  of  folphur,  of  each  an  ounce. 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  to  make  an 
eleftuary. 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a walnut,  thrice  a day. 

As  auxiliaries  to  expedite  the  cure,  a tea-fpoon- 
ful  of  one  of  the  following  bottles  of  drops  may 
be  given  with  either  of  the  above  medicines,  twice 
or  thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Water  of  kali,  fix  drachms, 

Water  of  ammonia,  two  drachms, 

Make  into  drops.  Or, 

Take  of  Compound  tinfture  of  gentian,  fix  drachms, 
diluted  vitriolic  acid,,  two  drachms,  as  before. 

Or,  The  Tin6lure  of  fnake-root,  an  ounce. 

N.  B.  The  flowers  of  fulphur  (in  coftive 
habits)  given  in  large  quantities,  as  a table  fpoon- 
ful  two  or  three  times  a day,  will  remove  moft 
ag«es. 

B PLELL 
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PLEURISY. 

A PLEURISY  is  an  iRflammation  of  the  mem- 
brane that  iines  the  ribs,  or  of  the  inter- 
coftal  mufcles;  the  firft  is  called  the  true,  the 
latter,  the  spurious,  or  baftard  pleurify. 

It  attacks  all  parts  of  the  pleura,  and  fometimes 
the  mediaflinum.  It  rarely,  if  ever  invades  chil- 
dren, or  thofe  who  have  a predominant  acid  in 
their  ftomachs.  If  owing  to  another  difeafe,  it 
is  called  fymptomatic  ; otherwife  idiopathic. 

The  cause,  is  that  which  determines  matter  to 
the  pleura;  or  a metaftafis  of  matter  from  other 
diforders,  or  that  of  ulcerous  tumours,  abforbed 
by  the  veins ; or  whatever  is  the  caufe  of  an  in- 
flammation ; as,  expofing  the  naked  body  to  the 
cold  air  after^exercife  ; drinking  cold  water  when 
hot,  a blow,  a fall,  a contufion  ; negleft  of  ufual 
exercife,  or  cuftomary  evacuations  ; carrying  a 
weight  difproportionate  to  the  ftrength;  inflam- 
matory difpofition  of  the  blood  ; a plethora. 

The  diagnostics.  An  acute  continual  fever, 
a hard  pricking,  ferrine  pulfe ; a violent,  fixed 
pungitiye  pain  in  the  fide,  greatly  exacerbated  in 
infpiration:  on  holding  the  breath,  or  in  expira- 
tion, the  pain  is  milder ; a cough  alinoft  inceffant ; 
a dry  furred  tongue  : the  refpiration  fmall,  fre- 
quent, and  operofe  ; great  anxiety  about  the  prae- 
cordia  ; perpetual  moaning,  refilelfnefs,  agripnia. 

The  prognostics.  If  an  haemoptoe  fupervenes 
within  three  days,  it  is  a fign  that  the  difeafe 
will  not  be  of  long  continuance  : if  later,  it  will 

be 
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be  the  more  tedious ; if  a fpitting  doth  not  come 
on  within  fourteen  days,  the  confequfence  will  be 
an  empyema  and  tabes.  If  it  appears  Inild  ou 
the  fifth  day,  and  is  aggravated  on  the  feventh, 
it  generally  proves  mortal.  The  fifth  day  is  often 
the  laft.  If  the  expuition  be  of  a dark  brown 
colour,  tough  and  excreted  with  difficulty,  this, 
for  obvious  reafons,  is  a deadly  fymptom.  The 
prognofis  depends  much  on  the  refpiration  : if 
that  is  very  anhelous,  and  the  patient  be  really 
peripneumonic,  though  he  feems  hearty,  fpeaks 
ftrong,  and  is  in  his  perfetl  fenfes,  yet  in  a few 
hours  the  fhears  of  Atropos  will  perform  their 
office.  If  a wliitiffi  vifcous  buff  ffiould  appear 
on  the  furface  of  the  drawn  blood,  or  if  it  be  a 
relapfe,  the  cafe  is  dangerous. 


If  a white  light  fpitting  is  thrown  off,  and  the 
fever  is  not  very  high,  the  heat  equally  diftn- 
buted  throughout  the  whole  body,  the  third  not 
very  intenfe,  the  expuition  performed  with  fa- 
cility, the  fpirits  not  funk,  the  dozes  eafy,  and 
finifh  without  darting  : thefe  are  all  good  figns, 
and  where  they  appear,  the  cure  is  not  difficult. 


The  cure.  Begin  with  venag-fe8;ion  from  a 
large  orifice,  to  be  repeated  as  there  is  occafion, 
but  not  after  the  difappearance  of  the  white 
crud.  Give  ple.ntitully,  and  as  often  as  poffible, 
of  diluting  liquids,  blood  warm,  particularly 
Rheniffi  wine-whey,  or  any  of  thofe  recommended 
under  the  article,  Fevers  in  general. 

The  tartarlzed  antimony  powders,  under  that 
article  are  not  to  be  omitted.  In  the  interim, 
B 2 viz. 
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viz.  two  hours  after  each  powder,  i.  c.  every 
four  hours,  let  one  of  the  following  draughts  be 
given.  ^ 

Take  of  Spermaceti  (dilTolved  in  a little  of  the  yolk 
of  an  egg)  half  a drachm, 

Pure  nitre,  a fcruple. 

Pure  water,  an  ounce, 

Tolu  fyrup,  two  draG4ims, 

Water  of  ammonia,  thirty  drops.  Or, 

Take  of  Acetated  kali,  half  a drachm, 

Pure  nitre,  a fcruple, 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  feven  grains. 

Pure  water^  an  ounce  and  half) 

Syrup  of  marfh-mallows,  two  drachms. 

If  the  form  of  a bolus  is  more  agreeable, 

Take  of  Pure  nitre, 

Ohbanum,  of  each  a fcruple, 

Camphlre,  ten  grains, 

Balfam  of  Peru,  ten  drops. 

Oil  of  juniper,  five  drops, 

Syrup  of  marfli-mallows,  enough  to  m.ake  them 
into  a bolus.  Or, 

Take  of  Pure  nitre, 

Rattle-fnake  root,  of  each  a fcruple. 

Opiate  confe£lion,  enough  to  make  a bolus. 

To  facilitate  expuition,  and  appeafe  the  cough, 
let  one  of  the  fubfequent  auxiliaries  be  ufed,  viz. 
Twenty  drops  of  balfam  of  copiava  on  fugar, 
twice  or  thrice  a day,  which  has  no  heating  qua- 
lity, as  fome  fuppofe,  but  on  the  contrary,  lowers 
the  pulfe  : I have  feen  admirable  effefts  from  it. 
Or,  a tea-fpoonful  of  volatile  liquor  of  hartfhorn, 
which  is  ^n  excellent  attenuant.  Or,  a tea- 
fpoonful  of  fpirit  of  nitrous  aether,  either  of 

thefe 
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thefe  to  be  given  in  water,  two  or  three  times  a 
day.  This  linGus  may  be  allowed  at  pleafure,  to 
abate  the  violence  of  the  cough. 

Take  of  Conferve  of  rofes,  half  an  ounce, 

Juice  of  Seville  oranges, 

Oil  of  olives  of  each  an  ounce, 

Syrup  of  white  poppies,  two  ounces. 

Make  it  a linftus. 

As  topical  applications  are  extremely  necef- 
fary  to  remove  the  pain,  and  difcufs  the  infpif- 
fated  fluids,  the  reader  is  here  prefented  with 
Various  forms  which  have  proved  efficacious, 
though  perhaps  a veficatory  on  the  part,  pained, 
is  as  eligible  as  any  of  them. 

Take  of  Water  of  ammonia. 

Oil  of  olives,  of  each  half  an  ounce. 

Make  it  a liniment,  with  which  the  affe6fed  fide 
Ihould  be  often  bathed.  Or, 

Take  of  Linfeed  oil,  an  ounce, 

Camphire,  half  an  ounce. 

Oil  of  annifeed,  a drachm. 

Make  it  a liniment.  Or,  apply  the  Ample  plaif- 
ter,  or  the  cummin  cataplafm.  Or, 

Take  of  Faenugreek, 

Cummin  feeds,  of  each  an  ounce  and  half, 
Linfeed  meal,  an  ounce. 

Honey,  two  ounces. 

Oil  of  olives,  enough  to  make  it  a poultice. 

Or  cupping,  with  fcarification.

A QUINSY,  or  Angina,  is  an  inflammatory 
fever,  owing  to  a defluftion  upon,  or 
fome  injury  done  to  the  thorax,  fauces,  or  lungs, 
which  occafions  a difficulty  of  deglutition  and 
refpiration. 

It  fometimes  appears  without  any  fign  of  a 
tumor,  external  or  internal,  and  is  then  owing 
to  fpafmodic  conllriftion,  and  requires  the  fame 
treatment  with  the  fuffocating  catarrh.  That 
%v^hich  is  the  objeft  of  prefent  confideration  is, 
when  there  is  a real  tumor  in  fome  part  of  the 
organs  of  the  fauces,  tOnfils,  or  circumjacent 
mufclqs. 

It  is  ufually  divided  into  four  fpecies,  viz^ 
Cynanche,  when  the  internal  mufcles  of  the 
larynx  are  affefted  without  an  apparent  tumor  ; 
Parycynanche,  when  the  external  mufcles  of  the 
larynx  are  affefted  without  an  apparent  tumor ; 
Synanche,  when  there  is  an  internal  tumor  im- 
peding refpiration  ; Par^^cynanche,  when  the 
external  mufcles  of  the  fauces  are  inflamed  with 
a tumor  : there  are  alfo  other  fpecies  of  it,  fuch 
as  the  watery,  fchirrous,  fuppuratory,  gangrenous 
and  convulfive,  as  well  as  inflammatory  Angina. 

The  cause.  Stagnation  of  a vitiated  fluid  in 
the  veffels,  from  whence  arifes  a compreffion  of 
the  mufcles,  as  muft  be  the  cafe  in  all  inflamma- 
tijons.  The  obftruftion  of  infenfible  perfpiratiqn 
may  occafion  this. 
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The  diagnostics.  Difficulty  of  fwallowing, 
laborious  refpiration,  rigidity  of  the  neck,  prick- 
ing pains  about  the  cheeks,  danger  of  fuffocation, 
a violent  fever,  foraetimes  with  and  fometimes 
without  a tumor. 

The  prognostics.  If  no  fwelling  appears,  it  is 
dangerous.  If  the  tumor  is  large  and  refpiration 
very  operofe,  prefent  help  mull  be  afforded;  for 
if  the  patient  fs  not  foon  relieved,  fuffocation  will 
enfue. 

The  cure.  The  regimen  muff  be  the  fame  as 
in  ardent  or  other  inflammatory  fevers ; for  we 
treat  not  under  this  head  of  the  pitutious  An- 
gina. Let  blood  be  drawn  from  the  arm,  the 
jugular,  or  the  fublinguals,  according  to  the 
ftrength  of  the  patient.  The  part  affefted  may 
be  touched  with  the  honey  of  rofes,  rendered  acid 
with  vitriolic  acid.  A lump  of  fugar  foaked  in 
camphorated  fpirit  of  wine  may  be  fuffered  to 
diffolve  flowly  in  the  mouth.  Ufe  appropriate 
gargarifms,  linftus  ; warm  cataplafms,  for  warmth 
mollifies  and  difcuffes ; veficatories,  clyfters, 
lenient  cathartics,  and  if  nothing  elfe  will  avail, 
bronchotomy,  which  may  be  performed  with  the 
utmofl;  fafety  ; were  it  otherwife,  fuch  cafes  as 
thefe  would  warrant  the  mofl;  hazardous  enter- 
pri2^  that  could  afford  the  leafl;  gleam  of  hope. 

I ffiall  now  offer  fome  medicines  to  the  choice 
of  the  praftitioner,  the  ufe  of  which  has  been 
attended  with  fuccefs.  Seven  drops  of  oil  of 
amber  on  a lump  of  fugar,  to  be  kept  in  the 
mouth  without  moving  till  diffolved  : this  has 
often  produced  an  amazing  effeQ, 
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Take  of  Long  pepper,  an  ounce, 

Winter’s  bark, 

Cloves,  of  each  half  an  ounce : 

•» 

Boil  in  a pint  of  new  milk,  and  let  the  vapour 
be  received  into  the  inouth  through  an  inverted 
funnel. 

Take  of  Bariey-water  half  a pint, 

Rofe -water,  an  ounce. 

Honey  of  rofes,  two  ounces. 

Pure  nitre,  half  an  ounce : 

For  a gargle  to  be  held  in  the  mouth  till  it 
grows  warm,  and  then  to  be  fpit  out ; to  be 
ufed  every  three  hours. 

Take  of  litharge  plaifter,  enough  to  be  fpread 
on  a piece  of  foft  leather,  that  may  reach  from 
ear  to  ear. 

Take  of  Pure  water,  four  ounces, 

Honey,  two  ounces. 

Spirit  of  wine  camphorated,  half  an  ounce, 
Spirit  of  fcurvy-grafs,  two  drachms. 

Water  of  ammonia,  a drachm  and  half. 

For  a gargle  to  be  ufed  every  three  hours. 

Take  of  Florentine  iris  root,  an  ounce. 

Flowers  of  fulphur. 

Long  pepper,  of  each  a drachm  and  half. 

Oil  of  wormwood,  a drachm, 

Reflified  fplrit,  enough  to  make  a cataplafm, 
to  be  applied  warm. 

Give  the  tartarized  antimony  powders.  See 
Fevers  in  general.  Or, 

Take  of  Prepared  kali. 

Pure  nitre,  of  each  a fcruple, 
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Cochineal,  five  grains, 

Pure  water,  an  ounce  and  half. 

Compound  fpirit  of  ammonia,  twenty-five 
drops. 

A draught  to  be  taken  every  three  hours. 

Take  of  Acetated  kali. 

Pure  nitre,  of  each  a fcruple. 

Volatile  fait  of  hartfhorn,  feven  grains. 

Pure  water,  an  ounce  and  half. 

Spirit  of  nutmeg,  two  drachms. 

Sugar,  as  much  as  will  make  it  palatable,  for 
a draught,  to  be  taken  every  three  hours. 

Twenty  or  thirty  drops  of  either  of  the  fub- 
fequent,  may  be  ufed  as  auxiliaries,  three  or 
four  times  a day  : 

Spirit  of  vitriolic  sether. 

Spirit  of  nitrous  aether. 

Volatile  liquor  of  hartfhorn. 


FERIPNEUMONY. 

A TRUE  Peripneumony  is  an  inflammation  of 
the  lungs ; the  parts  affefted  are  the  bron- 
chial or  pulmonic  arteries,  or  the  lateral  lympha- 
tics;, the  blood  being  either  obftrufted  in  the 
former,  or  propelled  into  the  latter. 

The  cause.  Any  thing  that  is  the  caufe  of 
an  inflammation,  which  has  been  already  afligned 
under  the  articles  Fevers  in  general  and  Pleurify. 

The  diagnostics.  A fmall,  fometimes  foft,  al- 
ways unequal,  undulatory  and  frequently  dicrotic 
pulfe  ; fwelling  of  the  eyes  and  cheeks  ; a little 

frequent, 
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frequent,  and  fomewhat  tufficulous  refpiratlon; 
rednefs  of  the  face,  delirium. 

prognostics.  It  terminates  like  all  other 
inflammations,  in  health,  another  difeafe,  or 
death. 

In  healthy  if  a p,lentiful  yellow  fpitting  comes 
on ; or  even  if  the  expuition  be  fanguineous ; if 
the  refpiration  begins  to  be  performed  with 
greater  facility. 

In  another  disease  fas  a vomica  or  abcefs)  if 
the  inflammatory  matter  cannot  be  refolved  within 
fourteen  days,  as  may  be  known  by  the  ceffation 
of  pain,  while  the  dyfpnoea  remains,  the  cheeks 
and  lips  reddening  with  a foft,  weak  and  undula- 
tory  pulfe. 

In  deathyii  both  lobes  of  the  lungs  are  afFefted 
at  the  fame  tin^e  ; if  a coma  fomnolentum  fuper- 
venes,  a proftra^ion  of  the  vis  vitse  with  grievous 
depieflion  of  the  fpirits  ; frequent  fhedding  of 
tears;  complaint  of  heat  in  the  throat,  colciiiefs 
of  the  extremities,  unabating  delirium. 

The  cure  is  various,  according  to  the  different 
flate  of  the  difeafe  and  fymptoms.  Reft  of  body, 
and  a little  diftipation  of  mind,  are  highly  requi- 
fite ; as  alfo  are  baths,  vapours,  clyfters,  mild 
catharitics;  medicines,  fuch  as  in  pleurify,  with 
which  in  every  refpeft,  the  treatment  fhould  be 
nearly  fimilar,  plebotomy  excepted,  which  muft 
be  ufed  fparingly,  and  with  the  utmoft  caution. 

Boil 
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Boil  elder  flowers,  mallow  leaves,  and  flax-feed, 
in  milk,  and  let  the  vapour  be  received  into  the 
fauces  by  means  of  a funnel. 

When  the  matter  is  refolved  and  abforbed  by 
the  refluent  blood,  great  care  muft  be  exhibited, 
that  it  doth  not  fettle  on  fome  noble  part ; for 
which  purpofe  give  attenuants,  refolvents,  de- 
mulcents, diluents,  abforbents,  diaphoretics,  diu- 
retics, or  cathartics,  purfuing  that  method  of 
expulfion  which  is  pointed  out  by  nature.  I fhall 
now,  according  to  cuflorn,  propofe  fome  reme- 
dies, the  efficacy  of  which  has  been  often 
experienced. 

For  common  drink,  let  the  compound  de- 
coftion  of  barley  be  given,  or  the  next. 

Take  of  Barley  decoftion  a pint, 

Simple  oxymel,  two  ounces, 

Pure  nitre,  half  a drachm. 

• 

The  breaft  fhould  be  often  bathed  with  the 
following  embrocation,  three  or  four  times  a day 
at  lead ; I have  feen  marvellous  advantage  from 
it : 

Take  of  Tincture  of  opium. 

Vinegar  of  each  an  ounce, 

Make  a fotus,  to  be  ufed  cold. 

Take  of  balfam  of  copaiva,  an  ounce, 

Let  ten  drops  be  taken  on  fugar,  three  or  four 
times  a day ; whatever  elfe  is  given,  this  is  not 
to  be  difpenfed  with.  A linftus  may  be  ufed  at 
pleafure,  as, 


Take 
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Take  of  Conferve  of  hips,  half  an  ounce, 

Oil  of  fweet  almonds,  an  ounce, 

Tolu  fyrup,  two  ounces. 

Take  of  Spermaceti  (dilfglved  in  the  yolk  of  an  egg) 
a fcruple, 

Pure  nitre,  ten  grains 

Pure  water,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Tolu  fyrup,  a drachm, 

Compound  fpirit  of  ammonia,  twenty-five 
drops , 

Make  a draught  to  be  taken  every  two  hours. 

Take  of  Acetated  kali,  half  a drachm. 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  feven  grains. 

Cochineal,  five  grains. 

Pure  water,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Tolu  fyrup,  a drachm. 

Make  a draught  to  be  taken  every  fourth  hour. 


' PHRENITIS. 

APHRENITIS  is  an  inflammatory  fever; 

attended  with  a conftant  and  fierce  deli- 
rium. 

The  cauje.  An  inflammation  of  the  brain,  or 
its  meninges,  or  of  the  feptum  tranfverfum.  It 
it  arifes  from  a primary  affeftion  of  the  brain,  it 
is  called  idiopathic ; if  the  brain  is  fecondarily 
affefted,  fymptomatic. 

The  diagnostics.  The  abfurd  behaviour  of  the 
patient ; incoherent,  wild  or  unmeaning  dif- 

courfe ; 
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courfe;  redn^efs,  rolling,  and  glaring  of  the  eyes ; 
throbbing,  and  an  undulatory  motion  of  the 
temporal  artery,  coma  vigil,  with  an  acute  con- 
tinual fever. 

The  prognostics.  The  true  phrenitis  is  gene- 
rally mortal  on  the  third,  fourth  or  feventh  day 
at  fartheft.  If  it  doth  not  exacerbate  on  thofe 
days,  it  will  terminate  in  a lethargy,  or  incurable 
mania.  In  old  men,  or  originating  from  an  in- 
flammation of  the  ilium,  or  lungs,  it  is  mortal. 
White  ftools,  or  white  urine,  are  the  harbingers 
of  death,  .^ruginous  vomiting,  fpitting  at  the 
bye  ftanders,  gnafhing  or  grinding  of  the  teeth, 
or  fnatching  of  the  bed  clothes,  are  the  fore- 
runners of  a diflblution.  If  accompanied  with 
laughter,  if  a gentle  fleep  fupervenes,  or  the 
delirium  abates  at  times,  a recovery  may  be 
expe6led. 

The  cure.  It  is  to  be  taken  from  an  inflamma- 
tion, in  general.  Open  the  jugular  vein,  or 
(which  is  preferable)  the  temporal  artery.  Giv« 
antiphlogilHc  eccoproticks,  as  tamarinds,  falts, 
&c.  diluting  nitrous  draughts,  clyfters  two  or 
three  times  a day  ; apply  emollient  fomentations 
to  the  anus;  if  it  fwelJs,  wafti  with  reftified 
fpirits  of  wine.  A fotus  fhould  be  frequently 
ufed  to  bathe  the  whole  head  with,  as, 

Take  of  Camphorated  fpirit, 

Compound  tinfture  of  lavender, 

Vinegar,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Bathe  the  feet  and  legs  frequently  with  the 
iotus  communis  w^arm.  After  proper  evacua.- 
C tions. 
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tions,  apply  '\Feficatories  to  the  feet,  which  have 
often  exceeded  my  expeftation. 

‘ ' Opiates, 

Take  of  Tamarinds,  two  ounces,  boil  in  a pint  and  half 
* of  water,  fifain,  and  then  add, 

Currant  rob, 

Glauber’s  fait, 

• Juice  of  lemons,  of  each  two  ounces. 

Of  this  mixture  let  a tea-cupful  be  taken  every 
hour  till  a purging  fupervenes. 

Take  of  Salt  of  hartfborn,  a fcruple. 

Spermaceti  (diffolved  in  the  yolk  of  an  egg) 
fifteen  grains. 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  ten  grains. 

Pure  water  an  ounce  and  half. 

Let  the  draught  be  repeated  according  to  the 
urgency  of  fymptoms.  Or, 

Take  of  Pure  nitre  half  a drachm, 

Camphire,  ten  grains, 

Purified  opium,  three  grains, 

Aromatic  confedlion,  enough  to  make  a bolus. 

Take  of  Camphire,  a fcruple, 

.dEther,  half  an  ounce. 

Let  it  be  put  into  a fpoon,  and  fwallowed  as 
quick  as  pofiible. 


FARA-PHRENITIS, 

APARA-PHRENITIS  is  ail  inflammation  of 
the  diaphragm.  This  difeafe  is  fometimes 
miftaken  for  another,  which  is  nothing  fur- 

prifing. 
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prifing,  for  it  requires  no  fmall  degree  of  fagacity 
and  medical  acumen,  to  difcriminate  an  affeftion 
of  the  ftomach  kidneys,  colon,  liver,  or  pancreas, 
from  that  of  the  midriff. 

The  caufi  is  the  fame  as  that  of  other  inflam- 
mations. 

The  diagnostics . An  acute  continual  feV'er, 
attended  with  an  inflammatory  pain,  which  is 
greatly  exacerbated  by  every  infpiration,  or 
coughing,  or  fneezing,  or  evacuation  of  the  ex- 
crements nr  urine  ; a fenfation  of  repletion  in  the 
flomach,  naufea,  deep,  quick,  fmall,  fuffocative, 
and  painful  refpiration ; perpetual,  but  not  vio- 
lent delirium,  frequent  laughter,  rifus  fardonicus, 
great  anxiety  of  the  praecordia,  difficult  degluti- 
tion of  folids,  convulfions,  hiccoughs. 

The  prognostics.  This  diforder  is  always  ex- 
tremely dangerous.  If  the  diaphragm  fuppurates, 
the  pus  either  falls  into  the  cavity  of  the  abdo- 
men, or  breaking  upwards,  produces  an  em- 
pyema. In  all  other  refpefts  the  prognostics  are 
the  fame  as  in  the  pleurify. 

The  cure.  Clyfters  may  be  adminiftered  every 
hour,  even  if  the  bowels  became  paralytic ; for 
they  will  eafily  and  foon  recover  their  natural 
tone  without  medical  affiftance.  When  pus  is 
colle6led  and  matured,  it  muft  be  evacuated. 
Endeavour  to  abate  the  inflammation  by  bleeding, 
and  an  antiphlogiftic  regimen,  proceeding  exaftly 
in  the  fame  method  as  you  would  treat  a pleurify, 
which  fee, 
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MADNESS. 


MADNESS, 


Madness  is  a total  privation  of  \he  due 
exercife  of  reafon,  from  fome  fortuitous 
injury  to  the  organs  of  cogitation. 

The  caitfe,  A preternatural  accumulation  of 
the  vital  heat,  or  nervous  influence  in  the  brain, 
with  fome  impediment  to  its  ufual  courfe  from 
thence  along  its  nervine  conduflors.  It  isjuftly 
called  by  Ga/fw,  intemperies  ignea  cerebri.  Its 
principal  feat  feems  to  be  in  the  cortical^  while 
the  ufual  determination  of  it  to  the  medullary 
part  of  the  brain  is  prevented ; confequently  the 
cerebellum  not  equally  parcipitating  of  this  en- 
larged quantity  of  heat,  the  exit  of  more  than  the 
cuHomary  quantity  by  the  par  vagum  to  the  heart 
is  precluded ; for  this  diforder  is  fometimes  at- 
tended with  little  or  no  fever. 

The  diagnostics,  A languid  rednefs  of  the 
face,  wildnefs  and' rolling  of  the  eyes,  ghaftly 
Haring,  mifchievoufnefs,  abfurd  difcourfe,  a 
plethora. 

The  prog7iostics.  If  attended  with  laughter 
• and  ravings  it  is  eafier  to  be  removed  than  if  ac- 
companied with  fober.  Heady,  ftudious  fixednefs 
of  the  thoughts  on  a particular  objeft.  There 
^ are  few  cafes  even  if  hereditary  which  will  not 
yield  to  a proper  method  of  cure. 

The  cure.  Elicit  the  vital  heat  from  the 
cerebrum,  and  empty  thofe  veflels  which,  per- 
haps# by  their  turgidnefs  occaflon  that  preffure 

which 
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which  prevents  the  ufual  influx  by  the  par  vagum. 
Open  a vein  ; if  a fever  fupervenes,  it  is  a good 
fign,  as  I have  often  obferved;  this  operation 
fhould  be  frequently  repeated,  for  no  perfons 
can  bear  the  lofs  of  blood  better  than  maniacs, 
nor  is  there  any  cafe  in  which  it  is  fo  neceflary 
to  drav\r  it  off,  and  fo  many  times.  After  due 
evacuations,  apply  veficatories,  particularly  to 
the  head.  Draftic  cathartics  fhould  be  given, 
and  emetics  can  fcarce  be  exhibited  too  often. 
Hence  note,  that  difordcrs  of  the  head  by  no 
means  contra-indicate  the  ufe  of  vomits. 

In  the  declination  of  this  diftemper,  the  greateft 
care  and  attention  muff  be  paid  to  all  the  non- 
naturals, to  preclude  a relapfe,  which  is  not  un- 
common where  thefe  are  neglefted.  The  cold 
bath  is  then  peculiarly  ferviceable,  as  is  alfo  the 
plentiful  ufe  of  broth,  which  laft  is  not  improper, 
either  in  the  beginnings  increafcs  or  state  of  this 
distemper. 

Take  of  tartarifed  antimony,  feven  grains. 
Let  this  powder  be  repeated  every  hour  ’till  it 
vomits.  I have  known  fix  of  them  taken  with- 
out any  fenfible  effeft.  Five  grains  at  leafl 
fhould  be  given  every  day,  and  the  ufe  of  the 
following  draught  continued  for  a confiderable 
while. 

Take  of  prepared  kali,  two  fcruples, 

Pure  water, -an  ounce  and  half, 

Make  a draught,  to  be  taken  twice  or  thrice  a 
day.  See  Hypochondria.

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PraBical  Observations  on  Injlammatory  Cafes, 

IT  hath  been  obferved  by  fome  ingenious  phy- 
ficians,  that  inflammatory  diforders  are  by- 
no  means  fo  common  to  be  met  with  as  they 
ufed  to  be:  to  aflTign  the  preventive  reafons 
would  be  no  eafy  matter,  for  mankind  do  not 
feem  to  be  much  more  fparing  in  the  indulgence 
of  their  appetites,  more  averfe  from  wine,  or 
more  difcreet  in  their  regimen  than  their  fore- 
fathers were.  May  it  not  with  greater  propriety 
be  attributed  to  the  increafed  accuracy  and 
preciflon  wherewith  praftitioners  difcriminate 
difeafes,  who  are  not  fo  apt  as  they  were  formerly 
to  impute  every  pain  or  flufiiing  heat  to  an  in- 
flammation. The  rapid  improvements  made  in 
the  medical  art  within  thefe  few  years,  have  oc- 
cafioned  even  the  abolition  of  feveral  difeafes, 
whofe  imaginary  exiftence  exceedingly  puzzled 
our  anceilors. 

Another  obfervation,  which  is  equally  jufl  and 
melancholy  is,  that  when  inflammatory  diforders 
appear,  they  have  generally  a fatal  termination. 
Is  it  not  poflible  that  this  may,  in  fome  meafure, 
be  owing  to  a too  hafty  and  frequent  repetition 
of  ven3E-fe£lion  ? Nature  will  exert  amazing 
efforts  to  relieve  herfelf,  when  the  vis  vitae  is 
not  much  impaired;  and  1 cannot  help  expreffing 
my  apprehenfions,  that  in  thefe  cafes,  in  which 
bleeding  is  abfolutely  neceflary,  it  may  yet  be 
purfued  fo  far  as  to  incapacitate  nature  for  car- 
rying on  the  animal  funftions.  For  thefe  ten 
years  pafl  1 have  not  iofl  one  patient  by  an  in- 
flammatory

flammatory  fever,  yet  never  ordered  blood  to  be 
drawn  more  than  once  in  any  cafe,  maniacal  ones 
excepted. 

As  there  are  feveral  other  inflammatory  dif- 
orders,  which  have  not  been  noticed  in  the  pre- 
ceding pages,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that 
a flmilar,  if  wot  the  fame  treatment,  is  equally 
proper  for  them  all.  Some  indeed,  as  has  been 
inftanced  in  the  peripneumony,  require  a more 
fparing  ufe  of  phlebotomy  than  others.  It  is  to 
be  feared  that,  to  a too  liberal  ufe  of  the  lancet, 
that  mortification  may  be  afcribed,  which  fo 
often  fupervenes  an  inflammation,  as  that  of  the 
ilium,  eafy  difcovered  by  the  hafty  evanefcence 
of  the  pain.  When  there  is  no  inflammation,  or 
inflammatory  difpofition  of  the  blood,  nothing 
can  exculpate  the  pra6fitioner  for  drawing  blood  ; 
this  would  be  a wanton  wafte  of  the  mofl  ufefui 
and  important  of  all  fluids,  and  the  mofl  neceflary 
for  the  fupport  of  animal  life  : but  even  in  these 
cafes  the  utmoft  caution  is  requifite,  lefl  a putrid 
diforder  fhould  be  manufa6fured  from  an  inflam- 
matory one.  It  is  not  an  uncommon  (though 
often  an  irretrievable  error)  to  miflake  an  ob- 
ftruftion,  or  acrimony,  or  ferous  tumor,  for  an 
inflammation,  which,  if  real^  is — when  the  red 
particles  of  the  blood  are  forced  into  the  lymphatics  ^ 
and  cannot  poflibly  exift  without  its  pathogno- 
monic fymptoms,  viz.  violent  and  univerfal  heat, 
parching  thirft  and  reflleffnefs,  as  well  as  pain  in 
the  inflamed  part.  Inflammatory  diforders  are 
far  from  being  common,  and  many  difeafes  are 
too  often  groundlefsly  afcribed  to  this  caufe:  that 
the  too  precipitate  ufe  of  the  lancet  has  produced 
dreadful  confequences,  I have,  in  numbers  of  in- 

ftances^ 
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ftances,  been  a forrowful  and  unavailing  witnefs 
to.  How  many  have  been  hurried  off  the  ftage, 
by  being  bled  for  a pain  in  the  fide,  owing  to  an 
incipient  ulcer  in  the  lungs  ! There  are  various 
forts  of  fevers,  which  mimic  thofe  of  the  ardent 
kind,  in  which  vencC-feffion  muft  be  abftained 
from.  I was  in*a  country  one  autumn  where  one 
of  thefe  anomalous  fevers  raged,  it  fpread  only 
through  a circle  of  fix  or  feven  miles  diameter  : 
it  refembled,  in  every  refpeft,  an  ardent  fever, 
the  pulfe  only  excepted,  which  was  neither  hard 
nor  full  : every  one  who  was  bled  died,  and 
every  one  who  was  not  bled  recovered:  it  never 
fhifted  its  type,  though  it  commonly  continued 
feventeen  days.  Thofe  who  took  the  tartarife.d 
antimony  feemed  to  be  foon  freed  from  all  fe- 
brile fymptoms,  yet  remained  weak,  uneafy,  and 
greatly  out  of  order,  without  being  able  to  tell 
their  complaints,  as  long  as  the  reft.  The  anti- 
phlogiftic  method  was  purfued  with  them  all, 
nitre,  prepared  kali,  and  fuch  like,  were  the  me- 
dicines adminiftered,  and  with  fuccefs  ; yet  phle- 
botomy once  ufed  always  proved  fatal. 

The  peremptory  axiom  of  the  famous  Dr. 
Mead,  viz.  " in  omni  febre  phlebotomia  prius 
“ eft  inftituenda,”  is  certainly  not  true,  or  war- 
ranted by  experience. 

In  plethoric  habits,  or  in  real  inflammations, 
from  what  has  been  obferved,  the  reader  may 
eafily  perceive  what  method,  is  requifite  for  the 
treatment  of  any  inflammatory  cafe,  in  whatever 
part  the  inflammation  may  be  fituated. 

When  the  pain  is  very  intenfe,  opiates  may 
be  fafely  and  happily  adminiftered;  of  this  1 

have 
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iiave  given  few  inftancesin  the  foregoing  fheets, 
that  no  countenance  might  be  given  to  the  in- 
difcriminate  ufe  of  a medicine,  where  a perfe6^ 
knowledge  of  the  cafe,  and  the  difcreet  direftion 
of  a ikilful  hand,  are  abfolutely  necefiary. 


In  painful  fpafmodic  conftri6Hons  of  the  ca- 
pillary veffels,  narcotics  are  undoubtedly  indi- 
cated : of  all  the  various  pretences  to  be  their 
correBors^  I believe  none  fo  well  deferves  that 
name  as  the  prepared  kali.

ERUPTIVE  FEVERS. 

The  SMALL^FOX. 

The  Small-pox  is  a fever  of  the  malignant 
and  contagious  kind,  attended  with  a general 
eruption  of  particular  pullules,  affeHing  the  hu- 
man fpecies  only,  and  each  individual  but  once. 
The  variolous  puftules  in  time  become  fanious; 
but  thofe  in  the  mealies  appear  red,  dry,  and 
branny,  without  fuppuration. 


The  cause.  It  feems  to  be  connate  with  us, 
and  to  latitate  until  fome  violent  exagitation  of 
the  blood,  from  the  introdu^lion  of  a variolous 
particle,  raifes  the  feminal  ferment,  and  occa- 
lions  the  appearanc©^  of  thofe  eruptions. 

The  diagnostics.  A frequent  and  ftrong  pul- 
fation  of  the  brachial  and  temporal  arteries  ; red- 
nefs  of  the  eyes,  pricking  pains  in  the  Ikin, 
fevere  pain  in  the  head,  back,  and  loins ; a fe- 
brile heat,  greatly  increafed  in  three  or  four  days, 

with 
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with  thirft,  vomiting,  palpitation  of  the  heart, 
difficult  refpiration,  tremblings,  rigor,  delirium, 
convulfions,  reftleffnefs,  hoarfenefs,  fixednefs  of 
the  eyes,  a ptyalifm,  purple  fpots ; bladders  full 
of  clear  water,  commonly  called  the  white-hives  ; 
the  puftules  ufually  appear  on  the  third  and  fourth 
day,  and  arrive  at  their  state  on  the  ninth  or 
eleventh,  in  the  diftinft  fort ; in  the  confluent, 
they  break  forth  on  the  fifth  day,  and  continue 
till  the  fifteenth  or  twenty-firft. 

The  prognostics.  When  the  puflules  come 
out  fuddenly,  firft  red,  then  white ; broad,  round, 
few,  diflinft,  plump,  and  ffiarp  at  the  top,  there 
is  little  danger.  If  preceded  by  convulfions  in 
children,  it  is  a good  fign.  If  they  come  out 
irregularly,  or  immediately  difappear,  are  exceed- 
ing fmall,  confluent,  or  fhew  black  fpots,  or  a 
dint  in  the  middle ; if  attended  with  a diarrhoea 
(in  adults),  difficult  refpiration,  dry  hufky  cough, 
bloody  llools,  or  urine,  continuing  delirium, 
colliquative  evacuations  ; thefe  are  all  very  bad 
fymptoms,  and  moft  of  them  deadly.  Aduhs 
fuffer  moft.  Gravid  women  generally  mifcarry. 

The  cure.  Phlebotomy  can  rarely  be  ufed  to 
advantage  in  any  diforder  attended  with  cutaneous 
eruptions ; however,  if  a lean,  phlethoric  body 
fhould  be  invaded,  and  the  pulfe  hard,  venae- 
feftion  becomes  neceffary.  The  body  fhould  be 
kept  foluble,  the  vis  vitas  fupported;  let  the 
patient  have  a conftant  acceffion  of  frefh  air  in 
his  chamber,  a clean  fhirt  every  other  day  at 
fartheft  ; which  may  in  the  worft  cafes  be  allowed 
without  any  hazard ; for  common  drink,  apples 
boiled  in  water,  or  milk  and  water,  equal  parts ; 

or 
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or  wine-whey,  or  cyder-whey,  or  vinegar-whey, 
or  harley-water  acidulated  with  fpirit  of  nitrous 
aether,  or  fpirit  of  vitriolic  aether,  or  the  com- 
pound barley  decoftion ; the  more  he  drinks 
the  better.  In  the  confluent  fort,  there  anfes  a 
ptyalifm  in  adults  and  a diarrhcea  in  children, 
either  of  which  ought  to  be  encouraged. 

To  prevent  a fecondary  fever,  give  lenient 
cathartics,  to  be  repeated  as  the  llrength  will  bear, 
at  the  diftance  of  two,  three,  or  four  days,  until 
five  purges  have  been  given.  After  the  thirteenth 
day,  the  patient  may  drink  plentifully  of  warm 
fmall  beer.  If  the  expuition  is  vifcid  and  tough, 
or  molefts  by  its  excefs  (as  it  will  fometimes  ex- 
coriate the  parts)  ufe  appropriate  gargarifms,  fy- 
ringings,  or  mafticatories.  The  diarrhoea  in 
adults,  on  the  firll  eruption,  fhould  be  reftrained 
by  opiates.  To  preferve  the  face  from  disfigu- 
ration, previous  to  the  appearance  of  the  erup- 
tions, or  while  they  are  coming  out,  the  ex- 
tremities may  be  bathed  with  warm  milk,  or 
femicupia  of  the  fame  may  be  ufed.  The  cooler 
the  patient  is  kept,  the  fewer  will  the  puftules  be. 

Emetics  are  of  great  fervice  in  the  beginning. 
Clyfters  may  be  given  occafionally  : in  cafes 
when  the  patient  is  very  low,  on  the  approach  of 
a crifis,  a good  elfeft  may  be  reafonably  expefted 
from  veficatories.  A narcotic  may  be  adminif- 
tered  every  night  in  the  confluent  fort,  and  ought 
to  be,  if  the  patient  is  not  comatofe,  fuch  as, 

Take  of  Pare  water,  an  ounce, 

Tinflure  of  caftor,  twenty-five  drops, 

Tin6iure  of  opium,  fifteen  d.ops. 

Compound  fpirit  of  ammenia, 

Compound  tinfture  of  lavender,  of  each  thirty  drops, 
Syrup  of  white  poppies,  half  an  ounce. 

A phle- 
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A paregoric  draught  to  be  taken  every  night  it 
neceflary.  A linblus  is  a very  convenient  and 
agreeable  fiorm  to  convey  a medicine  that  may 
increafe  the  ptyalifm,  and  at  the  fame  time  pre- 
vent its  being  troublefome.  The  following  is 
extremely  defirable,  and  may  be  taken  as  otteii 
as  is  required,  with  equal  pleafure  and  advantage : 


Take  of  Conferve  of  hips,  half  an  ounce, 

Tolu  fyrup, 

Oil  of  olives,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Vitriolic  acid,  enough  to  render  it  a gratefully 
acid  linftus. 


If  after  recovery,  there  feems  to  be  a tendency 
to  a phthifis,  removal  is  necelfary  into  a warm 
dry  air,  and  the  regimen  fhould  be  purfued  that 
is  recommended  under  that  article.  To  prevent 
pitting,  let  this  liniment  be  applied  to  the  face 
three  or  four  times  a day  : 


Take  of  Camphire,  two  fcruples. 

Spermaceti,  half  an  ounce, 
Oil  of  olives,  an  ounce. 


Make  it  a liniment. 

It  is  fcarcely  neceffary  to  obferve,  that  if  an 
hcemoptoe  fhould  appear,  in  the  decline  of  the 
difeafe;  the  ufe  of  the  bark  is  indicated. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  in  a little  time  the  prac- 
tice of  inoculating  children  under  three  months 
old,  will  become  univerfal,  and  put  an  entire 
end  to  the  ravages  of  this  loathfome  and  dan- 
j^erous  diforder. 

' The 
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The  following  medicines  have  been  peculiarly 
ferviceable  in  fome  very  alarming  cafes  : 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  a drachm  and  half, 

Pure  nitre,  half  a drachm, 

Pure  water,  fix  ounces, 

Spirit  of  cinnamon. 

Juice  of  lemons,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Tolu  fyrup,  half  an  ounce ; 

Of  this  mixture  three  fpoonfuls  to  be  taken  every 
fixth  hour.  Or  either  of  the  fubfequent  boles 
may  be  given  every  fixth  hour  : 

Take  of  Compound  powder  of  contrayerva, 

Mercury  with  fulphur,  of  each  a fcruplc, 
Caftor,  ten  grains, 

Tolu  fyrup,  enough  to  make  it  a bole. 

Take  of  Mercury  with  fulphur,  a fcruple, 

Snake-root, 

Caftor,  of  each  ten  grains, 

Syrup  of  white  poppies,  enough  for  a bole. 

If  a draught  is  more  eligible,  one  of  .thefe 
draughts  may  be  taken  every  fix  hours,  viz. 

Take  of  Acetated  kali, 

Aromatic  confeftion,  of  each  a fcruple, 

Pure  water,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Spirit  of  nutmeg,  two  drachms, 

For  a draught.  Or, 

Take  of  Calcined  antimony,  a fcruple. 

Pure  nitre,  ten  grains. 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  five  grains. 

Cochineal,  four  grains. 

Pure  water,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Make  it  a draught.  Or, 
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Take  of  Kali  tartarlfed,  a fcruple, 
Pure  water,  two  ounces, 
Tolu  fyfup,  a drachm-: 

For  a draught. 


Slcnv,  Nervous,  and  Miliary  FEVERS. 

The  Slow  Fever  is  fo  called  from  the  gen- 
tlenefs  of  its  progrefs,  and  length  of  its 
continuance. 

The  Nervous  Fever  receives  its  name  from  a 
fuppofed  morbid  quality  in  the  nervous  influence, 
or  a relaxed  ftate  of  the  nerves  themfelves,  which 
is  juft  as  imaginary  as  the  other.  To  fay  the 
truth,  nervous  disorders  are  a mighty  handy  and 
convenient  expreflion  to  conceal  ignorance. 

The  Miliary  Fever  is  fo  termed,  from  the  re- 
femblance  of  its  eruptions  to  millet  feed. 

They  all  proceed  from  the  fame  caufes  and 
require  the  fame  method  of  treatment. 

The  causes.  A deficiency  and  unequal  diftri- 
bution  of  the  vital  lieat ; confequently,  a declen- 
fion  of  the  powers  of  nature,  a lentor,  vifeidity 
of  the  fluids  ; a relaxed  ftate  of  the  arterial  fyftem, 
or  fpafmodic  conftriftions  of  the  capillary  arteries, 
fome  error  in  regard  to  the  non-naturals. 

The  diagnostics.  Chills  and  flufliings,  lalTi- 
tude,  naufea,  proftration  of  the  ftrength  and  fpirits, 
liftiefliiefs,  heat  in  the  palms  of  the  hands  and 
foies  of  the  feet  (a  certain  fign  of  bradypepfy), 
while  all  the  reft  of  the  body  is  cold,  and  emaci- 
ates 
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ates  fall; ; a fenfation  like  cold  water  thrown  down 
the  back,  the  pulfe  quick,  weak,  and  unequal, 
pale  urine,  coma,  heat  and  drynefs  of  the  tongue, 
fometimes  with  and  fometimes  without  thirft  ; 
miliary  eruptions,  anxiety,  tinnitus  aurium  ; cold, 
clammy,  or  colliquative  fweats  ; convullions,  de- 
lirium, fubfultus  tendinum. 

The  prognostics.  All  the  fymptoms  are  exa- 
cerbated towards  night,  a tingling  noife  in  the 
ears  is  generally  the  forerunner  of  a delirium  ; 
a copious  fpitting,  or  gentle  breathing  fweats  are 
good  figns  ; profufe  fweats  are  bad  ones  ; infen- 
hbility,  tvvitchings  of  the  tendons,  involuntary 
evacuations  of  the  excrements,  urine,  or  tears, 
are  preludes  to  the  laft  cataftrophe. 

The  cure.  All  evacuations  are  inadmiffible, 
vomits  only  excepted  ; fometimes  verv  lenient 
clyfters,  fuch  as  new  milk  and  fugar,  may  fafely 
be  adminiftered,  if  nature  inclines  to  llool.  Give 
mountain  wine  whey,  meat  broths  ftrong  as  the 
ftomach  will  bear  ; jellies,  panada,  with  fpice, 
wine,  or  brandy  in  it ; fuch  things  as  thefe  may 
be  often  offered,  though  ever  fo  little  is  taken  at 
a time  : the  medicines  neceffary  are  attenuants, 
relloratives,  nervines,  and  cordials.  If  the  fweats 
are  profufe,  let  warm  napkins  be  frequently  ap- 
plied  to  the  neck,  breaft,  and  abdomen  ; for 
though  gentle  fweats  are  of  fervice ; when  they 
become  profufe,  they  only  tend  to  the  diffolution 
of  the  patient  in  a double  fenfe  : in  this  cafe  red 
port  wine  and  water  may  be  allowed.  The  neck 
and  breaft  fhould  be  examined  every  day,  for 
eruptions  commonly  appear  in  thofe  parts  firft ; 
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their  portent  is  good,  and  they  indicate  the  ufe 
of  cardiacs. 

Take  of  Ipecacuanha,  three  grains, 

Antimony  tartarifed,  one  grain. 

Let  this  powder  be  taken  every  morning,  out  of 
a fpoon  half  full  of  water  : nothing  ftould  be 
drank  either  during  the  operation,  or  until  the 
naufea  goes  off  fpontaneoufly.  Many  unexpefted 
recoveries  have  been  owing  to  this  powder  alone. 
The  following  alfo  have  been  amazingly  effica- 
cious, 

Take  of  Aromatic  confection, 

Caflor,  of  each  a fcruple, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  three  grains, 
Syrup  of  ginger,  enough  to  make  a bolus. 

To  be  taken  every  fourth  hour,  wafliing  it  down 
with  three  fpoonfuls  of  the  following  julep  : 

Take  of  the  Camphire  mixture, 

Mutk  mixture,  of  each  four  ounces, 

Volatile  liquor  of  hartlhorn,  half  an  ounce. 

Or, 

Take  of  Compound  powder  of  contrayerva, 

Mufk,  of  each  a fcruple, 

Tolu  fyrup,  as  much  as  is  fufEclent  to  make 
it  a bole. 

To  be  taken  every  fixth  hour,  wafhing  it  down 
with  this  draught ; 

Take  of  Salt  of  hartlhorn, 

Aromatic  confeCtion  of  each  a fcruple, 

Pure  water,  an  ounce  and  half. 

Spirit  of  nutmeg,  half  an  ounce. 

The  Bark,  when  proper. 


Putrid^ 
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Putrid,  Malignafit,  and  Petechial  FEVER, 

These  may  be  clafTecl  together  in  the  fame 
manner  with  the  laft  three,  becaufe  they  are 
each  produced  by  fimilar  caufes,  and  require  very 
little,  if  any  difference,  in  the  method  of  treating 
them  : to  this  clafs  alfo  belong  the  gaol  or  hof- 
pital  fever,  and  the  peftilence. 

The  cause.  A putrefcent  acrimony,  or  m- 
feftious  miafmata.  The  obffruHion  of  infenfible 
perfpiration  is  no  uncommon  caufe  of  putrid 
fevers  ; for  the  retention  of  thofe  particles  within 
the  body  which  ought  to  have  been  thrown-  out 
of  it,  may,  and  often  does,  occaiion  a fpeedy 
putrefa£lion,  efpecially  when  there  is  the  leaft 
pre-dlfpofitionin  the  fluids  to  fuch  a diffolution. 

The  diagnostics.  Pain  in.  the  temples  or  or- 
bit of  the  eye ; the  eye  heavy,  yellowifti,  or 
fomewhat  inflamed ; the  face  bloated,  and  of  a 
cadaverous  afpeH  ; faintnefs,  operofe  refpiration, 
frequent  fighing,  en'atic  pains,  the  pulfe  fmall, 
fometimes  quick,  and  fometimcs  the  fame  as  that 
of  a perfon  in  perfeH  health;  black  tongue,  bit- 
ter taftejn  the  mouth,  crude  vapid  urine ; livid 
petechise  from  the  extravafation  of  grumous 
blood  in  the  cellular  membrane,  vibices,  aphthae, 
furred  lips  and  teeth,  little  thirft,  tinnitus  aurium, 
lumbago,  colliquative  evacuations. 

The  prognostics.  A mild  diarrhoea  is  Ser- 
viceable; the  petechiae  florid,  a fmarting  red 
rafh,  fcabs  on  the  nofe  or  lips,  watery  veficles, 
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are  all  good  fymptoms.  Black  urine,  or  ftools, 
fmall  dufky  fpots,  dun,  or  greenifh  ; a lurid  efflo- 
refcence,  large  livid  blotches,  black  vibices, 
fweats  profufe,  cold  or  clammy  ; griping  and 
bloody  ftools,  coma  and  coldnefs  of  the  extre- 
mities, are  all  fymptoms  of  an  approaching  dif- 
folution. 

The  cure.  The  inteftinal  canal  may  be 
cleanfed,  and  the  drain  kept  open  by  fmall  dofes 
pf  rhubarb.  The  regimen  neceflary  is  much  the 
fame  with  that  in  the  preceding  chapter,  par- 
ticularly with  refpe61:  to  wine,  though  Rhenilh  is 
generally  the  moft  eligible,  but  in  cafe  of  colli- 
quative evacuations  red  port  is  preferable  ; give 
alfo  freely  of  the  vegetable  and  mineral  acids, 
particularly  the  muriatic,  Peruvian  bark,  aftrin- 
gents,  antifeptics,  camphire  and  opiates.  Let 
vinegar  be  frequently  thrown  on  a hot  iron  in 
the  room,  and  a little  of  the  bark  of  cafcarilla 
be  now  and  then  burned  in  it.  Volatile  alcalis 
may  be  ufed  fparingly ; but  throughout  the 
whole  ftage  of  this  diforder,  withhold  the  lan- 
''cet,  as  you  tender  the  life  of  the  patient.  The 
formulae  fubjoined  have  been  peculiarly  iuc- 
cefsful : 

Take  of  Red  bark,  half  a drachm, 

Camphire,  three  grains. 

Syrup  of  faffron,  enough  to  make  a bole. 

To  be  taken  every  fourth  hour,  drinking  after  it 
three  table  fpoonfuls  ol  the  following  mixture  : 

Take  of  Pure  water  fix  ounces, 

Spirit  of  horfe-rhadifli. 

Vinegar,  of  each  two  ounces. 

Sugar,  as  much  as  you  pleafe. 


Or 
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Or, 

Take  of  Compound  powder  of  contrayerva,  two  drachmSy 
Tormentil  root, 

Myrrh,  of  each  one  drachm, 

Make  into  fix  powders ; one  to  be  taken  every 
fourth  hour,  with  the  fubfequent  draught : 

Take  of  Pure  water,  an  ounce  an  half, 

Lemon  juice,  half  an  ounce, 

Cochineal,  five  grains. 

White  fugar,  what  you  pleafe. 

Or, 

Take  of  Red  hark,  half  a drachm. 

Opiate  confe6hon,  from  ten  grains  to  half  a 
drachm, 

Syrup  of  faffron,  enough  to  make  a bole. 

To  be  taken  every  fixth  hour,  and  waflied  down 
with  the  above  draught.  Or, 

Take  of  Bark  of  eleutherla,  half  a drachm. 

Winter’s  bark. 

Myrrh,  of  each  a fcruple. 

Syrup  of  faliron,  enough  to  make  a bole, 

To  be  ufed  as  the  former. 

The  tartarifed  antimony  powders  and  opiates,, 
to  reftrain  the  diarrhoea,  if  requifite,  or  Norris’s 
Drops. 


PUTRID  SORE  THROAT, 

The  Putrid  Sore  Throat,  is  a diforder  of  the 
malignant  kind,  which  has  not  been  per- 
feftly  defcribed  or  known  ’till  v^^ithin  thefe  few 
years. 


The 
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The  cause.  A putrid  diathefis  of  the  fluids. 

The  diagnostics.  Fulnefs  and  forenefs  of  the 
throat,  a fenfation  of  ftiffnefs  in  the  neck,  red- 
nefs  of  the  arms,  hands,  or  breaft : frequerjt 
fighing,  naufea,  anxiety  about  the  pr^cordia, 
languidnefs,  great  deje6tion,  repeated  fneezings, 
agrypnia,  thin  crude  urine,  a pulfe  quick  and 
fmall,  bloated  countenance,  fwelling  of  the 
maxiilary  and  parotid  glands  and  tonfils,  ulcera- 
tions, floughing  of  the  ulcers. 

prognostics.  The  prognostics  depend  on 
the  progrefs  of  the  putrefcent  acrimony,  and  on 
the  refpiration. 

The  cure.  All  evacuations  are  deleterious, 
efpecialiy  phlebotomy.  It  requires  a fimilar 
treatment  with  other  putrid  fevers,  but  is  the 
leaft  rebellious  of  them  all,  for  the  cure  is  not 
very  difficult.  As  it  is  fometlmes  epidemical, 
the  befl:  orvietan  or  preventive  perhaps  is  to 
drink  freely  of  red  port ; at  a time  when  it  was 
exceeding  rife,  they  who  ufed  this  prophylaftic 
efcaped  the  diforder.  Cordials  and  gargarifms 
feem  the  only  neceflary  aids,  as, 

Take  of  Aromatic  confeffion,  half  a drachm, 

Caftor,  a fcruple, 

Pure  water,  an  ounce, 

Spirit  of  nutmeg,  two  drachms, 

A draught  to  be  taken  every  fourth  hour.  Or, 

Take  of  Aromatic  confeffion,  a fcruple. 

Snake-root, 

Caftor,  of  each  ten  grains, 

Syrup  of  faftron,  enough  to  make  a hole. 

To 
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To  be  fwal lowed  every  fourth  hour. 

Take  of  Compound  barley  decoBion,  an  ounce, 
Tinfture  of  myrrh, 

Red  wlric, 

Honey  of  rofes, 

Vinegar,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

For  a gargle,  to  be  ufed  occafionally,  or  every 
two  or  three  hours.  Or, 

Take  of  gum  arable,  two  ounces, 

DliTolve  in  one  pint  of  pure  water,  for  a gargle  ; 
to  which  may  be  occafionally  added  as  much 
vitriolic  acid  as  is  agreeable.  If  the  ulcers  fpread 
and  increafe,  add  to  the  above  folution  four 
grains  of  muriatic  mercury,  diffolved  in  five 
drops  of  the  muriatic  acid.  Beware  of  the  ufe 
of  nitre  in  this  diforder. 


THRUSH. 

APHTHtF-,  or  the  Thrufh,  are  little  ulcerous 
tubercles,  which  affeft  the  infide  of  the 
mouth,  ftomach,  and  inteflines. 

The  cause,  A faline,  vifeid,  or  acrimonious 
lymph. 

The  diagnostics.  They  appear  firfl  on  the 
tongue,  .or  in  the  corners  of  the  mouth. 

The^  prognostics.  If  white,  pellucid,  thin, 
fcattered,  and  fuperficial,  they  are  of  little  con- 

fequence ; 
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fequence  : if  brown,  opaque,  black,  thick  or  run 
together,  they  forebode  foine  danger.  When 
they  have  paffed  through  the  body,  and  appear 
at  the  anus  with  excoriation,  apply  melafles. 

The  cure.  AlTifl  nature  as  in  other  fevers. 
They  are  often  fatal  to  adults : whether  they 
who  efcaped  them  in  their  infancy  are  the  only 
perfons  liable  to  be  attacked  by  them  is  at  lealt 
problematical.  The  treatment  is  the  fame  with 
that  of  the  miliary  fever.  The  following  gargle 
is  excellent  for  infants,  viz. 

Take  of  Gum  arable,  two  drachms, 

Lime  water,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Tolu  fyrup,  two  drachms, 

It  may  be  ufed  every  hour,  and  if  fwallowed  can 
do  no  prejudice  to  the  child. 

Take  of  Pure  nitre,  a drachm, 

Three  whites  of  eggs, 

Rofe  water,  fix  ounces, 

Tolu  fyrup,  an  ounce. 

Let  it  be  made  a gargle  for  adults,  to  be  ufed 
occafionally  ; or  the  following,  which  will  anfwer 
the  fame  purpofes : 

Take  of  Gum  tragacanth,  a drachm, 

Pure  water,  feven  ounces, 

Honey  of  rofes,  one  ounce, 

Vitriolic  acid,  twenty-five  drops. 


MEASLES.

MEASLES. 


The  Meafles  require  a treatment  not  much 
different  from  the  fmalhpox.  They  are 
both  natives  of  Africa. 

The  cause,  Infeftious  miafmata  fui  generis. 

The  diagnostics.  Small,  dry,  red  fpots,  like 
flea-bites ; they  never  fuppurate,  but  arrive  at 
their  ftate  in  four  days;  an  almoll  perpetual 
cough,  weaknefs,  forenefs,  or  running  of  the 
eyes,  fwelling  of  the  eye-lids,  running  of  the 
nofe,  convulfions. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  not  a dangerous  dif- 
order,  if  not  rendered  fo  by  mifmanagement. 

The  cure.  Nature  is  the  beft  phyfician  in  this 
cafe;  nor  does  fhe  ftand  in  need  of  any  medicines 
to  affift  her.  Venas-feftion  appears  to  be  highly 
improper,  and  is  moll  certainly  often  produ6five 
of  the  moft  difagreeable  confequences ; I never 
ordered  it  in  my  life  in  this  cafe,  yet  never  loft 
patient  in  the  meafles;  nor  to  fay  the  truth, 
did  I ever  hear  of  one  that  died  who  was  not  bled. 
If  convulfions  precede  or  accompany  the  erup- 
tion, they  are  by  no  means  a bad  prognoftic  ; the 
tinfture  of  afa-foetida  may  then  be  given  with 
great  adv^antage,  fifteen  or  twenty  drops  three 
or  four  times  a day.  The  linftus  under  the 
article  fmall-pox  may  be  ufed  at  pleafure  ; as 
“10  the  fmall-pox,  the  little  patient  cannot  be 
kept  too  cool.  The  drink  may  be  cyder-whey, 
vinegar-whey,  butter-milk  ; or,  for  weakly  chil- 
dren. 
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dren,  thin  broth.  Medicines  are  feldom  necef- 
fary  during  this  diforder;  but  as  foon  as  the 
eruptions  begin  to  difappear,  cathartics  fhould 
be  exhibited,  as  in  the  fmall-pox,  which,  for 
obvious  reafons,  are  neceflary  after  all  eruptive 
fevers.  The  fubfequent  drops  are  of  great  effi- 
cacy in  removing  the  cough  which  fo  often  re- 
mains after  the  meafles. 

Take  of  balfam  of  copaiva,  an  ounce, 

Let  ten  drops  be  taken  on  brown  fugar  morning 
and  night. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  is  fo  called  on  account  of 
the  color  of  the  Ikin,  or  the  large,  red, 
vivid  blotches  in  it. 

The  causes.  Vifcidity,  acrimony,  an  unequal 
diftribution  of  the  vital  heat;  the  protrufive  force 
of  the  heart  overcoming  the  rcliftance  of  the 
folids,  wherefore  children  are  moft  fubjeft  to  it. 

It  feems  to  be  in  fome  degree  infeftious. 

\ 

The  diagnostics.  They  appear  from  the  defi- 
nition. 

The  prognostics.  'If  attended  with  anxiety, 
dejection,  or  oppreffion  at  the  pit  of  the  ftomach, 
the  liberal  ufe  of  cardiacs  is  indicated.  It  is 
feldom  dangerous  if  left  to  nature,  without  any 
officious  inierpofition.  To  drink  plentifully  of 
diluting  liquids,  and  to  be  kept  cool,  is  all  that 
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is  requifite.  Many  children  have  periflied  by 
the  ufe  of  the  lancet,  which  is  intended  to  re- 
move that  ftraitnefs  and  fufFocating  fenfation  fo 
common  in  this  diforder;  but  thefe  do  not 
originate  from  repletion,  but  from  depletion : a 
little  tartarifed  antimony,  and  cordials,  are  the 
moft  eligible  remedies. 

The  cure.  Let  wine-whey  be  given  freely. 
The  patient  fliould  not  be  kept  warm : let  his 
linen  be  fhifted  every  day.  After  the  third  day 
one  of  the  following  formulae  may  be  ufed  : 

Take  of  Calcined  antimony, 

Acetated  kali,  of  each  a drachm, 

Pure  water,  feven  ounces, 

Spirit  of  nutmeg, 

Tolu  fyrup,  of  each,  one  ounce. 

A mixture,  one  or  two  fpoonfuls  to  he  taken 
every  fixth  or  fourth  hour.  Or, 

Take  of  Aromatic  confeftion,  two  drachms, 

Calcined  antimony,  one  drachm. 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  a fcruple, 

Pure  water,  feven  ounces. 

Spirit  of  nutmeg,  two  ounces, 

Tolu  fyrup,  an  ounce. 

A mixture,  of  which  two  fpoonfuls  may  be  given 
every  fourth  or  third  hour. 

Take  of  Spirit  of  nitrous  aether,  an  ounce. 

Let  twenty  drops  be  given  in  every  draught  of 
liquid  that  the  patient  takes. 
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PHTHISIS. 

A PULMONARY  Phthiiis,  or  confumption, 
is  owing  to  an  ulcer  in  the  lungs,  whereby 
the  whole  body  is  gradually  emaciated  and 
confumed. 

The  cause.  That  (whatever  it  is)  which  occa- 
fioned  the  ftagnation  of  the  blood  in  the  lungs; 
’till  it  is  converted  into  purulent  matter;  this  may 
be  owing  to  a teneritude  of  the  arterial  vefTels, 
an  acrid  blood,  debility  of  the  fibres  of  the 
vifcera,  long  neck,  ftraight  breaft,  deprefled 
fcapulae,  an  ulcer  in  the  liver,  fpleen,  pancreas, 
kidneys,  mefentery,'  or  uterus,  a metaftafis  of 
matter,  negleft  of  cullomary  exercife. 

The  diagnostics,  A flight  fever,  generally 
exacerbated  towards  evening;  too  great,  but 
particular  heat;  flying  flitches,  he6fic  flufhing, 
pain  in  the  flomach  or  breaft,  pain  in  the  fide, 
the  patient  lying  with  moft  eafe  on  the  affefted 
fide;  hereditary  difpofition,  the  age  from  fixteen 
to  thirty-fix;  indigeftion,  frequent  fpitting; 
nio^ht  fweats,  particularly  profufe  towards  morn- 
ing, fenfation  like  cold  water  thrown  down  the 
back,  diarrhoea,  a bloody,  frothy,  or  foetid  ex- 
puition,  wafting  of  the  flelh,  languor,  laflfitude, 
peevifiinefs,  great  uneven nefs  of  temper,  hidden 
flans  and  burfts  of  joy  terminating  in  tears,  in- 
curvation and  lividnefs  of  the  nails,  quick  and 
interrupted  refpiradon;  a teazing  and  almoft 
inceffani  cough,  worft  in  the  night,  averfion 
from  food,  facies  Hippocratica. 


The 
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The  prognostics.  An  hereditary  phthifis  is 
the  moft  dangerous.  If  the  cough  is  very 
troublefome,  the  refpiration  operofe,  the  faliva 
(linking,  the  ancles  fwelled,  the  body  much 
wafted,  the  evacuations  colliquative,  and  the 
countenance  Hippocratic,  death  feems  to  be 
approaching  with  hafty  ftrides.  A phthifis 
attended  with  a total  obftru6lion  of  the  catamenia, 
produced  by  bleeding,  is  abfolutely  incurable. 
A phthifis  in  which  the  vomica  breaks  fuddenly, 
the  expuition  white  and  co6led,  the  appetite  and 
digeftion  tolerably  good,  is  eafily  curable. 

The  cure.  Bleeding  is  inadmiftible : The 
non-naturals  require  the  ftrifleft  attention.  New 
milk  fliould  be  taken  for  breakfaft  and  fupper ; 
if  it  purges,  it  muft  be  boiled;  cow’s  milk  is 
preferable  to  that  of  aftes;  goat’s  whey  is  too 
diluent,  and  I have  feen  feveral  fatal  effefts  from 
the  ufe  of  it.  Meat  broths  may  be  taken  as 
ftrong  as  the  ftomach  will  bear,  particularly  of 
pork  ; jeir.es  prepared  from  any  animal  fubftancc 
fhould  be  taken  as  often  as  poflible.  Let  the 
patient  ride  on  horfeback  every  morning,  if  too 
weak  to  fit  alone,  he  muft  be  fupported  by  one 
that  rides  behind  him,  for  riding  in  a morning  is 
abfolutely  neceffary.  A warm,  dry,  clear  air,  the 
Briftol  v/aters.  Spa  v/ater,  or  tor  common  drink, 
infufion  of  1 infeed,  decodtion  of  bran,  or  for 
change,  fago,  falep,  or  chocolate.  Tea  pre- 
pared from  colts-foot  flowers,  and  fweetened 
with  honey,  I have  no  fmall  reafon  to  recom- 
mend the  ufe  of ; fnails  or  earth  worms  boiled 
in  milk  are  ferviceable,  as  are  fhell-fifh  of  all 
forts,  wild  fowls,  generous  wine  and  fpices, 
Conferve  of  red  rofes  may  be  eaten  to  the  quan- 
E 3 tity 
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tity  of  two  or  three  ounces  in  a day,  with  Vaft^ 
advantage.  Acids  are  fometimes  ferviceable,'^ 
ifomachic  plaillers,  a Burgundy  pitch  plaiftej 
between  the  fhoulders,  to  be  kept  on  for  fome 
weeks ; veficatories,  but  above  all  things  the  dry 
vomit,  as, 

Take  of  Tartarifed  antimony,  three  grains,. 
Ipecacuanha,  ten  grains, 

Make  into  three  powders : let  one  be  taken  in 
a morning  faffing,  twice  or  thrice  a week,  not 
drinking  any  thing  during  the  operation.  Or, 
if  the  diarrhoea  is  very  violent, 

Take  of  Ipecacuanha,  four  grains. 

Blue  vitriol,  one  grain. 

Let  this  powder  be  taken  (as  before)  every 
morning. 

In  an  incipient  ulcer  of  the  lungs,  when  the 
pain  in  the  fide  has  been  exceeding  troublefome, 
recourfe  has  been  often  had  to  the  lancet,  w'hich 
is  the  ready  way  to  bring  on  an  incurable 
phthifis.  1 appeal  to  the  confcience  of  the 
praftitioner,  whether  he  has  not  frequently  ex- 
perienced this  confequence. 

N.  B.  When  an  ulcer  in  the  lungs  is  formed, 
the  urine  difcharged  at  night  is  very  turbid  the 
next  morning.  The  balfam  of  copaiva  ought 
never  to  be  omitted  in  the  cure  of  this  diforder  ; 
let  twenty  drops  be  taken  on  fugar  in  powder 
every  night  and  morning.  If  the  diarrhoea  is  not 
exceflive,  as  it  feldom  is  at  the  beginning  of  a 
phthifis,  I have  often  found  that  the  fubfequent 
mixture  will  carry  off  theheftic,  which  generally 
terminates  in  the  appearance  of  a rafh  : 


Take 
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Take  of  prepared  kali, 

Calcined  antimony,  of  each  a drachm. 

Pure  water,  feven  ounces. 

Spirit  of  nutmeg,  two  ounces, 

Compound  fpirit  of  ammonia,  half  an  ounce, 
Tolu  fyrup,  an  ounce, 

of  this  mixture,  let  two  fpoo'nfuls  be  taken  eveiy 
fixth  or  fourth  hour.  Or, 

Take  of  prepared  kali,  two  drachms, 

Mint-water,  (even  ounces, 

Tolu  fyrup,  an  ounce, 

A mixture.  Three  fpoonfuls  to  be  taken  turice 
or  thrice  a day,  to  which"  may  be  added  (if  the 
diarrhoea  is  exceffive)  half  an  ounce  of  tinfture 
of  opium  camphorated. 

If  the  diarrhoea  fhould  prove,  as  it  often  does, 
the  moff  troublefome  and  dangerous  fymptom,  it 
ftiould  be  reftrained  by  opiates ; as  three,  four, 
or  five  grains  of  the  opiate  pill,  and  as  many  of 
rhubarb,  which  may  be  taken  at  bed  time,  to  be 
repeated  oceafionally : or, 

Take  of  Afa-foetida, 

Preciptated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Myrrh,  of  each  a fcruple. 

Pure  opium  hard,  four  grains. 

Simple  fyrup  enough  for  twelve  pills. 

Two  every  night,  or  oftener, 

a fcruple  of  the  aftringent  red  gum  may  be  ufed 
for  the  fame  purpofe,  or  the  fame  quantity  of  the 
tormentil,  or  biftort  root;  but  the  boles  and 
fealed  earths  are  worfe  than  ufelefs, 

Take  pf  blue  vitriol,  five  grains, 
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DifTolve  in  an  ounce  of  tinfture  of  cantharides. 
Of  thefe  drops,  let  twenty  be  taken  twice  a day, 
increafing  the  dofe  one  drop  at  a time,  till  it 
amounts  to  a tea-fpoonfuL  They  have  often 
effefted  wonders ; but  with  this,  or  whatever 
other  medicine  is  ufed,  let  not  the  balfam  of 
copaiva  be  neglefted,  I fhall  fubjoin  two  more 
formulae,  from  which  alfo  I have  experienced 
the  moft  delirable  confequences ; 

Take  of  Red  bark,  fix  drachms, 

Extra6l  of  liquorice,  two  drachms,

Mucilage  of  gum-arabic,  as  much  as  is  fuffi- 
cient  to  make  an  eleftuary. 

The  fize  of  a walnut  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning. 

Take  of  Gum  ammoniac,  a drachm. 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  two 
fcruples. 

Squills,  ten  grains. 

Filings  of  iron,  one  fcruple. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  to  make  it  into  pills, 

Number  thirty-two ; let  two  or  three  be  taken 
night  and  morning.  "See  cough,  and  the  fol- 
lowing. 

* Or,  nitre,  two  fcruples — as  the  he£hc  is  lefs  or  more. 
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empyema: 

An  Empyema  is  a colleftion  of  pus  or  matter 
in  the  cavity  of  the  thorax. 

The  cause..  The  rupture  of  a vomica  : this 
proceeds  from,  an  inflammation,  bruife,  or  wound 
(if  clofed  too  foon),  of  any  of  the  five  parts,  viz. 
the  lungs,  pleura,  diaphragm,  mediaftinum,  or  pe- 
ricardium. 

The  diagnostics.  Twenty  days  from  the  time 
that  the  inflammation  began;  from  the  figns  of 
the  difappearance  of  a vomica,  a new  pain,  dry 
cough,  fenfation  of  preflure  on  the  midriff,  lying 
with  eafe  on  one  fide  only,  viz.  on  that  where 
the  matter  is  congcfted,  a flow  fever,  expuition 
of  purulent  matter,  thirff,  the  face  flufhed,  the 
eyes  hollow,  rednefs  of  the  cheeks,  fwelling  of 
tire  abdomen;  on  leaning  forwards,,  danger  of 
fuffb  cation. 

T\\(t  pro grio hies . If  the  pus  is  whitifh  and  of 
good  confiftence,  the  expuition  eafy,  the  refpi- 
ration  free,  and  the  mind  calm,  thefe  are  all 
good  figns  ; but  if  after  the  rupture  there  be  an 
accumulation  of  pus,  putrefaftion  of  the  fluids, 
famous  ftools,  and  hipocratic  countenance,  it 
will  prove  fatal. 

The  cure.  To  determine  the  pus  externally 
muft  be  attempted  at  all  events,  by  proper  medi- 
cines or  cutting  ; the  operation  is  to  be  per- 
formed between  the  third  and  fourth  rib,  be- 
hind^ 
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hind,  numbered  from  below.*  In  the  mean  time 
keep  the  body  open  and  give  terebinthinates,  as, 

Take  of  Common  turpentine, 

Olibanum,  of  each  quantity  what  you  pleafe. 

Form  into  a mafs  of  pills  of  five  grains  each^ 
three  to  be  taken  twice  or  thrice  a day.  Or, 

Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce, 

Balfam  of  Copaiva, 

Spermaceti,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

The  yolk  of  an  egg. 

Honey  of  rofes,  as  much  as  is  fufficient  to 
make  an  eleftuary  ; 

The  fize  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  twice  or  thrice 
a day. 


HAEMOPTOE. 

A Spitting  of  blood  is  fometimes  an  idiopathic 
difeafe  to  which  fome  perfons  are  fubjeft 
at  times  for  many  years,  without  any  manifeft  in- 
convenience. 

The  cause,  Teneritude  of  the  fibres  of  the 
lungs. 

The  diagnostics,  or  concomitant  fymptoms, 
are  fenfations  of  forenefs  in  the  breaft,  of 
weight  in  the  diaphragm,  a bulky  cough,  pallid 

countenance, 

* I have  known  it  often  to  fucceed,  though  fometimes  the 
patient  dies  tabid.  After  the  operation,  ufe  detergent  injec- 
tions every  day  of  barley-water  well  acidulated,  and  keep 
open  the  wound  fome  weeks  with  a leaden  canula. 
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countenance,  lank  hair,  flabbinefs  of  the  flefh, 
diflike  to  exercife. 

The  prognostics.  Bleeding  generally  enfures 
a feverer  return,  or  brings  on  an  incurable  phthifis. 
If  that  evacuation  has  not  been  premifed,  the 
cure  is  not  difficult. 

The  ingenious  Monfieur  Le  Sage  has,  in  his 
ufual  fprightly  manner,  graphically  delineated  a 
fcene  wherein  the  Grim  Monarch  is  reprefented 
with  awful  dignity,  conferring  the  doctoral  cap 
on  all  thofe  medical  ftudents  who  take  a folemn 
oath  never  to  deviate  from  the  prefent  method 
of  praftice,  and  ranking  them  among  the  number 
of  his  trueft  and  deareff  friends.  In  his  time  and 
country,  the  pifture  bore  no  very  enlarged  fea- 
tures ; but  in  this  enlightened  age,  and  in  a 
nation  teeming  with  philofophers,  who  will  take 
nothing  on  truft,  whatever  deference  may  be  due 
to  a generally  received  opinion,  it  can  certainly 
be  no  unpardonable  crime  to  call  the  propriety 
of  it  in  queftion ; and  if  it  is  found  unfuppor- 
table  by  experiments,  to  miliate  againft  it.  Of 
this  kind,  it  is  prefumed  is  that  too  general  one 
of  the  neceflity  of  blood-letting  in  internal  hae- 
morrhages, which  I have  often  feen  to  prove 
highly  pernicious  and  produftive  of  fatal 
confequences.  Of  what  fignification  is  it 
whether  a perfon  lofes  his  life  by  bleeding  from 
a natural  or  artificial  orifice  ? I once  knew  a 
family,  of  which  two  brothers  and  two  fillers 
were  each  at  different  times  feized  with  an  hae- 
moptoe;  they  were  all  bled  five  or  fix  times,  and 
not  one  of  them  furvived  many  weeks  after  their 

refpe6live 
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refpeftive  attacks  ; another  brother  was  taken  in 
the  like  manner,  who  fufpefting  the  efFe6ls  of 
the  lancet,  applied  to  me,  and  although  he  at  that 
time  laboured  under  a confirmed  lues,  he  was 
foon  (without  bleeding)  reftored  to,  and  ftill  con- 
tinues in  perfeft  health. 

Innumerable  inflances  have  I been  witnefs  to, 
of  the  moll  alarming  haemorrhages,  which  have 
all  yielded  to  the  ufe  of  vomits,  and  the  method 
laid  down  below,  without  a fingle  application  of 
the  lancet : if  then  (as  is  evident)  phlebotomy  is 
not  neceflary  to  the  cure,  is  it  not  more  eligible 
to  preferVe  that  important  fluid,  than  to  lavilh  it 
away  without  caufe,  and  thereby  dellroy  the 
health  and  fhorten  the  lives  of  thofe  who  commit 
themfelves  to  our  care  ? 

The  cure.  I never  failed  of  fuccefs  with  thofe 
who  had  not  been  bled.  The  firft  thing  given 
was  always  the  dry  vomit,  as, 

Take  of  Tartarifed  antimony, 

Blue  vitriol,  of  each  two  grains  ;* 

This  powder  fhould  be  taken  in  a fpoon  half  full 
of  water  ; let  the  patient  flrain,  which  draining 
he  may  provoke  if  necelTary,  with  his  finger  or 
a feather,  but  drink  nothing  until  he  throws  up 
fome  yellow  or  porraceous  matter,  and  if  his 
ficknefs  does  not  then  go  off,  half  a glafs  of  raw 
brandy  will  fettle  his  flomach  ; if  that  fhould  be 
returned  immediately,  which  is  fometimes  the 

cafe, 

* The  tartarifed  antimony  may  be  given  firft,  and  as  foon 
as  the  naufca  commences,  the  vitriol  immediately  exhibited. 
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cafe,  a repetition  of  the  fame  will  anfwer  ex- 
peflation.  Give  twenty  drops  of  the  balfam  of 
Copaiva,  night  and  morning,  for  feveral  weeks, 
to  prevent  a return,  and  the  following  eleftuary  :• 

Take  of  Red  bark,  fix  drachms. 

Flowers  of  fulphur,  three  drachms, 

Pure  nitre,  one  drachm. 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  a fcruple. 
Mucilage  of  gum  arable,  enough  to  make  an 
elefiuary. 

The  fize  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  twice  or  thrice 
a day.  So  long  as  the  fpittle  is  in  the  leaft 
tinged,  the  following  mixture  fhould  be  ufed, 
which  may  from  the  firft  invafion  be  drank  at 
pleafure  : 


Take  of  Gum  arable,  two  ounces,  dlflblve  in  pure 
water,  a pint, 

Pure  nitre,  two  fcruples, 

Tolu  fyrup,  an  ounce. 

Of  this  mixture  four  large  fpoonfuls  may  be 
taken  every  two  or  three  hours.  A fcruple  of 
roach-allum  may  be  given  occafionally.  Or  the 
red  aftringent  gum.  The  conferve  of  rofes  may 
be  taken  at  pleafure. — See  Weakness  of  the 
Solids. 


HAEMORRHAGES, 

All  Haemorrhages  (the  piles  only  excepted) 
require  precifely  the  fame  treatment  with 
the  foregoing  article,  which  fee.  In  acute 
diforders,  internal  haemorrhages  proceed  from 

a plethora, 
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a plethora,  but  I never  yet  met  with  one  inllance 
of  a chronical  haemorrhage  in  a plethoric  habit. 


HICCO  UGH. 

T'HE  Hiccough  is  a convulfive  motion  of  the 
^ ftomach  and  midriff. 

The  cause.  An  acrid  irritating  matter,  ad-- 
hering  to  the  left  orifice  of  the  ftomach : the 
diaphragm  is  affefted  by  confent  of  parts.  Some- 
times repletion  may  occafion  it,  and  fometimes 
depletion. 

The  diagnostic  is  fufficiently  obvious. 

The  prognostics.  Sneezing  generally  removes 
it,  or  compreflion  ot  the  artery  at  the  wrifts;  or 
frequent  Tipping  of  any  liquid,  or  ftopping  both 
ears  for  a minute  or  two,  or  holding  the  breath, 
or  a fudden  fright,  or  fixing  the  eyes  intenfely 
on  an  objeft  in  an  oblique  direftion.  Proceed- 
ing from  wounds, profufe  evacuations,  in  afthmas, 
or  at  the  clofe  ot  a malignant  fever  ; it  is  al- 
ways a dangerous,  and  often  a deadly  fymptom. 

The  cure.  Emetics  and  cathartics  are  indi- 
cated, if  it  arifes  from  repletion  ; if  from  deple- 
tion, diaphoretics,  diuretics,  opiates,  clyfters, 
and  fomentations  ; as  the  common  fomentation, 
or  tin6fure  of  opium  and  vinegar,  of  each  equal 
parts,  to  bathe  the  pit  of  the  ftomach  with.  Of 
the  following  formulae,  the  pra6litioner  may  fe- 
lc6l  that  which  is  the  beft  adapted  to  the  cafe.

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(i:|“  In  the  decline  of  fevers,  give  a tea-fpoon- 
ful  of  the  diluted  vitriolic  acid  in  a glafs  of  water 
frequently. 

Take  of  the  Muflc  mixture,  five  ounces, 

Tin6lure  of  caftor,  two  drachms. 

For  a draught,  a tea-fpoonful  of  thefe  drops 
may  be  taken,  and  repeated  pretty  often,  if 
necelTary. 

Take  of  Compound  tinflure  of  lavender,  fix  drachms. 
Compound  fpiritof  ammonia,  two  drachms, 

For  a bottle  of  drops. 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  two  fcruples, 

Tinfture  of  cardamoms,  two  drachms, 

Pure  water,  an  ounce  and  half. 

Spirit  of  horfe-rhadilh,  two  drachms. 

A draught  to  be  repeated  as  there  is  occafion. 

Take  of  Vitriolated  natron,  one  ounce. 

Pure  water,  feven  ounces, 

Tin6lure  of  afafoetida,  half  an  ounce, 

Opium,  a drachm. 

A clyller. 

Take  of  Salt  of  hartfhorn. 

Aromatic  confeftion,  of  each  a fcruple, 
Mulk,  fifteen  grains, 

Oil  of  mint,  five  grains, 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  a bolus. 

Take  of  Caftor, 

Mulk,  of  each  a fcruple. 

Oil  of  cinnamon,  three  drops, 

Purified  opium,  two  grains. 

Syrup  of  iaffron,  enough  for  a bole. 

Either  of  the  above  boles  may  be  given  accor- 
ding  to  the  urgency  of  the  fymptoms.

ERYSIPELAS. 

Erysipelas,  or  St.  Anthony’s  Fire,  is  an 
external  inflammation,  which  generally  af- 
fects the  face,  and  fometimes  the  breaft.  St. 
Anthony  was  fuppofed,  like  many  of  otir  modern 
faints,  to  take  great  pleafure  in  adding  to  tho 
naileries  of  mankind;  but  in  thefe  times,  we 
readily  exculpate  faid  faint  from  having  any 
hand  in  the  inflidfion  of  this  diforder. 

The  cause.  Thofe  which  produce  an  internal 
inflammation,  or  an  acrid  humour,  heats  and  colds, 
errors  in  the  non-naturals,  an  obltrutfion  of  any 
cuftornary  evacuation. 

'The  diagnostics.  Swelling  of  the  part,  with 
pain  and  rednefs  ; inflammatory  pimples ; if 
prefled  lightly  by  the  finger,  the  appearance  of 
a white  fpot. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  removable  without 
much  ailhc Lilly  ; is  no  ways  dangerous,  unlefs 
the  eruptions  are  repelled  by  cold,  and  then  very 
ditagreeable  confequences  may  enfue. 

The  Cure.  Being  a cutaneous  diforder,  ve- 
nacfeffion  may  be  diipenfed  with,  which  cannot 
be  neceiiary  when  any  erujitions  appear  on  the 
fliin.  It  is  a common  obiervation  with  ignorant 
praftitioncrs,  that  the  blood  which  they  have  let 
is  exceeding  bad,  and  it  is  much  better  fuch 
blood  Ihould  be  out  of  the  body  than  in  it : if 
this  argument  were  worthy  of  refutation,  it  might

be  afked,  Whether  drawing  off  a pint  or  two 
from  a pipe  of  bad  wine,  would  have  any  ten- 
dency to  meliorate  the  remainder  ? Dr.  San- 
grado’s  method  was  much  more  plaufible,  in 
taking  away  the  whole  mafs,  and  refilling  the 
veffels  with  the  bland  warm  element.  If  the 
blood  is  bad,  it  muft  be  mended  in  the  body, 
and  the  ufe  of  proper  alteratives  is  indicated ; 
but  to  decreafe  the  quantity  of  it,  is  to  lower  the 
vital  powers,  to  render  nature  incapable  of  per- 
forming her  neceffary  fun8;ions,  and  to  preclude 
the  good  effefts  of  thofe  alteratives,  which  might 
afterwards  be  adminiilered. 

Diaphoretics  will  greatly  aflift  nature  in  expel- 
Hng  that  which  is  offenfive;  diuretics  are  exceecf- 
irig  ferviceable  in  this  diforder ; mild  cooling 
cathartics  aifo  are  of  confiderable  utility.  As  for 
example : 

Take  of  Elder  rob,  an  ounce, 

Pure  nitre,  half  a drachm, 

Pure  water,  five  ounces, 

A gently  fweating  potion  to  be  taken  at  night 
going  to  bed. 


Take  of  fpirit  of  nitrous  aether,  an  ounce. 

Of  thefe  drops  let  a tea-fpoonful  be  taken  twice 
or  thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Vitriolated  natron,  ten  drachms, 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  feven  grains, 

Pure  water,  three  ounces  and  a half. 

Fora  purging  draught,  to  be  taken  in  the  morning.

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As  external  applications  will  expedite  the  cure> 
the  reader  is  prefented  with  feveral  efficacious 
ones  below ; though,  perhaps,  wetting  the  parts 
two  or  three  times  a day  with  camphorated  fpiri  t 
of  wine,  is  not  inferior  to  any  of  them. 

Take  of  the  internal  elder  bark,  two  ounces,, 
boil  in  a pint  and  half  of  water  to  a pint;  then 
add  of 

Soft  foap,  an  ounce  and  half. 

Make  a fomentation,  to  be  ufed  night  and  morn- 
ing. Or,  the  decoftion  of  hellebore. 

Take  of  Camphorated  fpirit,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Compound  tinfture  of  lavender,  three  drachms. 
Oil  of  amber,  one  drachm. 

A liniment  to  be  ufed  morning  and  night.  Or, 

Take  of  Water  of  acetated  litharge,  forty  drops, 

Rofe  water,  five  ounces, 

A lotion. 

Take  of  Camphorated  fpirit,  an  ounce, 

To  be  applied  three  or  four  times  a day;  as  foon 
as  the  parts  are  dry,  rub  on  a little  of  the  follow- 
ing liniment : 

Take  of  the  Ointment  of  white  calx  of  mercury,  an  ^ 
ounce  and  half, 

Effence  of  lemons,  twenty  drops. 

Make  it  a liniment. 

NEPHRITIS. 
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NEP  HRITIS. 

NEPHRITIS,  is  an  inflammation  of  the 


kidnies. 


The  causes.  The  fame  as  of  other  inflam- 
mations : whatever  plugs  up  the  extremities  of 
the  capillary  arteries  ; a wound,  a bruife,  an  ab- 
fcefs,  a tumor,  lying  too  long  on  one  fide,  a cal- 
culus, whatever  hinders  the  free  paffage  of  the 
urine;  whatever  forces  the  thicker  parts  of  the 
blood  into  the  urinary  canals,  as  riding  hard, 
running,  leaping,  or  a plethora. 

The  diagnostics.  Difficulty  of,  or  uneafinefs 
in  making  urine,  fenfation  of  heat  in  making  it, 
perpetual  inclination  to  make  it,  total  fuppreflion 
of  it,  a fever,  numbnefs  of  the  thigh  from  an  af- 
feftion  of  the  pfoas  mufcle,  bilious  vomiting, 
coflivenefs.  A Nephritis  is  always  attended  with 
a fever;  a calculus  not  always.  In  a Nephritis 
the  pain  is  continual;  in  the  calculus,  or  fit  of  the 
flone,  the  pain  intermits. 

The  prognostics  are  much  the  fame  as  in  other 
inflammatory  diforders..  To  perfons  in  years,  it 
is  moil  commonly  fatal ; the  patient  often  falls 
into  a tabes  dorfalis  ; fometimes  a fchirrus  is 
formed  ; fometimes  it  is  fucceeded  by  a palfy, 
or  incurable  lamenefs,  a dropfy  alfo,  and  atrophy. 
If  a calculus  is  formed  from  the  concretion  of  the 
fabulous  faburra  too  bulky  to  pafs  through  the 
ureter,  the  cafe  is  helplefs,  unlefs  it  is  extra£led

by  the  knife;  this  operation  has  been  performed, 
but  never  with  fuccefs,  as  the  author  ever  knew 
or  heard  of. 

The  cure,  as  in  other  inflammations,  venae- 
feftion,  diluting  liquors,  emollients,  antiphlo- 
giftics,  clyfters,  fomentations,  lenient  cathartics, 
femicupia  : if  the  pain  is  very  excruciating, 
opiates  : Diuretics,  nitre  excepted,  are  improper 
at  firft ; for  common  drink,  the  almond  milk. 

Take  of  Syrup  of  marfh-mallows, 

Oil  of  olives,  of  each  an  ounce. 

Compound  fpirit  of  ammonia,  two  drachms, 
Pure  water,  feven  ounces,  by  agitation, 

Make  an  emulfion,  three  fpoonfuls  to  be  taken 
every  fourth  hour. 

Take  of  Venice  turpentine,  half  an  ounce, 

The  yolk  of  two  eggs, 

Pure  water,  five  ounces, 

Linfeed  oil,  three  ounces, 

Oil  of  turpentine. 

Oil  of  anifeeds,  of  each  a drachm, 

Syrup  of  marfh-mallows,  two  ouncea. 

A clyfter. 

As  foon  as  bloody  water  is  evacuated,  give 
honey  and  oil  of  olives,  of  each  an  ounce,  for 
a draught,  and  let  twenty  drops  ot  balfam  ot 
copaiva,  or  of  balfam  of  Peru,  be  taken  on  fugar 
thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Venice  foap,  four  fcruples. 

New  milk,  two  ounces, 

Pure  nitre,  a fcruple. 

Syrup  of  marfh-mallows, 

Alcohol,  of  each  two  drachms, 

Make

Make  a draught,  to  be  -repeated  twice  or  thrice 
a day. 

Take  of  Pure  nitre,  a fcruple. 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  ten  grains,

A draught  to  be  taken  every  third  hour. 

Take  of  Ointment  of  bogy's  lard,  an  ounce, 

Oil  of  turpentine,  two  drachms, 

A liniment,  with  which  the  loins  maybe  anointed 
two  or  three  times  a day. 

Take  of  Magnefia  alba. 

Spermaceti, 

Rhubarb,  of  each  two  fcruples. 

For  fix  powders.  Let  one  be  taken  every  fourth 
hour,  (till  the  body  is  fufficiently  open. 

Take  of  Gum  arable,  two  ounces, 

Pure  water,  a pint, 

Acetated  kali. 

Syrup  of  marfh-mallows,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

A mixture,  of  which  let  three  fpoonfuls  be. 
given  every  three  hours. 

Take  of  Chlo  turpentine  (dllFoIved  in  the  yolk  of  an 
egg)  half  a drachm, 

Spermaceti, 

Acetated  kali,  of  each  two  fcruples. 

Pure  water,  an  ounce  and  an  half, 

A draught  to  be  taken  every  fourth  hour. 


Take 
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Take  of  Gum  arabrc, 

Spermaceti,  of  each  a drachm  andjialf, 
Acetated  kali,  one  drachm  ; 

For  fix  powders,  one  of  which  fhould  be  taken 
every  two  hours. 

If  the  pain  is  exceeding  great ; as  it  often  is, 
give  three  grains  of  pure  opium. 


ULCER  in  the  KID N I ES  or  BLADDER, 

The  cause  of  an  ulcer  in  the  above-men- 
tioned is  either  a calculus,  or  fomething 
corrofive  received  into  the  ftomach,  venereal 
virus,  fcorbutic  diathefis,  contufion,  inflammation, 
obftruftion,  or  erofion. 

The  diagnostics  of  an  ulcer  in  the  kidnies  are 
bloody  urine  of  a foetid  fmell,  with  fcales  in  it ; 
fanious,  or  purulent  urine.  In  this  cafe  rhubarb 
in  fmall  dofes,  frequently  given,  is  an  admirable 
medicine. 

Ulcers  in  the  bladder  are  more  dangerous,  and 
often  attended  with  unfupportable  agonies.  In 
an  ulcer  of  the  kidnies,  the  urine  is  difcharged 
without  much  difficulty  or  uneafinefs  ; is  reddiffi, 
often  bloody,  with  cai  uncles  in  it.  In  an  ulcer 
of  the  bladder,  the  difficulty  of  making  urine  is 
very  great,  the  pain  dreadful ; lefs  blood,  but 
large  quantities  of  purulent  matter  accompany 
the  urine,  efpecially  in  women. 


The 
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The  prognostics.  In  habits  of  body  that  are 
cacochymic,  phthifical,  or  to  perfons  in  years 
they  are  always  dangerous  and  often  mortal. 

The  cure  is  the  fame.  Lenient  purges  Ihould 
be  given,  as  caflia,  rhubarb,  manna,  and  tama- 
rinds, for  the  alvine  tube  mull  be  kept  open ; 
fmall  mead,  cooling  ptifans,  a milk  diet,  lime- 
water,  and  twenty  drops  of  balfam  copaiva  on 
fugar  morning  and  night,  fhould  by  no  means  be 
omitted.  Inje6lions  of  milk  and  lime-water. 
If  the  pain  is  excruciating  (as  in  all  other  difor- 
ders  without  exception)  the  ufe  of  opiates  is  de- 
manded ; give  two  fcruples  of  olibanura,  and 
three  grains  of  pure  opium,  made  into  a bole 
with  balfam  of  Peru. 

Take  of  Gum  arable,  two  ounces, 

Soap,  one  ounce,

The  folution  of  muriatic  mercury.  See  Lues. 

Women  declining  into  the  vale  of  years  are 
exceeding  liable  to  internal  latent  ulcers,  which 
greatly  refemble  ulcers  in  the  bladder,  with  re- 
fpe6l  to  the  violence  of  the  pain,  and  indeed 
every,  other  fymptom,  the  pus  in  urine  ex- 
cepted. The  fubfequent  elefluary  has  always 

anfwered 
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anfwered  my  expe6lation  in  removing  that 
troublefome  complaint,  and  I would  recommend 
it  to  thofe  who  are  tormented  with  pain  in  parts 
contiguous  to  the  neck  of  the  bladder. 

Take  of  Elecampane,  an  ounce, 

Sweet  fennel  feeds,  half  an  ounce, 

Black  pepper, 

Balfam  of  Peru,  of  each  two  drachms, 

Honey,  enough  to  make  an  elefluary. 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg  morning  and  night. 
If  the  body  is  coftive,  add  two  drachms  of  jalap 
to  it.  Let  her  alfo  take  tv/enty  drops  of  balfam 
of  copaiva,  twice  a day,  upon  brown  fugar. 


STONE. 

The  Stone,  or  human  calculus,  originates 
from  a concretion  of  fabulous  faburra, 
chiefly  owing  to  the  felenites  in  water;  from  the 
heat  of  the  body,  laxity  of  the  fibres,  or  pre- 
difpofition  of  the  fluids  to  depofit  this  earthly 
matter;  perhaps  from  a deficient  attraftion 
among  their  own  particles  to  preferve  its  fuf- 
penfion : it  is  often  formed  into  a hard  friable 
fubftance. 

The  causes.  The  water  we  drink  feems  to  be 
the  chief  caufe,  which  has  more  or  lefs  of  an 
earth  in  it,  and  if  you  pleafe,  fomething  of  a 
petrifying  quality  ; claret,  ale,  and  all  thofe 
liquors  which  ferment  ftrongly  in  the  llomach, 
and  confequently  occafion  the  terreftrial  parts 
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of  the  urine  to  cohere  together ; the  appulfe  of 
an  acid  gas,  obftrufhion  or  coarftation  of  the 
urinary  canals.  Any  extraneous  fubftance  in 
the  bladder,  which  will  foon  form  a nucleus. 

The  diagnostics.  A fenfation  of  numbnefs, 
torpidity,  or  painful  preffure  in  the  thigh; 
naufea,  frequent  retchings ; the  urine  thin, 
bloody,  fmail  in  quantity,  excreted  with  great 
uneafinefs,  or  totally  fuppreffed ; pain  in  the 
glans  penis,  tenefmus. 

The  prognostics.  If  both  ureters  are  at  once 
affefted,  if  the  urine  is  totally  fuppreffed,  the 
extremities  cold,  or  the  urine  continues  bloody 
after  the  fit  is  over,  the  diforder  will  be  of  long 
continuance,  and  moft  probably  terminate  in 
death.  In  ancient  perfons  it  is  always  very 
dangerous. 

The  cure.  This  dreadful  difeafe  authorizes  us 
to  fummon  every  poffible  and  immediate  medical 
affiflance,  as  clyfters,  purges,  antiemetics,  oil  of 
aniseeds,  terebinthinates,  fat  broths,  fomenta- 
tions, opiates,  the  caLheter,  lithotomy.  To  pre- 
vent a return,  equal  quantities  of  lime-water  and 
butter-milk  Ihould  be  drank  at  meals,  and  for  a 
confiancy,  to  the  quantity  of  three  pints  in  a day. 
Claret,  malt,  and  all  fermenting  liquors  fhould 
be  abftained  from.  Spirits  of  all  forts  (having 
paffed  the  ftate  of  fermentation.)  diluted  with 
water,  are  no  ways  prejudicial.

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•^ake  of  Balfam  of  Peru  (dlflblved  in  the  yolk  of  an 
egg)  two  drachms, 

Decoction  for  a clyfter,  five  ounces, 

Oil  of  olives,  two  ounces,

Take  of  liquorice  root,  three  ounces^ 

Boil  in  a quart  of  water ; half  a pint  to  be 
drank  twice  a day. 

Take  of  tin£lure  of  balfam  of  Peru,  an  ounce, 

A tea-fpoonful  night  and  morning. 


OPTHALMY  and  Disorders  of  the  EYES. 

An  Opthalmy  is  an  inflammation  of  the  eye, 
or  adna':  , widi  rednefs,  fweliing  and  dif- 
charge  of  a hot  water,  or  matter.  It  is  com- 
monly divided  into  dry  and  moist i when  flight, 
called  Phlogofis ; if  there  be  fome  rednefs  in  the 
albugineous  coat,  Taraxis  ; when  the  eye  lids  can 
fcarcely  be  clofed,  Chumofis  ; if  accompanied 
with  a profufe  difcharge  of  red  rheum,  Epiphora, 
Suffufio,  Phylftaena,  Glaucoma,  Hypopyon, 
Albugo,  and  Pterygium,  &c.  are  all  to  be  treated 
much  in  the  fame  manner. 

The  cause.  Some  irritation,  or  the  fame  with 
that  of  other  inflammations. 

The  diagnostics.  It  is  known  by  the  red  color 
of  the  tunica  conjun61;iva : the  other  diforders 
of  the  eyes,  by  a diftillation  of  bloody  acrid 
G rheum 
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rheum  from  their  angles;  a fcalding  water;  a 
colleftion  of  matter,  or  water  in  veficles  under 
the  cornea;  films,  motes,  fpecks,  &c. 

The  prognostics.  If  it  continue  long,  it  fomc- 
times  turns  to  a glaucoma,  or  cataraft,  or  gutta 
ferena,  (which  requires  the  internal  ufe  of  medi- 
cines, as  mercurials,  &c.  In  general,  it  is  not 
difficult  of  cure. 

The  cure.  If  the  eyes  are  glued  up  in  the 
morning,  let  them  be  bathed  with  warm  milk. 
If  the  patient  is  plethoric,  bleed;  then  give  a 
gentle  purge,  fuch  as. 

Take  of  Vifriolated  natron,  an  ounce, 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  feven  grains, 

Pure  water,  three  ounces. 

Syrup  of  buckthorn,  half  an  ounce, 

A purging  potion.  IfTues  are  exceeding  fevice- 
able,  veficatories  likewife  applied  to  the  temples, 
behind  the  ears,  or  to  the  nape  of  the  neck ; no 
fmall  advantage  will  refult  from  a feton,  which 
fhould  be  cut  perpendicularly,  and  not  horizon- 
tally, as  is  the  ufual  cuftom.  Sternutatories 
fhould  not  be  omitted,  as,  the  compound  powder 
of  afarum.  Or, 

Take  of  white  hellebore  root,  a fcruple, 

Florentine  orris  root,  ten  grains, 

Euphorbium,  three  grains, 

Of  this  powder  let  a pinch  be  taken,  as  if  it  were 
fnuff,  every  night  after  getting  into  bed. 

If  a hot  water  diflils  from  the  eyes,  or  if 
films,  fpecks,  &:c.  appear,  the  fubfequent  eye 

water 
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water  is,  I believe,  not  to  be  excelkd ; the  eye 
may  be  walked  with  it  three  or  four  times  a day, 
and  as  much  of  it  allowed  to  be  worked  in  the 
eye,  by  frequent  winking,  as  can  be  well  born. 

Take  of  White  vitriol,  fifteen  grains, 

Spirit  of  wine  reftlfied, 

Lime  water,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

A collyrium.  Or, 

Camphorated  fplrit,  an  ounce. 

A collyrium.  Or,  if  that  gives  too_much  pain, 

Take  of  Water  of  litharge  acetated,  feven  drops, 
Rofe  water,  an  ounce, 

A collyrium,  to  be  ufed  three  or  four  times  a day. 
Or, 

Take  of  Water  of  litharge  acetated,  feven  drops, 
Tinfture  of  opium. 

Lime  water,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

A collyrium. 


If  the  light  is  very  weak,  and  is  dally  impair- 
ing, put  a drachm  of  allum  into  the  white  of  an 
egg,  let  them  be  well  whilked  up  together,  and 
fmear  the  eye-brow  and  eye-lid  with  k every 
night.  If  there  be  a fcorbutic  acrimony  in  the

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In  opthalmies  proceeding  from  a fcropliula 
(which  by  the  way  moft  opthalmies  do)  the  bark 
is  not  only  a certain  but  expeditious  remedy,  as, 

Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce, 

Extrafl  of  liquorice,  two  drachms. 

Mucilage  of  gum  arable,  enough  for  an  elec- 
tuary. 

The  fize  of  a walnut  to  be  taken  morning  and 
night. 

When  the  edges  of  the  eye-lids  look  red  and 
raw,  or  difeharge, 

Take  of  White  calx  of  mercury,  a/cruple. 

Cerate  of  acetated  litharge,  an  ounce. 

Smear  them  with  a feather  dipt  in  it  night  and 
morning. 

A cataraft  requires  the  operation,  viz.  de- 
preflion  or  extraftion  of  the  chryftalline  lens. 

If  a gutta  ferena  is  curable,  it  muft  be  helped 
by  eleftricity,  fternutatories,  the  dry  vomit,  the 
aluminous  egg  application,  and  fuch  alteratives 
as,  mercurials  and  antimonials. 


CATARRHAL  FEVERS, 

CATARRHAL  Fevers  are  generally  flow 
and  mild,  exacerbated  toward  evening  when 
the  equilibrium  of  the  atmofphere  is  deftroyed  ; 
they  are  accompanied  with  pains  in  the  joints, 

ftoppage 
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ftoppage  of  the  nofe,  deafnefs,  head-ach,  cough, 
and  lidlefsnefs,  8cc.  They  are  commonly  called 
colds.  They  produce,  when  neglefted,  in- 
numerable diforders,  as  they  originate  from  an 
abatement  or  obftruftion  of  infenlible  perfpira- 
tlon,  if  that  perfpirable  matter  is  retained  in  the 
circulation  which  ought  to  have  been  thrown  out 
of  the  body,  it  may  foon  putrify,  and  occafion 
fevers  pejjimi  moris.  Hence  obferve  how 
hazardous  and  frequently  fatal  (though  little 
fufpefted)  that  cuftom  muff  be  of  bleeding  for  a 
cold,  when  no  plethora  fub lifts.  To  attenuate 
vifcidities  few  medicines  are  preferable  to  the 
acetated  kali.  When  cold  is  firft  taken,  an 
opiate  (which  afts  by  elFefting  a temporary 
plethora)  if  npt  coftive,  will  often  remove  it 
like  an  amulet,  as, 

Take  of  tinfture  of  opium,  thirty  drops, 

At  bed  time.  Or, 

Take  of  Opiate  pill,  five  grains, 

Tartarifed  antimony,  one  grain, 

A pill  to  be  taken  at  going  to  bed. 

If  the  fymptoms  are  very  alarming,  give  two 
grains  of  the  tartarifed  antimony  well  rubbed 
with  ten  grains  of  white  fugar,  for  a vomit, 
drinking  nothing  during  the  operation.  Either 
of  the  following  are  exceeding  efficacious  in  the 
removal  of  a cold,  and  far  preferable  to  Bleeding; 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  a drachm  and  half, 

Pure  water,  feven  ounces, 

Water  of  ammonia, 

Tolu  fyrup,  of  each  half  an  ounce,

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A mixture.  Let  three  fpoonfuls  be  taken 
every  fourth  hour. 

Take  of  Mercury  with  fulphur,  an  ounce  and  half, 
Crude  antimony, 

Gum  guaiacum,  of  each  two  drachms. 
Honey,  enough  to  make  an  elefluary. 

The  quantity  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  morning 
and  night. 

N.  B.  Thofe  who  value  their  health,  and  are 
liable  to  colds,  fhould  lie  with  very  light  cover- 
ing in  bed.  One  pair  of  blankets  is  at  all  times 
fufEcient. 


Cough^  Suffocating  Cattarrh,  and  Hoarseness. 
COUGH  is  a convulfive  motion  of  the 


diaphragm,  generally  owing  to  an  irrita- 
tion of  the  larynx.  By  chewing  a hard  cruft,  or 
piece  of  fea  bifeuit,  on  going  to  bed,  the  glands 
will  be  emptied  of  that  acrid  faliva  wherewith 
they  are  diftended,  and  confequently  that  teafing 
defluxion  will  be  prevented,  and  that  tickling 
fenfation  which  is  fo  troublefome-  in  the  night. 
A plaifter  of  Burgundy  pitch  between  the  fhoul- 
ders  will  wonderfully  relieve  a cough  : it  fhould 
be  worn  continually  for  fome  weeks.  If  the  thy- 
roid gland  is  fwelled  fo  as  to  render  deglutition 
difficult,  apply  a poultice  of  bread  and  milk  to 
the  throat,  and  a veficatory  to  the  neck. 

The  fuffbeating  catarrh  is  an  affeftion  of  the 
larynx,  when  the  afpera  arteria  is  irritated,  and 

the 
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the  glottis  conftringed,  fo  as  to  endanger  im- 
mediate fufFocation.  If  plethoric,  bleed  : let  the 
face  be  held  over  the  fleam  of  boiling  milk  ; a 
bread  and  milk  poultice  be  wrapped  round  the 
throat,  and  give  an  emetic  * antifpafmodics, 
opiates,  and  agglutinants. 

A hoarfenefs  is  an  afFedlion  of  the  afpera  arte- 
ria,  caufed  by  an  effufion  of  a thin  acrid  lymph, 
or  an  abrafion  of  its  internal  mucus.  Half  a pint 
of  new  milk,  with  half  a pound  of  fuet  diffolved 
in  it,  and  drank  warm,  will  almoft  inftantaneoufly 
relieve,  but  is  by  no  means  a pleafant  draught. 

Take  of  Sulphurated  oil,  five  drachms,^ 

Oil  of  anifeeds,  one  drachm. 

Of  this  bottle  of  drops,  let  ten  be  taken  on  fugar 
three  or  four  times  a day.  It  is  an  admirable 
'medicine  tor  a cough,  as  well  as  for  hoarfenefs. 

To  return  to  a cough..  Nettle-feeds  mixed, 
up  with  honey  into  an  eledluary,  is  no  defpicable 
remedy ; the  fize  of  a nutmeg  to-be  taken  night 
and  morning.  Or  a fpoonful  of  the  expreffed 
juice  of  turnips  twice  a day,  fweetened  with  as 
much  fugar-candy  as  will'  render  it  palatable. 
Or,  two  ounces  of  garlick,  infufed  in  a bottle 
of  mountain  wine,  aglafs-full  morning  and  night. 
Or,  (which  exceeds  every  thing  elfej  balfarn  of 
copaiva,  an  ounce ; of  thefe  drops  take  twenty

* Take  of  Antimony  tartarlfed,  ten  grains, 

. • Pure  water,  an  ounce, 

Of  this  let  a tea-fpoonful  be  taken  every  half  hour  til]  the 
effedt  is  produced. 
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twice  a day  on  fugar.  Or,  balm  of  Gilead.  Or, 
if  not  coftive, 

Take  of  Tin£iure  of  opium  camphorated,  an  ounce, 

A tea-fpoonful  night  and  morning,  in  a glafs  of 
water. 


Or  any  of  the  following  medicines,  the  efficacy 
of  which  may  be  depended  on. 

Take  of  Flowers  of  fulphnr,  an  ounce  and  half. 
Elecampane,  fix  drachms, 

Balfam  of  copaiva,  half  an  ounce,

Oil  of  anifeeds,  a drachm, 

Tolu  fyrup,  enough  for  an  elefluary. 

The  bignefs  of  a nutmeg  twice  or  thrice  a day* 

Take  of  Afafoetida, 

Gum  ammoniac,  of  each  a drachm, 

Squills  powdered,  a fcruple. 

Simple  fyrup,  as  much  as  is  fufficient.

PERIF^ 
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PERIPNEUMONIA  G NOTH  A. 

The  Baftard  Peripneumony,  or  Humoral 
Afthma,  is  a difeafe  very  different  from  the 
true  Peripneumony,  and  owing  to  a redundance 
of  ferum  in  the  lungs,  which  are  overflowed,  as 
it  were  with  a cold  pituita  : this  phlegm  ftag- 
nating  ia  the  cellular  membrane  or  extremities 
of  the  capillary  branches  of  the  pulmonary  ar- 
tery, produces  effefls  very  fimilar  to  thofe  of  a 
real  inflammation,  though  the  neceffary  diferi- 
mination  is  to  he  made  with  great  facility. 

The  causes.  A deficiency  of  vital  heat ; di- 
minution of  the  vis  vitae  ; redundancy  of  ferum  ; 
teneritude  of  the  mufcular  fibre,  indolence  or  in- 
aftivity,  preceding  diforders,  profufe  evacuations, 
whatever  puts  too  fpeedily  in  motion  that  which 
ftagnates  in  the  lungs. 

The  diagnostics . The  patient  is  at  firft  feized 
with  a hidden  coldnefs  and  rigor,  and  lofes  his 
ftrength  very  faff  ; pallid  countenance,  fenfation 
of  wearinefs,  laffitude,  fhortnefs  of  breath,  fpaf- 
modic  conflriftion  of  the  lungs,  a flight  he£fic 
fever,  ropinefs  of  the  faliva,  anxiety  about  the 
praecordia,  fwelled  ancles,  increafing  debility,  a 
teazing  cough,  anorexia. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  a very  fallacious  dif- 
temper.  Sometimes  it  terminates  (and  very  often, 
in  cacheftic  habits)  in  fudden  and  unexpefted 
death.  It  is  always  attended  with  danger,  for 
there  is  no  diforder  of  which  more  perfons  die  ; 

perhaps 
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perhaps  every  one  is  peripneumonlc  for  a few 
minutes  at  leaft  before  a natural  death,  becaufe 
the  blood  that  is  propelled  from  the  right  ven- 
tricle of  the  heart,  from  the  declenfion  of  muf- 
cular  motion,  cannot  then  pafs  through  the 
anfraftuous  anguftias  of  the  lungs,  without  occa- 
fioning  that  anhelous  refpiration. 

The  cure.  It  is  unneceffary  to  fay  that  in  this 
cafe  phlebotomy  would  be  deleterious.  For 
common  drink  give  the  compound  decoftion  of 
barley  with  large  quantities  of  hydromel ; vehca- 
tories  of  no  fmall  dimenfions  are  necelfary,  and 
fhould  be  frequently  repeated,  A feton  fhould 
be  made  on  the  fide  of  the  fixth  vertebra  of  the 
neck,  in  a perpendicular  form  ; change  of  air  is 
of  confiderable  utility,  though  even  to  one  no 
better  than  that  which  the  patient  was  in  before ; 
acids  may  be  given  with  advantage,  for  the  gene- 
rally received  opinion  that  they  are  inimical  to 
the  lungs,  is  not  confirmed  by  experience  ; broths 
are  ufeful.  A tea-fpoonful  of  the  expreffed  juice 
of  garlic  may  be  adminiftered  night  and  morning 
with  great  advantage.  The  dry  vomit  muft  not 
be  omitted,  as, 

Take  of  Blue  vitriol, 

Antimony  tartarlfed,  of  each  feven  grains, 

For  three  powders ; one  to  be  taken  twice  or 
thrice  a week  in  the  morning  faffing ; let  the 
patient  flrain,  without  drinking  any  thing  ’till 
fome  yellow  or  grecnifh  matter  is  ejeffed,  and 
then  it  the  naufea  does  not  go  off,  take  half  a 
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glafs  of  brandy  ; if  that  fhould  be  thrown  up,  a 
repetition  of  it  will  foon  fettle  the  ftomach. 

Take  of  Balfam  of  Copaiva,  an  ounce, 

A bottle  of  drops. 

Of  thefe  let  twenty  be  taken  on  fugar  night  and 
morning.  Whatever  other  medicines  are  ufed, 
this  ought  not  to  be  difpenfed  with.  Diuretics 
are  fmgularly  ferviceable,  and  one  that  will  give 
place  to  no  other,  is, 

Take  of  Tinfture  of  cantharides,  an  ounce. 

A tea-fpoonful  to  be  taken  night  and  morning. 

Lenient  cathartics  are  abfolutely  neceflary, 
which  fhould  be  repeated  according  to  the  ftrength 
of  the  patient,  as, 

Take  of  Rhubarb,  a drachm, 

Gamboge,  fifteeen  grains, 

Calomel,  ten  grains. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  twelve  pills. 

Two  or  three  to  be  taken  every  morning,  one  at 
a time,  at  an  hour’s  diftance  each.  Or, 

Take  of  Afafcetida, 

Tartarifed  antimony,  of  each  a drachm, 
Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Twenty-four. 

Take  of  Extract  of  Caflia,  an  ounce. 

Four  figs. 

Liquorice  root. 

Senna  leaves,  of  each  two  drachms, 

Boiling  water,  four  ounces, 

Infufe, 
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Infufe  and  ftrain  for  a purging  draught  Or  the 
following,  which  is  a very  elegant  one  : 

Take  of  Senna  leaves,  three  drachms. 

Lemon  peel,  two  drachms, 

Tartarifed  kali,  ten  grains, 

Compound  decoftion  of  barley,  four  ounces. 

Let  it  be  poured  boiling  hot  on  the  ingredients, 
and  when  cold,  ftrain  for  a purging  potion. 

Take  of  Rhubarb,  five  fcruples, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  one  fcruplc, 
Balfam  of  copaiva,  enough  to  make  into  pills, 

Number  twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  once  or 
- twice  a day. 

For  perfons  upwards  of  fifty. 

Take  of  Gum  ammoniac, 

Precipitated  fulphur  oF  antimony,  of  each  a 
drachm, 

Squills,  a fcruple, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills. 

Twenty-four;  two  to  be  taken  morning  and 
night.  See  Cough,  and  the  following. 

N.  B.  In  a confirmed  Hydrothorax,  give  Mr. 
Tickel’s  Anodyne  Ethereal  Spirit,  with  the 
above-mentioned  rhubarb,  or  tartarifed  antimony 
pills,  once  or  twice  a week. 
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ASTHMA. 


An  Aflhma  i5  a and  laborious  refpira- 

tion,  owing  to  the  compreffion,  coarflation, 
or  obflruftion  of  the  pulmonary  veffels,  and  is 
either  continual  or  periodical. 

The  cause  of  a continual  aflhma  is  a compref- 
fion  of  the  veins,  bronchial  veflels,  pulmonary 
veficulae  or  nerves ; this  may  be  occafioned  by 
a hydrops  pe6foris,  empyema,  phlegmon,  abfcefs, 
vomica,  tubercles,  polypus  m the  blood  veflels, 
coagulation  of  the  blood  itfelf,  corpulence,  gib- 
bofity,  adhefion  of  the  lungs  to  the  pleura,  em- 
phyfematous  tumours  of  them,  inflammation  of 
the  flomach,  infarftion  of  the  bronchial  glands. 

The  cause  of  a periodical  aflhma,  is  a com- 
preffion  of  the  veflels  and  bronchial  veficulae, 
owing  to  a flow  halitus,  or  acid  gas,  which  im- 
pedes the  courfe  of  the  nervous  influence  along 
the  par  vagum,  and  in  fome  meafure  expels  it, 
not  leaving  a fufliciency  of  vital  heat  to  diftend 
the  bronchial  veficulae  to  their  ufual  exten’t ; this 
appears  fooner  or  later,  as  the  fermentation  in 
the  flomach  is  fooner  or  later  performed,  as  I have 
obferved  in  numbers  of  inftances.  It  commonly 
fucceeds  other  difeafes,  as  an  intermittent,  vari- 
olae,  the  mealies,  catarrh,  peripneumony,  caco- 
chymy,  hyfterics,  and  unnecelfary  phlebotomy, 
or  a fudden  change  of  the  non-naturals,  efpeclally 
of  the  air.  It  feems  n.ot  to  be  an  idiopathic 
clifeafe. 
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The  proximate  cause  o^  both  is  a fpafmodic  coif- 
{lria:ion,  coar6lation,  or  irritation  of  the  organic 
of  refpiration. 

The  diagnostics  appear  from  what  has  been 
obferved  above.  A difficult  refpiration,  when  the 
breath  is  drawn  oftener  and  quicker  than  ufual, 
is  called  Dyfpncea.  A frequent  and  large  ref- 
piration, when  the  diaphragm  and  intercoffal 
mufcles  are  violently  agitated  with  fnortiiig  or 
wheezing,  is  termed  an  affhma.  The  greateft 
difficulty  of  breathing,  When  the  patient  cannot 
fetch  hi»  breath  without  fitting  upright  in  bed, 
and  even  then  not  without  the  vehement  and 
operofe  working  of  the  mufcles  of  the  breaff  and 
fcapula,  is  nominated  orthopnoea. 

The  prognostics,  A phlethoric  aflhma  is  eafily 
cured,  requiring  only  the  difcreet  ufe  of  phle- 
botomy or  cupping,  A fpontaneous  diarrhcEa 
is  an  exceeding  good  fign.  If  it  is  inveterate,  or 
if  the  patient  is  advanced  in  years,  the  cafe  is 
difficult.  It  pus  is  formed,  it  forebodes  con- 
vulfions,  a phthifis,  or  dropfy.  If  owing  to 
another  difeafe,  it  requires  the  fame  treatment 
with  the  refpeftive  diforder. 

The  cure.  The  diet  fhould  be  taken  from 
thofe  things  which  are  eafieft  of  digeftion,  and 
confequendy  ought  to  be  of  animal  fub fiance, 
which  will  not  only  digefl  with  greater  facility, 
but  ten  times  fooner  than  any  of  the  vegetable 
tribe,  Adilk  fhould  be  taken  for  breakfafl  and 
for  fupper;  broth,  fpoon-meats,  and  much  the 
fame  regimen  is  requifite  as  in  the  phthifis,  A 
H 2 clear, 
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olear,  dry  air,  exercife,  clyflers,  a feton  cut  in  a 
perpendicular  dire£iion,  ilFues,  a Burgundy  pitch 
plaifter  between  the  fhoulders,  perpetual  vefica- 
tories,  frequent  emetics,  cathartics,  the  balfam 
of  copaiva,  and  the  dry  vomit.  See  Cough,  and 
Peripneumonia  Gnotha. 

The  afthmatic  pill : 

Take  of  Afafoetida,  a drachm. 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony  two  fcruplcs, 
Socotrine  aloes,  one  fcruple, 

' Oil  of  anifeeds,  twenty  drops. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills,  ; 

Twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  morning  and 
night.  Or,  if  very  coftive, 

Take  of  Afafoetida,  a drachm, 

Socotrine  aloes, ^ 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  two  fcruples, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills. 

Twenty-four;  two  to  be  taken  morning  and 
night.  Or,  the  ammoniac  pills  in  the  laft  ar- 
ticle. 

If  opiates  may  be  given  with  fafety,  viz.  if  the 
body  is  fufficiently  open,  to  render  the  nights 
more  tolerable,  and  to  procure  a truce. 

Take  of  Opiate  pill,  one  drachm ; 

Make  into  twelve  or  fixteen  pills,  one  to  be 
taken  at  bed-time.  Or, 

Take  of  Tinflurc  of  Opium  camphorated,  an  ounce ; 

A tea- 
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A tea-fpoonful  (more  or  lefs)  in  a glafs  of  water, 
night  and  morning. 

Take  of  Antimony  tartarifed,  thrte,  four,  five,  or  more’ 
grains, 

As  the  cafe  requires,  for  a vomit;  to  be  taken 
fading,  and  drinking  nothing  after  it,  for  two 
or  three  hours ; to  be  re2:)eated  every  week  or  ten 
days. 

The  following  elefluaries  have  been  extremely 
ferviceable  : 

Take  of  Flowers  of  fulphur,  an  ounce  and  half? 
Elecampane,  an  ounce, 

Balfam  of  copaiva,  half  an  ounce,. 

Oil  of  anifeed,  a drachm, 

Tolu  fyrup,  fufficient  to  make  an  ele£luary  ; 

Dofe,  the  bignefs  of  a nutmeg,  every  morning 
and  evening.  Or, 

, Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce, 

Extra6l  of  liquorice,  three  drachms, 

Tolu  fyrup,  enough  for  an  eleftuary. 

The  fize  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  twice  or  thrice 
a day. 

A U X I L I A R I E S. 

Take  of  Shavings  of  faffafras. 

Coltsfoot  flowers, 

Maidenhair,  of  each  equal  parts. 

Of  this,  half  an  ounce  may  be  made  into  tea,  to 
be  drank  inftead  of  common  tea,  fweetened  with 
honey. 
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Take  of  Onions  (or  leeks)  two  ounces^ 

Boil  in  a pint  and  half  of  water  to  a pint,  ftrain, 
and  let  a tea-cupful  fweetened  to  the  tafte  be 
taken  two  or  three  times  a day.  Raw  onions, 
with  plenty  of  pepper  and  fait,  may  be  eaten 
every  day  to  great  advantage. 

Take  of  Conferve  of  fquills,  half  an  ounce, 

Tolu  fyrup. 

Oil  of  olives,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Vitriolic  acid,  twenty  drops, 

A lin^lus,  to  be  taken  at  pleafure. 

Take  of  Tin£lure  of  cantharides,  an  ounce  ; 

Of  thefe  drops  a tea-fpoonful  may  be  taken  twice 
a day. 

Take  of  Coltsfoot  flowers,  or  leaves,  an  ounce, 

Boil  in  a pint  and  half  of  water  to  a pint ; fqueeze 
them  dry.  Let  this  pint  be  drank  every  day 
very  warm,  holding  the  face  firft  over  the  fleam, 
while  boiling  hot,  ’till  cool  enough  to  drink. 

N.  B.  Half  an  ounce  of  horehound  may  be 
added.  See  Flatus,  and  Peripneumonia 
Gnotha. 


CEPHALALGIA. 

CEPHALALGIA  is  a fenfation  of  pain  in  the 
head. 

Cephalsea  is  an  inveterate  (and  fuppofed  here- 
ditary) pain  in  the  head, 

Hemicrania 
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Hemicrania,  is  a pain  in  the  middle  of  the 
head.  They  are  all  owing  to  the  fame  caufes, 
and  require  the  fame  method  of  cure. 

The  causes.  Little  acrid  particles  of  blood  or 
lymph,  which  vellicate  or  diftend  the  membranes- 
or  nervous  fibrillas;  ftrong  liquors  drank  too 
profufely,  fpafms,  ftaying  too  long  in  the  heat 
of  the  fun,  immoderate  exercife,  intenfe  ftudy, 
fermentation  in  the  ftomach,  acid  gas  or  halitus, 
a deficiency  of  heat  in  the  encephalon,  a ple- 
thora, coftivenefs. 

The  diagnostic  is  fufRciently  obvious. 

The  prognostics.  If  fymptomatic,  it  is  to  be 
profligated  by  the  removal  of  that  difeafe  which 
is  the  occafion  of  it.  The  more  fuperficial  the 
eafierit  is  to  be  cured ; the  deeper,  the  fliarper,  and 
if  of  loilg  continuance,  with  the  more  difficulty. 
If  accompanied  with  a vertigo,  noife  in  the  ears, 
ftrabifmus,  or  deafnefs,  if  not  removed,  it  will 
end  in  a lethargy : if  with  asruginous  vomiting, 
in  a mania.  A defluxion  of  blood,  or  pus  from 
the  noffrils,  often  cures  it.  Turbid  urine  in- 
dicates a continuance  of  the  malady.  If  the  pain 
jflirikes  into  the  orbits,  is  accompanied  with  gid- 
dinefs',  and  the  patient  be  advanced  in  years,  the 
cure  is  very  problematical. 

The  cure.  If  it  proceeds  from  the  flomach, 
give  an  emetic.  If  from  a plethora  (which  a 
chronical  head-ach  rarely,  if  ever  does)  bleed  or 
cup.  If  from  a redundance  of  acrid  ferum  (with 

coftivenefs, 
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coftivenefs),  which  is  a iifual  concomitant,  if 
not  the  procatarftic  caufe,  aloetic  purges  arc  the 
fureft  and  'moft  expeditious  remedy.  Vefica- 
tories,  fetons,  cephalic  plaifters,  fternutatories, 
diaphoretics  and  opiates,  are  all  indicated,  and 
may  be  made  ufe  of  according  to  the  difcretion 
of  th-e  praftitioner.  A blifter  may  be  laid  over 
the  whole  head,  and  kept  on  till  it  comes  off  of 
itfclf,  which  will  be  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  day. 
For  common  drink  valerian  tea  is  excellent. 
Sitting  for  a few  minutes  with  the  feet  immerfed 
in  warm  water  will  fometimes  yield  inftantaneous 
relief.  Ginger  is  the  mofl  excellent  of  all  ner-- 
vines ; in  this  and  all  other  diforders  affecting 
the  nerves,  it  may  be  given  to  two  fcruples, 
twice  or  thrice  a day  : few  fits  will  withftand  its 
power.  Slight  eleftrical  fhocks  will  often  re- 
mov-e  it.  If  external,  which  may  be  known  by 
iricreafing  on  preffure,  diffolve  a drachm  of 
camphire  in  half  an  ounce  of  aether,  and  pour- 
ing a little  into  the  palm  of  the  hand,  let  it  be 
applied  to  the  pained  part.  If  an  old  and  crabbed 
cafe,  give  the  dry  vomit,  as. 

Take  of  Blue  vitriol, 

Antimony  tartarifed,  of  each  two  grains  and 
a half. 

Let  this  powder  be  taken  in  half  a fpoonful  of 
of  water,  in  the  morning  faffing,  without  drink- 
ing any  thing  during  the  operation:  but  when 
yellow  or  greenifh  matter  is  thrown  off  from  the 
ffomach,  half  a glafs  of  brandy  may  be  taken  to 
remove  the  naufea  : if  that  is  reje6fed,  as  it  will 
be,  if  there  is  more  corrupted  bile  to  be  thrown 
up,  a repetition  in  a few  minutes  after  will  foon 
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fettle  the  ftomach.  Plaifters  of  Burgundy  pitch 
may  be  applied  to  the  temples,  or  behind  the 
ears,  a fomentation  for  the  whole  head  of  equal 
quantities  of  tinfture  of  opium  and  vinegar,  will 
often  give  eafe;  or  equal  quantities  of  cam- 
phorated fpirit,  compound  tinfture  of  lavender 
and  vinegar.  An  errhine  may  be  given  to  fnufF 
up  the  nofe  of  brandy  and  vinegar  equal  quanti-^ 
ties ; or  of  camphorated  fpirit.  Sternutatories 
ought  not  to  be  omitted,  as  white  hellebore 
root,  or  afarabacca  leaves.  A pinch  of  either 
(in  powder)  to  be  taken,  as  if  it  were  fnufF,  every 
night  after  getting  into  bed. 

If  the  pain  is  very  excruciating  in  the  night 
thirty  or  forty  drops  of  tin6lure  of  opium  may 
be  taken  at  bed-time,  and  the  next  morning  a 
draught  given,  compofed  of  an  ounce  of  aloetic 
wine,  and  half  an  ounce  of  cinnamon  water. 

Habitual  head-achs,  arifing  from  conftipation 
of  the  bowels,  foon  yield  to  the  following  pills : 
they  are  indeed  a noble  medicine,  and  too  much 
cannot  be  faid  in  their  praife.  The  author  has 
ordered  them  many  thoufands  of  times  and  they 
never  difappointed  his  expe£i;ations. 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes,  one  drachm. 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  half  a drachm, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  to  make  into  pills, 

Number  of  twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  night 
and  morning,  if  they  do  not  open  the  body  too 
much.  Or, 
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Take  of  Soco trine  aloes, 

Filings  of  iron,  of  eacli  a dracnir, 
Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Calomel,  of  each  a fcruple, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Thirty-two ; two  to  be  taken  every  night. 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  half  an  ounce, 

Water,  a pint. 

A tea-cupful  night  and  morning. 

If  the  patient  is  not  cofllve,  and  the  pain  re* 
turns  periodically,  give  the  bark. 


EPILEPSY. 

An  Epilepfy  is  a fudden  prollration  of  the 
vis  vitse,  with  a violent  concuffion  of  the 
mufcles,  and  lofs  of  the  fenfes  both  external  and 
internal.  It  is  called  catalepfy,  caducus,  catoche; 
morbus  facer,  comitiaiis,  and  Herculeus, 

The  causes.  A bad  conformation  of  the 
encephalon;  corruption,  or  erofion  of  the 
meninges ; quickfilver,  by  what  means  foever 
conveyed  to  the  brain ; an  increafed  flux  of 
ferum  into  the  head,  hydatides  on  the  corpus 
callofum,  violent  exercife,  profufe  venery,  flrong 
thinking,  a fright,  all  vehement  affeftions  of  the 
nervous  fyftem,  excruciating  pain,  hyfterics, 
irritation  from  worms,  toothing,  an  acrid  humor, 
the  infeftion  of  the  variolae,  the  obftruflion  of 
fome  feeretion ; various  forts  of  vapors,  as  the 
fleams  from  liquors  in  a flate  of  fermentation,  or 
an  acid  gas.

The  diagnostics,  A fenfation  of  weight  in  the 
head,  or  of  preffure  over  the  eyes  ; of  heavinefs 
in  the  joints,  frothing  at  the  mouth,  fooliflinefs, 
tinnitus  aurium,  forgetfulnefs,  a thin  and  crude 
urin^,  gnafhing  of  the  teeth,  a deprivation  of  all 
feeling ; palenefs  of  the  countenance,  inordinate 
motion  of  the  tongue,  fhrieks,  clenched  hands, 
fudden  fall  to  the  ground,  dimnefs  of  fight ; 
from  the  violence  of  the  paroxyfm,  an  ejeSion 
of  food,  mucus,  lymph,  or  bile ; involuntary 
difcharge  of  urine,  femen,  or  excrements ; on 
recovery,  no  remembrance  of  what  had  pafiTed ; 
impaired  intelle£ls. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  either  Idiopathic  or 
fymptomatic.  If  hereditary,  and  a delirium  fu- 
pervenes  after  the . fits,  it  is  incurable.  From 
the  frequency  of  the  fits  arife  lofs  of  memory, 
dulnefs,  ftolidity,  palfy,  apoplexy,  and  death 
itfelf.  An  involuntary  excretion  of  the  foeces, 
the  fits  being  of  long  duration,  and  the  brain 
primarily  afFe61ed,  are  figns  that  the  cure  will 
not  be  elFe6fed  without  great  difficulty.  If  the 
caufe  is  in  the  folids,  it  is  irremoveable.  From 
the  injuries  which  the  nerves  fuffer,  there  follow 
contra6fions,  deformity  and  diftortions.  In  chil- 
dren, when  a quartan  fupervenes,  the  fits  go  off. 
If  owing  to  worms  they  are  eafily  curable;  if 
to  fpafms,  and  properly  treated,  they  are  not 
very  refraftory. 

The  cure.  In  the  paroxyfm,  let  a loud  noife 
be  made  in  the  ear,  and  apply  water  of  pure 
ammonia  to  the  nofe,  or  blow  up  the  noffrils  a 
little  white  hellebore,  or  black  pepper ; bathe 
the  temples  and  wrills-  with  vinegar ; if  thg 
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mouth  can  be  opened,  put  into  it  fifteen  or 
twenty  drops  of  oil  of  amber  or  powdered  fugar, 
or  give  a drachm  of  tinfture  of  caftor  in  half  an 
ounce  of  ftrong  cinnamon  water.  As  I never 
faw  a plethoric  epileptic,  I never  ordered  the 
ufe  of  the  lancet  for  any  one,  nor  can  I think  it 
by  any  means  allowable.  Purges  are  often  pro- 
per, and  of  confiderable  utility,  even  twice  or 
thrice  a week ; fo  are  chalybeate  waters,  iflues, 
fetons,  blifters,  the  cold  bath,  alkalis,  anthel- 
mintics, anti-hyfterics,  cardiacs,  nervines,  opiates, 
lancing  the  gums,  the  trepan,  eleftricity,  and  the 
dry  vomit. 

The  diet  fhould  be  of  animal  food  for  dinner, 
with  milk  conftantly  for  breakfaft  and  fupper : 
vegetables  of  all  forts  are  to  be  avoided,  wines 
alfo,  and  malt  liquors  ; fpirits  diluted  with  water 
may  be  drank  with  fafety.  Gentle  and  frequent 
exercife,  is  abfolutely  necelTary,  change  of  air 
and  amufements  are  not  to  be  neglefted. 

Take  of  Blue  vitriol. 

Antimony  tartarlfed,  of  each  feven  grains, 

For  three  powders  one  of  which  fhould  be  taken 
at  leaft  twice  a week,  in  a morning  faffing:  let 
the  patient  ffrain,  without  drinking  any  thing, 
Till  he  throws  up  fome  yellow  or  greenifh  matter, 
and  if  his  ficknefs  doth  not  go  off,  take  half  a 
glafs  of  brandy  : if  that  fhould  be  puked,  another 
half  glafs  will  perfeftly  fettle  the  flomach.  No- 
thing can  be  more  mild,  fafe,  or  gentle,  than  one 
of  thefe  vomits,  and  1 have  known  great  numbers 
of  perfons,  by  whom  the  repetition  of  them  was 
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more  eagerly  requefted  than  opiates  have  been 
by  thofe  who  were  in  pain. 

I fhall  now  fubjoin  all  the  medicines  which  I 
ever  ufed  that  proved  efficacious  in  the  removal 
of  this  diforder,  and  many  hundreds  of  cafes  I 
have  been  fortunate  enough  to  fucceed  in.  Let 
it  be  added  that  the  dry  vomit  was  never  omitted, 
excepting  in  thofe  cafes  which  were  owing  to 
worms,  or  fpafms,  and  then  the  following  pills 
and  drops  have  never  once  failed  to  anfwer  ex- 
peftation.  Of  the  reft  the  moft  proper  muft  be 
left  to  the  choice  of  the  prefcriber. 

Take  of  Socotrlne  aloes,  ^ 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  a drachm, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning,  (if  not  too  opening,)  wafliing  them 
down  with  a glafs  of  water,  in  which  put  two 
tea-fpoonfuls  of  thefe  drops  : 

Take  of  tinfture  of  afafoetida,  two  ounces. 

For  a bottle  of  drops. 

Take  of  White  hellebore,  a fcruple, 

Ginger,  ten  grains, 

Euphorbium,  two  grains, 

Of  this  fouff*  let  a pinch  be  taken  every  night 
after  getting  into  bed.  If  laxative, 
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Take  of  Rc^  bark,  one  ounce, 

Valerian  root,  fix  drachms, 

Ginger,  half  an  ounce,  . 

Mucilage  of  gum  arabic,  enough  for  an 
eleftuary. 

Dofe,  the  quantity  of  a walnut  night  and  morn- 
ing, or  oftner. 

Take  of  Valerian  root,  an  ounce, 

Red  bark,  fix  drachms, 

Faftitious  cinnabar,  half  an  ounce. 

Filings  of  iron,  a drachm  and  half, 

Mucilage  of  gum  arabic,  enough  for  an 
ele£luary, 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a walnut  morning  and  evening, 
wafhing  it  down  with  two  tea-fpoonfuls  of  the 
following  drops,  in  a glafs  of  water  : 

Take  of  volatile  tinfture  of  valerian,  an  ounce, 

For  a bottle  of  drops. 

Take  of  ginger  half  an  ounce, 

To  be  divided  into  fix  powders,  one  to  be  taken 
twice  a day. 

Take  of  madder,  half  a drachm, 

A powder  to  be  taken  night  and  morning.  See 
Cephalalgia. 


FLATUS, 

Flatulencies  are  of  all  dlforders  the 
moft  common,  and  have,  perhaps  the  lead 
attention  paid  to  them,  notwithftanding  that  few 
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perfons  are  free  from  fome  difagreeable  cir- 
cumftances,  owing,  to  wind,  for  the  two  rapid 
efcape  of  the  aereal  acid  from  vegetables  eaten, 
proves  the  fource  of  fonie  of  the  worft  and  moft 
crabbed  chronic  cafes. 

The  causes.  An  acid  gas  arifing  from  a too 
fpeedy  fermentation  in  the  flomach.  It  is  not 
eafy  to  imagine  what  a variety  of  bad  confe- 
quences  are  produced  from  the  detention  of 
claftic  air  in  the  bowels.  Many  of  thefe  difor- 
ders  are  by  the  common  people  called  the  fpleen 
in  men  and  the  mother  in  women. 

The  diagnostics.  Breaking  wind  upwards, 
downwards ; incelfant  eruftations,  pain  in  the 
ftomach,  rumbling  noife  in  the  bowels,  lofs  of 
appetite,  heart-burn,  four  breath,  fenfation  of 
■pent-up  wind,  borborygmi ; acid  or  nidorous 
Delchings ; bad  tade  in  the  mouth,  tumor  at  the 
pit  of  the  flomach  ; fwelling  of  the  abdomen,  or 
the  right  epigaftre ; pain  in  the  left-fide,  dyfpnoea, 
head-ach,  fenfation  of  fullnefs  after  eating; 
naufea,  efpecially  in  the  morning,  obdrufted 
bile,  coftivenefs,  palTing  of  worms  or  flime, 
fpalms  of  the  urinary  veiTels,  fometimes  a 
diarrhoea,  afh  coloured  excrements ; in  females, 
generally  an  obdru6fion  of  the  catamenia.  It  is 
almoft  an  infeparable  concomitant  of  all  bilious 
Or  gravelly  complaints. 

prognostics.  If  of  long  continuance,  it 
will  require  fome  time,  but  no  great  diifficulty  to 
remove.  If  the  wind  is  not  determined  down- 
wards, the  diforder,  though  feemingly  cured, 
I 2 will 
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will  return.  In  fanguineous  habits,  or  if  at- 
tended with  an  habitual  diarrhoea,  it  is  moft 
troublefome  to  manage. 

The  cure.  The  predominant  acid  in  the  fto- 
mach  is  to  be  correfted  and  deftroyed  by  alkalis, 
emetics  and  eccoprotics  ; the  wind  is  to  be  ex- 
pelled by  proper  carminatives,  nervines,  and 
cardiacs ; the  alvine  tube  to  be  kept  open  by 
aloetics,  or  antimonials  ; if  accompanied  with  a 
diarrhoea,  give  the  bark,  with  opiates:  ginger, 
caflor,  opiate  confection,  tinfture  of  afafoetida, 
and  fuch  like.  A milk  diet,  at.  leaft  morning 
and  evening,  is  very  advifable.  Abftinence  from 
fruit,  vegetables,  malt,  and  other  fermenting 
liquors,  is  indifpenfably  neceffary  ; animal  food, 
and  fpirits  diluted  with  water  may  be  ufed  fafely, 
and  the  warmer  any  liquid  is  drank  the  better. 
Pains,  ficknefs,  and  common  difoiders  of  the 
flomach,  are  foonelt  removed  by  half  a pint  of 
boiling  water  taken  as  hot,  and  as  fall  as  it  can 
be  fupped.  Obllinate  fixed  pains  in  the  fides 
and  loins,  of  many  years  Handing,  have  foon 
yielded  to  the  following  carminative  : 

Take  of  Bay  berries,  fix  drachms, 

Grains  of  Paradlfe,  two  drachms, 

Socotrlne  aloes  j 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  two  fcruples, 

Oil  of  turpentine,  two  drachms. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  to  make  an  elefluary : 

The  bignefs  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning. 

This,  though  not  a pleafant,  is  a moll  powerful 
medicine,  the  wonderful  efficacy  of  which  I have 

experienced 
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experienced  in  a great  many  thoufands  of  in- 
ftances.  Elaftic  air  pent  up  in  the  veiTels,  is 
often  the  caufe  of  thefe  fixed  pains,  as  well  as  of 
rheumatic  complaints  (which  may  be  known  to 
be  the  caufe  by  their  being  worfe  in  bed)-  and  of 
vagrant  fpafms.  In  fuch  cafes,  fome  chalibeate 
water,  with  half  as  much  boiling  water  poured  on 
it,  fhould  be  drank  to  the  quantity  of  half  a pint, 
two  or  three  times  a day. 

If  attended  with  a diarrhoea. 

Take  of  Opiate  confeftion,  an  ounce, 

Red  bark,  fix  drachms, 

Grains  of  Paradife,  three  drachms, 

Filings  of  iron,  one  drachm, 

Syrup  of  ginger,  enough  for  an  eleftuary, 

The  quantity  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  twice  or 
thrice  a day. 

The  following  tinfture  is  well  deferving  of  a 
place  in  the  fhops. 

Take  of  Bay  Berries,  two  ounces. 

Grains  of  Paradife,  one  ounce, 

Ginger,  half  an  ounce, 

Proof  fpirit,  a pint  j 

Digeft  without  heat  for  three  days,  flrain  aiKl 
fign  the  carminative  tinflure. 

Take  of  the  above  carminative  tin6lure, 

Volatile  tinfture  of  valerian,  of  each  an  ounce. 

Two  tea  fpoonfuls  to  be  taken  night  and  morn- 
ing. Or,

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Take  of  the  above  carminative  tinfture,  an  ounce  and 
half, 

Tinfture  of  afafcetida,  an  ounce, 

Of  thefe  drops,  let  two  tea-fpoonfuls  be  taken 
night  and  morning, 

If  coftive, 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes,  a drachm, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Afafoetida, 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  half  a drachm, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  Twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  night 
and  morning,  wafhing  them  down  with  two  tea 
fpoonfuls  of  either  of  the  above  drops.  Or  if 
not  very  coftive. 

Take  of  Afafcetida,  a drachm. 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Socotrine  aloes,  of  each  half  a drachm, 
Simple  fyrups,  enough  for  pills. 

Number  twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  night  and  ' 
morning,  taking  after  them  a tea-fpoonful  of  the 
following  drops  in  a glafs  of  water. 

Take  Chian  pepper,  or. 

Long  pepper  powdered,  half  an  ounce, 

French  brandy,  a gill, 

Digeft  without  heat  for  three  days,  and  filtre. 
Drops, 

Take  of  Caraway  feeds,  three  drachms, 

Galangal,  one  drachm, 


Of 
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Of  this  powder,  a tea-fpoonful  may  be  taken  oc- 
cafionally  (when  much  opprefled  with  wind,)  in 
a glafs  of  water,  with  a tea-fpooniul  of  the  laft 
mentioned  drops. 

To  reftore  the  overftrained  fibres  to  their  pro- 
per tone,  after  the  ftomach  and  bowels  are  well 
cleared. 

Take  of  diluted  vitriolic  acid,  half  an  ounce, 

Of  thefe  drops  let  twenty  or  thirty^be  taken 
thrice  a day. 

It  m^ght  not  be  amifs  to  propofe  the  following 
queftions  to  every  patient  in  all  chronical  com- 
plaints, viz.  Have  you  any  thing  of  the  heart 
burn:  any  fournefs  or  heat  in  your  ftomach? 
does  water  ever  rife  in  your  mouth  in  the  morn- 
ing ; do  you  feel  a naufea  or  ficknefs  at  your 
ftomach  in  the  morning;  are  you  opprefted  with 
wind  in  your  bowels : do  you  find  eafe  in  dif- 
charging  it ; does  it  ever  rife  up  in  your  throat, 
or  feem  to  fly  between  your  fhoulders;  have  you 
any  pain  in  your  left  fide,  do  you  feel  a fort  of 
weight  or  prefllire  over  your  eyes,  have  you  a 
fenfation  of  fullnefs  after  eating,  a fluttering 
about  your  heart  ? any  fwelling  at  the  pit  of  your 
ftomach,  or  pain  on  the  right  fide  of  it ; or  under 
the  blade  bone  of  your  right  fhoulder  ? do  you 
not  feel  a faintnefs  and  finking  within  you;  are 
you  coftive ; do  you  find  any  difficulty  or  un- 
eafinefs  in  making  urine ; does  it  feem  hot ; do 
you  ever  void  any  worms  or  flime  ? any  difficulty 
of  breathing  ? A Angle  affirmative  to  either  of 

thofe 
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thofe  queftions  will  warrant  the  ufe  of  one  of  the 
above  formulae,  mutatis  mutandis,  according  to 
the  circumftances  of  the  cafe  ; a due  combination 
of  fuch  antifpafmodics,  carminatives,  and  anta- 
cids, keeping  open  the  inteiiinal  canal;  or  re- 
ftraining  the  alvine  difcharge,  if  exceffive  ; will, 
to  the  no  fmajl  furprife  of  the  praftitioner,  in 
a vaft  variety  of  chronic  cafes,  foon  reffore  the 
unhappy  fufferer  to  a perfeft  {fate  of  health,  by 
removing  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe,  as  the  writer 
of  this  has  joyfully  experienced  in  many  thoufands 
of  inflanees  every  year,  for  thefe  twenty  years 
paft. 


HYPOCHONDRIA. 

The  hypochondrical  afFedtion,  melancholy, 
or  lownefs  of  fpirits,  is  a fort  of  delirium 
without  a fever.  This  diforder  is  commonly 
fuppofed  to  originate  from  the  imagination,  be- 
caufe  it  is  intenfely  fixed  on  one  particular  ob- 
jedf;  but,  in  fadf,  it  is  entirely  owing  to  a laxity 
of  the  mufcular  fibres  throughout  the  whole  vaf- 
cular  fyftem. 

The  cause.  A deficiency  of  the  vital  heat  in 
the  cerebrum  (a  caufe  diametrically  oppofite  to 
tiiat  which  produces  the  phrenitis,  though  the 
effedfs  are  fimilar),  this  may  be  expelled  there- 
from by  that^  whatever  it  is  which  diffipates  the 
finer  fluid  parts,  and  fixes  the  rell,  as  agrypnia, 
profufe  vcnery,  an  acid  gas,  any  exceffive  evacu- 
ation, particularly  that  of  infenfible  pcrfpiration  ; 
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grief,  difappointment,  fear ; the  immoderate  ufe 
of  fallads,  fruits,  vegetables  of  all  forts,  fugar, 
fermenting  liquors,  vinous  or  malt;  indigeftion, 
flatulencies,  a fedentary  life,  fevere  ftudies,  want 
of  exercife,  indolence. 

The  diagnostics.  The  abfurdity  of  the  pa- 
tient’s behaviour,  inaftivity,  diflike  to  motion, 
anorexia,  borborygmi,  coftivenefs,  oppreflion 
from  'wind,  frequent  fighing,  anxiety  about  the 
praecordia,  great  dejection,  proftration  of  the 
vital  powers,  internal  linkings,  load  at  the  fto- 
mach,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  taciturnity,  wild 
incoherent  difcourfe,  ridiculous  notions,  the  mind 
being  fixed  on  one  obje6l. 

The  prognostics.  An  appearance  of  the  piles 
is  a good  fign.  It  is  fometimes  very  tedious,  but 
feldom  very  difficult  to  cure.  If  improper 
methods  areufed,  fuch  as  bleeding,  &c.  it  often 
terminates  in  madnefs,  blindnefs,  an  epilepfy,  or 
apoplexy. 

The  cure.  Draw  off  the  patient’s  attention 
from  his  favourite  objeft  as  much  as  poiTible,. 
Exercife  muff  be  taken,  generous  wines  may  be 
drank  freely,  as  raoflntain,  red  port,  or  Madeira : 
or,  which  is  more  eligible,  fpirits  diluted  with 
water.  The  moft  nouriftung  diet  is  neceffary,  as 
milk,  meat  broths,  particular  of  pork ; ftrong 
foups,  jellies,  fago,  vermicelli,  fluminery,  falep, 
eggs ; all  forts  of  ffiell  fifti  ; as  lobfters,  crabs, 
oyfters,  Sec.  flat  fiffi  ; as  turbots,  Ikait,  dories, 
plaice,  &c.  foups  made  of  lampries,  or  cray- 
ffffi  ; every  fpecies  of  wild  fowl,  efpecially  groufe, 

partridges. 
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partridges,  and  pigeons ; any  animal  food  taken 
in  large  quantities,  and  often  repeated.  He 
fhould  abftain  from  vegetables,  fruit,  and  malt 
liquors.  In  this,  or  any  other  cafe  arifing  from 
weaknefs  of  the  folids,  bleeding  is  inadmiflible  : 
it  would  be  prepofterous  praftice  indeed  to  bleed 
an  hypochondriac.  Let  the  patient  drink  the 
chalybeate  waters,  ufe  carminatives,  very  mild 
cathartics,  corroborants,  aromatics,  fcetids,  per- 
fumes, volatiles,  fternutatories,  aloetics,  emetics, 
mercurials,  blifters,  fetbns.  Heel,  the  cold  bath, 
infufion  of  horfe-rhadifh,  valerian  tea  and  ginger, 
See  Flatus  and  Epilepsy,  under  which  ar- 
ticles there  is  fcarce  one  prefcription  that  is  not 
of  confiderable  utility  in  this  malady.  Begin 
the  cure  with  the  dry  vomit,  as, 

Take  of  Tartarifed  antimony, 

Blue  vitriol  of  each  feven  grains. 

For  three  powders,  one  to  be  taken  on  an  empty 
ftomach  twice  a week.  Either  of  the  under- 
mentioned pills  may  be  given  to  vaft  advantage, 
as  gentle  cathartics;  they  have  been  often  proved: 

Take  of  Extraft  of  black  hellebore, 

Aloe  pills,  of  each  a drachm, 

For  twenty-four  pills ; two  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning,  or  occafionally, 

Take  of  Afafcetida,  a drachm, 

Socotrine  aloes. 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  half  a drachm, 

Simple  fyrup,  as  much  as  is  fufficient ; 
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Pills,  number  twenty-four;  two  to  fce  taken 
morning  and  night.  Or, 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes,  a drachm, 

Filings  of  iron, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  of  each  haff 
a drachm, 

Mucilage,  enough  for  pills. 

Twenty-four  ; two  morning  and  night. 

Take  of  Red  bark,  fix  drachms, 

Compound  powder  of  myrrh, 

Ginger,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

Tartarifed  iron,  a drachm, 

Tinfture  of  cantharides,  enough  to  make  an 
eleftuary. 

Of  which  (if  not  coftive)  the  fize  of  a chefnut 
may  be  taken  morning  and  night. 

Take  of  Volatile  tinfture  of  valerian,  an  ounce, 

Of  thefe  drops  two  tea-fpoonfuls  may  be  taken 
in  a glafs  of  mountain  wine  twice  or  thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Compound  powder  of  alfarabacca, 

White  hellebore  root,  of  each  a fcruple ; 

Of  this  fnuff  let  a pinch  be  taken  every  night  at 
bed  time.  Errhines  feem  to  deferve  a much 
higher  rank  in  praftice  than  they  have  hitherto 
obtained. 

Take  of  Diluted  vitriolic  acid,  an  ounce. 

Of  thefe  drops  give  twenty-five  thrice  a day. 


APOPLEXY. 
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APOPLEXY. 

An  Apoplexy  is  a fudden  abolition  of  the  ex- 
ternal and  internal  fenfes,  and  of  all  volun- 
tary motion,  with  fometimes  a full  pulfe  and 
large  refpiration. 

There  are  four  fpecies  or  degrees  of  it. 

The  firft  is,  when  the  patient  breathes,  during 
the  paroxyfm,  in  a manner  very  little  different 
from  that  in  perfeft  health. 

The  fecond,  when  the  refpiration  is  intermit- 
ting, anhelous  and  inordinate. 

The  third,  when  the  breath  cannot  be  fetched 
without  great  ftruggling  and  nature  is  obliged  to 
exert  all  her  efforts  to  carry  on  a moft  operofc 
refpiration. 

The  fourth,  when  refpiration  for  fome  time 
totally  ceafes. 

The  cause  is  that  which  wholly  impedes  the 
efflux  of  the  nervous  influence  into  the  cellular 
coats  of  the  organs  of  fenfe  and  motion.  One 
would  imagine  that  the  ancients  were  acquainted 
with  the  real  caufe  of  it,  from  the  derivation  of 
its  name  Apoplexia,  from  Apopletto  to  flrike. 
The  above  effeft  may  be  produced  from  a ple- 
thora, and  too  great  an  accumulation  of  blood  in 
the  ventricles  of  the  brain,  but  much  more  com- 
monly proceeds  from  a deficiency  thereof,  and 
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redundance  of  vifcid  ferum ; as  alfo  may  be 
reckoned  among  the  predifponent  caufes,  a large 
head,  thick  neck,  corpulence,  fpafmodic  contrac- 
tions of  the  veflels,  ofleous  protuberances  within 
the  cranium,  acrimony  of  the  lymph,  irregularity 
of  the  non-naturals,  a too  liberal  ufe  of  narcotics, 
frequent  ebriety,  extravafated  blood  : inordinate 
venery,  efpecially  of  perfons  in  the  decline  of 
life ; the  affeftions  of  the  mind,  an  acid  gas, 
blows,  bruifes  and  mercurial  vapors. 


The  diagnoistics . Preceding  the  paroxyfm, 
dimnefs  of  fight,  lofs  of  memory,  a fudden  and 
acute  pain  in  the  head,  fwelling  of  the  jugulars, 
vertigo,  an  unufual  coldnefs  of  the  extremities, 
fupine  indolence,  drowfinefs,  ofcitancy,  trem- 
blings, a ftrong  pulfe  and  rednefs  of  the  face^ 
The  reader  may  obferye  that  the  figns  are  given 
indifcriminately  of  the  sanguineous  * and  serous 
apoplexy.  In  the  paroxyfm,  deprivation  of  all 
fenfe  and  motion  : the  eyes  are  clofed,  as  if  he 
was  dead  : fnoring,  an  unequal  interrupted  refpi- 
ration,  infenfibiiity. 


prognostics.  The  fourth  degree  is  always 
fatal,  becaufe  the  conduftors  from  the  cerebellum 
are  affefted.  If  the  pulfe  is  weak,  refpiration 
difficult,  the  patient  old,  or  has  been  feized  be- 
fore in  the  fame  manner;  loud  fnoring,  cold 
fweats,  frothing  at  the  mouth  : thefe  are  all 
fymptoms  of  a fatal  tendency.  An  apoplexy 
often  terminates  in  a palfy.  A ftrong  pulfe  is  a 
J-  figri 

* I never  yet  faw  one  fanguineous  apoplexy. 
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fign  of  recovery;  if  fucceeding  phlebotomy,  the 
patient  will  undoubtedly  do  well. 

The  cure.  Let  the  patient  be  laid  on  his 
back,  with  his  head  raifed.  If  'plethoric,  bleed  ; 
which  will  prefently  relieve  by  removing  the 
caufe.  Hippocrates  with  great  juftice  afferts,  that 
venasfeftion  always  kills  or  cures  in  an  apoplexy  : 
the  reafon  is  evident,  becaufe  it  is  always  owing 
to  too  much,  or  too  little  blood.  Proper  means 
tobeufed  are  fternutatories,  emetics,  veficatories, 
particularly  to  the  feet,  cathartics  and  corro- 
borants. 

In  the  fit,  if  cacochymic  (as  is  moft  commonly 
the  cafe,  he  {hould  be  rubbed  with  warm  flannel, 
or  bathed  with  reftified  fpirit,  and  inflead  of 
phlebotomy  ufe  errhines.  Bleeding  is  too  gene- 
rally performed  in  fits  of  all  forts,  though  there 
are  very  few  inflances  in  which  they  do  not  origi- 
nate from  a laxity  of  fibres  and  deficiency  of 
blood.  Thofe  who  are  fo  bufy  with  the  lancet 
ought  to  be  reminded  that  there  is  yet  no  repeal 
of  the  fixlh  commandment. 

Take  of  White  hellebore, 

Long  pepper,  of  each  a fcruple, 
Euphoibium,  feven  grains  j 

Let  fome  of  this  powder  be  blown  up  the  nofe 
(through  a quill j,  or  fome  tobacco  fmoke,  or  a lit- 
tle of  the  following  errhine, 

Take  of  Camphorated  fplrlt, 

B andy,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Water  of  ammonia,  half  an  ounce, 

An  errhine  and  fotus. 
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A fomentation  alfo  for  the  head  may  be  ufedf 
offpirits  of  wine,  compound  tin6fure  of  lavender 
and  oil  of  amber,  equal  parts.  A clyfter  fhoukl 
be  inje£led  as  foon  as  poilible^  as, 

Take  of  Tobacco, 

Rue,  of  each  a handful, 

Penny^  royal, 

Colcynth,  of  each  two  drachms, 

Boil  in  ten  ounces  of  water,  ftrain,  and  adminifter 
it  warm.  As  foon  as  poflible  give  the  following 
purge,  or  vomit : 

Take  of  Senna  leaves. 

Tamarinds,  of  each  an  ounce. 

Rhubarb,  three  drachms, 

Volatile  fait  of  amber,  a fcruple,^. 

Macerate  in  twelve  ounces  of  boiling  water.  Of 
the  colature,  give  two  ounces  every  hour  ’till  it 
purges  fufficicntly.  Or, 

Take  of  Tartarifed  antimony, 

Vitriolated  mercury,  of  each  five  grains,  a 
powder, 

An  emetic,drinking  nothing  during  the  operation. 

To  prevent  a return,  let  him  take  two  tea- 
fpoonfuls,  twice  a day  of  volatile  tinfture  of 
valerian,  with  one  of  the  fubfequent  eleftuaries, 
or  pills  : ^ 

Take  of  Valerian,  an  ounce, 

Ginger,  fix  drachms, 

Red  fulphurated  mercury,  two  drachms, 
Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  an  eleftuary, 

Dofe  the  quantity  of  a nutmeg,  thrice  a day. 
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- Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce, 

Caftor, 

Galangal,  of  each  two  drachms, 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  fufficlent  for  an  elec- 
tuary, as  before. 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes, 

Long  pepper,  of  each  a drachm, 

Simple  lyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Twenty-four;  two  to  be  taken  morning  and 
evening. 


PALSY. 

A Palfy  is  a laxity,  or  immobility  of  a particular 
jLjL  part,  fometimes  with  a deprivation  of  the 
fenfe  of  feeling.  If  the  whole  fide  is  affeded,  it 
is  called  Hemiplegia. 

The  cause,  A fudden  fhock,  from  fome  im- 
pediment to  the  courfe  of  the  vital  heat  along  the 
nerves  from  the  cerebrum,  medulla  oblongata, 
or  fpinal  marrow ; which  lacerates  the  cellular 
tunic  of  the  mufcles  deftihed  for  voluntary  mo- 
tion ; this  may  be  occafioned  by  a redundance 
(though  I never  met  with  fuch  an  inftance),  but 
is  more  commonly  owing  to  a deficiency  of  the 
nervous  influence,  and  confequently  of  blood. 

The  diagnostics.  Flaccidity  of  the  parts  ; a 
diminifhed  fenfation  in,  or  incapacity  of  moving 
them  : diftortion  of  the  mufcles,  tremors,  wafting 
of  the  part,  involuntary  tears,  defpondency. 

The  prognostics,  A partial  palfy  in  young  per- 
fons  is  eafiiy  curable  : in  children  from  dentition, 

will 
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will  difappear  of  itfelf.  In  thofe  who  are  ad- 
vanced in  years,  or  if  univerfal,  or  if  fucceeding 
an  apoplexy,  or  if  it  is  attended  with  a marafmus, 
in  thefe  cafes  little  hope  is  to  be  indulged.  A 
fever,  or  fpontaneous  diarrhoea,  are  favourable 
fymptoms. 

The  cure.  The  regimen  muft  be  indicated 
from  the  caufe.  If  (as  has  been  always  the  cafe 
with  every  paralytic  that  I have  ever  feen)  there 
is  a laxity  of  the  mufcular  fibres  and  weaknefs  of 
the  folids,  let  the  fpina  dorfi  be  rubbed  with  a 
warm  flannel,  even  to  an  inflammation,  and  be 
bathed  with  oil  of  amber  morning  and  night, 
from  which  method  alone  and  a large  veficatory 
to  the  os  facruni  and  lumbar  region,  I have  re- 
covered many  who  had  loft  the  ufe  of  the  lower 
extremities.  Apply  a tight  ligature  to  the  part 
affecfed  ; if  the  leg,  a ftraight  ftocking  fliould  be 
worn.  Give  Venice  foap  at  firft  in  pretty  large 
quantities,  and  ginger  and  mercurials.  Let  the 
inteftinal  canal  be  kept  open,  and  veficatories  be 
laid  on  the  affedled  parts,  or  one  of  the  following 
topics  be  ufed  : 

Take  of  Cantharides,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Redfified  fpirit,  a pint ; 

Digeft  warm  for  three  days  ; a fomentation  to  be 
ufed  twice  a day.  Or, 

Take  of  Spermaceti  ointment,  an  ounce, 

Oil  of  amber,  half  an  ounce, 

Gil  of  pepper,  a drachm, 

Euphorbium,  nine  grains, 

K 3 A^jini-

A liniment,  as  before.  The  cold  bath  fhould  be 
repaired  to  every  morning;  let  the  patient  be 
juft  covered  with  water,  and  be  taken  out  im- 
mediately, without  a fecond  dip.  The  warm 
bath  is  pernicious.-  Chalybeate  waters  fhould  be 
drank,  and  eleftricity  be  tried,  which  I have 
fometimes  known  to  be  effeftual,  but  oftener  to 
fail.  Emetics  are  extremely  ferviceable,  par- 
ticularly the  dry  vomit.  See  Epilepsy.  The 
following  medicines  have  anfwered  the  Author’s 
expeftation  : 

Take  of  Horfe-rhadlfli  feraped, 

Muftard  feed  bruifed,  of  each  two  ounces, 
Galangal  fliced,  half  an  ounce, 

* Infufe  in  a quart  of  boiling  water  clofe  flopped 
till  cold  ; a tea-cupful  to  be  taken  twice  a day. 

Take  of  CalTumunar, 

Ginger,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Oil  of  turpentine,  half  an  ounce, 

Honey,  enough  for  an  electuary, 

Of  which  let  the  bignefs  of  a nutmeg  be  taken 
thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Tinflure  of  gualacum,  two  ounces, 

Of  thefe  drops  give  two  fpoonfuls  in  three  quar- 
. ters  of  a tea  cupful  of  new  milk  night  and  mor- 
ming.  The  cold  bath  fliould  not  be  omitted  ^ 
every  morning  ’till  well. 
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DROPSY. 


DROPSY  is  a tumor  of  the  abdomen,  from 


Jr\.  an  extravafation  of  ferum  in  its  cavity,  or 
a ftagnation  thereof  in  the  veflels,  whereby  they 
are  diftended  and  often  ruptured.  This  may 
happen  in  many  other  parts  of  the  body,  as  for 
inftance,  the  hydrocephalus  internus,  hydrops 
peftoris,  ovariorum,  &c.  When  the  lymph  is 
contained  in  little  veficles  in  diftinft  cells,  like 
a bunch  of  grapes,  thefe  are  called  Hydatides. 

There  are  three  forts  of  this  diforder. 

Anasarca,  or  Leucophlegmatia,  when’’  the 
lymph  flagnates  in  the  -whole  habit  of  the  pin- 
guedinous  fublfance,  or  cellular  membrane. 

Tympanites,  when  the  turgefcenfe  of  the  ab- 
domen is  owing  to  the  rarefied  vapour,  ichor,  or 
putrefied  fat : this  is  to  be  known  by  the  tight- 
nefs  of  the  fkin  ; the  belly,  it  ftruck,  founds  like 
a drum  ; from  whence  its  name ; no  fluftuation 
of  water  can  be  perceived.  In  this  cafe  the  pa- 
racentefis  is  fometimes  fatal  (nothing  iffuing  but 
pusj  and  fometimes  fucceeds. 

Ascites,  when  the  lymph  is  collefted  in  the 
duplicature  of  the  peritonaeum,  or  cavity  of  the 
abdomen  : this  is  to  be  known  by  the  quafhing  of 
water,  to  be  felt  on  pretfure  of  the  hypogaftre. 

The  cause.  Whatever  occafions  a ftagnation 
of  the  fluids  in  their  veflels,  the  lymphatics  to 
burft,  and  the  lymph  to  fall  betweeen  the  mem- 
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branes;  as  acute  difeafes,  tumors,  fchirri,  hard 
drinking,  floppage  of  neceflary  or  ufual  evacu- 
ations, profufe  bleeding,  efpecially  of  the  cor- 
pulent, who  can  never  well  bear  the  lofs  of 
blocd ; many  fat  perfons  have  been  bled  into 
dropfies. 

The  diagnostics.  Swelling  of  the  ancles,  in- 
fteps,  or  feet ; afterwards  of  the  abdomen, 
dyfpnoea,  heavinefs,  thirlf,  laflitude,  torpor,  cof- 
tivenefs,  a flow  heftic  fever,  leannefs,  no  fweat ; 
the  urine  crude,  or  red,  white  and  frnall  in  quan- 
tity, excreted  with  difliciilty,  fometimes  totally 
fupprefled ; anorexia,  a te^jzing  cough. 

The  prognostics.  If  taken  in  time,  it  is  eafily 
curable ; in  the  worft  llages  a cure  is  not  to  be 
defpaired  of,  if  the  patient  will  for  four  or  five 
weeks  perfift  in  an  entire  abflinence  from  all 
liquids,  a lump  of  fugar  foaked  in  brandy  ex- 
cepted, which  may  be  aken  two  or  three  times 
a day ; if  this  is  fulfered  to  diflblve  gradually  in 
the  mouth,  it  will  fooner  appeafe  the  moft  intenfe 
ragings  of  thirft  than  copious  draughts  of  water. 
Many  have  recovered  of  this  diforder  in  the 
moft  hopelefs  ftate,  by  that  means,  with  the  ufe  of 
proper  evacuants.  If  attended  with  a teazing 
cough,  difficult  refpiration,  quick  pulfe,  proftra- 
tion  of  ftrength,  high-coloured  urine,  total  fup- 
preffion  of  it,  obftinate  coftivenefs,  intolerable 
thirft  (and  the  patient  will  indulge  it)  abfcefles, 
lurid  fpots  on  the  thighs,  the  body  emaciated,  the 
countenance  pallid,  and  of  a cadaverous  afpeft  ; 
thefe  are  the  harbingers  of  death,. 
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The  cure  wholly  confifts  in  evacuating  the 
waters  which  are  gathered,  and  in  preventing 
their  colleftion  for  the  future.  To  this  end  con- 
duce cathartics,  diuretics,  detergents,  emetics 
(particularly  the  dry  vomit)  diaphoretics,  (and 
the  fooner  the  better)  the  paracentefis : after  thefe, 
corroborants,  ftomachics,  chalybeates,  and  aftrin- 
gents. 

In  every  ftage  of  this  difeafe,  the  region  of  the 
abdomen  fhould  be  bathed  with  fweet  oil  every 
night  and  morning,  and  twenty  drops  of  the 
balfam  of  copaiva  be  taken  on  fugar  twice  or 
thrice  a day.  The  purges  from  which  I have  ex- 
perienced the  moft  extraordinary  effe61;s  are  ; 

Take  of  Rhubarb,  two  drachms, 

Gamboge, 

Precipitated  fulpbur  of  antimony,  of  each 
half  a drachm, 

Vitriolated  quickfilver,  a fcruple, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  thirty-two  ; the  dofe,  two  or  three  mor- 
ning and  night.  Or, 

Take  of  Rhubarb,  a drachm  and  a half. 

Gamboge,  half  a drachm, 

Calomel,  a fcruple. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  to  make  into  pills. 
Twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  night  and  morning. 

Take  of  Gamboge,  a drachm. 

For  three  powders;  one  of  which  fhould  be  taken 
in  the  morning  falling,  twice  or  thrice  a week. 
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As  to  diuretics,  no  fmall  fervice  may  be  ex- 
pelled from  the  broom  afhes,  and  the  tin6fure  of 
cantharides,  which  are  far  fuperior  to  any  of  that 
tribe  in  this  cafe.  An  ounce  of  the  exprefled 
juice  of  florentine  orris  root,  taken  twice  a day, 
has  cured  feveral  dropficals,  as  I have  been  told 
by  a brother  Phyfician;  I never  tried  it.  Of 
the  expreffed  juice  of  artichoke  leaves,  a wine 
glafs  three  or  four  times  a day  has  certainly  been 
elfe6fual.  Emetics  are  fometimes  wonderfully 
efficacious : they  ought  not  to  be  of  the  mildeii 
fort.  What  I have  ufually  given  is, 

Take  of  Vitriolated  quickfilver,  five  grains. 

Antimony  tartarifed,  four  grains, 

Let  this  powder  be  taken  fading,  and  nothing  be 
drank  during  the  operation. 

If  the  thighs  are  much  fwelled  and  hard,  apply 
a warm  fomentation  of  ftrong  brine  every  night. 

From  the  above  fylloge  the  fcientific  prac- 
titioner may  fele61;  that  which  will  lufficiently 
anfwer  his  mod  fanguine  expeftations  ; nor  need 
he  quedion  the  fafety  with  which  any  of  them 
may  he  adminidered,  any  more  than  that  of  the 
following  narcotic  diaphoretic,  which  has  per- 
formed apparent  miracles  : the  patient  ffiould  lie 
between  two  blankets  indead  of  ffieets,  and  the 
quantity  of  water  which  it  will  caufe  him  to 
evacuate  by  the  fkin,  is  fuch  as  is  beyond  all 
belief,  and  that  without  the  lead  diminution  of 
the  vis  vitae  : though  the  removal  of  a load  from 
a man’s  fhoulders  can  fcarcely  be  fuppofed  to 
weaken  him.  This  herculean  medicine  is. 
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Take  of  Purified  opiuiai, 

Ipecacuanha,  of  each  four  grains, 

Vitriolated  quckfilver,  two  grains. 

A powder  to  be  taken  at  bed-time. 

In  an  anafarca,  ufe  oil  to  the  belly,  and  the  bal- 
fam  of  copaiva  inwardly.  If  the  legs  are  much 
fwelled,  they  fhould  be  retained  in  a horizontal 
pofition  for  the  chief  part  of  the  day,  and  ftraight 
ilockings  be  worn.  A gentle  emetic  every  other 
morning  ; fuch  as  five  grains  of  ipecacuanha, 
and  the  fubfequent  eleffuary  and  drops,  I have 
found  fufficient  for  a cure  : 

Take  of  Conferve  of  fquills,  an  ounce  and  halt, 
Magnefia  alba,  an  ounce, 

Rhubarb,  three  drachms, 

Simple  fyrup. 

Enough  for  an  eleftuary  ; the  bignefs  of  a nutmeg 
to  be  taken  twice  a day. 

Take  of  Gamboge,  half  a drachm, 

Spirit  of  ammonia,  an  ounce  and  half. 

Of  thefe  drops  let  a tea-fpoonful  be  taken  night 
and  morning,  or  oftener,  as  occafion  requires. 

When  the  cure  is  nearly  effefted,  to  reftore 
the  fibres  to  their  proper  tone,  it  may  not  be 
amifs  (as  on  reftoration  from  a dropfy  alfo)  to  ufe. 

Take  of  Red  bark,  fix  drachms, 

Filings  of  iron,  one  drachm„ 

Mucilage  of  gum  arable,  enough  for  an  elec- 
tuary. 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg  twice  or  thrice  a day. 

In 
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In  a tympanites  (as  alfo  in  a dropfy)  a faliva- 
tion  has  fometimes  fucceeded.  See  Flatus, 
Perhaps  it  would  be  more  eligible  to  ufe  aloetic 
purges,  corroborants  and  ftomachics  only,  and 
leave  the  reft  to  nature. 


JA  UNDICE. 

The  Jaundice  is  a copious  effufion  of  the 
bilious  fluid  throughout  the  whole  habit  of 
the  body. 

The  cause  is  moft  commonly  an  obftru6lion 
of  the  bile,  from  vifcidities,  or  calculous  con- 
cretions in  the  biliary  duft,  or  in  the  liver  itfelf,  a 
fchirrus  of  the  liver ; or,  a too  profufe  fecretion 
of  bile. 

The  diagnostics.  Of  an  overflowing  of  the 
bile,  a yellow  color  of  the  Ikin,  efpecially  in  the 
unica  albuginea  of  the  eyes,  a bad  appetite, 
thirft,  bitter  tafte  in  the  mouth,  bilious  vomiting, 
pain  in  the  ftomach  or  bowels,  tumor  at  the  pit 
of  the  ftomach  after  eating,  increafing  in  fize  and 
hardnefs  ; pain  or  fwelling  of  the  right  hypo- 
chondre,  periodical  cholics,  borborygmi,  liftlefs- 
nefs,  itching  in  the  fkin,  the  urine  and  faeces  in- 
tenfely  yellow. 

Of  an  obftruftion  of  the  bile  the  diagnoftics 
are  white  or  cineritious  ftools : obftinate  confti- 
pation : the  color  of  the  {kin  black,  nidorous 
eruftations. 
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The  prognostics.  If  recent,  it  is  eafily  cured; 
a black  turbid  urine  indicates  the  profligation  of 
the  difeafe;  the  yellower  the  (kin,  the  eafier; 
the  blacker,  tbre  harder  it  is  to  be  removed.  From 
a fchirrus  in  the  liver,  calculi  in  the  vefica  fellea^ 
or  if  inflations  of  the  hypochondres  fupervene, 
great  danger  is  foreboded.  In  a ftate  of  pregr 
nancy,  it  is  of  little  confequence ; parturition 
cures  it.  Itfometimes  terminates  in  a dyfentery. 

The  cure.  Venaefeftion  is  unneceflary.  The 
diet  fhould  by  no  means  be  vegetable.  A couple 
of  raw  eggs  failing,  ought  not  to  be  omitted,  and 
if  rep.eated  three  or  four  a times  a day,  great 
advantage  will  refult  in  every  ftage  of  this  difor- 
der.  As  to  medicinal  afliftance,  begin  with  the 
dry  vomit,  if  there  is  no  reafon  to  fufpeft  the  ex- 
illence  of  a calculus  in  the  gall  bladder,  though 
even  then  it  may  be  adminiitered  with  fafety,  but 
the  patient  will  fuffer  more  pain  ; a clyiler,  there- 
fore, or  cathartic,  may  be  preferable.  Avoid 
chalybeates  at  first,  for  an  incurable  fchirrus  of 
the  liver  may  be  the  confequence  of  their  prema- 
ture ufe,  though  they  are  the  beil  of  medicines 
in  fome  ftates  of  this  diforder.  For  children  the 
following  is  equally  fafe  and  efficacious ; 

Take  of  Chalk,  ten  grains, 

Rhubarb,  five  grains, 

Filings  of  iron,  one  grain  ; 

This  powder  may  be  repeated  night  and  morning, 
or  as  there  is  occafion. 

If  a clyfter  is  thought  neceflary,  an  ounce  of 
foft  foap,  in  feven  ounces  of  the  deco6lion  for  a 
1 L clyiler, 
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clyfter,  is  an  excellent  one.  1 have  been  told 
^ that  an  ounce  of  the  exprefled  juice  of  dandelion 
will  cure  the  yellow  jaundice,  if  taken  twice  or 
thrice  a day;  I never  triedit.  Thehalfam  of 
copaiva  is  of  confiderable  utility.  Either  of  the 
fubfequeht  medicines  may  be  depended  on,  to 
anlwer  all  the  ends  which  can  be  defired : one 
of  the  eleftuaries  may  be  made  ufe  of  firft,  the 
chalybeate  piils  to  perfeft  and  confirm  the  cure. 
The  choice  muft  depend  on  the  circumftances  of 
the  cafe  and  fkill  of  the  prefcriber. 

Take  of  Tumerick, 

Venice  foap,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Columba  root,  a drachm  and  half, 

Rhubarb,  half  an  ounce, 

Oil  of  juniper,  two  drachms. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  an  ele£luar\', 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg,  twice  or  thrice  a day. 
Or, 

Take  of  Conferve  of  orange  peel, 

Venice  foap,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Magnefia  alba,  fix  drachms, 

Rhubarb,  two  drachms, 

Quickfilver  with  fulphur,  half  an  ounce, 
Tolu  fyrup,  enough  for  an  eleftuary. 

The  fize  of  a nutmeg  night  and  morning. 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes,  a drachm, 

Afafcetida, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony. 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  half  a drachm, 

, Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills. 

Number  twenty-four  : two  to  be  taken  morning 
and  night. 
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Take  of  Columba  root, 

Rhubarb,  of  each  a drachm, 

* Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  half  a 
drachm, 

Tinfture  of  cantharides,  enough  for  pills, 

Thirty-two : two  or  three  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning. 

Take  of  Gum  guaiacum,  a drachm  and  half, 
Quickfilver  pills, 

Camphire,  of  each  half  a drachm, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  thirty-two  ; two  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning.  Or,  the  powders  at  the  clofe  of  this 
article. 

Rhubarb  alone,  if  fkilfuily  adminiftered,  will 
remove  almoft  anyjaundice.  Or, 

Take  of  Rhubarb  any  quantity, 

Soap  enough  for  pills,  fize  of  a pea, 

Two  three,  or  four,  night  and  morning,  enough 
to  keep  the  body  gently  open. 

In  habitual  bilious  cholics,  opiates  may  be 
given  at  difcretion.  The  patient  is  often  feized 
with  a violent  pain  in  the  ftomach  and  right  fide, 
a naufea  fucceeds,  with  vehement  retchings,  ’till 
the  calculus  paffes  through  the  du6lus  choiedo- 
chus  into  the  duodenum,  and  he  is  then  in  a 
moment  as  well  as  if  nothing  had  happened,  ’till 
another  calculus  obftrufts  the  paffage,  and  then 
L 2 -K  the

t^ie  fame  tragedy  is  afted  over  again.-  1 have 
feen  perfons  to  whom  thefe  fits  hav^e  returned 
thrice  in  twenty-four  hours.  Th’fe  following 
medicines  have  relieved  them, 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  two  drachms, 

Calcined  antimony,  one  drachm, 

Pure  water,  feven  ounces. 

Sugar,  as  much  as  you  pleafe, 

Of  this  mixture,  let  three  fpoonfuls  be  taken 
thrice  a day,  with  two  tea-fpoonfuls  of  the  fub- 
fcquent  drops : 

Take  of  volatile  tin£lure  of  valerian,  two  ounces.  Or, 

Take  of  Columba  root,  a drachm  and  half, 

Grains  of  Paradife, 

Rhubarb,  of  each  half  a drachm, 

Make  into  fix  powders,  one  to  be  taken  night 
and  mornings  See  Jaundice, 


VENEREAL  DISORDERS. 

AC  L A P is  a flux  of  matter  from  the 
glands  called  lacunae,  fituated  in  the  in- 
ternal parts  of  the  urethra  in  men,  and  of  the 
pudenda  in  women  : the  fluid  which  oozes  from 
thefe  fecretory  glands  in  their  natural  Rate,  was 
defigned  to  lubricate  the  palfage  and  line  it  with 
a vifeous  mucus,  which  might  fufficiently  defend 
the  extremities  of  the  nerves  from  being  irritated 
by  the  falls  or  acrimony  of  the  urine : When 
this  mucus  is  abraded  and  carried  off  by  the  atte- 
nuated 
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nuated  difcharge,  occafioned  by  the  venereal 
virus,  which  irritates  their  orifices ; the  urine 
caufes  an  intolerable  pungent,  fmarting,  or 
burning  fenfation.  Hence  this  diforder  is  called 
by  the  French,  Chaudpifle, 

The  cause  originates  from  an  acid  virus,  or 
infeftious  miafmata  acquired  by  impure  coition  : 
thefe  infinuate  themfelves  into  the  minute  mouths 
of  the  lacunae,  confequently  increafe  their  dia- 
meter, from  whence  a copious  running  of  thinner 
matter  than  ufual  mufi;  ilTue.  Cowper’s  and  the 
proftrate  gland  are  often  affeFied. 

This  diftemper  is  by  no  means  a native  of 
Europe,  but  was  firft  imported  by  Chriftopher 
Columbus  to  Naples  from  America,  and  fpread 
through  that  city  with  prodigious  rapidity. 
Somewhat  more  than  a year  after  his  return 
from  his  firft  voyage,  the  French  army  fat  down 
before  Naples  in  the  year  1494.  The  Neapoli- 
tans being  diftrefled  by  a fcarcity  of  provifions, 
thought  it  necefiary  to  difcharge  the  moft  ufelefs 
perfons  from  their  town,  among  whom  were  the 
courtezans,  who  were  received  by  the  befiegers 
with  their  ufual  politenefs  to  that  fex  ; the  horrible 
ravages  which  this  diforder  foon  after  made  in 
the  camp,  obliged  the  French  to  raife  the  fiege ; 
upon  this  account  it  obtained  the  name  of  the 
French  difeafe,  and  will  in  all  probability  ever 
retain  it,  notwithftanding  the  umbrage  France 
has  taken  at,  and  the  repeated  efforts  fhe  has  made 
to  (hake  off  the  opprobrium. 

^ 3 
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It  was  then  a new  diforder,  and  certainly  was 
never  known  in  Europe  before ; for  whatever 
has  been  advanced  to  the  contrary  might  eafily 
be  refuted:  the  phyficians  were  puzzled,  the 
people  were  alarmed,  for  it  was  fuppofed  to  be 
equally  as  infeftious  and  fatal  as  the  peftilence  ; 
neither  monafteries  nor  nunneries  were  exempt 
from  it,  nor  even  the  holy  fathers  of  the  con- 
V clave : it  was  to  be  catched  (heaven  blefs  us !) 
by  being  in  the  fame  room  with  an  infefted 
perfon,  or  walking  on  the  fame  fide  of  the  way 
in  the  flreet — but,  however,  with  due  deference 
to  the  charaffers  of  thofe  times,  it  cannot  be 
taken  without  contaft.  So  deplorable  was  the 
fituation  of  affairs  then,  that  thoufands  were  de- 
ferted,  and  left  to  rot  without  the  leaft  affiftance. 

But  it  being  foreign  to  my  defign  to  enter  into 
the  hiftory  of  difeafes,  I fhall  only  obferve,  that 
there  is  no  diftemper  which  is  better  underffood 
in  this  enlightened  age,  nor  any  one  that  is  with 
more  certainty,  or  with  gieater  facility  to  be 
cured,  even  in  all  its  ffages,  and  without  that 
naufeous  (though  formerly  reputed  neceffaryj 
procefs  of  falivation. 

The  diagnostics.  Three  or  four  days  (gene- 
rally) after  the  infeftion  is  received,  the  running 
comes  down  with  a titillating  fenfation ; diffi- 
culty in  making  urine ; fmarting,  or  fcalding; 
fometimes  the  cavernous  bodies  of  the  penis  are 
puffed  up,  appear  like  fpunge,  and  are  of  an 
affonifliing  bulk  ; the  matter  yellow,  or  green, 
which  laft  is  the  worft  color  it  can  be  of,  becaufe 
it  indicates  an  incipient  gangrene;  phymofis, 

when

when  the  prepuce  cannot  be  drawn  back;  para- 
phymofis,  when  it  is  tucked  down  behind  the 
glans  and  cannot  be  brought  forward  to  cover  it ; 
chordee,  or  great  pain  when  the  penis  is  erefted  ; 
frequent  ftimulations  to  venery.  When  the  in- 
feftious  matter  has  crept  into  the  lymphatics, 
and  from  thence  is  conveyed  into  the  blood,  a 
dry  pox  is  the  confequence ; though  perhaps 
the  miafmata  are  of  a nature  quite  different  from 
thofe  which  produce  a clap  : yet  if  the  running 
is  hopped  too  foon  in  the  latter,  the  fymptoms  of 
the  former  will  undoubtedly  appear,  which  are 
as  follows : buboes  in  the  groin,  fltankers ; 
chryftallines,  a fwelled  tefiicle:  warts,  marifcse, 
fici,  rhagades,  condylomata,  blotches ; green 
feedy  excrefcences,  on  the  neck,  breaft,  or  fhoul- 
ders ; ulcers  in  the  head,  eyes,  nofe,  or  fauces  ; 
mortification,  nofturnal  pains,  tingling  in  the 
ears,  gummi,  nodes,  tophs,  a rafh,  fciirf,  crufts, 
fcabs,  caruncles  and  carnofities  in  the  urethra, 
total  fuppreffion  of  the  urine,  bloody  urine: 
atrophy,  or  wafting  of  the  flefh  ; erratic  pains 
in  the  hides  ; difficulty  of  breathing,  efpecially 
when  lying  on  the  back ; clavus  hyftericus, 
corona  veneris  ; foftnefs  and  rottennefs  of  the 
bones.  This  affedtion  of  the  bones  is  not  un- 
juftiy  afcribed  more  to  the  too  liberal  ufe  of 
quickfilver  than  to  the  venereal  virus : thus  it 
may  be  obferved  that  the  nofe  falls  when  the 
falivation  is  at  its  heighth.  Many  fymptoms 
mimic  venereal  complaints,  which  are  entirely 
owing  to  the  lodgment  of  quickfilver  in  the 
minuteft  veffels ; fulphur  clogs  and  chokes  this 
aftive  mineral.  1 have  known  numbers  who 

thought 
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thought  that  they  laboured  under  a confirmed 
pox  (^wlien  they  were  aftually  freed  from  the 
venereal  venom)  who  have  been  not  only  re- 
lieved  but  perfeftly  cured  of  all  their  complaints 
by  the  ufe  of  an  eleffuary  compofed  only  of 
flowers  of  fulphur  and  honey;  dofe  the  bignefs 
of  a walnut  night  and  morning. 

The  prognostics.  If  the  running  is  impru- 
dently tied  up  before  the  inleftion  is  extirpated, 
a confirmed  pox  is  the  confequence,  as  is  often 
the  cafe  alfo  from  the  ufe  and  frequent  repetition 
of  draftic  cathartics;  for  the  natural  elafticity  or 
fpringinefs  of  the  fibres  from  fuch  an  irritation, 
will  fqueeze  the  infeftion  into  the  blood.  The 
miafmata  will  fometimes  float  about  in  the  fluids 
for  feveral  weeks,  before  there  is  any  appearance 
of  thofe  dreadful  confequences  which  will  fooner 
or  later  in  good  earneft  take  place.  It  is  eafily 
cured  in  any  of  its  ftages,  by  due  care  and  proper 
medicines.  It  is  curable  with  much  lefs  difficulty 
in  men  than  in  women. 

The  old  method  of  giving  a calomel  bolus  at 
night  and  a purge  next  morning,  is  jullly  ex- 
ploded, for  it  tears  the  conftitution  to  pieces,  is 
at  beft  a precarious  and  often  fallacious  proce- 
dure: by  this  means  many  a pox  has  been  manu- 
faftured  from  a very  trivial  injury. 

Salivation  is  not  neceffary  even  in  the  worfl 
cafes,  nor  is  there  any  one  to  be  cured  by  it  who 
is  not  much  more  eafily  cured  without  it. 
When  eruptions  appear,  with  all  the  indications 
of  a pox,  what  can  be  more  ridiculoufly  abfurd 

than 
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than  to  meh  down  thofe  falts  into  the  blood  that 
they  may  pafs  olF  by  the  falival  glands,  when 
nature  fo  plainly  points  out  the  method  by  which 
they  ought  to  be  expelled.  The  folution  of 
muriated  quickfilver  hereafter-mentioned,  with 
a proper  liniment  to  open  the  pores  and  increafe 
their  diameter  will  enable  her  to  throw  them  off 
by  perfpiration,  falivation  is  the  only  effeft  of  an 
alteration  made  in  the  fluids,  which  alteration  is 
as  eafily  made  without  producing  that  dilagreeable 
and  naufeous -confequence ; nor  will  it  always 
fucceed,  for  I have  known  many  who  have  been 
falivated  four,  yea,  five  times  without  fuccefs, 
yet  have  found  no  difficulty  in  curing  the  fame 
perfons  afterwards  by  much  milder  methods. 

The  cure.  In  a recent  injury  the  inteflinal 
canal  ffiould  be  kept  gently  open  : bleeding  and 
violent  purging  are  equally  improper  and  ufelefs:. 
there  need  be  no  alteration  of  the  ufual  method 
of  living,  nor  are  the  effefts  of  the  inflamma- 
tion, as  it  is  called,  in  the  leaf!;  to  be  dreaded. 
1 have  known  feveral,  who  have  been  drunk 
every  night  ’till  the  cure  was  completed,  without 
fuffering  any  other  inconvenience  than  an  in- 
creafe of  the  fmart  in  making  water,  which  muft 
be  the  confequence  of  an  increafed  running,  an 
event  in  every  other  refpe6i;  by  no  means  unde- 
firable. 

Of  the  * stronger  quicksilver  ointment  let  the 
fize  of  a fmall  hazle  nut  be  ufed  night  and  morn- 

* Or,  which  is  neater,  of  white  calx  of  quickfilver  threC' 
drachms,  ointment  of  hog^s  lard,  half  an  ounce. 

ing. 
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ing,  to  be  rubbed  on  the  perinaeum,  between 
the  tefticles  and  tundament,  and  the  infide  of 
the  thighs.  If  injeftions  are  permitted,  a tea- 
fpoonful  of  oil  of  olives  may  be  ufed  night  and 
morning.  Or  a fcruple  of  calomeltai  in  an 
ounce  of  mucilage  : a tea-fpoonful  of  ^this  alfo 
may  be  ufed  twice  a day,  two  grains  of  muriated 
quickfilver  diffolved  in  fix  ounces  of  mucilage, 
which  in  moft  cafes,  ufed  as  a lotion  alfo  would 
alone  be  fufficient  for  a cure  : however,  without 
any  injeftion,  if  the  quickfilver  ointment  is 
made  ufe  of,  and  one  of  the  following  formulas 
is  given  internally,  fuch  a method  is  as  fafe, 
certain,  expeditious,  and  radical,  as  any  in  the 
power  of  medicine ; this  1 have  experienced  in 
i’ome  thoufands  of  inftances. 

N.  B.  Nitre  is  often  prejudicial,  and  fome- 
times  crreatlv  increafes  the  uneafinefs  in  making 
water. 

Take  of  Gum  arabic,  two  ounces, 

Red  fulphurated  quickfilver,  half  an  ounce, 
Jalap,  three  drachms, 

Oil  of  falfafras,  one  drachm, 

^alfam  of  copal va,  enough  for  an  elefiuary. 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg,  morning  and  night. 
Or, 

Take  of  Gum  arabic,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Quickfilver,  with  fulphur,  an  ounce, 

Gum  guaiacum, 

Jalap,  of  each  two  drachms, 

Balfam  of  copaiva,  fufficient  for  an  elcfluary.

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The  bignefs  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  twice  a day. 
Or, 

Take  of  Rhubarb,  four  fcruples. 

Calomel,  one  fcruple, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Twenty-four,  two  at  night  only.  Or, 

Take  of  Muriated  quickfilver,  five  grains, 

Muriatic  acid,  five  drops. 

Rhubarb,  a drachm. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills. 

Twenty-four;  two  to  be  taken  every  night  and 
morning. 

Take  of  muriated  quickfilver,  ten  grains,  difiblve  in 
muriatic  acid,  ten  drops,  then  add  compound 
tinfture  of  lavender,  an  ounce, 

For  a bottle  of  drops ; twenty  to  be  taken  in  a 
glafs  of  white  wine*,  or  milk*,  or  water  gruel*, 
or  water,  morning  and  night,  with  two  fcruples 
of  gum  arabic  in  powder. 

The  author  fcarcely  thinks  it  worth  his  while 
to  obferve  that  he  was  the  firft  perfon  (as  far  as 
he  knows,)  who  gave  the  muriated  quickfilver 
inwardly:  the  above  folution  he  invented  after 
innumerable  trials  in  the  year  1753, 
ufed  it  ever  fince ; he  has  ordered  it  fome  thou- 
fands  of  times,  and  is  fully  perfuaded  that  if  it  is 
properly  managed,  there  is  no  ftage  of  this 

diforder, 

* Thefe  difguifc  the  difagrceab’e  tafte  fed. 
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diforder,  in  which-it  will  not  prpve  efficacious, 
nor  has  it  ever  once  deceived  him.  The  only 
fecret  in  the  management  of  this  medicine,  is  to 
give  it  in  fuch  a inanner  that  it  may  aft  beyond 
the  primae  vise  and  not  run  off  by  ftool ; there  is 
then  no  defirable  effeft  which  may  not  be  ex- 
pefted  from  it.  One  motion  in  the  twenty-four 
hours  is  natural,- may  be  pfoduced  by  the 
drops ; but  if  the  patient  Ihould  have  more  than 
two  in  a day,  let  the  dofe  be  diminilhed  to  fif- 
teen, ten,  feven,  or  even  five  drops. 

A CONFIRMED  POX. 

Chryftallines  need  only  be  fnipped,  and  the 
acrid  lymph  will  be  evacuated*  A proper  appli- 
cation to  heal  them  with  is, 

Take  of  Ointment  of  eleml,  half  an  ounce, 

Red  nitrated  quickfilvcr,  a drachm, 

To  be  applied  twice  a day. 

Buboes,  if  foft,  white,  or  flabby,  difperfe  by 
rubbing  in  the  ftronger  quickfilver  ointment,  as 
before  mentioned,  every  night  and  morning,  at 
the  fame  time  taking  inwardly  the  above  drops. 

If  the  buboes  are  red,  hard  and  look  angry, 
let  the  bread  and  milk  cataplafm  be  applied  to 
Ihem  till  they  break ; the  laft  prefcribed  oint- 
ment is  an  excellent  dreffing,  or  the  gum 
plaifter ; they  may  be  kept  open  with  a pea,  like 
an  iffue,  as  long  as  it  is  thought  neceffary.  Some 
indolent  tumors  of  this  fort  require  opening. 

Warts, 
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Warts,  rliagades,  See.  cut  ofF  and  apply  a 
cauftic  ; if  this  is  not  permitted,  ufe  the  ftronger 
quickfilver  ointment.  Or,  touch  with  thefe 
drops  night  and  morning, 

A fcruple  of  muriated  quickfilver  dilTolved  in  an 
ounce  of  water. 

Caruncles  try  to  break  with  a wax  candle,  if 
that  doth  not  fucceed,  then  with  an  armed  probe 
apply. 

Take  of  Ointment  of  elemi. 

Red  nitrated  quickfilver,  of  each  half  an 
ounce. 

Water  of  kali,  twenty  drops, 

A liniment. 

At  'the  fame  time  let  not  the  ftronger  quick- 
filver  ointment  be  omitted,  but  be  rubbed  ex- 
ternally on  the  urethra  twice  a day. 

Carnofities  require  the  fame  method  of  treat- 
ment with  caruncles.

Paraphymofis.  j milk  night  and  morning. 

Chordee.  )>  Avoid  the  leaft  application

Chancres.  J it.  And, 

Take  of  Water  of  acetated  litharge,  twenty-five  drops, 
Rofe  water,  three  ounces.

Take  of  the  flrongeft  quickfilver  ointment, 

Tar  ointment,  of  each  equal  parts. 

Crufts,  fcabs,  blotches,  and  ulcers  in  the  throat, 
if  venereal,  give  the  above  folution  of  muriated 
quickfilver,  and  let  a little  of  the  fubfequent 
powder  be  fprinkled  on  a hot  iron,  and  the  fumes 
be  receivedin  the  fauces  by  means  of  an  inverted 
funnel,  twice  or  thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Red  fulphurated  quickfilver,  two  drachms, 
Frankincenfe,  two  fcruples, 

Camphire,  feven  grains, 

A fuffiment.  And, 

Take  of  Muriated  quickfilver,  two  gftins, 

Muriatic  acid,  two  drops, 

Rofe  \^er,  fix  ounces  ; 

A gargle,  to  be  ufed  night  and  morning. 

If  owing  to  the  relicks  of  the  Quickfilver  (which 
is  a very  common  cafe),  give  the  fulphur  and 
honey. 

A fwelled  tefticle.  Give  immediately  five  \ 
grains  at  leaft,  of  vitriolated  quickfilver,  and.

Oil  of  olives, 

Oil  of  anifeeds,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

A liniment  to  be  ufed  every  two  or  three  hours.

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' Take  of  Water  of  litharge  acetated,  two  fcruples> 
Pure  water,  five  ounces. 

A lotion,  in  which  let  a piece  of  linen  rag  be 
dipped  and  laid  on  the  tefticle ; when  dry,  to  be 
again  repeated,  or  kept  conftantlv  wetted,  and  the 
bread  and  milk  poultice  at  night : ii  it  is  not 
refolving  on  the  next  morning,  give  a bolus  of 
half  a drachm  of  compound  extrahb  of  colocynth, 
with  ten  grains  of  the  quickfilver  pills.  The 
warm  bath  will  haften  its  removal.  It  Ihould  be 
IlAfpeaded  pretty  tight  by  a bag  trufs,  ’till  well.

Calcined  quickfilver,  a fcruple, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Twenty-four;  two  to  be  taken  every  night,  or 
one  night  and  morning.  Or,  if  laxative, 

Take  of  Gum  giialacum,  one,^^hra, 

Pure  opium,  half  a di^chm, 

Calcined  quickfilver,  fifteen  grains, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  thirty-two ; two  to  be  taken  every  night. 

Or, 

Take  of  Muriated  quickfilver,  ten  grains, 

, Spirit  of  nitrous  aether,  an  ounce : 

Of  thefe  drops  let  twenty  be  taken  night  and 
morning,  in  a glafs  of  water. 

Take  of  Winter’s  bark, 

Me/.ereon,  of  each  an  ounce, 
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Boil  in  a gallon  and  half  of  water  to  a gallon ; 
when  the  boiling  is  alinoft  finiflied,  add  one 
ounce  of  extra6f  of  liquorice,  and  half  an  ounce 
of  prepared  kali  to  every  pint.  Of  this  apozem 
let  half  a pint  be  drank  twice  or  three  times  a 
day,  which,  with  the  above  drops  or  pills,  will 
remove  nofturnal  pains,  nodes,  tophs,  &c.

» The  farfa  and  china  root  are  faid  to  pofTefs 
wonderful  virtues ; but  the  author,  after  a long 
feries  of  fair  trials,  was  fo  unfortunate  as  not  to 
be  able  to  difcover  them. 
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GLEET. 

A GLEET  is  a drain  of  matter  from  the  ure- 
thra. 

The  causes.  An  ill-cured  clap  ; falivation  ; 
profufe  venery  ; a llrain;  laxity  of  the  fibres. 

The  diagnostics.  From  the  abrafion  of  the 
mucus,  heat  of  urine;  indifference  to  coition; 
pain  in  the  back,  or  loins  ; general  debility ; 
hanging  down  of  the  tefticles  ; lownefs  of  fpi- 
rits  ; lofs  of  appetite;  at  going  to  ftool,  the  dif- 
charge  of  a glairy  matter,  incolour  and  confi ft ence 
like  the  white  of  an  egg;  the  colout  of  that  which 
oozes  is  fometimes  brown  and  fometimes  yellow, 
of  which  laft  colour  it  may  continue  to  be  (if  of 
long  duration,  or  in  thofe  who  have  been  fre- 
quently injured)  without  any  remaining  infe£lion. 

The  prognostics.  If  white  or  ropy,  or  thin 
and  glairy,  or  if  flocci  appear  in  the  urine,  it  is 
eafily  cured.  If  of  long  {landing,  it  will  require 
fome  time  to  muzzle  it. — There  is  no  cafe  fo 
obftinate,  but  may  be  cured  by  fome  of  the  fub- 
fequent  medicines.  It  has  been  the  malleus  me- 
dicorum,  yet  I never  met  with  one  (though  I 
have  had  great  numbers  who  were  deemed  in- 
curable) with  whom  I did  not  fucceed. 

The  cure.  The  patient  fhould  abftain  from  all 
vegetables,  acids  and  fugar,  if  the  cafe  be  invete- 
rate, all  fermenting  liquors ; malt  or  vinous  fpirits 
diluted  with  water,  are  harmlefs.  The  moft 
proper  regimen  is — rifing  early  in  the  morning; 
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gentle  exercife ; the  cold  bath,  juft  plunging  over 
head  and  ears  (every  morning)  and  coming  out 
immediately  without  taking  a fecond  dip,  or 
remaining  one  moment  in  the  water  : any  animal 
food, particularly  pork,  pigeons,  partridges,  growfe, 
flat  hfh,  fhell  fifh,  eggs,  jellies:  for  breaklaft  and 
fupper,  milk.  From  the  medicinal  clafTes  ; de- 
tergents, aftringents,  corroborants,  chalybeates, 
balfamics,  fotus,  injeftions,  and  dry  vomit.  Ifin- 
glafs  chewed  to  the  quantity  of  half  an  ounce  a 
day,  and  the  faliva  fwallowed,  is  an  excellent 
auxiliary.  The  glans  penis  fhould  be  frequently 
wafhed : much  depends  on  cleanlinefs.  The 
following  formulas  are  fuch  as  have  proved  fuc- 
cefsful,  and  I never  ufed  any  other  : 

Take  of  Gum  arable,  two  ounces, 

Olibanum,  two  drachms, 

Filings  of  Iron,  one  drachm, 

Cantharides,  a fcruple, 

Balfam  of  Copaiva, 

Enough  for  an  ele61uary.  The  bignefs  of  a 
chefnut  to  be  taken  night  and  morning. 

Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce, 

Gum  gualacum, 

Olibanum,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

Tinfture  of  cantharides, 

Enough  for  an  eleftuary.  Dofe,  the  fize  of  a 
nutmeg  twice  a day. 

If  coftive. 

Take 
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Take  of  Conferve  of  orange  peel,  an  ounce  and  half, 
Gum  guaiacum,  half  an  ounce, 

Rhubarb,  two  drachms. 

Oil  of  cloves,  one  drachm, 

Tinfture  of  cantharides. 

Sufficient  for  an  eleftuary.  The  fize  of  a walnut 
to  be  taken  night  and  morning.  Or, 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes. 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  a drachm, 
Cantharides,  nine  grains. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Twenty-four.  Two  to  be  taken  every  night. 
Or,  if  the  body  is  too  open, 

Take  of  Purified  opium,  tv/elve  grains, 

Cantharides,  feven  grains, 

Filings  of  iron, 

Afafcetida, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  of  each 
half  a drachm, 

Simple  fyrup, 

Enough  for  pills,  twenty-four;  two  every  night. 

Take  of  Tlnfilure  of  Peruvian  balfam, 

Compound  tincture  of  benzoin,  of  each  an 
ounce; 

Of  thefe  drops  let  two  tea-fpoonfuls  be  taken 
twice  or  thrice  a day. 

The  tefticles  and  parts  adjacent  fhould  be 
bathed  with  a fotus  of  brandy  and  vinegar,  equal 
parts,  at  going  to  bed,  and  on  rifing  in  the  mor- 
ning. Vinegar  and  water,  or  vinegar  alone  is  an 
excellent  inje£lion.  Or, 
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Take  of  Acetated  cerufe,  four  grains, 

Calomel,  a fcruple, 

White  vitriol,  five  grains, 

Rofe  water,  eight  ounces. 

For  an  injeftion.  A tea-fpoonful  to  be  ufed 
night  and  morning.  Or, 

Take  of  Murlated  quickfilver,  two  grains, 

Muriatic  acid,  two  drops, 

Rofe  water,  eight  ounces, 

For  an  inje£lion  as  before.  Or, 

* Take  of  Blue  vitriol,  a fcruple. 

Boiling  water,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Diffolve  in  a copper  veflel,  and  make  an  injec- 
tion as  before. 


DIARRHOEA. 

A DIARRHOEA  is  an  immoderate,  or  too 
frequent  difcharge  of  the  excrements.  If 
the  matter  excreted  is  undigefted  food,  it  is  called 
a lientery.  If  crude,  of  an  afh-colour,  or  whitifh, 
it  obtains  the  name  of  a cceliac  paflion.  If  the 
foeces  are  fufficiently  digefted  and  aqueous,  it  is 
then  a diarrhoea. 

The  causs  of  a lientery  is  whatever  impedes, 
fermentation  in  the  llomachi  or  irritates  its  vil- 
lous coat. 

Coeliaca 

* This  Herculean  remedy  requires  feme  care  and  nicety  in 
the  management  of  it,  viz.  to  lower  it  with  water  to  fuch  a 
point  as  to  give  little  or  no  pain  at  firft. 
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Cceliaca  arifes  from  an  obllru6lioii  of  the  lac- 
teais,  or  deficiency  of  bile. 

A diarrhoea  is  from  a redundance  of  ferum, 
which  may  be  owing  to  confent  of  parts,  as  a hu- 
mid cerebrum,  dentition,  balbution,  8cc.  from  a 
to.o  large  quantity  of  food  taken,  at  leaft  fuch  a 
one  as  is  difproportionate  to  the  powers  of  the 
digeftive  or  chylopoietic  organs  ; a morbific  qua- 
lity, lubricity  of  the  inteftines,  laxity  of  the  muf- 
cular  fibres,  deficiency  of  heat,  fometimes  from 
an  effort  of  nature  to  relieve  herfelf,  by  making 
a pufh  at  the  bowels,  and  thereby  carrying  off  a 
morbid  colluvies. 

The  diagnostics.  They  in  general  appear  from 
what  has  been  faid,  to  which  may  be  added  bill-, 
ous,  black,  flimy,  or  vifcid  excrements;  tenef- 
mus  ; fpumous,  greafy,  or  aqueous  deje6lions; 
fometimes  like  pieces  of  putrefied  flefh  ; anorexia, 
faintnefs,  laflitude,  proflration  of  the  vis  vitae, 
frequent  gripings,  borborygmi,  fwelled  legs,  an 
emaciated  habit,  cold  fweats,  fpafms,  a flow  heftic. 

The  prognostics.  If  of  long  duration,  it  weak- 
ens and  excoriates  the  vifcera,  from  whence 
arife  debility,  dyfentery,  atrophy,  infpirfation  of 
the  fluids,  univerfal  laxity  of  the  folids,  and  ac- 
cumulated acrimony.  Critical  evacuations 
without  much  pain  ought  not  to  be  checked  : 
let  a few  dofes  of  rhubarb  be  given  to  expel 
the  noxious  faburra  and  affifl:  nature  in  her  in- 
tentions. In  a long  continued  feries  of  moifl 
weather,  it  is  epidemical,  from  the  exhauritioii 
of  the  vital  heat ; in  old  age  it  is  dangerous.  Su- 
pervening 
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pervening  a pleurify  or  perlpneumony  (Hip- 
pocrates juftly  obferves)  formidable : it  is  bad, 
fays  the  fame  author,  if  the  Ifools  are  very  aque- 
ous, white,  yellow,  or  frothy ; worfe  if  black, 
livid,  little  and  glutinous.* 

The  cure.  Let  the  patient  be  removed  to  a 
clear  dry  airj  for  the  moft  healthy  bodies  arS 
liable  to  this  diforder  on  vifitiiig  a moift  climate. 
Excrcife  Ihould  be  taken,  particularly  riding  on 
horfeback  in  a morning  : for  diet,  animal  food, 
broths,  jellies,  and  rice  milk ; the  cold  bath. 
Por  common  drink,  decoflion  of  hartlhorn  ; clyf- 
ters  are  of  conhderable  fervice,  efpecially  in  cafe 
of  a tenefmus ; as, 

Take  of  ftarch,  a drachm  and  half,  diflblve  in  fix 
ounces  of  water,  then  add 
Oil  of  olives,  an  ounce,^ 

Tin£luie  of  opium,  a drachm. 

Aftringents  muft  be  given,  opiates  ought  not  to 
be  negle6fed,  nor  the  dry  vomit.  Begin  the  cure 
with  an  emetic,  viz,  a fcruple  of  ipecacuanha, 
and  one  grain  of  blue  vitriol  ; then  a lenient  ca- 
thartic ; after  which,  if  the  pain  ftill  continues, 
an  anodyne.  The  reader  will  find  a fufficient 
number  ol  prefcriptions,  which  have  been  fuc- 
cefsful,  fubjoined. 

Take  of  Rhubarb,  a fcruple, 

Toafted  nutmeg,  fifteen  grains, 

Prepared  kali,  ten  grains, 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  a bole  : 

To  be  repeated  occafionally. 

* Thefe  arc  what  nurfes  call  death  ftools. 

Take 
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Take  of  Compound  powder  of  chalk,  with  opium, 
two  drachms, 

Toafted  nutmeg, 

Maftich,  of  each  a drachm, 

For  fix  powders ; one  to  be  taken  twice  a day, 
driniing  after  it  four  fpoonfuls  of  the  following 
mixture  : 

Take  of  the  Chalk  mixture,  feven  ounces, 

Strong  cinnamon  water,  two  ounces.  Or, 

Take  of  Tormentil  root. 

Red  aftringent  gum,  of  each  a drachm,

Take  of  Conferve  of  red  rofes,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Compound  powder  of  gum  tragaclnth,  an  ounce, 
Syrup  of  white  poppies,  enough  for  an  electuary, 

- Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg,  three  or  four  times  a 
day. 

Take  of  Opiate  pill,  myrrh, 

Maftich,  -of  each  two  fcruples, 

Sirnple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  twenty -four  ; one  to  be  taken  twice  or 
thrice  a day. 
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Unripe  blackberries  kept  in  powder  are  wor- 
thy a place  in  the  (hops  ; half  a drachm  may 
he  taken  twice  or  thrice  a day,  or  the  fame  quan- 
tity of  extra6i:  of  logwood.  When  the  diarrhoea 
is  fubjugated,  to  recover  the  appetite  and  reftorc 
the  tone  of  the  fibres. 

Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce, 

Aromatic  powder,  three  drachms. 

Filings  of  iron, 

Galangal,  of  each  one  drachm, 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  an  eleftuary. 

The  fize  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning. 

Take  of  Tinflure  of  catechu,  fix  drachms. 

Compound  tincture  of  lavender,  two  drachms, 

A bottle  of  drops  : a tea-fpoonful  night  and 
morning.  Or, 

Twenty  drops  of  the  muriated  tin£lure  of  iron. 
Night  and  morning. 


DYSENTERY, 

A DYSENTERY  is  a flux  of  blood  from 
the  bowels. 

The  causes.  An  acrid  blood,  erofion  of  the 
inteflines,  abrafion  of  their  mucus;  long  con- 
tinuance of  a diarrhoea,  fomewhat  acrimonious 
eaten,  or  drank,  hypercatharfes. 

The  diagnostics.  Bloody  dejeftions,  with 
films,  flime,  pieces  of  flefh,  phlegm,  bile  or  pus; 
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tormina  in  the  ftomach  and  bowels;  faintnefs, 
fpafms,  tenefmus,  Hippocratic  countenance* 

The  prognostics^  If  it  is  imprudently  flopped 
too  foon,  fuch  a method  is  produftive  of  the 
worft  confequences ; if  attended  with  a hic- 
cough, fyncopes,  or  in  old  perfons,  great  danger 
is  foreboded ; from  a gangrene  or  fchirrus  of  the 
inteftines,  or  meferaic  glands,  it  is  fatal. 

The  cure.  For  diet,  rice  milk,  fat  broths,  and 
in  the  furamer  time,  berries  of  all  forts  may  be 
eaten  at  pleafure,  particularly  flrawberries.  The 
cxpreffed  juice  of  the  folanum  is  faid  to  be  a 
fpecific  in  this  diforder,  with  what  truth  I know 
not ; the  cerated  glafs  of  antimony  has  been 
ftrongly  recommended : I have  feen  inflances 
wherein  it  has  fucceeded,  but  more  wherein  it 
has  failed.  The  buds  of  birch  powdered  and 
mixed  up  with  conferve  of  red  rofes  is  a medi- 
cine that  will  feldom  difappoint  expeftation : 
this  has  for  many  years  been  fold  at  a guinea  a 
gallipot,  and  is  ftill  ufed  in  the  navy.  The  con- 
ferve of  rofes  itfelf  is  no  defpicable  remedy,  for  I 
have  often  known  it  to  anfwer  alone,  when  taken 
to  the  quantity  of  two  or  three  ounces  in  a day. 

Begin  the  cure  with  a dofe  or  two  of  falts ; 
after  which  a little  rhubarb  may  be  given ; then 
give  three  or  four  grains  of  ipecacuanha,  and 
two  grains  of  tartarifed  antimony  every  morn- 
ing;—with  any  of  the  following  formulas. 

Take  a fheet  of  white  paper,  cut  into  flips,  boil 
in  a pint  and  half  of  milk  to  a pint,  to  be  taken 
at  twice. 
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N.  fe.  This  never  deceived  me.  For  compion 
drink,  two  ounces  of  gum  arabic  maybe  diflblved 
in  a quart  of  water,  fweetened  to  the  tafte.  Two 
fcruples  of  the  compound  powder  of  chalk  with 
opium,  Ihould  be  given  every  night. 

Take  of  Conferva  of  red  rofes,  two  ounces, 

Yellow  wax,  half  an  ounce, 

Filings  of  iron, 

Galangal,  of  each  a drachm. 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  an  elec- 
tuary. 

The  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  twice  i^t  thre^ 
times  a day.  Or, 

Take  of  Red  baik,  fix  drachms, 

Tormentil  root. 

Red  aftringent  gum,  of  each  two  drachms, 
Syrup  of  ginger,  enough  for  an  eleftuary. 

■ Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg,  thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Compound  powder  of  gum  tragacanth  two 
ounces, 

Spermaceti,  half  an  ounce, 

Balfam  of  Copalva,  enough  for  an  eleauary  : 

The  bignefs  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  morning 
and  night.  , 

Take  of  Red  aftringent  gum,  four  fcruples, 

Colomba  root,  two  fcruples, 

Purified  opium,  ten  grains. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  twenty-four  pills. 


Two  to  be  taken  night  and  morning,  or  oftner,  if 
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CHOLERA  MORBUS. 

TH  E Cholera  Morbus  is  a diforder  of  the 
ftomach  and  bowels,  always  accompanied 
with  vomiting  and  purging. 

The  cause.  An  acrid  bile,  which  may  be 
vitiated  by  various  means ; as  by  eating  more 
than  can  be  digefted;  by  taking  too  copious  a 
draught  of  cold  water ; by  continuing  too  long 
in  the  cold  bath  ; by  a deficient  fecretion  of  the 
panecreatic  juice;  by  profufe  evacuations,  or 
feeding  voracioufly  on  fat  or  fruit. 

The  (^agnostics.  It  is  moft  common  in  au- 
tumn ; retching,  naufea,  purging,  griping,  fpafms, 
contraftions  of  the  hands  and  feet,  bitter  tafte  in 
the  mouth,  green  color  of  that  which  is  ejefted, 
and  deje61ed,  fometimes  it  is  black ; tremors, 
cold  fweats,  facies  Hippocratica. 

The  prognostics.  If  the  inclination  to  go  to 
ftool  abates  firft  it  is  a good  fymptom.  Syncopes,, 
a dicrotic  or  rebounding  pulfe,  proclivity  to 
evacuate,  fuperfeded  by  laintnefs,  tumor  at  the 
pit  of  the  ftomach,  all  thefe  figns  denote  great 
danger ; in  ancient  perfons,  death. 

The  cure.  Give  plentifully  of  thin  broths  to 
facilitate  vomiting;  the  cuftom  is  not  yet  relih’- 
quiftied  of  adminiftering  a puke,  though  it  feems 
to  be  needlefs ; broth  alfo  may  be  thrown  up  in 
ciyfters.  Or, 
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Take  of  White  poppy  feeds, 

Cucumber  feeds,  of  each  half  an  ounce,  boll 
in  ten  ounces  of  water  to  feven, 

Oil  of  caftor,  two  ounces, 

Nitre,  four  fcruples, 

Acetated  cerufe,  a fcruple, 

For  a clyfler. 

For  common  drink,  give  a deco£l;ioii  of  a cruft 
of  bread  well  toafted,  ’till  broth  can  be  prepared, 
or  coffee.  Apply  a bit  of  cotton  dipped  in  the 
following  mixture  to  the  pit  of  the  ftomach  : 

Take  of  Camphire,  a fcruple, 

Tinfture  of  opium,  two  drachms. 

Oil  of  nutmegs,  cloves  and  mint,  of  each 
twenty  drops. 

Or,  bathe  the  pit  of  the  ftomach  frequently  with 
brandy,  or  camphorated  fpirit. 

Take  of  Calcined  antimony. 

Rhubarb,  of  each  a fcruple. 

Purified  opium,  two  grains. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  a bole, 

To  be  taken  as  foon  as  the  patient  has  had  plen- 
tiful evacuations  upwards  and  downwards,  and 
begins  to  grow  faint,  walhing  it  down  with  the 
following  draught. 

Take  of  Peppermint-water,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Spirit  of  cinnamon,  half  an  ounce. 

See  Colic  and  Vomiting. 
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TENESMUS.  ■ 

A TENESMUS  is  a continual  defire  of 
going  to  llool  without  voiding  any  thing 
more  than  an  acrid  mucus  : the  part  affefted  is 
the  return,  or  its  fphinfter.  It  is  rarely  an  idio- 
pathic difeafe. 

The  cause.  A laxity  of  the  fibres  ; fpafmodic 
confiriftion,  a paralytic  affeftion  of  the  fphinfter 
ani ; abrafion  of  the  mucus  of,  ulcer,  or  acrid 
irritating  fluid  in  the  re61;um ; hsemorrhoides, 
worms,  llone,  diarrhoea,  dyfentery. 

The  diagnostics.  A pungent  pain  in,  or  about 
the  reftum  ; frequent  inclinations  to  go  to  ftool, 
without  correfpondent  evacuations;  violent 
ftraining  without  voiding  any  thing  but  a vifcid 
or  bloody  mucus:  fenfation  of  laflitude,  faint- 
nefs. 

The  prognostics.  If  idiopathic,  and  the  patient 
is  not  fubjeft  to  a prolap fus  ani,  it  is  by  no  means 
formidable  or  rebellious,  if  it  proceeds  from  an 
ulcer  in  the  flrait  gut,  or  if  it  is  fymptomatic  in 
a diarrhoea  or  dyfentery,  or  accompanied  with 
fyncopes,  it  portends  great  danger  and  demands 
immediate  afliftance. 

The  cure.  Ufe  emollient  fomentations  and 
clyfters ; let  the  body  be  kept  as  flill  as  poffible 
and  in  an  eafy  pofition. 

Take  of  Gum  arable,  an  ounce,  diflblve  in  feven 
ounces  of  whey,  .to  which  add 
A drachm  of  tin£lure  of  opium, 
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For  a clyfter.  Or, 

Take  of  New  milk,  five  ounces, 

Sweet  oil,  two  ounces, 

Tin£lure  of  opium,  a drachm, 

For  a clyfter. 

Or,  the  ilarch  clyfler  in  diarrhoea. 

Take  of  Flowers  of  fulphur. 

Rhubarb,  of  each  a fcruple, 

Purified  opium,  two  grains. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  a bole, 

To  be  repeated  as  there  may  be  occafion. 

Take  of  Conferve  of  red  rofes,  an  ounce  and  half, 
Spermaceti, 

Elecampane,  of  each  half  an  ounce. 

Rhubarb,  a drachm, 

Syrup  of  white  poppies,  enough  for  an  elec* 
tuary. 

The  fize  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  morning  and 
night. 


PILES, 

TH  E Piles  are  a painful  and  fometimes 
periodical  tumor  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
return  ; if  they  difcharge  blood,  they  are  called 
the  bleeding  piles ; if  not,  the  blind  piles:  ac- 
cording to  the  fize  and  fhape,  they  are  nominated 
verrucal,  uval,  moral,  or  vefical. 


The 
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The  causes,  A plethora,  a cacochymy;  vio- 
lent exercife,  particularly  hard  riding ; negleft 
of  ufual  evacuations,  laborious  efforts  in  par- 
turition ; conftipation  of  body,  {training  hard  at 
flool,  lentor;  vifcidity,  or  acrimony  of  the  fluids. 


The  diagnostics.  Swelling  of  the  anus,  great 
pain  at  going  to  ftool,  voiding  of  blood,  fenfation 
of  a pungent  pain  ; heat,  or  weight  and  preffure 
in  the  anus. 


The  prognostics.  They  fometimes,  though 
rarely,  inflame  and  become  gangrenous ; fome- 
times grow  ulcerous  and  bring  on  a fiftula.  If 
they  continue  long  without  being  refolved,  they 
are  extremely  troublefome  and  even  render  life 
burthenfome.  It  they  happen  periodically  and 
are  always  attended  with  a difcharge  of  blood, 
they  are  falutary  critical  evacuations,  and  to  flop 
them  may  prove  dangerous,  unlefs  the  bleeding 
is  very  profufe  and  occafions  faintnefs,  weaknefs, 
or  lofs  of  appetite. 

The  cure.  Due  regard  muff  be  paid  to  the 
caufe  from  whence  they  fpring,  and  the  con- 
comitant fymptoms  with  which  they  are  attended. 
If  owing  to  a plethora,  bleed;  or  order  a diluting 
fparing  regimen,  with  the  liberal  ufe  of  fruit, 
vegetables,  cucumbers,  and  fuch  like.  But  if 
they  appear  in  a cache6fic  habit,  it  is  needlefs  to 
fay  that  all  thefe  things  fhould  be  avoided,  and 
thofe  only  propofed  which  are  eafieft  of  di- 
geflion. 


Note, 


Note,  the  viands  which  digeft  fooneft  and 
afford  the  moff  laudible  nutriment,  are  milk,  ! 
eggs,  partridge,  chicken,  fhell-fifh,  jellies,  and  ' 
pork  ; there  is  no  vegetable  that  digefts  fo  foon  i 
as  animal  fubftance ; the  bones  of  birds  will  be  ' 
converted  into  a mucus  in  the  ftomach  in  lefs  ^ 
time  than  even  bread,  as  I have  found  by  frequent 
experiments.  Nature  never  defigned  that  man- 
kind fhould  ufe  a vegetable  diet  only,  and  it  is 
aftonilhing  that  Dr.  Cheyne  fhould  recommend  | 
it  to  hypochondriacs  and  to  perfons  fubjeft  to  j 
the  gout ; though  indeed  he  retraced  what  he 

had  wrote  on  this  head  before  he  died.  ! 

! 

The  means  neceffary  for  the  relief  of  patients 
in  this  diforder  are  fomentations,  liniments, 
aftringents,  attenuants,  refolvents,  fulphureous 
medicines  and  opiates. 

For  the  bleeding  piles,  j 

Take  of  exprefled  juice  of  yarrow,  ! 

of  plantain,  each  five  ounces, 

Sugar,  as  much  as  you  pleafe.  i 

Of  this  mixture  let  four  fpoonfuls  be  taken  night 
and  morning. 

If  the  patient  is  coftive,. 

Take  of  Eleffuary  of  fenna,  an  ounce, 

Precipitated  fulphur,  feven  drachms, 

Jalap,  one  drachm, 

Syrup  of  buckthorn,  enough  for  an  elefluary, 

Dofe  the  fize  of  a nutmeg  morning  and  night. 

If

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If  he  is  of  a lax  habit, 

Take  of  Compound  powder  of  chalk, 
Olibanum,  of  each  a drachm, 
Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills. 


Number  twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  once  or 
twice  a day* 

A fotus  may  be  ufed,  of  an  ounce  and  a half 
of  lime-water,  with  half  an  ounce  of  tin61;ure  of 
opium.  Or,  an  ounce  of  the  ointment  of  marfh- 
mallows,  with  five  grains  of  opium ; this  oint- 
ment or  the  above  fhould  be  applied  two  or  three 
times  a day. 

For  the  blind  piles. 

Take  of  Quickfilver  with  fulphur,  an  ounce  and  half. 
Precipitated  fulphur,  half  an  ounce. 

Rhubarb,  a drachm  and  half, 

Honey,  enough  for  an  ele£luary. 

The  bignefs  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning. 

The  parts  may  be  touched  three  or  four  times 
a day  with  hog’s  lard,  or  oil  of  amber,  or  cam- 
phorated fpirit. 


The  following  ele61;uary  is  not  only  excellent 
in  this  diforder,  but  I have  feen  amazing  efFe8;s 
from  it  in  the  cure  of  a fiftula. 
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Take  of  Flowers  of  fulphur,  ^ 

Elecampane,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Sweet  fennel  feeds,  half  an  ounce, 

Black  pepper,  two  drachms, 

Balfam  of  copaiva,  or  honey,  enough  for  an 
cleftuary, 

Dofe  the  fize  of  a walnut,  twice  or  thrice  a day. 


HEART^BURN, 

TH  E Heart-burn  is  a painful  fenfation  of 
heat  and  fournefs  about  the  left  orifice  of 
the  ftomach,  which  is  called  cardia,  from  whence 
its  name,  viz.  Cardialgia. 

The  cause.  An  acid  acrimony  arifing  from 
a too  rapid  fermentation  in  the  ftomach ; the 
coryofive  fteams  of  this  acid  affeft  the  plexus  of 
the  nerves  on  the  upper  orifice  of  the  ftomach. 

The  diagnostics.  Acid  eru6fations,  a hot  burn- 
ing pain  at  and  above  the  fcrobiculus  cordis,  an 
involuntary  flux  of  tears,  naufea  ; vomiting  foon 
after  meals,  of  a greafy  inflammable  pituita; 
fpafms  in  the  ftomach  and  bowels ; the  rifing  of 
water  in  the  mouth,  particularly  in  the  morning ; 
ficknefs  foon  after  rifing  from  bed,  borborygini, 
flatus. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  never  dangerous,  but 
extremely  troublefome,  efpecially  after  riding  or 
frnoaking ; thofe  who  are  fubje6l  to  it  are  free 
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from  inflammatory  feversj  it  is  fometimes  a 
tedious  while  e’er  it  can  be  eradicated  though 
always  curable  ; if  it  is  fuffered  to  continue  long, 
it  may  occafion  a cephalalgia,  vertigo,  epilepfy, 
and  convulfions  of  all  forts. 

The  cure.  The  fpafmodic  or  rheumatic  pain 
in  the  ftomach  requires  the  ufe  of  aromatic 
heating  medicines,  as  a fcruple  of  camphire  in 
half  an  ounce  of  asther ; this  nobleft  of  all  antif- 
pafmodics  fhould  be  taken  in  a fpoon,  without 
mixing  any  thing  with  it,  or  fwallowing  any 
thing  immediately  after  it  : the  tinfture  of 
guaiacum,  half  an  ounce  in  fix  ounces  of  water; 
opiates,  aloetic  purges,  chal)  beates,  and  the  dry 
vomit.  See  Flatus. 

The  gout  in  the  ftomach  is  Toon  removed  by 
the  above-mentioned  folution  of  camphire  in 
aether,  the  guaiacine  tin6fure ; drinking  mo- 
derately of  fpirits  or  Madeira  wine,  or  the  liberal 
ufe  of  opiates. 

Periodical  pains  are  to  be  removed  by  the  bark, 
or  if  they  do  not  yield  to  that,  by  the  dry  vomit. 

Whatever  ferments  fpeedily  in  the  ftomach 
fhould  be  avoided,  as  vegetables,  fruit,  fugar, 
wines,  malt  and  all  liquors  that  have  not  palled 
the  ftate  of  fermentation : Madeira  is  faid  to  be 
the  only  wine  which  will  not  ferment  in  the 
ftomach.  The  dinner  fhould  be  made  of  animal 
food,  and  nothing  but  water  drank  with  it ; the 
breakfaft  and  fupper  fiiould  be  milk.  A draught 
of  milk  and  water  will  generally  relieve  the  pain, 
whenever  it  is  violent. 
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The  cure  may  be  perfefted  by  the  occafional 
ufe  of  chalk  or  magnefia  troches,  oyfter-jfhells, 
bole,  terra  lemia,  red  coral,  crabs  eyes  or  claws, 
egg  fhells,  burned  hartlhorn,  liquorice,  chalk, 
or  lime-ftones,  the  oils  of  nutmeg,  cloves,  or 
cinnamon. 

Take  of  Gum  arabic,  two  ounces. 

Prepared  kali,  fix  drachms, 

Pure  water,  a pint  and  half ; 


When  the  gum  is  difTolved  and  the  fait,  add  four 
ounces  of  Ipirit  of  cinnamon  : of  this  mixture, 
three  or  four  fpoonfuls  may  be  taken,  twice  or 
three  times  a day. 

Of  the  aloetic  wine,  two  tea-fpoonfuls  may  be 
taken  morning  and  night.  Or,  thirty  drops  of 
water  of  kali,  in  a glafs  of  water. 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes, 

Pilings  of  iron,  of  each  a drachm, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills. 

Number  twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  morning 
and  night. 

In  very  obflinate  cafes  an  emetic  Ihould  be 
premifed,  then  a purgative  of  two  ounces  of  the 
aloetic  wine  ; after  which,  either  of  the  above 
formulae  will  complete  the  cure. 


CO  L IC. 
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COLIC, 

The  Colic  is  "a  fevere  pain  in  the  belly’,  af- 
fecting the  epigaftre  or  hypochondres  ; the 
part  afFeCled  is  the  gut  colon,  fometimes  the  ilium. 

The  causes.  Diftention  from  flatulencies, 
acid  gas,  irritation  of  the  villous  coat  of  that 
inteftine,  crudities,  coftivenefs,  ruptures,  folution 
of  continuity,  fcybals,  acrimony  of  the  bile. 

The  diagnostics.  A violent  pain  in  the  ab- 
domen ; at  one  time  affeCting  the  whole  of  it, 
another  time  determined  to  one  point;  fome- 
times fliifting  from  place  to  place,  fometimes 
fixed,  while  the  belly  fwells  as  if  it  would  burlL; 
the  patient  is  coftive,  makes  but  little  urine ; a 
fever  and  flrong  pulfation  in  the  abdomen  are  its 
ufual  concomitants,  with  vomiting,  rugitus,  or 
rolling  noife  in  the  inteftines,  but  always  a vehe- 
ment and  tenfive  pain. 

In  the  bilious  Colic,  yellow  or  greenilh  matter 
is  ejeCled  : the  eruClations  are  nidorous,  the  thirfl: 
is  more  intenfe,  and  the  fever  higher  than  in  the 
flatulent  colic. 

The  Colica  PiClonum  infefts  the  hands  and 
feet.  For  this  the  balfam  of  Peru  has  been 
found  an  excellent  remedy ; the  dofe  thirty  or 
forty  drops,  to  be  repeated  as  there  is  occafion. 

The  Stone  Colic  mufl;  be  treated  with  a view 
to  its  caufe.  See  Stone. 
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The  Hylleric  Colic  is  not  dangerous.  See 
Hysterics. 

The  prognostics.  If  the  pain  is  mild,  or  if 
it  intermits,  arid  the  conftipation  of  body  is  not 
very  refraftory,  it  is  eafily  cured.  If  the  pain  is 
fixed,  and  there  be  no  palfage  downward ; if  it  is 
attended  with  intolerable  reftleifnefs,  vomiting, 
fainting,  hiccoughs,  cold  fweats,  and  delirium, 
there  is  no  fmall  danger.  It  not  unfrequently 
terminates  in  a palfy,  jaundice,  epilepfy,  or  drop- 
fy.  If  ownng  to  an  inflammation  of  the  bowels, 
and  the  pain  fuddenly  vanifhes,  it  will  prove  fatal, 
for  the  parts  are  then  fphacelated. 

The  cure.  The  concomitant  fever  is  of  lefs 
confequence  than  it  is  often  imagined  to  be, 
'’’being  only  fymptomatic,  and  when  the  caufe  is 
removed,  will  ceafe  of  courfe.  In  general  phle- 
botomy is  unneceflTary,  and  fuperinduces  much 
worfe  diforders,  for  thofe  juft  mentioned  (when 
colics  terminate  thus  unfavourably)  are  not  a 
little  obliged  to,  the  lancet  for  their  exiftence. 
Clyfters  are  peculiarly  ferviceable,  becaufe  they 
are  fooneft  conveyed^  to  the  affedled  part,  and  ex- 
pedite the  difcharge  by  ftool.  The  ufe  of  opiates 
(as  in  all  painful  diforders)  is  indicated.  Semi- 
cupia  are  highly  beneficial. 

In  the  Bilious  Colic,  tartarifed  antimony, 
clyfters,  aloetic,  or  rhabarbine  purges  and  ano- 
dynes are  to  be  ufed.  Sec  Jaundice  and 
Flatus. 
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In  the  Hyfteric  Colic,  cordials,  diaphoretics, 
anti-hyfterics,  clyfters,  and  chalybeates,  are  in- 
dicated. ‘ 

In  the  Stone  Colic  carminatives  are  of  little 
fervice  : regard  muft  be  paid  to  its  original  caufe. 
Se^  Stone. 

* 

In  the  Flatulent  Colic  begin  with  a purgative 
clyfler : if  attended  with  a high  fever,  and  the 
patient  is  really  plethoric,  draw  off  fix  or  feven 
ounces  of  blood.  Then, 

Take  of  Common  water,  fix  ounces, 

Oil  of  olives,  two  ounces, 

Vitriolated  natron,  an  ounce  and  a. half, 
Tijaffure  of  opium,  a drachm, 

For  a clyfter.  Or, ' 

Take  of  Balfam  of  copalva  (dliToIved  in  the  yolk  of 
an  egg)  half  an  ounce, 

Mountain  v/ine,  fix  ounces, 

Linfeed  oil,  two  ounces, 

Purified  opium,  five  grains, 

A clyller.  Or, 

Take  of  Colocynth,  a fcruple, 

Purified  opium,  tea  grains, 

Vitriolated  quickfilver, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  of  each  five 
grains. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Eight : two  every  hour  till  the  pain  ceafes. 

O ^ 
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Take  of  Wine  of  aloes,  two  ounces  and  a half, 

/ Syrup  of  buckthorn,  half  an  ounce, 

A draught  to  be  taken  immediately.  Or, 

Take  of  Tinflure  of  fenna,  two  ounces  and  a haff, 
Syrup  of  rofes,  half  an  ounce, 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  ten  grains, 

A draught. 

If  the  pain  continues  after  the  draught  begins 
to  v/ork,  ufe  the  above  pills,  one  occafionally. 

I have  known  eleftricity  often  remove  the 
colic : to  fay  the  truth,  I never  knew  it  tried 
without  giving  immediate  relief ; it  has  fometimes 
returned,  but  a repetition  of  the  fame  has  had  the 
fame  effeft  as  before.  Ten  or  fifteen  grains  of 
allum  often  repeated,  are  faid  to  cure  an  ha- 
bitual colic. 


ILIAC  PASSION, 

The  Iliac  Pafiion  is  an  inverfion  of  the  peri- 
fialtic  motion  of  the  inteftines  ; confequently 
in  this  cafe  nothing  can  pafs  downwards.  It  is 
called  Volvulus  and  Miferere  mei. 

The  causes.  The  introfufception  of  a fuperior 
part  of  an  inteftine  into  a lower,  or  e contra ; 
induration  of  fceces  in  the  re£fum  into  fcybals ; 
vomiting,  irritation,  a rupture,  acrid  bile. 

The  diagnostics,  A moft  acute  pain  in  the 
fmall,  fometimes  in  the  large  guts;  generally 

about 
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about  the  umbilical  region ; above  it,  a tumor ; 
difficulty  in  making  urine  ; the  anus  fo  fall  clofed 
by  a fpafm,  as  to  become  totally  impervious ; 
it  comes  on  flowly,  while  the  tumor  in  the  belly 
grows  bigger  and  harder  ; vehement  ftraining, 
ejeftion  of  excrements  by  the  mouth,  difficult 
Vefpiration,  cold  fweats,  hiccoughs,  frigidity  of 
the  extremities,  fyncopes,  fubfultus  tendinum, 
idiotcy. 

The  prognostics.  This  terrible  diforder  is  in« 
cldent  to  perfons  of  all  ages  ; to  old  perfons  it  is 
fatal ; hiccoughs  and  convulfions  are  the  fore- 
runners of  death;  fo  is  alfo  a hidden  difappearance 
of  the  pain,  being  the  fign  of  a mortification. 


The  cure,  I have  relieved  fome  after  the 
foeces  came  up  at  the  mouth  by  cold  pediluvia. 
Let  the  patient  be  taken  out  of  bed,  and  being 
fupported  by  two  perfons,  throw  water  as  cold  as 
can  be  procured  on  the  feet,  then  daffi  it  on  the 
legs,  and  in  a few  feconds  more  on  the  thighs  ; 
after  wiping  him  dry,  replace  him  on  the  bed, 
•and  in  a quarter  of  an  hour,  if  a ftool  is  not  pro- 
duced, repeat  the  fame  manoeuvre  ; if  the  fecond 
operation  fails,  fuccefs  is  not  to  be  expelled. 


If  it  proceeds  from  a hernia,  reduce  the  intef- 
tine  if  poffible.  If  plethoric,  which  is  feldom 
the  cafe,  a little  blood  may  be  taken  away.  In- 
jeff,  if  it  can  be  done,  a defter  of  tobacco  fmoke, 
it  is  an  Herculean  remedy;  then  give  a clyfter 
of  feven  ounces  of  oil,  with  a drachm  of  colo- 
cynth  boiled  in  it.  Some  give  five  ounces,  or 
O 3 evefs 
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pen  half  a pound  of  live  quickfilver,  for  a dofe  ; 
if  voided  by  ftool,  the  patient  will  recover ; iL 
retained,  as  it  often  is,  it  expedites  his  end;  I 
have  found  it  in  the  figmoid  flexure  of  the  colon. 
For  feveral  nights  after  recovery,  a paregoric 
- will  be  neceflfary.  The  following  Ample  draught 
has  been  exceeding  ferviceable  : 

Take  of  Tinfture  of  aloes,  an  ounce, 

- Syrup  of  white  poppies, 

Oil  of  olives,  * 

Vinegar,  of  each  half  an  ounce,. 

Spermaceti,  two  drachms : 

A draught ; to  be  taken  every  three  hours. 

Take  of  Vitriolated  natron,  two  ounces,. 

Pure  water,  fix  ounces, 

Tinfture  of  afafoetida, 

Tinfture  of  opium,  of  each  two  drachms ; 

A clyfter. 

Take  of  Colocynth,  two  fcruples. 

Purified  opium,  one  fcruple, 

Vitriolated  quickfilver, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  of  each  ten 
grains,  ^ 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Twelve  two  to  be  taken  occafionally. 


APPETITE  BAD. 

WHEN  the  appetite  is  depraved,  or  the 
ftomach  deprived  of  its  ufual  appetence 
for  food,  or  when  a naufea  is  felt  at  the  fight  or 
fmell  of  vi6luals,  a perfon  is  faid  to  labor  under 
an  anorexia. 


Apepfia 
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Apepfia  is  when  the  digeftive  organs  are  in- 
capable of  elaborating  the  aliment  into  chyle,  or 
a loll  digeftion. 

Bradypepfia  is  when  digeftion  is  performed 
flowly  and  with  great  difficulty,  or  a diminiffied 
digeftion. 

Dyfpeplia  is  when  the  food  cannot  fo  properly 
be  faid  to  be  digefted,  as  converted  into  a morbid 
colluvies  not  fit  fof  nutriment,  and  may  therefore 
be  called  a Depraved  Digeftion. 

They  all  proceed  from  the  fame  caufes,  and 
require  the  fame  method  of  cure. 

The  causes.  A laxity  of  the  mufcular  fibres 
of  the  ftomach,  a glutinous  pituita  ; a deficiency 
of  the  fecretions,  particularly  that  of  faliva  or  the 
gaftric  fluid ; grief,  fear,  the  mind  being  in- 
tenfely  fixed  on  one  obje6l,  hard  drinking,  for- 
mer voracity,  prpfufe  excretions,  want  of  fleep, 
or  exercife,  deficiency  of  heat  in  the  ftomach, 
fevere  ftudies. 

The  diagnostics.  Frequent  retchings,  pale- 
nefs,  borborygmi,  tenfion  of  the  fcrobiculus  cor- 
dis, nidorus  eru6lations  ; after  long  continuance 
without  food,  no  inclination  to  eat ; at  the  fight 
of  viauals,  naufea ; after  eating,  vomiting  and 
fwelling  at  the  pit  of  the  ftomach,  fenfation  of 
coldnefs  in  the  ftomach. 

T\\q  prognostics.  It  oftens  terminates  in  a 
marafmus,  dropfy,  jaundice,  or  cachexy,  and 
the  patient  dies  tabid.  It  is  always  of  bad 
confequence  if  of  long  continuance,  for  the 

patient 
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patient  gradually  grows  worfe  while  the  diforder 
increafcs  in  obftinacy.  There  are  but  few  cafes 
which  are  irremediable. 

The  cure.  The  patient  fhould  humor  his 
ftomach  by  eating  whatever. he  feels  the  leaft 
inclination  for,  and  of  that  a little  at  a time,  and 
often.  1 

For  diet,  fee  Phthisis,  Hypochondria, 
Impotency,  and  Weakness  of  the  Solids. 

The  chalybeate  waters  are  ufeful,  or  if  from 
frequent  afts  of  intemperance  and  ebriety,  the 
Bath  waters  ; acids,  bitters,  change  of  air,  exer- 
cife,  deeping  foon  after  meals,  gentle  cathartics, 
aftringents,  aromatics,  but  above  all  the  dry  vomit. 

Take  of  Ipecacuanha,  five  grains, 

Blue  vitriol,  one  grain ; 

Let  this  powder  be  taken  in  the  morning  fading, 
three  times  a week,  without  drinking  any  thing 
during  the  operation. 

Take  of  Aloetic  pills,  a drachm, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Filings  of  iron. 

Myrrh,  of  each  half  a drachm, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills. 

Number  thirty-two  ; two  to.  be  taken  twice  a day* 
If  not  coftive. 

Take  of  Conferve  of  wormwood,  an  ounce  and  half, 
Galangal, 

Zedoary,  of  each  half  an  ounce. 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  an  eleQuary, 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg  twice  a day. 


Take 
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Tdkt  of  Aloetic  pills,  two  fcruples, 

Snake-root,  a drachm, 

Long  pepper,  half  a drachm, 

Oil  of  cinnamon,  twenty  drops, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills. 

Number  thirty-two ; two  to  be  taken  morning 
and  night. 

A tea-fpoonful  of  the  compound  tin£fure  of 
gentian,  may  be  taken  thrice  a day,  or  tin6i;ure  of 
orange-peel,  or  of  the  diluted  vitriolic  acid.  See 
Flatus. 


BU  LI  MU  S. 

BULIMUS,  or  canine  appetite,  is  fo  called 
from  the  conftant  propenlity  that  is  felt  to 
eat,  and  the  voracity  with  which  the  food  is  de- 
voured. 

The  causes.  A digellion  too  quick,  a too 
liberal  ufe  of  acids,  immoderate  evacuations, 
worms,  acrimony  of  the  gallric  fluid. 

The  diagnostics  are  fufficiently  obvious. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  often  fucceeded  by  a 
bulimia:  that  is  when  the  fame  inclination  to  eat 
remains  without  the  power,  and  after  the  patient 
does  eat,  he  faints.  If  not  cured,  it  terminates  in 
a lientery,  a cachochymy,  or  atrophy. 

The  cure.  Let  fat  meat  and  fat  broths  be  the 
principal  diet ; fweet  wines  or  new  beer,  the 

chief 
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chief  liquids  that  are  drank.  Give  emetics, 
particularly  the  dry  vomit  and  aloetic  cathartics. 
If  it  j^roceeds  from  worms, 

Take  of  Quickfilver  with  fulphur, 

Tin,  of  each  two  drachms, 

For  fix  powders ; let  one  be  taken  morning  an-d 
night. 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes, 

Filings  of  iron, 

AfafcEtida,  of  each  two  fcruples, 

, Oil  of  wormwood,  enough  for  Spills, 

Number  twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  twice  a 
day. 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes, 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  a drachm, 

Calomel, 

Colocynth,  of  each  a fcruple, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Thirty-two  ; two  to  be  taken  night  and  morning. 

Take  of  Mutton  fuet,  four  ounces. 

New  milk,  eight  ounces, 

For  a draught  to  be  drank  warm. 

Opium  may  be  given  occafionally,  not  in  lefs 
dofes  than  three  grains. 


VOMITING. 
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VOMITI NG. 


The  cause  of  Vomiting  is  a convulfive  or 
inverted  motion  of  the  ftomach  ; owing  to 
forne  irritation  of  the  nerves  of  its  left  orifice, 
which  may  be  occafioned  by  confent  of  parts,  as 
failing,  tickling  the  throat,  See.  to  a laxity  alfo 
of  its  mufcular  fibres,  acid  acrimony,  or  redun- 
dance of  bile. 

The  diagnostic  is  obvious.  If  idiopathic,  no 
part  is  affefted  but  the  ftomach.  If  fymptomatic, 
reference  muft  be  had  to  the  primary  diforder. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  often  a critical  expul- 
fion  of  an  acrid  morbific  matter,  and  fhould  then 
be  promoted  by  an  emetic  and  broth.  If  of  more 
than  two  days  continuance  (at  times)  or  if  the 
patient  is  always  fick  after  eating,  it  ought  to  be 
prevented,  or  it  will  terminate  in  an  anorexia, 
marafmus,  or  paralytic  affeHion  of  the  fiomach. 

The'rz^r^.  Give  a gentle  emetic,  or  five  or 
feven  grains  of  ipecacuanha,  every  morning  faff- 
ing, for  a few  days,  letting  it  work  itfelf  off  with- 
out drinking.  Its  prevention  is.  to  be  fecured  by 
anti-emetics,  nervines,  cardiacs  and  opiates. 
Repeated  applications  of  camphorated  fpirit  to 
the  pit  of  the  ffomach  ; fomentations  and  ffo- 
machic  plaiflers  may -be  ufed  : it  would  not  be 
amifs  to  apply  them  under  the  left  fhoulder  ^rather 
than  to  the  pit  of  the  ftomach.  Preparations  of 
mint  are  of  great  utility,  either  the  eflential  oil, 
or  an  infufion  of  the  leaves  in  the  diftilled  water 

of 
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of  the  fame.  If  it  proceeds  from  an  acid  acri- 
mony, give  plentiful  draughts  of  broth,  and  a 
drachm  of  the  magnefia  alba  occafionally. 

A fcfuple  of  colomba  root  as  often  as  is  necef- 
fary. 

See  Colic,  Cholera  Morbus,  Flatus, 
and  Appetite  Bad. 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  two  fcruples, 

Conferve  of  wormwood,  half  a drachm, 

Let  this  be  wafhed  down  immediately  with  two 
ounces  of  lemon  juice,  or  vinegar,  or  a draught 
compofed  of  an  ounce  of  lemon  juice,  and  one 
ounce  of  peppermint-water. 

Take  of  Bay  berries,  half  a drachm, 

Grains  of  paradife,  * 

Galangal,  of  each  ten  grains, 

Oil  of  cinnamon,  * 

Oil  of  mint,  of  each  three  drops. 

Purified  opium,  two  grains. 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  a bole. 

To  be  taken  at  bed  time. 

A tea-fpoonful  of  compound  tin6fure  of  laven- 
der may  be  taken  occafionally,  or  of  colomba,  or 
of  cafcarilla. 


SYNCOPE. 

SYNCOPE,  or  fainting,  proceeds  from  an  ob- 
ftruftion  of  the  effh^x  of  the  nervous  influ- 
ence along  the  par  vagum. 


The 
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The  causes,  Weaknefs,  intenfe  pain,  hunger, 
thirft,  anorexia,  profufe  evacuations,  excefs  of 
external  heat,  paflions  of  the  mind,  hyfteric  af- 
feftions,  uterine  furor. 

The  diagnostics,  Palenefs,  cold  fweats,  low 
fluttering  pulfe,  tremblings,  ceflation  of  motion 
and  fenfe. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  always  dangerous,  ex- 
cepting in  hyfterical  paroxyfms,  and  then  it  is 
of  little  confequence.  From  exceffive  evacu- 
ations, or  after  convulfions,  or  fupervening  the 
ravages  of  a fever,  it  is  often  fatal. 

The  cure  is  to  be  effected  by  nervines,  cardiacs, 
fternutatories,  volatiles,  opiates,  the  aromatic  > 
confeftion,  ginger,  a generous  diet,  and  the  cold 
bath. 

See  Epilepsy,  Flatus,  and  Weakness  of 
the  Solids. 

Take  of  the  Chalk  mixture,  feven  ounces. 

Spirit  of  cinnamon,  two  ounces. 

Compound  tlnfture  of  lavender, 

Balfamlc  fyrup,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

A julep,  of  which  give  thi^e  or  four  fpoonfuls 
as  there  is  occafion.  It  is  a moft  excellent  cor- 
dial. 

Take  of  Volatile  tln61ure  of  valerian,  an  ounce  and 
half. 

Compound  tlnflure  of  lavender,  half  an  ounce. 

Two  tea-fpoonfuls  of  thefe  drops  to  be  taken  in 
a glafs  of  water  two  or  three  times  a day. 

P POISONS, 
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POISONS. 

IP'  poifons  have  been  taken  internally,  give 
immediately  three  grains  of  blue  vitriol,  and 
five  grains  of  the  yellow  emetic  quickfilver,  with 
frequent  and  large  dofes  of  fweet  oil  afterwards, 
and  two  fcruples  of  kali  every  three  hours. 

For  the  bite  of  a mad  dog.  Apply  a cataplafm 
of  pickled  herrings  to  the  part  affe6fed ; or  a 
cauftic  with  the  following  dre fling,  half  an  ounce 
of  gum  elemi,  and  two  drachms  of  the  red 
nitrated  quickfilver.  Ufe  mufk,  alkalis,  mercu- 
rials^ and  imraerfion  in  fait  water. 

Take  of  Camphire,  a drachm  and  half. 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Vitriolated  quickfilver,  of  each  half  a drachm, 
Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  thirty-two;  one  to  be  taken  morning 
and  night. 

N.  B.  I fear  all  the  above,  and  the  famous 
Ormlkirk  medicine  too,  are  equally  ufelefs,  if 
the  dog  really  mad. 

For  the  bite  of  a viper.  Bathe  the  part 
affefled  with  'Warm  oil  often. 

Sting  of  an  infeft.  Apply  a piece  of  allum 
Wetted  to  the  part  frequently,  or  balfam  of  Peru 
and  Hungary  water,  of  each  equal  parts ; or  of 
oil  of  olives  and  oil  of  turpentine  equal  parts,  or 
camphorated  fpirit,  tin6fure  of  myrrh,  of  each 
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equal  parts;  or  of  water  of  ammonia  anrl  oil  of 
amber,  of  each  equal  parts,  or,  an  aqueous  folu- 
tion  of  opium. 


PALPITATION  of  the  HEART 

A PALPITATION  of  the  heart  is  a preter- 
natural fyftole  of  that  vifeus. 

The  causes.  It  is  often  owing  to  a plethora, 
to  polypous  concretions,  fometimes  to  a defi- 
ciency of  nervous  influence,  or  influx  difpropor- 
tionate  to  the  elaflicity  of  the  mufcular  fibre,  in- 
dolence, ebriety,  acid  gas,  rpafrns,  acrimony  of 
the  fluids. 

The  diagnostics.  A fluttering  pulfe,  temporary 
ftoppage  of  the  breath,  a preternatural  pulfation 
on  the  left  fide,  to  be  felt  by  the  hand,  and  fome- 
times to  be  heard. 

The  prognostics.  If  it  is  owing  to  fl.efhy  ex- 
crefcencies  or  grumous  clots,  it  is  incurable : if 
from  a plethora,  it  is  to  be  removed  by  bleeding 
only;  if  from  an  acid  halitus,  eafily  curable  by 
alcalis  and  cardiacs.  If  of  long  continuance,  it 
often  terminates  in  an  apoplexy. 

The  cure.  It  muff  be  treated  according  to  the 
caufe  it  proceeds  from.  If  the  patient  is  not 
plethoric,  avoid  all  evacuations  and  ufe  one  of 
the  fubfequent  remedies:

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A fcruple  of  camphlrc,  dlfTolved  In  half  an  ounce  of 
«tlier, 

For  a draught. 

Take  of  Compound  tinflurc  of  lavender, 

Tinfture  of  caftor,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

Of  thefe  drops  let  two  tea-fpoonfuls  be  taken 
twice  or  thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Gum  arable,  two  ounces,,  dlflblve  in 

Pure  water,  a pint,  ‘ ' 

Tinflure  of  cantharldes. 

Oil  of  turpentine,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

Two  or  three  fpoonfuls  of  this  mixture  to  be 
taken  night  and  morning. 


Spasms^  Opisthotonos ^ Convulsions, 

Spasms  owe  their  origin  to  an  irregular  or 
unequal  influx  of  the  vital  heat  into  the 
affefted  mufcles ; or  great  deficiency  thereof. 
They  require  the  ufe  of,  veficatories,  emetics, 
and  antifpafmodics,  fuch  as  gum  ammoniac,  afa- 
feetida,  valerian,  mufk,  blue  vitriol,  or  which  is 
fecond  to  none  of  them,  a fcruple  of  camphire 
in  half  an  ounce  of  aether. 

Painful  fpafms  demand  the  liberal  ufe  of 
opiates. 

In  the  opiflhotonos  and  the  locked  jaw, 
purified  opium  may  be  given,  even  to  the  quan- 
tity 
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tity  of  feven  or  eiglir  grains  for  a dofe,  wafhing 
it  down  with  feven  or  eight  ounces  of  the  muflt 
julep,  or  two  grains  frequently  repeated,  i.  e. 
every  hour,  ’till  the  end  is  anfwered. 

Convulfions  of  all  forts  in  children  yield  to 
the  following : 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  a drachm, 

Tinfture  of  afafcEtida,  half  an  ounce. 
Peppermint  water,  an  ounce  and  halt, 

Let  a tea-fpoonful  be  given  three  or  four  times  a 
day. 


DIABETES, 

A DIABETES  is  a preternatural  difcharge  of 
urine. 

The  causes.  An  obftruflion  of  infenhble  per- 
fpiration,  dilatation  of  the  renal  glands,  too  great 
attenuation  of  ferum,  laxity  of  the  fibres,  hard 
drinking.

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cold  bath.  A veficatory  applied  to  the  os  facrum 
has  an  admirable  elFeft.  For  common  drink,  the 
decoftion  of  hartfhorn  may  be  given,  with  an 
ounce  of  infufion  of  rofes  in  every  pint ; or  lime- 
water,  or  the  Briftol  waters,  or  allum  whey, 
which  will  fometimes  efFeft  a cure  alone  : it  may 
be  prepared  by  putting  two  drachms  of  roch- 
allum  in  a pint  of  boiling  milk  : half  a pint  to  be 
drank  twice  a day.  If  coftive,  let  aloetics  be 
given.  The  dry  vomit  is  of  confiderable  utility.

ORMS  are  of  three  forts,  teretes,  or  the 


vv  round  worm,  whofe  feat  is  in  the  fto- 
mach ; taenia,  or  the  tape^worra,  which  is  to  be 
fourrd  in  moft  of  the  inteftines ; afcarides,  or  the 
fmall  worm,  feldom  to  be  met  with  but  in  the 
re6lum. 

The  cause.  Ova  received  with  the  food. 

The  diagnostics.  Inflation  of  the  abdomen; 
violent  pain  and  fpafms  in  the  ftomach  and 
bowels ; itching  of  the  nofe  or  anus ; foetid 
breath,  voracity,  the  excrements  greafy,  or 
greenilh,  or  flimy;  coma,  naufea,  moiftnefs  of 
the  mouth  and  flavering  in  the  night,  grinding 
of  the  teeth,  faintnefs,  cold  fweats,  delirium, 
convulfions;  fhocks,  fimilar  to  eleftrical  ones; 
flulhing  heats,  flying  pains,  anxiety,  alternate 
fwelling  and  fubfidence  of  the  veins,  the  pulfe 
weak  and  intermitting,  thirfl;,  palenefs,  vagrant 
flitches,  epileptical  paroxyfms,  paralytical  flrokes, 
which  go  off  fpontaneoufly  on  the  removal  of 
the  caufe. 

The  prognostics.  If  they  remain  long  in  the 
inteftinai  canal,  they  produce  a variety  of  unac- 
countable diforders  : ftrange  and  incredible  are  the 
effefts  which  are  occafionedby  thefedeteftable  ver- 
min ; few  perfons  are  wholly  free  from  them,  par- 
ticularly females.  If  after  they  are  deflroyed  they 
are  not  conveyed  outof  the  body,  a putrid  acrimony 
may  be  the  confequence ; fmall  dofes  of  cathar- 


tics 
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tks  fhould  be  continued  for  fome  time  after  they 
are  killed,  not  only  for  the  above  reafon,  but  to 
cieanfe  the  bowels  from  the  adhering  ova. 

The  cure  is  to  be  effeQed  by  aloetics,  chaly- 
beates,  oils,  oleous  clyfters,  prepared  kali,  or  oil 
of  wormwood,  which  may  be  applied  to  the 
navel,  or  a plaifter  of  aloes  and  galbanum  may 
be  fmeared  over  with  it,  and  applied  to  the  um- 
bilical region  for  children.  New  milk  in  a de- 
coftion  of  quickfilver,  two  ounces  to  a pint  for 
four  dofes : flowers  of  fulphur  mixed  up  with 
honey,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  night 
and  morning  ; red  fulphurated  quickfilver  is  an 
excellent  anthelmintic,  as  alfo  are  the  filings  of 
pewter,  which  may  be  given  to  adults  to  the 
quantity  of  a drachm,  falling,  or  the  fame  quan- 
tity of  tin.  The  following  pills  are  equal  to  any 
thing  in  efficacy :

SCURVY  and  SCORBuiiu  JbnuriiuiMc^, 

The  Scurvy  is  a cacochymic  diathefis  of  all 
the  fluids. 


Tlie  causes.  An  acidity,  an  acrimony,  or 
(at  Sea)  putrefaQive  quality  in  the  blood,  often 
introduced  by  a moift  air,  obftruHed  perfpiration, 
putrid  water,  poornefs  of  blood,  that  part  of 
falted  provifions  which  has  not  taken  fait,  (for 
fait  itfelf,  fo  far  from  producing  the  Tcurvy,  is 
an  excellent  antifcorbutic)  eating  too  plentifully 
of  fruit.  Surfeits,  as  they  are  called,  and  fcorbutic 
eruptions,  originate  from  the  too  liberal  ufe  of 
vegetables.  Few  perfonS  are  entirely  void  of  all 
fcorbutic  complaints.  The  fea  feurvy  is  a diforder 
that  requires  a treatment  very  different  from 
this  we  are  treating  of,  th6ugh  the  effeQs  are 
fomewhat  fimilar;  for  vegetables  and  acids  are 
the  moft  expeditious  remedy  for  feamen,  efpe- 
cially  on  fhore;  but  they  ought  to  be  totally 
abftained  from,  by  thofe  who  never  ufe  the  fea 
and  are  troubled  with  cuticular  eruptions.  Scor- 
butic eruptions  are  fo  common,  that  the  author 
has  met  with  fome  thoufands  of  thefe  cafes  in  a 
year,  and  never  one  that  he  did  not  fucceed  in 
the  cure  of ; but  left  his  invariable  order  to  ab- 
ftain  from  all  vegetables  and  acids  ffiould  ftartle 

the 
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the  reader,  he  begs  leave  to  obfeve,  that  fo 
far  from  being  lingular  in  this  point,  he  has 
heard  the  fame  advice  given  by  the  greateft  and 
beft  phyfician  of  this  or  any  age  or  country ; it 
were  needlefs  to  add  that  he  means  Dr.  Fothergil. 

The  diagnostics.  An  acute  pain  in  the  head, 
a fenfation  ofdullnefs,  erratic  pains  in  the  limbs, 
blacknefs  of  the  fkin,  fponginefs  and  putrefaflions 
of  the  gums,  oozing  of  blood  from  them;  rotten- 
nefs  of  the  teeth,  foetid  breath,  an  unequal  pulfe, 
diarrhoea  apd  dyfentery ; frequent^  Ihiverings,  a 
palpitation  not  feldom  fatal ; fwellings  in  the 
joints,  vitiated  appetite,  borborygmi,  tormina  in 
the  bowels,  foinetimes  coftivenefs;  the  urine 
pale,  red,  or  gravelly ; naufea,  hiccoughs,  livid 
fpots  on  the  fkin,  fometimes  converted  to  foul  ill- 
conditioned  ulcers,  crufts,  fcabs,  fcabies,  cuticular 
eruptions,  which  itch  intolerably,  appearing  in 
general,  firft  on  the  thighs,  then  on  the  arms  and 
hands,  fometimes  fcattered  on  the  breaft  or  over 
the  whole  body;  red  angry  pimples,  carbuncles, 
veficles  full  of  a hot  acrid  lymph,  elephantiafis, 
contra6tions,  ftiffnefs  of  the  joints,  vertigo,  con- 
vulfions,  lownefs  of  fpirits,  frequent  fighing, 
dyfpnoea.  See  Leprosy. 

The  prognostics.  This  is  a diftemper  which 
is  exceeding  crabbed  and  refractory,  has  been 
always  reckoned  very  difficult  to  cure  and  dan- 
gerous. If  not  fcientifically  treated,  it  frequently 
terminates  in  a dropfy,  atrophy,  hypochondria, 
or  apoplexy.  As  the  old  method  of  treating  it 
has  been  hitherto  fomewhat  unfortunate,  the 
author  can  with  fome  juftice,  as  well  as  confi- 
dence, 
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dence,  recommend  a new  one,  which  has  never 
yet  baulked  his  expe£lations. 

The  cure.  When  eruptions  appear,  they  are 
moft  forcible  pleaders  againft  bleeding:  the 
lancet  is  in  thefe  cafes  always  pernicious.  A milk 
diet  is  proper,  at  leaft  for  morning  and  evening; 
for  dinner,  animal  food  with  plenty  of  fait,  but 
no  vegetables.  For  regimen,  fee  Hypochon- 
dria and  Weakness  of  the  Solids.  Give 
lenient  cathartics,  errhines,  the  chalybeate  wa- 
ters, aluminous  waters,  fait  water,  bitters,  balfam 
of  copaiva,  but  above  all  the  dry  vomit.  I lhall 
BOW  communicate  to  the  reader  all  the  various 
medicines  I have  ufed,  the  efficacy  of  which  has 
been  proved  by  a moft  extenfive  and  fuccefsful 
experience.

ITCH. 

The  Itch  is  a cutaneous  diforder,  too  well 
known  to  need  defcription. 

The  cause.  An  infeftious  miafma  fui  generis. 
The  hypothefis  of  its  being  wholly  owing  to 
animulcules,  is  highly  problematical. 

The  diagnostics.  These  are  to  be  difcriminated 
from  fcorbutical  eruptions  by  their  minutenefs  : 
from  venereal  ones  by  not  blotching;  and  from 
both,  by  their  principally  infefting  the  parts  be- 
tween the  fingers ; with  a fenfation  of  heat  that 
invariably  accompanies  the  itching. 


The 
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The  prognostics.  It  is  attended  with  no  dan- 
ger. It  is  never  difficult  to  cure  in  any  habit. 

The  cure.  See  Scorbutic  Eruptions,  un- 
der which  article  the  reader  may  find  feveral  ele- 
gant and  efficacious  liniments,  either  of  which 
will  anfwer  his  expeftations  in  the  cure  of  the 
itch  (particularly  the  folution  of  muriated  quick- 
filver,  the  tar  ointment,  or  the  ointment  of  white 
precipitate)  and  of  all  cuticular  eruptions,  what- 
ever caufe  they  arife  from  : they  will  alfo  cure 
red  faces,  freckles,  morphew,  grubs,  tetters,  ring- 
worms, or  any  defcedations  of  the  fkin.  The  tar 
ointment  with  calomel  fhould  be  ufed  for  a day 
or  two  morning  and  night,  and  then  one  of  the 
other  twice  a day  alfo,  hill  the  Ikin  is  perfeflly 
clean : taking,  during  the  ufe  of  the  latter,  the 
mixture  recommended  underthe  article  Scurvy. 

Bleeding  and  purging  are  ufelefs  and  improper 
in  this,  as  well  as  in  all  other  cutaneous  diforders. 
If  internals  are  requefted,  though  they  are  feldom 
neceffary,  cither  of  the  fubfequent  ones  may  be 
given  with  propriety  and  advantage  : 

Take  of  Vitriolic  acid,  half  an  ounce, 

Three  or  four  drops  to  be  taken  in  a glafs  of 
water  night  and  morning.

LEPROSY. 
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LEPROSY  and  ELEPHANTIASIS. 

The  Leprofy  is  a cutaneous  diforder,  which 
appears  in  whitifh  dry  fcabs,  and  often 
fpreads  over  the  whole  body,  Sometimes  one 
leg  only  is  affeBed,  which  fwells  to  an  enormous 
bulk,  then  called  Lepra  Graecorum,  and  Elephan- 
tialis. 

The  causes,  Obllruffed  perfpiration,  weak- 
nefs  of  the  folids,  poverty  of  blood,  an  ill-cured 
itch,  the  remains  of  which  will  often  lurk,  ap- 
pearing and  difappearing,  though  not  totally,  for 
many  years,  and  at  length  will  break  forth  in 
this  dry  fcurf,  gradually  enlarging. 

The  diagnostics.  Sometimes  it  is  confined 
to  the  palms  of  the  hands  only,  with  fiflures 
which  run  parallel  to  each  other ; fometimes  to 
a little  below  the  elbows  : one  while  on  the  face 
only  ; another  in  white  hard  fcales  on  the  neck, 
generally  appearing  moll  on  the  thighs,  or  on  the 
hands  and  arms  ; intolerable  itching,  the  ele- 
phant’s leg. 

The  prognostics.  The  Leprofy  confined  to  the 
Ikin  without  any  remarkable  tumor,  is  eafily  cu- 
rable : the  Elephantiafis,  not  without  much  diffi- 
culty and  time. 

The  cure.  For  the  Leprofy  give  the  molh 
nourilhing  diet,  as  eels,  &c.  and  ufe  precifely  the 
fame  method  as  that  recommended  under  Scur- 
vy and  Scorbutic  Eruptions,  which  fee.

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For  the  Elephantiafis.  Give  the  folution  of 
muriated  quickfilver  in  antimonial  wine,  under 
Scurvy.  Let  the  whole  leg  be  wrapped  up  in 
a cloth,  on  which  the  following  liniment  is  to 
be  fpread,  to  be  renewed  night  and  morning. 

Take  of  Tar  ointment,  an  ounce, 

Water  of  acetated  litharge,  half  a'drachm, 
Camphire,  a fcruple, 

Calomel,  two  fcruples, 

A liniment. 


EVIL, 

The  Struma,  Scrophula,  or  King’s  Evil,  is  fo 
called  from  an  imaginary  cure  performed 
by  the  royal  touch. 

The  causes.  An  acrid  blood,  hereditary  dif- 
pofition,  the  venereal  virus  conveyed  in  femine. 
Thofe  who  are  of  habits  exaltedly  fcorbutic,  or 
in  whom  the  itch  has  not  been  perfeftly  cured 
(ftrange  as  it  may  feem)  mav  beget  a fchrophu- 
lous  offspring.  Weaknefs  of  the  folids. 

The  diagnostics.  Glandular  tumors,  ferpigi- 
nous  ulcers,  erofions  of  particular  parts,  contrac* 
tions,  diftortions,  finuous  abfceffes. 

Tht, prognostics.  This  diforder  is  not  eafily 
extirpated.  If  the  tumors  in  the  neck  are  ' not 
diffipated  or  opened,  a glandular  confumption 
generally  enfues.  Fillulous  abfceffes  in  fcrophu- 
lous  patients,  are  rarely,  if  ever  curable,  unlefs  by 
the  following  : 
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Take  of  Murlatcd  quickfilver,  two  grains, 

Muriatic  acid,  two  drops, 

Rofe  water,  five  ounces, 

Lint  dipped  in  this  to  be  applied  night  and  mor-* 
ning. 

The.cwr^.  For  regimen,  fee  Phthisis.  The 
bark  is  the  moll  noble  remedy  in  ftrumous  cafes, 
when  the  patient  is  not  of  a coftive  habit.  Burned 
fpunge  is  often  ufed  to  advantage,  and  madder ; 
fea-water  alfo,  but  the  dry  vomit  is  inferior  to  no 
other  remedy. 

The  following  I have  given  with  manifeft  uti- 
lity :

Falling  down  of  the  ANUS. 

The  falling  down  of  the  Fundament  is  owing 
to  a laxity  of  the  fibres  of  its  fphinfter,  or 
to  a paralytic  affeftion  of  them.  It  is  eafieft  to 
be  reduced  by  the  patient  himfelf,  lying  on  his 
back,  writhing  himfelf  from  fide  to  fide,  croffing 
his  legs,  &;c.  with  the  application  of  fweet  oil. 
When  it  is  reduced,  let  a warm  flannel  be  applied 
and  frequently  repeated  ; fome  of  the  following 
powder  may  be  thrown  oil  a red  hot  heater  in  a 
clofe-ftool,  and  the  anus  be  placed  over  it.  If  it 
cannot  be  reduced,  apply  dephlogiflicated  air.

STRANGURY. 

A STRANGURY  is  a partial  fuppreflion  of 
urine,  while  the  efforts  to  difcharge  it  are 
attended  with  pain. 

The  causes.  Irritation,  too  long  detention  of 
urine,  obftru6fion  of  it,  fpafms,  paralytic  afFe£l;ion 
ot  the  detrufores  urinae. 

The  diagnostics.  Frequent  defires  to  make 
water,  its  coming  away  with  difficulty  and  un- 
eafinefs  ; but  little  made  at  a time  with  great 
pain;  fenfation  of  heat  and  fmart  when  the  drib- 
bling is  over,  pruritus. 

The  prognostics.  If  fymptomatic,  it  is  eafily 
helped,  as  from  blyflers  in  fevers,  &c.  If  idio- 
pathic, it  is  dangerous  ; in  old  perfons,  frequently 
mortal ; it  often  terminates  in  an  incurable  if- 

The  cure.  Let  the  patient  abflain  as  much  as 
poffible  from  liquids,  and  take  food  that  is  bal- 

famic 
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famic  and  light  of  digeftion,  and  make  ufe  of  ag- 
glutinants,  as  linfeed  tea,  fomentations,  emollient 
clyfters,  lenient  cathartics,  oleous  injeftions,  mild 
diuretics,  cardiacs,  opiates,  warm  femicupia,  cold 
pediluvia,  or  the  catheter.  If  it  proceeds  from 
fpafms,  give  half  an  ounce  of  aether  with  a feru- 
ple  of  camphire  in  it.  If  from  a paralytic  affec- 
. tion  of  the  detrufors, 

Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce  and  half, 

Compound  powder  of  tragacinth,  half  an 
ounce, 

Mucilage  of  gum  arable,  enough  for  an 
eleftuary. 

The  fize  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken-  every  two 
hours. 

In  other  cafes,  the  following  remedies  have 
been  attended  with  fuccefs : 

Take  of  Oil  of  olives,  five  drachms, 

' Camphire,  two  drachms, 

Oil  of  anifeeds,  one  drachm, 

With  this  liniment  let  the  pubes  and  perinaeum 
be  anointed  every  hOur. 

Let  two  ounces  of  horfe-rhadilh  fcrapcd,  be 
boiled  in  a pint  of  ale,  thrown  into  a clofe-ftool, 
and  the  vapor  be  received. 

Take  of  Gum  arable,  twb  fcruples, 

Nitre,  one  fcruple, 

Camphire,  five  grains, 

Oil  of  ani feeds,  four  drops, 

Aromatic  confe6lIon,  enough  for  a bole,

To  be  repeated  as  there  is  occafion ; or,  the  bal- 
fam  of  Peru  mixture,  under  the  article  Stone. 

If  the  pain  is  vehement,  give  two  or  three 
grains  of  purified  opium. 


URINE  SUPPRESSED. 

ADYSURY  is  when  the  patient  feels  inex- 
prefliblc  difficulty  in  making  water. 

An  Ifchury  is  a total  fuppreffion  of  urine. 

The  causes.  An  inflammation,  abrafion  oT  the 
mucus  that  lines  the  urethra,  deficient  fecretion, 
of  it ; ulcers,  diarrhoea,  gonorrhoea,  veficatories, 
acrid  food,  hard  riding,  hard  drinking,  the  ftone. 

The  diagnostics.  On  an  attempt  to  make 
water  the  pain  begins;  after  it  is  evacuated,  a 
violent  fmarting  and  fenfation  of  heat ; moft  fe* 
vere  at  the  extremity  of  the  urethra. 

The  prognostics.  Proceeding  from  another 
di^eafe,  reference  muft  be  had  to  the  original 
caufe.  If  conftitutional,  the  cafe  is  difficult. 

An  Ifchury  in  old  perfons,  or  when  the  water 
cannot  be  reduced  by  the  catheter,  is  generally 
mortal : the  • laft  refource  is  immerfion  of  the 
feet  in  cold  water. 

A few  cafes  I have  met  with  of  perfons  not 
much  advanced  in  years,  where  there  has  been  no 

inclination 
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inclination  to  make  water,  nor  has  there  been 
any  in  the  bladder  j frequent  naufeas  have  been 
the  only  other  fymptom  of  want  of  health.  On 
diffeftion  the  kidnies  have  been  found  wafted. 

The  cure.  The  patient  fhould  ufe  diluent 
liquors,  whey,  aluminous  waters,  agglutinants, 
blomange,  broths,  jellies,  balfam  of  copaiva, 
gum  arabic,  decoftion  of  marfh-mallow  roots, 
new  milk  warm,  abforbents,  and  fuch  as  are  pro- 
pofed  under  Strangury,  which  fee.  See  alfo 
the  balfam  of  Peru  mixture,  under  the  article 
Stone. 


URINE^  Incontinence  of, 

IF  the  patient  cannot  hold  his  water,  let  a 
bliftering  plaifter  be  applied  to  the  os  facrum,  ^ 
of  the  fame  fize  and  (hape,  to  be  kept  on  four 
or  five  days,  or  ’till  it  comes  off  of  itfelf,  and.

LETHARGY, 
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LETHARGY. 

A LETHARGY  is  an  involuntary  drowfinefs, 
or  continual  propenfity  to  fleep. 

The  causes,  A deficiency  of  vital  heat  in  the 
cerebrum,  foggy  food,  excefs  of  pituita,  indo- 
lence, ufing  deep  after  dinner,  omitting  cuftomary 
exercife,  lentor,  vifcidity  of  the  fluids,  fpafrns. 

The  diagnostics.  They  are  obvious  from  what 
has  been  already  obferved,  to  which  may  be 
added  a memory  much  impaired. 

The  prognostics.  In  young  perfons,  if  they  are 
invaded  in  the  fummer  time,  it  is  eafily  cured  ; 
in  winter  if  the  patient  is  attacked,  and  feels  a 
great  profl ration  of  ftrength,  it  is  dangerous. 
In  old  perfons,  if  the  urine  is  white,  it  is  fcarcely 
curable. 

The  cure.  RemLOval  into  a clear  dry  air  is 
neceffary.  The  diet  fhould  be  as  in  Hypo- 
CHOxMDRiA,  which  fee.  Bleeding  often  ren- 
ders it  incurable.  A bladder  may  be  filled  with 
hot  water,  and  laid  on  the  head,  which  fhould  be 
rubbed  with  warm  flannel,  or  ufe  fome  of  the  ap- 
plications recommended  under  the  article  H E ab- 
ac H.  Touch  the  palate  v/ith  a feather  dipped 
in  boiling  water.  The  proper  remedies  are  fler- 
nutatories,  acrid  clyfters,  ftimulants,  aromatics, 
volatiles,  chalybeates,  veficatories,  the  dry  vomit, 
and  plaiflers  to  the  head  when  fhaven,  as, 
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Take  of  Galbanuin,  two  drachms,

/ Long  pepwr, 

Caftor,  of  each  a drachm, 

Balfam  of  Peru,  fufficient  to  make  a plaifkr. 

Take  of  Salt  of  hartfhorn. 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  of  each  a fcruple, 
Lifbon  wine,  two  ounces, 

A draught  to  be  taken  every  night. 

Take  of  Volatile  tinfture  of  valerian, 

' Tinflure  of  guaiacum,  of  each  an  ounce. 

Of  thefe  drops  let  two  tea-fpoonfuls  be  taken 
twice  or  thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Socotrine  aloes, 
pilings  of  iron, 

Afaf&tida,  of  each  two  fcruples, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Vitriolated  quickfilver,  of  each  one  fcruple, 
Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Thirty-tv/o ; two  or  three  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning. 


.IMPOTENCE, 

IMBECILITY  is  an  inaptitude  for  coition  : 
Impotency  is  a total  incapacity  of  that  aftioii. 

The  causes,  A deficiency  of  vital  heat,  or 
fome  impediment  to  its  proper  efflux  from  the 
fpinal  marrow  ; weaknefs  of  the  folids,  profufe 

venery 
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renery,  ill-cured  claps,  gleets  of  longcontinuance> 
gravelly  diforders,  anorexia^  maftuparation,  fre- 
quent bleedings^ 

The  diagnostics,  Flaccidity  and  hanging  down 
of  the  tellicles,  coldnefs  of  the  glans  penis  ; few, 
weak,  or  no  ereftions  ; pain  or  weaknefs  in  the 
loins,  wandering  hitches  in  the  fides  and  groins, 
cephalalgia,  vertiginous  diforders,  involuntary 
emiffions  without  ereftions,  hypochondria. 

The  prognostics.  If  idiopathic,  the  cure  is 
difficult ; in  old  men,  imprafticable  ; if  the  pa- 
tient is  young,  and  has  no  other  complaint  of  any 
confequence;  or  if  it  proceeds  only  from  ia- 
difcreet  excelTes,  it  is  eafily  curable  ; if  accom- 
panied with  a gleet,  let  that  be  firft  muzzled  be- 
fore the  cure  is  attempted. 

The  cure.  Great  regard  muft  be  paid  to  the 
non-naturals.  The  patient  fhould  keep  his  mind 
conftantly  employed,  to  prevent  as  much  as  pof- 
fible  the  incurfion  of  venereal  dehres  or  thoughts. 
He  fhould  rife  early  in  the  morning,  take  a great 
deal  of  exercife,  hopping  ffiort  only  of  fatigue. 
The  lefs  huids  that  are  drank  the  better,  the  whole 
quantity  ought  not  to  exceed  two  quarts  in  the 
twenty-four  hours.  Let  the  diet  be  of  ffiell-fifh 
of  all  forts,  particularly  lobhers,  crabs,  or  oyhers; 
of  hat  fiffi  alfo,  as  fcait,  turbot,  dories  and  plaice, 
efpecially  the  fkin  of  the  latter ; or  of  any  wild 
fowl,  the  moh  eligible  of  which  are  pigeons, 
partridges,  and  woodcocks ; add'  to  which  eggs, 
lampries,  eels  of  all  forts,  which  are  by  no  means 
inferior  to  vipers ; cavear,  hrong  meat  foups, 
R 2 any 
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any  animal  (but  no  vegetable)  food,  particulai  ly 
, pork,-  calve’s  head,  with  the  fkin  on  ; calves  and 
neats  feet,  or  trotters.  Milk  is  the  heft  breakfafl 
and  fupper.  Brandy  and  water  the  moft  proper 
to  drink  at  dinner.  All  agglutinants,  chalybeates, 
and  aromatics  are  ufeful  ; opiates  alfo,  which 
powerfully  increafe  the  fecretion  of  femen.  The 
tefticles  fhould  be  bathed  night  and  morning  with 
equal  parts  of  alcohol  and  vinegar  ’till  they  cab- 
bage; nor  is  it  a matter  unworthy  of  attention, 
always  to  wipe  the  glans  dry  after  making  urine. 
See  Weakness  01  the  Solids. 

Sterility  is  owing  to  the  fame  caufes,  and  re- 
quires the  fame  method  of  treatment.  To 
give  prolificity  to  the  femen,  by  determining 
a fufheient  quantity  of  the  nervous  influence 
to  it,  nothing  equals  the  oil  of  cloves,  by 
means  of  which  many  have  proved  fathers, 
after  all  previous  efforts  had  for  many  years  been 
fruitlefs  : this^  therefore,  ought  not  to  be  omitted 
in  any  medicines  that  are  given,  calculated  for 
that  purpofe.  It  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve  in 
this  place,  that  the  balfam  of  Peru  has  an  effeft 
direftly  oppofite  to  that  of  the  faid  oil. 

The  following  formulae  powerfully  ftimulate 
to  conjugal  intercourfes,  furnifli  ability  equal  to 
defire,  and  feldom  fail  to  render  thofe  intercourfes 
prolific. 

Take  of  Oil  of  cloves,  half  an  ounce,  diflblve  in 
The  yolk  of  an  egg,  then  add,  > 

Tin6lure  of  caniharides,  an  ounce  and  half,

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Sixteen  ; two  to  be  taken  every  night. 

Take  of  Aromatic  powder, 

Cloves,  of  each  a fcruple. 

Ambergris, 

Mulk,  of  each  five  grains, 

Purified  opium, 

Cantharides,  of  each  one  grain, 

Oil  of  cloves,  five  drops, 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  a bole ; 

To  be  taken  every  night  for  a month,  keeping 
the  body  foluble,  during  which  time  the  patient 
fhould  have  no  conneblion  with  his  wife. 

Take  of  Oil  of  cloves,  fix  drachms,

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GOVT. 

^HE  Gout  is  a chronical  difeafe  moft  com^ 
X monly  affefting  the  feet.  If  it  attacks  the 
' knees,  it  is  called  Gonagra ; if  the  hands,  Chi- 
ragra;  if  the  elbow,  Onagra;  if  the  fhouider, 
Omagra;  if  the  back  or  loins.  Lumbago. 

The  causes.  Irregularity  with  refpedf  to  fomc 
of  the  non-naturals,  immoderate  venery,  feeding 
frequently  and  immoderately  on  fat,  great  fatigue, 
a moifl:  cold  air,  a contufion,  tartarous  wines, 
fermenting  liquors;  acid  gas,  as  appears  from  the, 
four  fweats  and  acid  erufcfations  fo  common  in 
arthritic  paroxyfms  ; fruit,  vegetables  ; the  paL 
fions-  of  the  mind,  indolence. 

The  diagnostics.  A moft  intenfe  pain,  as 
though  a wedge  were  fixed  between  the  joints  ; 
or  as  if  the  part  were  in  a prefs ; fometimes  it 
feems  ftretched  to  fuch  a degree,  that  the  unhappy 
patient  is  ready  to  think  that  it  will  burft  every 
moment : when  this  is  the  cafe,  it  is  feldom  more 
than  fix  hours  before  the  pain  abates  and  welcome 
fleep  fucceeds.  Sometimes  the  fenfation  is  fimi- 
iar  to  that  which  would  be  brought  on  if  the  parts 
were  gnawn  by  carnivorous  animals.  Th'ofe  who 
have  been  long  tormented  with  it,  have  often,  a 
cretaceous  matter  iijue  from  the  burfting  of  the 
fmall  velfels,  which  is  an  induration  ol  the  ner- 
vous filaments,  and  is  a6fually  chalk  lor  the 
nerves,  feem  to  be  originally  conftituted  of  a 
chalky  earth,  lengthened  into  fibres  by  animal  glue. 

The 
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The  prognostics.  If  hereditary  (which  with 
humble  fubmiffion  to  Do61;or  C.  it  certainly 
maybe)  it  is'moft  difficult  to  relieve.  It  is 
generally  fuppofed  to  be  incurable,  as  all  dif- 
orders  are  faid  to  be  which  we  know  not  hoo) 
'to  cure,  ^he  fits  may  undoubtedly  be  rendered 
milder,  and  perhaps  be  totally  prevented  by 
purfuing  the  fubfequent  method ; it  has  fuc- 
ceeded  in  the  removal  of  many  inveterate  gouts, 
though  they  were  of  long  Handing  and  had  been 
every  year  exacerbating. 

The  cure.  Let  the  patient  live  wholly  ort 
animal  food  or  ufe  a milk  diet,  and  for  change 
take  meat  broths  ; he  may  drink  plentifully  of 
two  milk-whey;  but  muH  abftain  from  all 
vegetables,  claret  and  malt  liquors  ; fpirits 
diluted  with  water  will  not  hurt  him.  Exercife 
is  abfolutely  neceffary,  and  too  much  cannot  be 
taken,  nor  can  it  be  too  often  repeated,  if  it  does 
not  proceed  to  fatigue.  The  mind  ffiould  be 
kept  as  calm  and  compofed  as  poffiblc ; amufe- 
ment  and  a little  diffipation  of  thought  is  necef- 
fary. 

If  the  gout  feizes  the  ftomach,  give  imme- 
diately hai'f  an  ounce  of  aether  with  a fcruple  of 
camphire  in  it ; let  it  be  taken  alone  in  a fpoon, 
without  fwallowing  any  liquid  for  fome  minutes 
after  it : if  the  fenfation  it  occafions  is  difagree- 
ble,  he  may  rinfe  his  mouth  with  a little  cold 
water,  and  fpit  it  out.  It  is  an  admirable  remedy, 
and  never  deceived  me. 
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To  fix  an  erratic  gout,  and  bring  on  a regular 
fit,  give  afafoetida  inwardly,  and  bathe  the  great 
toe  and  metatarfus  witl\ water  of  ammonia. 

If  the  fit  comes  on  in  good  earneft. 

Take  of  Camphlre,  fifteen  grains, 

Purified  opium, 

Ipecacuanha,  of  each  three  grains, 
Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Vitriolated  quickfilver,  of  each  two  grains, 
Aromatic  confection,  enough  for  a bole. 

Let  this  be  wafhed  down  with  the  following 
draught : 

Take  of  TinCture  of  guaiacum,  fix  drachms, 

Pure  water,  eight  fpoonfuls. 

After  taking  this  bolus  and  draught,  the  patient 
fhould  lie  between  flannel  fheets.  Let  the 
draught  be  repeated  every  night  for  fome  time, 

. ?ith  the  addition  of  two  drachms  of  elixir  of 
aloes,  if  coftive,  and  the  gout  is  incurable  is 
a propofition  that  will  no  longer  be  taken  for 
granted. 

The  alvine  canal  fhould  be  kept  open  with 
" aloetics  and  quickfilver;  all  bitters  and  alkalis 
are  ufeful : nor  is  it  amifs  to  bathe  the  feet 
every  night  in  warm  water  with  a handful  of  fait 
in  it.  As  to  the  application  of  leeches,  or 
opening  the  faphoeria  when  the  fit  is  coming  on,  1 
never  fav/  any  good  effeft  from  it,  nor  can  a gouty 
perfon  be  bled  without  great  hazard  and  danger. 
As  to  burning  cotton  on  the  part  affc^fed,  not- 
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withilanding  the  authority  with  which  it  comes 
recommended,  1 could  never  perfuade  any  per- 
fon  to  try  the  experiment.  If  topics  are  dehred, 
quick-lime  and  honey  for  an  epithem  feems  to  be 
the  rnoft  eligible  one,  or^ 

Take  of  Vitriolic  acid,  forty  drops,, 

Hog’s  lard,  an  ounce, 

A liniment  to  be  applied  often  to  the  part  af>- 
fefted.  Or  a veficatory. 

To  prevent  a return  let  one  of  the  fubfequent 
medicines  be  given  and  continued  for  fome 
months : they  are  adapted  to  the  various  cir- 
cumftances  of  different  patients,  and  the  choice 
muff  depend  on  the  Ikill  of  the  praftitioner.

Syrup  of  ginger,  enough  for  an  elefluary. 

The  fize  of  a walnut  to  be  taken  twice  or  thrice 
a day. 

Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce, 

Winter^s  bark,  three  drachm?. 

Mucilage  of  gum  arabic,  enough  for  an  elec- 
tuary, 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg,  thrice  a day. 

Take  of  Camomile  flowers,  ' 

Ginger,  of  each  an  ounce, 

Galangal,  two  drachms, 

Grains  of  Paradife, 

Oil  of  mint,  of  each  one  drachm. 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  an  elec- 
tuary.

In  emaciated  habits,  two  (Jjachms  of  the  tar- 
tar! fed  iron  may  be  added  to  either  of  the  above 
efe£fuaries. 
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RHEUMATISM. 

TH  E Rheumatifm  is  a painful  diforder,  the 
feat  of  which  is  in  the  membraneous  part 
of  the  body : it  is  fometimes  miftaken  for  the 
gout. 

The  causes.  A vifcidity  of  that  mucus  which 
is  defigned  to  lubricate  the  joints  and  facilitate 
their  motion,  heats  and  colds,  moift  air,  relics  of 
the  venereal  diforder,  large  quantities  of  quick- 
filver  taken,  fcrophulous  difeafes,  acrid  ferum, 
deficiency  of  vital  heat. 

The  diagnostics.  V/andering  pains,  a fixed 
pain  in  the  fhoulder,  hip,  loins,  arm,  leg,  knee, 
thigh,  breaft,  fide,  or  head,  the  part  feldom  red, 
the  pain  felt  mofl  when  the  part  is  in  motion,  or 
the  pain  being  mofi:  fevere  at  night,  when  the 
patient  begins  to  grow  warm  in  berh 

N.  B.  This  is  the  cafe,  when  the  caufe  is 
elaftic  air.  Sometimes  it  is  attended  with  a fever, 
then  called  the  hot  rheumatifm,  preceded  by 
chills  and  rigor ; perfons  in  years  feel  the  attack 
in  their  head  and  bowels. 

The  prognostics.  If  idiopathic,  the  chronic 
rheumatifm  is  curable  with  great  facility,  how- 
. ever  difficult  foever  it  may  be  thought  to  be; 
the  author  has  a right  to  fpeak  with  fome  con- 
fidence on  this  fubjeft,  for  he  has  certainly  had 
the  mianagement  of  as  many  rheumatic  cafes  as 
any  human  being,  without  finding  any  of  them 
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rebellious  to  the  method  hereafter  propofed.  If 
improperly  treated  it  is  very  apt  to  return  perio- 
dically. If  fymptomatic,  the  cure  of  it  depends 
on  the  removal  of  the  primary  diforder.  Bleed- 
ing in  the  chronic  rheumatifm,  protra-£fs  the  cure. 

The  cure.  If  attended  with  an  ardent  fever 
(then  called  the  acute  rheumatifm)  let  it  be 
treated  in  juff  the  fame  manner  as  an  ardent 
fever  ; when  there  is  a remiffion  give  the  bark, 
which  by  tlie  way,  will  remove  any  rheumatic 
diforder,  if  exhibited  fcientifically,  and  in  large 
quantities,  with  proper  combinations.  The 
lancet  has  been  eftcemed  neceffary  in  a chronic 
rheumatifm,  but  it  is  never  really  fo ; for  if  it 
fhould  yield  a temporary  relief,  fuch  a relief  is 
purchafed  at  a vaft  expenfe.  The  diet  fhould 
be  the  fame  as  in  the  gout,  which  fee.  Let  the 
part  be  kept  warm,  bathed  with  oil  of  turpentine 
night  and  morning,  or  a bliftering  plaifter  be  laid 
on  It.  Buckbean  tea,  though  naufeous,  is  no  bad 
auxiliary.  The  dry  vomit  will  greatly  expedite 
recovery,  and  in  many  cafes  e£fe6i  a cure  alone. 

Take  of  tartarifed  antimony,  ten  grains, 

For  three  powders.  One  to  be  taken  every  other 
morning  falling. 

Take  of  Tinflure  of  guaiacum,  fix  drachrris, 

Tinfture  of  aloes,  one  drachm. 

Oil  of  turpentine,  half  a drachm,

Both  to  be  taken  at  bed-time,  and  repeated  as 
there  is  occafion.  Or, 

Take  of  Colocynth,  two  fcruples, 

Purified  opium,  one  fcruple> 

Vitriolated  quickfilver, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  of  each  ten 
grains, 

Simple  fyrnp,  enough  for  pills, 

Twelve;  two  to  be  taken  at  night.  -^Or, 

Take  of  Calomel*, 

Conferve  of  arum, 

Camphire,  of  each  a fcruple, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  a bole. 

To  be  taken  at  bed-time.  To  prevent  its  return, 

Take  of  Flowers  of  fulphur,  two  ounces, 

Gum  gualacum,  half  an  ounce, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  two  fcruples, 
Oil  of  turpentine,  three  drachms, 

Honey,  enough  for  an  clefluary,'' 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg  morning  and  night. 
This  eleftuary  will  fuccecd  alfo  in  the  cure  of 
moil  cafes  alone.

Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce  and  half,

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a chefnut  twiefe  a day. 

Take  of  Red  bark,  an  ounce, 

Gum  guaiacum,  half  an  ounce, 

Oil  of  falfafras,  two  drachms. 

Filings  of  iron,  one  drachm. 

Syrup  of  orange  peel,  enough  for  an  eleftuary . 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg  twice  or  thrice  a day. 


HIP-GOUT, 

The  Sciatica,  or  Hip-Gout  is  fo  called  be- 
caufe  the  pain  is  confined  to  the  parts  about 
the  hip. 

The  cause,  Infpiffation  of  the  mucus  in  the 
acetabulum,  which  may  be  occafioned  by  the 
fame  caufes  which  produce  the  rheumatifm. 

The  diagnostics.  Intenfe  pain,  as  though  the 
thigh  were  diflocated ; it  is  moll  common  with 
thofe  who  have  not  yet  arrived  at  the  years  of 
puberty;  fometimes  very  oldperfons  aie attacked 

/ with 
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with  it;  it  rarely  invades  thofe  of  midcHe  age; 
atrophy  of  the  thigh,  lamenefs. 

The  prognostics.  If  idiopathic,  it  is  not 
dangerous  ; if  not  fcientifically  treated  at  firft, 
it  may  require  fome  difficulty  and  time  to  re- 
move ; if  fymptomatic,  reference  muft  be  had  to 
the  primary  diforder ; the  lamenefs,  if  of  long 
ftanding,  is  rarely  curable^ 

^ The  cure.  The  regimen  and  medicines  re- 
quifite  are  much  the  fame  as  thofe  juft  men- 
tioned in  the  rheumatifm.  Vitriolated  quick- 
filver  is  greatly  and  juftly  extolled  as  an  altera-  ' 
tive  in  this  cafe.  It  will  generally  yield,  in  a 
few  days,  to  one  large  fpoonful  of  volatile  tinc- 
ture of  guaiacum  every  night  in  fix  fpoonfuls  of 
water.  Some  recommend  whipping  the  part 
with  nettles ; much  more  eligible  topics  are  to 
be  found  below. 

Take  of  Gum  guaiacum,  two  drachms, 

Purified  opium,  half  a drachm, 

Tartarifed  antimony, 

Vitriolated  quickfilver,  of  each  ten  grains, 
Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  thirty-two;  two,  or  three  to  be  taken 
every  night.  Or, 

Take  of  Rhubarb,  a drachm, 

Camphlre,  half  a drachm, 

Calomel,  twelve  grains, 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  twenty-four;  two  to  be  taken  morning 
and  night.

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. ' Take  of  Camphire, 

Barbadoes  tar, 

Oil  of  turpentine, 

Oil  of  anifeeds,  of  each  half  an  ounce* 

A liniment  to  be  ufed  twice  or  thrice,  a day.  Orj 

Take  of  Black  foap. 

Honey,  of  each  an  ounce. 

With  the  white  of  an  e^ff,  make  an  ointment,  as 
before. 

Take  of  Litharge  plaifter  with  gums,  an  ounce, 

Plaifler  of  cantharidcs,  two  drachms, 
Euphorbium,  one  drachm, 

A plaifter.  Or,  the  common  bliftering  plaifter 
{which  may  be  applied  to  the  head  of  the  fibula, 
if  the  part,  or  knee  be  fwelled,)  or  a Burgundy 
pitch  plaifter.  See  Rheumatism. 


DEAFNESS. 

Deafness  muft  be.  treated  according  ta 
the  primary  diforder  from  which  it  arifes, 
as  epilepfy,  lues,  fevers,  &c.  The  more  plentiful 
the  excretion  of  cerumen  is,  the  eafier  to  be 
cured.  The"  methods  proper  to  be  taken  are 
fuch  as  folh)w;  purges,  diaphoretics,  veficato- 
ries,  fetons,  fyringings,  fternutatories,  and  the 
dry  vomit.  Ele6lricity  will  fometimes  cure  it, 
fo  alfo  will  wearing  their  own  hair  in  thofe  who 
have  been  ufed  to  a wig*. 


The 
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The  common  cause  of  Deafnefs  is  a deficient, 
or  too  vifcid  fecretion,  or  a conftipation  of  the 
wax  in  the  ears.  A tea-fpoonful  of  warm  water 
poured  into  the  ears,  and  fufFered  to  continue  for 
a minute  or  two  in  them,  every  night,  will  often 
produce  extraordinary  and  unexpefted  effefts. 
This,  is  a more  expeditious  folvent  of  the 
cerumen  than  upwards  of  feventy  other  different 
menftrums  that  were  tried.  Let  a pinch  of  the 
following  fnuff  be  taken  immediately  after : 

Take  of  White  hellebore  root,  a fcruple, 
Euphorbium,  two  grains, 

A flernutatory  powder. 

If  the  warm  water  will  not  remove  Deafnefs, 
after  ufing  it  fome  weeks,  nothing  that  is  put  into 
the  ears  will  do  it.. 

If  an  infe^l  has  penetrated  into  the  ear  beyond 
the  reach  of  extra61;ion,  let  it  be  killed  by 
dropping  fome  of  the- following  mixture  warm 
into  the  ear: 

Take  of  Tinflure  of  aloes,  half  an  ounce, 

Oil  of  wormwood,  thirty  drops,, 

Oil  of  favin,  twenty  drops. 


CHOREA  SANCTI  VITL 

ST.  Vitus’  Dance  is  an  involuntary  yet  irre- 
fiftable  motion  of  feveral  mufcles.  The 
patient  ufes  many  ridiculous  and  antic  geftures 
what  is  very  odd,  thofe  mufcles  only  are  affeaed 
S 3 whick 
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which  are  dellined  for  fpontaneous  motion,  for 
the  heart,  diaphragm,  lungs  and  ftomach  are 
never  injured  by  this  whimfical  diforder. 

The  cause.  An  unequal  diftribution  of  the 
nervous  influence.  This  is  often  owing  to  an 
obftrufted  menftruation,  chlorofis,  acid  gas,  irri- 
tation from  worms,  weaknefs  of  the  folids. 

The  diagnostics.  It  is  moft  common  to  fe- 
males before  puberty ; tremors,  convulfions, 
diftortions,  continued  contraftion  of  the  an- 
tagonift  mufcle ; working  of  the  eyes,  fliffhefs  of 
the  limbs,  hopping  about  upon  one  leg,  catchings 
of  the  hands,  twilling  of  the  fingers,  lying  down 
and  rifing  upright  for  many  times  together, 
various  grotefque  and  unintended  gefticulations. 

The  prognostics.  Menftruation  generally  cures 
it.  I have  feen  many  extraordinary  cafes  of  this 
fort,  but  never  met  with  one  that  was  difficult 
to  cure.  When  of  long  continuance  it  fome- 
times  degenerates  to  an  epilepfy.  The  ufe  of 
the  lancet  (which  ought  by  no  means  to  be  al- 
lowed in  this  diforder)  fometimes  fuper-induces 
an  opifthotonos,  and  often  an  incurable  phthifis. 

The  cure.  For  regimen  fee  Weakness  of 
the  Solids,  which  is  an  infeparable  concomitant 
of  this  diftemper.  Begin  the  cure  with  the  dry 
vomit,  which  fhould  be  continued  twice  or 
thrice  a week  ’till  the  patient  is  recovered : be- 
fides  this,  the  following  pills  and  drops  will 
greatly  expedite  the  cure. 


Take 
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Take  of  Socotrine  aloes,  a drachm. 

Filings  of  Iron,  two  fcruples, 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  one 
fcruple. 

Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  twenty-four ; two  to  be  taken  every 
night,  or  oftener. 

Take  of  tin6lure  of  afafcetida,  an  ounce, 

A tea-fpoonful  to  be  taken  night  and  morning. 

To  complete  the  cure,  let  chalybeate  waters 
be  ufed,  and  the  cold  bath  every  morning,  half  a 
drachm  of  ginger  may  be  given  with  great  ad- 
vantage twice  a day.  The  balfam  of  copaiva  is 
of  confiderable  utility,  as  alfo  is  the  volatile 
tinfture  of  valerian.  The  fubfequent  ^mixture  I 
have  feen  the  moft  defirable  effects  from  : 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  two  drachms, 

Cinnamon  water,  feven  oiinces, 

Water  of  ammonia,  half  an  ounce, 

Balfamic  fyrup,  an  ounce, 

Of  this  mixture  let  two  fpoonfuls  be  taken 
morning  and  night. 


WEAKNESS  of  the  SOLIDS. 

IN  all  habits  of  body  where  there  is  a confti- 
tutional  deficiency  of  vital  heat,  there  mull 
exift  a laxity  of  the  mufcular  fibre,  with  fome  of 
its  ufual  concomitants,  viz.  habitual  chillinefs, 
flabbinefs  of  the  flefh,  pallid  countenance,  thin 
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lank  hair,  bad  appetite,  lownefs  of  fpirits,  cuti- 
cular  eruptions,  flatulencies,  bilious  diforders, 
obftinate  coftivenefs,  or  diarrhoea.  Whatever 
malady  fuch  perfons  may  labour  under,  bleeding 
is  inadmifTible,  and  muft  be  highly  improper;  for 
fuch  an  operation  will  'certainly  prove  injurious, 
and  perhaps  (as  is  too  often  the  cafe)  fatal  to  the 
patient ; purging  may  be  of  confiderable  utility 
to  fuch  perfons,  becaufe  they  have  generally  a 
redundance  of  ferous  fluids,  though  never  of  the 
flat  red  particles.  Weaknefs  of  the  folids  re- 
quires peculiar  attention  to  the  regimen  and  diet, 
for  that  which  is  received  into  the  ftomach  by 
pounds  and  quarts,  is  much  more  confequential 
and  may  as  well  be  adap-ted  to  the.  ftate  of  the 
cafe  as  that  which  is  taken  by  grains  and  drops. 
For  fuch  perfons  a clear  dry  air  is  extremely  re- 
quifite,  at  fome  diflance  from  trees ; nor  is  it  an 
un-important  matter  for  them  to  take  frequent 
walks  in  a garden  well  ftored  with  aromatic 
herbs,  fuch  as  rue,  lavender,  mint,  rofemary. 
See.  or  thofe  herbs  may  be  kept  growing  in  the 
houfe,  but  by  no  means  fuffered  to  lie  in  it  when 
dry  or  dead.  Sleep  fhould  not  be  allowed  to 
excefs,  and  the  lefs  time  that  is  fpent  in  bed 
when  not  fleeping,  the  better.  The  excretions 
muft  be  duly  regulated,  for  a great  deal  depends 
on  a proper  regard  to  the  evacuations : care 
fhould  be  taken  to  adjuft  this  affair  with  as  much 
nicety  as  poflible,  and  to  trim  the  balance  be- 
tween deficiency  and  excefs.  To  fuch  perfons 
few  things  are  of  more  importance  than  pleafing 
converfation,  diverfions,  and  a conftant  endea- 
vour to  preferve  a calmnefs  and  compofure  of 

mind.. 
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mind.  Gentle  exercife,  gradually  increafed,.. 
mull:  not  be  negleaed;  particularly  fwinging, 
during  a continuance  of  a moift  atmofphere. 
The  inoft  nutritious  diet  is  to  be  recommended, 
fuch  for  inftance,  as  milk,  which  is  the  belk 
breakfaft  and  fupper  for  all  weakly  perfons  with- 
out exception ; no  perfon  need  be  apprehenfive 
of  any  bad  confequences  from  its  curdling  on  the 
ftomach:  it  is  moft  eligible  to  take  as  it  comes 
from  the  cow,  unlefs  it  purges ; then  it  muft 
be  boiled.  Of  broths  (all  which  are  ufeful)  that 
which  is  made  of  pork  is  preferable ; the  author 
has  feen  amazing  eflPeas  from  it.  Eggs,  if  they 
do  not  gripe,  are  very  defirable,  and  all  forts  of 
animal,  with  little  (or  no)  vegetable  food;  efpe- 
cially  fhell  fifh,  and  flat  fifh,  every  fpecies  of 
which  affords  the  moft  plenteous  and  the  moft 
laudable  nouriftiment : next  to  thefe  may  be 
mentioned  wild  fowl,  particularly  partridges, 
growfe,  and  pigeons ; for  change,  chicken, 
calves  feet  jellies,  neats  feet,  trotters,  beef  tea, 
foups  of  all  forts,  cavear  and  blomange.  A little 
Ihould  be  taken  at  a time  but  often  repeated : a 
jelly  may  be  always  at  hand  and  cannot  be  too 
frequently  had  recourfe  to,  if  the  ftomach  will 
bear  it,  for  that  muft  be  conftantly  humored,  and 
nothing  fhould  be  refufed  that  the  leaft  inclina- 
tion is  felt  for.  Spirits  diluted  with  water  are 
chiefly,  if  not  wholly  to  be  drank ; unlefs  Madeira 
wine  fliould  be  found  more  agreeable  to  the 
palate:  if  beer  is  allowed,  it  ought  to  be  very 
ftrong  and  very  old,  but  not  ftale. 

As  a teneritude  of  the  fibres,  or  their  want  of 
due  elafticity  is  owing  to  a deficiency  oE  vital 
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heat,  which  is  greatly  abated  by  an  acid  gas  or 
vapor,  perfons  of  this  frame  fhould  abftain  from 
all  thofe  things  which  increafe  this  four  halitus 
by  fermenting  too  rapidly  in  the  ftomach,  fuch 
as  fugar,  fruit,  vegetables,  claret  and  all  liquors 
that  have  not  paffed  the  ftate  of  fermentation. 

The  medicines  proper  to  be  adminiftered,  are 
aromatics,  bitters,  chalybeates  aftringents,  the 
bark,  foetids,  detergents,  cardiacs,  mineral  acids, 
and  above  all  things  elfe,  frequent  repetitions 
of  the  dry  vomit.  See  Phthisis,  Flatus,  HV- 
POCHONDRIA,  Epilepsy,  and  Impotency.

PAIN  in  the  HEAD.  See  Cephalalgia. 
PAIN  in  the  EARS. 


AIN  in  the  ears  is  fometimes  caufed  by  the 


X tooth-ach,  fometimes  owing  to  an  impoll- 
hume.  If  idiopathic  and  attended  with  a tinnitus, 
apply  plaifters  of  Burgundy  pitch,  or  bliflers  be- 
hind the  ears ; ufe  warm  cataplafms,  fternutato- 
ries,  fetons,  cathartics,  or  opiates. 


TOOTH-ACH. 


The  Tooth-ach  is  generally  owing  either  to 
a tumor  of  the  gingivae,  of  the  circumjacent 
mufcles,  or  to  the  caries  of  the  tooth;  it  may 
alfo  originate  from  a vifcidity,  or  acrimony  ot 


the 
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the  fluids.  It  Is  common  in  fcorbutic  habits  and 
to  thofe  of  weak  folids.  If  it  comes  periodically, 
let  tlie  bark  be  taken  ; opiates,  if  necelTary,  may 
be  given  internally  ; oil  of  caftor  held  in  the 
mouth  will  often  give  immediate  eafe,  fo  alfo 
will  eleftricity.  If  the  gums  are  much  fwelled, 
they  may  be  ripened  by  a cataplafm  of  figs  ; 
fmoaking  tobacco  will  foraetimes  difcufs  the  tu- 
mor; fternutatories  are  exceeding  ufeful,  and  fo 
are  veficatories;  warm  cloths  fhould  be  frequently 
applied,  and  plaifters  of  Burgundy  pitch  to  the 
temples.  A tea  fpoonful  of  tinfture  of  opium, 
or  brandy,  poured  into  the  ear  of  the  affefted 
fide  feldom  fails  to  remove  the  pain,  efpecially 
if  a little  vinegar  be  previoufly  held  in  the  mouth. 
If  the  tooth  is  carious,  extirpation  is  the  quicke'ft 
and  moft  efficacious  remedy  ; if  that  is  not  per- 
mitted, 

Take  of  Purified  opium, 

Camphire,  of  each  two  grains, 

Oil  of  cloves, 

Oil  of  pepper,  of  each  two  drops, 

A pill  to  be  put  into  the  tooth. 


PA  IN  'in  the  FACE, 

IF  the  pain  is  over  all  one  fide  of  the  face,  or 
if  both  the  maxillae  are  affefted,  ufe  a garga- 
rifm  of  brandy  and  vinegar,  equal  parts,  and  bathe 
the  part  outwardly  with  warm  oil  : if  this  method 
has  not  the  defired  efre6f,  diffolve  a drachm  of 
camphire  in  half  an  ounce  of  aether,  pour  a little 
of  it  into  the  hand,  and  apply  to  the  affe6led  part. 

Take 
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Take  of  Prepared  kali,  two  drachms, 

Calcined  antimony,  two  fcruples, 

Pure  water,  feven  ounces, 

Balfamic  fyrup,  one  ounce, 

A mixture  ; three  fpoonfuls  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning. 


PAIN  of  the  NECK. 

This  is  commonly  called  a Crick,  and  is 
foon  helped  by  drawing  fparks  from  the 
part  when  the  patient  is  plac^  on  an  eleftrical 
ftool ; by  the  frequent  application  of  warm  cloths, 
or  by  ironing  the  part,  or  moiftening  it  with  a 
faturated  folution  of  camphire  in  aether^  or  com- 
pound water  of  acetated  litharge. 

Pain  in  the  Breast.  See  Phthisis. 

Pain  in  the  Side,  Sec  Flatus, 

Pain  in  the  Stomach.  See  Heart-Burn, 


PAIN  in  the  BACK  or  LOINS. 

Take  of  Balfam  of  Copaiva,  an  ounce. 

Of  theie  drops  let  twenty  be  taken  on 
brown  fugar  night  and  morning. 

« Take  of  Spa  water,  half  a pint. 

Boiling  water  the  fame  quantity, 

A draught 
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A (liaught  to  be  drank  immediately,  and  to  be 
repeated  twice  or  thrice  a day. 

Half  an  ounce  of  tinaure  of  guaiacum, 

To  be  taken  every  night  in  fix  ounces  of  water. 
See  Nephritis  and  Rheumatism. 


PAIN  in  'the  LIMBS, 

SEE  Rheumatism.  If  in  the  Shins,  give 
three  or  four  grains  of  purified  opium, 
with  three  grains  of  precipitated  fulphur  of  an- 
timony every  . other  night,  anointing  them  every 
night  with  the  ffronger  blue  ointment. 


WHITE  -SWELLING. 

PPLY  a biiftering  plaifter  to  the  knee,  let 


it  be  wrapped  up  in  it,  and  the  plaifter  be 
kept  on  four  days.  % This  fhould.  be  repeated 
every  fortnight  or  three  weeks,  ’till  the  patient 
is  well,  giving  the  dry  vomit  twice  or  thrice  a 
week,  i never  met  with  but  one  inftance  wherein 
this  method  failed  of  fuccefs  in  curing  this  for- 
midable diforder. 


HER  NIA. 


A RUPTURE  is  either  inteftinal,  omental, 
watery,  flatulent,  carnous,  or  varicofe.  The 
two  firft  are  owing  to  a prolapfus  of  the  gut  ilium, 
or  the  caul  into  the  ferotum,  groin,  or  navel.  In 
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infants  it  is  eafily  curable,  in  adults  with  Tome 
difficulty. 

Give  an  emollient  clyfter,  apply  an  emollient 
fomentation,  reduce  and  retain  with  proper  liga- 
tures or  a trufs  : the  patient  avoiding  flatulent 
food  for  fome  time,  and  all  violent  motions  of 
the  body.  Lett  the  part  be  bathed  night  and 
morning  with  alcohol,  or  with  lime-water.  Keep 
the  patient  on  his  back  as  long  as  poffible  : I have 
known  thofe  who  by  refolutely  continuing  in 
this  poflure  for  five  or  fix  weeks,  have  been  per- 
feftly  freed  from  a Hernia  of  many  years  ftanding, 
though  pretty  much  advanced  in  years. 

The  watery  Hernia  to  be  known  by  a pellucid 
tumor  of  the  tefticles,  is  to  be  cured  by  hydra- 
gogues,  diuretics,  difeutient  cataplafms,  or  punc- 
ture. 

The  flrangulated  Hernia  alfo  requires  the  hand 
of  a furgeon. 


GANGRENE  and  MORTIFICATION. 

A GANGRENE  is  the  death  of  a particular 
part,  owing  to  the  total  impediment  of  any 
communication  of  a fluid  from  the  arteries.  It 
commonly  affefts  the  adipofe  membrane  only  ; a 
Sphacelus  or  Mortification  invades  all  parts,  the 
bones  not  excepted. 

The  causes.  Stagnation  of  the  fluids,  ligature, 
or  compreffion  of  the  veins,  cold,  inflammation, 

wounds. 
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wounds,  bruifes,  luxations,  fraBures  (efpecrall)^ 
if  bound  too  tight),  ruptures. 

The  diagnostics.  A fenfation  of  a dull  pain  ; 
a pale,  alby,  brown,  livid,  or  green  colour  : no 
refiftance  to  the  touch.  Thofe  of  a mortification 
are  infenfibility,  a cadaverous  fmell,  perfeftly 
black  colour,  that  blacknefs  fpreading,  an  ero- 
ding mortiferous  corruption. 

The  prognostics.  A Gangrene  may  be  cured. 
A fphacelus  muft  be  extirpated. 

A Gangrene  of  the  brain,  bowels  or  bladder, 
is  mortal  ; of  the  mouth,  lip,  noftrils,  or  genitals, 
difficult  of  cure  ; in  dropficals,  phthificals,  and 
fcorbutics,  a Gangrene  is  the  fore-runner  of  death. 

A mortification,  if  it  attacks  the  upper  parts, 
or  brings  on  agrypnia,  delirium,  faintings,  bor- 
borygmi,  hiccoughs,  fpafms,  pains  which  go  off 
fuddenly  ; cold  fweats,  or  coma,  forebodes  the 
hafiy  approach  of  a diffolution. 

The  cure.  If  a gangrene  proceeds  from  frofi, 
rub  the  parts  with  fnow  or  cold  water,  afterwards 
applying, 

Take  of  Compound  tinfture  of  aloes, 

Water  of  ammonia, 

Oil  of  turpentine,  of  each  equal  parts, 

For  a liniment. 
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To  flop  the  progrefs  of  a mortification,  there 
is  no  external  application  comparable  in  efficacy 
with  the  oil  of  olives:  let  the  part  be  bathed  with 
it  as  hot  as  it  can  be  borne  twice  or  thrice  a day. 
I have  feen  incredible  effefits  from  it,  even  with 
perfons  greatly  advanced  in  years.  If  any  thing 
in  nature  will  prevent  a fphaceliis  from  fpreading, 
I believe  this  will.  Internally  give  the  bark, 
chalybeatcs,  the  blue  vitriol,  and  opiates. 

Take  of  the  Opiate  pill,  a drachm  ; 

Make  into  fixteen  pills ; one  to  be  taken  every 
hour,  if  iieccdfary. 


SCHIRRUS  and  CANCER. 

ASCHIRRUS  is  an  induration  of  a glan- 
dular part,  owing  to  a previous  inflamma- 
tion. 

The  causes.  That  which  occafions  an  infpif- 
fation  of  the  fluids  in  the  glands. 

If  the  margins  of  a Schirrus  are  inflamed  fo  as 
to  produce  an  erofion  of  the  neighbouring  veffels, 
it  is  called  a Carcinoma,  or  Cancer. 

A recent  Schirrus,  the  refolution  of  ffiould  be  ' 
attempted  by  quickfilver  and  blifters ; if  thefe 
fucceed  not,  extirpation  is  neceffary  : if  ' that 
cannot  be  complied  with,  palliatives  are  all  that 
can  be  expefifed,  fuch  as  milk  diet,  the  balfam  of 
copaiva,  and  thirty  or  forty  drops  of  fpirit  of 

nitrous 
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nitrous  aether,  in  every  draught  of  liquor  that  the 
patient  takes. 

A cancer  refills  every  internal  means  (hitherto 
known)  of  cure.  I never  faw  any  good  effefls 
from  the  cicuta.  If  extirpation  is  not  permitted, 
give  twenty  of  the  following  drops  night  and 
morning. 

Take  of  Muriated  quickfilver,  ten  grains, 

Muriatic  acid,  ten  drops. 

Spirit  of  nitrous  sther,  an  ounce  : 

Drops.  Muriated  quickfilver  may  be  fprinkled 
on  the  fore. 

To  alleviate  the  pain,  the  tar  ointment  with 
calomel  applied  twice  a day,  is,  I verily  believe, 
fuperior  in  efficacy  to  any  other  topic.  I have 
known  great  numbers  whofe  lives  have  been  ren- 
dered comfortable  by  the  ufe  of  it,  who  before 
had  fuffered  the  moft  excruciating  agonies. 

The  fame  above-mentioned  palliatives  arc  re- 
quifite. 

If  the  part  is  extremely  offenfive,  ufe  a carrot 
poultice.  If  a cure  is  expefted,  it  muft  be  ob- 
tained from  the  hands  of  a furgeon. 

I have  feen  lately  feveral  cancers  of  the  lip 
yield  to  the  above  drops  and  ointment. 
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BURN. 

Apply  oil,  or  Hme-water,  or  fpread  fome  of 
the  calamine  cerate  thin  on  a piece  of  thin 
leather.  To  prevent  an  unfightly  fear,  after  the 
above  cerate  has  been  renewed  every  day,  for 
four  or  five  days,  ufe  a liniment  (once  a day  alfo) 
compofed  of  equal  parts  of  foft  foap,  honey,  and 
oil  of  olives. 


SPRAIN. 

From  the  fituation  a part  muft  be  in  when- 
fprained,  nothing  can  be  more  abfurd  than 
the  ufual  method  of  refting  it : it  fhould  be  kept 
as  conftantly  in  motion  as  poflible,  and  it  will  be 
well  in  the  tenth  part  of  the  time  that  will  be 
requifite  for  the  cure,  if  fpared,  which  any  one 
may  be  fatisfied  of,  who  will  make  the  trial.  If 
any  fotus  is  ufed,  equal  parts  of  vinegar  and 
brandy  is  the  moft  eligible. 


OEDEMA. 

An  Oedematous  tumor  is  foft,  whitifh,  cold; 

indolent,  and  doth  not  refift  the  touch.  If 
St  topic  is  neceffary,  1 know  none  preferable  to. 

Take  of  Alcohol,  an  ounce, 

Oil  of  turpentine,  two  drachms. 

Water  of  ammonia,  one  drachm, 

A liniment  to  be  ufed  three  or  four  times  a day. 

ULCER. 
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ULCER  in  the  LEGS. 

OF  all  the  diforders  incident  to  poor  people,. 

this  is  the  moft  common  ; at  leaft,  I have 
feen  fuch  numbers  among  the  infinite  variety  of 
perfons  who  have  applied  to  me  for  afliftance, 
that  I can  fafely  aver,  I have  cured  more  ulce- 
rated legs  than  any  man  in  his  Majefty’s  do- 
minions ; nor  did  I ever  meet  with  one  cafe  that 
did  not  yield  to  the  method  hereafter  propofed. 

The  causes.  A fcorbutic  acrimony,  depau- 
perated blood,  fedentary  life,  poor  living,  moiiO: 
air,  damp  ground.  Hence  it  is  no  wonder  that 
there  are  fo  few  of  the  weavers  in  the  North  of 
Ireland  free  from  this  troublefome  complaint; 
for  they  live  ohiefly  upon  potatoes  or  oaten  bread, 
and  fit  at  their  looms  three  or  four  feet  beneath 
the  furface  of  the  earth. 

After  recommending  a milk  diet,  the  only  me- 
dicines which  I ever  ordered  inwardly,  were  my 
folution  of  the  muriated  quickfilver  (See  Can- 
cer}, twenty  drops  to  be  taken  in  a glafs  of 
water  morning  and  night.  Or,  if  obiiinately 
coftive, 

Take  of  Gum  gualacum, 

Socotrine  aloes,  of  each  a drachm, 
Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony, 

Vitriolated  quickfilver,  of  each  a fcruple, 

’ Simple  fyrup,  enough  for  pills, 

Number  twenty-four;  two  to  be  taken  every 
night. 

Externally,. 
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Externally, 

Take  of  Calomel,  two  fcruples, 

Tar  ointment  an  ounce, 

An  ointment,  with  which  the  ulcer  is  to  be  dreffed 
twice  a day  for  two  or  three  weeks,  and  then,  to 
complete  the  cure,  let  a bandage  be  bound  over 
the  ulcer  as  tight  as  it  can  be  borne.  And, 

.Take  of  Spermaceti  cerate,  fix  drachms, 

Red  lead,  two  drachms. 

To  be  applied  night  and  morning.  Or, 

Take  of  Muriated  qulckfilver,  two  grains, 

Muriatic  acid,  two  drops, 

Rofe  water,  five  or  fix  ounces,

A lotion,  lint  dipped  in  this  to  be  applied  night 
and  morning,  and  wetted  with  it  before  it  is  re- 
moved. 

The  fore  may  be  fprinkled  now  and  then  with 
calomel,  or  the  red  nitrated  quickfilver. 


CO  NTR  ACTIONS. 

Contraction  of  the  tendons,  particularly 
that  of  Achilles,  is  a'common  caufe  of  lame- 
nefs,  efpecially  in  children,  though  this  cafe  is 
often  overlooked. 

The  ufe  of  many  limbs  (whfcn  long  loft)  has 
been  recovered  when  the  patient  could  not  touch 
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tlie  ground  with  his  heel,  by  the  following  fimple 
liniment.  Take  the  yolk  of  a new  laid  egg, 
carefully  cleared  from  the  white,  beat  it  up  with 
hx  fpoonfuls  of  fpring  water,  let  the  thigh  and 
leg  be  bathed  with  it  morning  and  night,  for  fome 
weeks.  The  effe6fs  are  equally  amazing  and  in- 
credible. 


PARALYTIC  AFFECTION  of  the  LEGS. 

Apply  a large  veficatory  to  the  os  facrum 
and  loins.  Eleffricity,  much  exercife,  ftrait 
ftockings,  liberal  ufe  of  the  fleih  brufh,  dry 
vomit,  cold  bath.

DISORDERS  peculiar  to  FEMALES. 

CH  LOROS  IS. 

The  Green  ficknefs,  as  it  is  commonly 
called,  is  a diitemp  .r  that  attacks  females 
generally  before  puberty,  and  fometimes  (if  there 
is  no  eruption  of  the  catamenia)  long  after.  It 
is  alfo  termed  Fehris  alba  and  Morbus  virgineus. 

The  causes.  A deficiency  of  the  vital  heat,  a 
predominant  acid  in  ine  floinach,  a lentor  of  the 
blood,  vitiated  quality  of  it.  An  over  propor- 
tionate quantity  of  feruin,  pining,  inadfivity, 
dyfpepfia,  too  profufe  fecretion  of  the  fuccus 

pancreaticus. 
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pancreaticus,  vegetables,  fruit,  fugar,  deficiency 
of  bile. 

The  diagnostics.  A fallow,  pallid,  or  livid 
countenance ; laxity  of  the  mufcular  fibres,  in- 
flated eye-lids,  fwelling  of  the  ancles,  and  fome- 
times  ot  the  abdomen  ; indolence,  averfion  from 
exercife,  efpecially  running  or  walking  fall ; the 
relpiration  difficult  and  anhelous,  pica  and  mala- 
cia,  cephalalgia,  a palpitation  of  the  heart,  green 
flools,  four  breath. 

The  prognostics.  This  chronical  diforder  is 
fometimes  of  long  continuance,  without  pro- 
ducing any  remarkable  ill  confequences  ; fome- 
times fchirrofities  proceed  from  it ; it  is  rarely 
difficult  of  cure  ; menftruation  often  carries  it  off. 
Feeding  on  chalk,  tobacco  pipes,  and  fuch  like, 
is  not  the  caufe,  but  the  efle6f  of  this  difeafe. 

The  cure.  The  regimen  fhould  be  the  fame 
as  in  Weakness  of  the  Solids.  Firfl  give  an  emetic, 
the  propereft  is  a grain  and  half  of  blue  vitriol, 
not  drinking  any  thing  to  work  it  off;  the  belt 
time  to  take  it  is  in  the  morning  fading;  after- 
wards, uterine  cathartics  and  corroborants,  efpe- 
cially chalybeates  : the  cold  bath  may  be  ufed  to 
advantage.  Exercife  is  neceffary.  Some  bleed 
in  the  Saphoena,  but  to  leffen  the  quantity  of  that 
important  fluid  in  fuch  cafes,'  as  has  already  been 
often  obferved,  is  inexcufable  indifcretion. 

From  the  fubfequent  tribes  an  efficacious  for- 
mula may  be  eafily  contrived. 
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The  gums,  as  ammoniac,  galbanum,  fagape- 
num’,  opoponax,  guaiacum,  afatcetida,  olibanum, 
myrrh,  benjamin,  ftyrax,  maflic,  frankincenfe. 

Aromatics,  as  winter’s  bark,  cinnamon,  gin- 
ger, zedoary,  all  piperines,  cloves,  nutmegs,  and 
fuch  like. 

Bitters,  as  gentian,  galangal,  centaury,  aloes, 
camomile,  carduus  benediftus,  which  yields  a 
pleafant  bitter  in  a cold  infufion,  round  birth- 
wort,  orange  peel,  &c. 

Emmenagogues,  as  favin,  cahor,  dittany  of 
Crete^  borax,  penny-royal,  rue,  mugwort,  white 
bryony  root,  ftinking  orracb,  black  hellebore, 
fait  of  amber,  vitriolated,  or  tartarifed  iron,  calo- 
mel, balfam  of  copaiva,  or  compound  powder 
of  myrrh. 

Take  of  Tinfture  of  murlated  iron  half  an  ounce, 

Twenty  drops  night  and  morning.  See 
Menses  suppresed. 


WHITES, 

This  is  a diforder  females  of  all  ages  are 
fubjeft  to. 

The  causes,  A laxity  of  the  glandular  fibres 
of  the  kcunae,  fuppreffion  of  the  menftrual  dif- 
charge,  fprains  of  the  loins,  hard  labor,  hyper- 
catharfis,  profufe  bleeding,  blows,  falls,  weaknefs 
of  the  folids. 
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The  diagnostics . A conftaiit  oozing  from  the 
os  externum  uteri  of  a white  matter,  fometimes 
thin,  yellow,  or  brown  : foetid,  fenfation  of  heat 
in  making  urine,  fyncopes,  anorexia,  pain  in  the 
back  and  loins,  increafed  by  exercife,  atrophy, 
Hypocratic  countenance. 

The  prognostics.  It  is  not  very  eafy  of  cure. 
Women  are  generally  troubled  with  it  a great 
while  before  they  apply  for  affiftance : to  this 
natural  bafhfulnefs  they  owe  more  bad  confe- 
quences  than  they  ever  fufpefted.  It  is  often 
piodu6five  of  many  dreadlul  diforders,  which 
might  with  great  facility  have  been  prevented  ; 
as  confumptions,  procidentia,  uteri,  dropfy,  in- 
ternal ulcers,  &c. 

The  cure.  The  moft  nourifliing  diet  is  necef- 
fary,  as  milk,  meat  broths,  fhell-fifh,  and  fuch 
like.  For  her  breakfaft,  two  drachms  of  ifinglafs 
may  be  boiled  in  milk.  The  dry  vomit  is  of  con- 
fiderable  fervice,  as  alfo  are  lenient  cathartics, 
magneha,  which  alone  is  fometimes  efficient,  ag- 
glutinants,  lime-water,  and  Spa-water.  The  moll 
proper  allringents  are  tormentil  root,  aromatics, 
roch  allum,  acetated  cerufe  and  chalybeates. 
Twenty  drops  of  the  balfam  of  copaiva  may  be 
taken  twice  a day,  or  a tea-fpoonful  of  tincture 
of  cantharides,  which  has  an  excellent  effc61;. 

Take  of  Gum  arabic,  two  ounces, 

Red  afliingent  gum, 

Olibanum,  of  each  half  an  ounce, 

Balfam  of  copaiva,  enough  for  an  ele£luary, 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a chefnut  night  and  morning. 

Take 
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Take  of  Conferve  of  red  rofes,  two  ounces, 

Yellow  wax,  half  an  ounce, 

Rhubarb,  two  drachms, 

Filings  of  iron, 

Galangal,  of  each  a drachm, 

Tinfture  of  Cantharidcs,  enough  for  an  elec- 
tuary. 

The  5ze  of  a nutmeg  to  be  taken  twice  a day. 

Take  of  Blue  vitriol,  a fcruple,  diflTolve  in 
Boiling  water  an  ounce ; 

An  injeftion,  to  be  ufed  warm  twice  a day. 

See  Gleet. 


HYSTERICS. 

Hysteric  Fits,  notwlthftanding  the  various 
ihapes  they  appear  in,  are  too  well  known 
to  need  any  defeription. 

The  causes.  An  unequal  diftribution  of  the 
vital  heat,  owing  in  fome  meafure  to  the  peculiar 
conformation  of  the  uterus  and  its  adjacent  parts ; 
fuppreflion,  or  deficiency  of  the  menftrual  flux, 
fometimes  to  its  profufion ; delicacy  of  conftitu- 
tion,  luxury,  want  of  exercife,  ftrong  inclination 
to  venery,  fluor  albus,  want  of  blood,  acid  gas. 

The  diagnostics.  Syncopes,  catchings,  rifing 
of  a halitus  in  the  throat,  fometimes  fo  as  to  en- 
danger fuffbeation,  convulfions,  clavus  hyftericus, 
quick  refpiration,  laughing,  fereaming,  crying, 
U - the 
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the  hands  ftrongly  clofed,  bawdy  expreflions, 
colic,  cephalalgia. 

The  prognostics.  If  the  patient  has  been 
long  troubled  with  them,  they  often  terminate  in 
a perpetual  caufelefs  timidity ; madnefs,  or  all 
. the  horrors,  of  the  hypochondriacal  affeftion,  to 
which  this  diforder  is  very  fimilar.  It  is  by  no 
means  dangerous,  or  if  fcientifically  treated,  dif- 
ficult of  cure. 

The^cwre?.  All  evacuations  are  deleterious,  the 
dry  vomit  excepted,  which  fucceeds  wonderfully, 
if  frequently  repeated,  and  is  propriis  viribus 
fufficient  to  elfeft  a cure  ; but  if  objefted  to,  the 
praftitioner  will  find  various  formulae,  which  have 
proved  efficacious,  fubjoined.  Chalybeate  waters 
are  highly  neceffary  ; opiates  are  fometimes  fo. 
The  cold  bath.  If  the  head  is  afifefted,  let  it  be 
lhaved  and  a blifter  laid  over  it.  See  Hypo- 
chondria, Epilepsy,  and  Flatus. 

Take  of  Prepared  kali,  two  fcruples. 

Pure  nitre,  a fcruple, 

Purified  fait  of  amber,  feven  grains, 
Penny-royal  water,  an  ounce  and  half, 

-A  draught  to  be  taken  every  night,  for  fome 
weeks. 

Take  of  Ginger,  half  an  ounce. 

For  fix  powders,  One  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning. 

Twenty  drops  of  the  oil  of  amber  may  be  taken 
' night  and  morning,  If  coftive,

MENSES  SUPPRESSED. 

An  obftruftion  of  the  menlfrual  flux  is  either 
total,  ox  partial,  when  there  is  a fmall  drain, 
and  the  colour  not  florid,  nor  the  appearance  re- 
gular at  the  ftated  times.  The  fame  method  of 
cure  is  requifite. 

U 2 The 
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The  cause,  A deficiency  of  blood.  Some 
have  fuppofed  that  an  univerfal  plethora  may  be 
a concomitant  of  this  diforder;  to  fpeak  my  own 
fentiments,  I verily  believe  that  it  is  never  the 
cafe ; a partial  plethora,  indeed,  or  which  is  the 
fame  thing,  an  unequal  diftribution  of  the  vital 
heat  often  may  and  doth  accompany  it. 

The  diagnostics.  Anorexia,  pale  or  bloated 
countenance,  fluor  albus,  cephalalgia,  vertigo, 
palpitation  of  the  heart,  pain  in  the  loins 
and  thighs,  fwelling  of  the  ancles,  hyflerics. 

The  prognostics.  If  it  is  total,  the  cure  is 
difficult,  but  by  no  means  imprafticable,  as  fome 
moderns  fufpeft,  (unlefs  fucceeded  by  a phthifisj 
or  from  falivation  ; in  pinguedinous  habits,  it  is 
of  little  confequence  ; if  partial,  eafily  procured ; 
if  fymptomatic,  the  primary  caufe  mult  be  re- 
moved. 

The  cure.  The  dry  vomit  is  of  admirable 
efficacy.  For  regimen,  fee  Weakness  of 
the  Solids.  If  once  the  blood  is  fufficient  in 
quantity  there  is  no  fear  of  the  obftru6lion  being 
removed.  Balfam  of  Copaiva  is  an  excellent 
auxiliary.  See  Ch lorosi s.  One  remark  may 
not  be  amifs,  viz.  that  if  np  extraordinary  incon- 
venience attends  the  too  little  or  too  great  dif- 
charge  of  this  fort,  it  is  bell  not  to  interfere  by 
the  ufe  of  medicines,  but  leave  nature  intirely  to 
berfelf. 
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Take  of  Socotrine  aloes,  a drachm, 

Filing  of  iron,  two  fcruples. 

Precipitated  fulphur  of  antimony,  half  a ^ 
drachm. 

Calomel,  a fcruple, 

Oil  of  favlne,  twenty  drops, 

Simple  fyrnp,  enough  for  pills, 


Number  thirty-two;  two  to  be  taken  every  night, 
or  oftener. 

Take  of  Compound  tlnflure  of  favlne, 

Tlndlure  of  black  hellebore,  of  each  an 
ounce, 

OF  thefe  drops  let  two  tea-fpoonfuls  be  taken 
twice  a day.  See  Flatus. 


MENSES  IMMO  DERATE, 

TFI  E menllrual  difcharge  is  fometimes  fo 
profufe  as  to  fuper-induce  a large  tribe  of 
the  mofl  formidable  diforders* 

The  cause,  Weaknefs  of  the  folids  ; confe- 
quently  a want  of  elafticity  in  the  fibres  of  the 
mouths  of  the  uterine,  or  vaginal  arteries,  and 
deficiency  of  vital  heat. 

The  diagnostics.  Laxity  of  the  mufcular  fibre, 
thin,  light,  lank  hair,  flabbinefs  of  the  flefh, 
pallid  countenance,  fyncopes,  anorexia,  fweiled 
ancles,  cachexy. 

^ T]\&  prognostics.  If  after  abortion,  parturl“ 
tion,  or  if  the  patient  is  above  fifty  years  of  ao-e, 
U 3 "it 
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It  miift  be  very  profufe  to  prove  dangerous.  If 
the  age  is  about  thirty,  and  it  is  fucceeded  by  a 
fpontaneous  total  fuppreflion,  it  is  always  fatal. 
If  of  long  continuance,  and  always  immoderate 
at  the  periodical  returns,  and  the  patient  under 
forty,  it  cannot  be  reftrained  too  foon. 

The  cure.  It  is  furprifing  that  all  pra£litioners, 
who  have  wrote  on  this  fubjeft,  propofe  phlebo- 
tomy, by  way  of  revulfion  forfooth ; fuch  prac- 
tice cannot  be  too  much  execrated.  A vomit  is  a 
more  fpeedy,  more  effeftual,  and  far  fafer  remedy. 
For  regimen,  fee  Weakness  of  the  Solij!)s. 
The  exercife  fhould  be  very  gentle.  The  medi- 
cines necelTary  are  agglutinants,  aftringents,  cor- 
roborants, and  fometimes  opiates.  A cloth 
dipped  in  vinegar,  may  be  laid  on  the  abdomen, 
or  loins. 

Take  of  Gum  arabic,  two  ounces,  diflblve  in  pure 
water,  a pint. 

Of  this  mixture  let  a tea-cupful  be  taken  two 
or  three  times  in  a day,  or  as  often  as  there  is 
occafion.  Give  a fcruple  of  roeh  allum  every 
half  hour  till  it  vomits ; afterwards  as  much  of 
the  red  aftringent  gum,  as  often  as  is  necefi^y.

Take  of  Olibanum,  a drachm  and  a half^:

Venice  turpentine,  enough  for  pills,. 

Number  twenty- four;  three  to  be  taken  night 
and  morning. 

If  coftive. 

Take  of  Conferve  of  red  rofes,  an  ouiKoandan  hal#,. 
Yellow  wax,  half  an  ounce. 

Rhubarb,  two  drachms, 

Galangal, 

Filings  of  iron,  of  each  one  drachm. 

Syrup  of  ginger,  enough  for  an  elefluary. 

Dofe,  the  fize  af  a nutmeg  twice  a day. 


FALLING  DOWN  of  the  WO  MR. 

The  Falling  down  of  the  Womb  is  owing  tO 
a relaxation  of  its  ligaments,  or  to  fome 
violence  ufed  in  labour. 

The  cause.  Fall's,  ftrains,  fhocks,  fluor  albus, 
the  forcible  (though  needlefs)  plucking  away  the 
placenta,  weaknefs  of  the  folids. 


The 
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The  diagnostics.  Great  pain  when  fitting  ftill,' 
or  at  ftool,  difficulty  of  making  urine,  fometimes 
convulfions  and  mortification. 

The  prognostics.  If  the  patient  is  pregnant, 
the  cafe  is  always  dangerous;  if  the  part  is  not 
reduced,  it  may  turn  gangrenous;  , if  the  liga- 
ments are  broke,  fcarcely  curable. 

The  cure.  Let  the  patient  try  to  reduce  it 
herfelf,  by  the  means  prefcribed  under  Falling 
down  of  the  Fundament.  Or,  lay  a crown 
piece,  with  a fmall  piece  of  wax-candle,  lighted, 
on  the  middle  of  it,  on  the  abdomen  ; put  a 
tumbler  glafs  over  it  and  the  preffure  of  the  air 
will  foon  refiore  it  to  its  proper  place.  If  file  is 
with  child,  let  the  abdomen  be  fupported  by  a 
bandage.  She  fhould  be  kept  lying  on  her  back 
(with  her  hips  railed  and  her  legs  crolTed)  as 
long  as  -pofiible.  Ufe  clyfters,  aftringent  in- 
jections, fomentations,  fuffiments  and  pefiaries.

DISORDERS  peculiar  to  PREGNANCY. 

Nausea  and  Vomiting.  Give  frequently 
twenty  drops  of  diluted  vitriolic  acid  in  a 
tea-cupful  of  ftrong  mint  tea ; or  if  neceflaiy, 
opiates.  See  Vomiting. 

Diarrhoea.  See  that  article. 

Coftlvenefs  from  the  preffure  of  the  foetus. 
Adminifier  fat  oily  clyflers,  A powder  com- 

pofed 
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pofed  of  two  parts  magnefia  and  one  of  rhubarb  ; 
©f  this  let  half  a drachm  be  taken  occafionally. 

Heart-burn,  Two  fcruples  of  chalk  and  one 
of  gum  arable  may  be  taken  as  often  as  necefTary, 
if  not  coftive ; if  that  is  the  cafe,  give  as  much 
magnefia,  drinking  half  a pint  of  broth  after 
every  dole. 

, Syncopes.  Ufe  cardiacs,  volatiles,  opiates, 
ftrong  foups,  and  jellies. 

Longing.  Whatever  is  craved  may  be  givefi 
with  fafety,  and  ought  by  all  means  to  be  pro- 
cured as  foon  as  pollible. 

Swelling  of  the  ancles,  legs,  thighs  or  breaft. 
Ufe  lenient  cathartics,  abiorbents,  diuretics, 
diaphoretics,  opiates,  reft  : if  the  legs,  they  can- 
not be  kept  too  much  in  an  horizontal  pofition. 

Pain  in  the  loins.  If  from  the  weight  of  the 
foetus,  let  the  abdomen  be  fupported  by  a ban- 
dage. Cardiacs  and  reft  are  necefTary. 

Oedematous  tumours  of  the  os  externum, 
fcarification. 

Dyfury.  Aglutinants  ; the  cathetet. 

Dyfpnoea.  See  Cough. 

Bearing  down.  See  Abortion  below. 

Flux  menftrual  or  hacmorrhoidal,  treat  as  at 
other  times. 
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Falfe  conceptions,  or  moles,  leave  to  nature* 
If  any  thing  is  given,  it  fhould  be  taken  from  the 
emmenagogic  tribe.  Pretty  violent  exercife  may 
be  ufed. 


ABORTION, 

TH  I S and  every  other  diforder  to  which  a 
woman  during  the  Hate  of  her  pregnancy  is 
liable,  is  chiefly,  it  not  intirely,  owing  to  a de- 
ficiency of  heat  and  blood  ; which  may  eafily  be 
gathered  from  the  confideration  of  the  expenfe 
fhe  is  at  for  the  nutrition  of  the  foetus,  and  the  i 
formation  of  its  appurtenances : if  two  ounces  of 
blood  were  drawn  every  day  from  a perfon  ever- 
fo  healthy  for  forty  weeks  together,  let  it  be  left 
to  common  fenfe  to  determine  whether  fuch  a 
one  can  Hand  in  need  of  fupernumerary  venae- 
feftions  during  that  time. 

Jt  is  upon  this  account  that  their  faces  appear 
fo  thin,  their  nofes  pinched  in,  and  various  dif- 
orders  attack  them  which  originate  from  a defi- 
ciency of  blood.  If  a woman  with  child  is  bled, 
fays  Hyppocrates,  a mifcarriage  is  endangered ; 
the  larger  the  foetus,  the  more  certain  and  expe- 
ditious wdll  be  the  abortion.  Experience  confirms 
the  truth  of  this  obfervation  of  the  divine  old- 
man.  I knew  many  ladies  who  ufed  phlebotomy 
during  their  pregnancy  and  -mifcarried,  but  on 
the  omiffion  of  it,  went  out  their  full  time  and 
were  delivered  of  healthy  children.  That  all  do 
not  mifcarry  who  are  bled  is  true,  and  indeed 
nothing  is  more  to  be  wondered  at  than  the

inexhauftlble  refources  of  nature,  by  which  flie 
can  recover  herfelf  from  the  confequences  of 
fuch  ill-timed  evacuations.  To  ufe  phlebotomy 
becaufe  her  periodical  vifits  difappear,  is  abfurd 
and  puerile,  for  it  cannot  be  a manly  argument 
that  we  ought  to  lavifh  away  that  fluid  which 
nature  demonftrates  her  want  of  by  her  care  to 
preferve  it.  Bleeding,  in  a word,  is  always 
hazardous  and  improper  during  pregnancy,  and 
not  feldom  brmgs  on  convulfions  and’  death. 
To  this  ralh  and  inexcufable  imprudence  it  is 
owing  that  fuch  numbers  of  women  who  even  go 
their  full  time,  die  in  child-bed. 

The  causes.  Weaknefs  of  the  folids,  bleed- 
ing, blows,  falls,  frights,  difappointment  in  that 
which  was  longed  for.  ^ 

The  diagnostics.  Pain  in  the  back,  loins,  and 
thighs,  bearing  down  ; cephalalgia,  naufea,  quick 
pulfe,  flatnefs  of  the  breads,  fyncopes,  dribbling 
of  the  waters  from  the  uterus,  flooding. 

The  prognostics,  if  nature  is  not  counter- 
aftcd,  or  difturbed  by  unneceflary  interpofition, 
there  is  feldom  any  danger  of  the  mother.  If 
the  foetus  is  dead  (which  may  be  known  by  fyn- 
copes, cold  fweats,  flufhings,  rigor,  or  the  foetus 
falling  from  fide  to  fide)  nothing  but  mild  em- 
menagogues  fhould  be  given  once  or  twice  a day. 
It  may  continue  in  the  uterus  three  or  four  weeks 
without  any  ill  confequence,  and  it  fcarce  ever 
exceeds  that  time  before  nature  will  effe6l  its 
expulfion. 


The 
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The  cure.  Prevention  is  all  we  are  capable 
of  in  thefe  cafes.  Where  there  is  a pronenefs 
to  mifcarry,  from  a laxity  of  the  mufcular 
fibres,  or  if  fhe  has  mifcarried  before,  it  will  be 
neceffary  to  ufe  the  fame  regimen  as  that  recom- 
mended under  We  akn  ess  of  the  Solids,  and 
to  keep  an  iffue  conftantly  open.  I knew  a lady 
who  mifcarried  twice,  then  opened  an  iffue,  and 
while  it  continued  had  three  living  children;  (he 
then  fuffered  it  to  dry  up  and  again  mifcarried ; 
it  was  cut  again  fhortly  after,  and  (he  bore  five 
firong  healthy  children ; her  iffue  then  dried  up 
fpontaneoufly,  after  which  fhe  mifcarried  three 
times  fucceflively.  The  reader  is  left  to  make 
his  own  obfervations  on  this  remarkable  cafe.  I 
have  often  feen  amazing  effefts  from  the  fol- 
owing : 

Take  of  French  bole, 

Maftic,  of  each  three  drachms, 

Yellow  wax,  two  drachms, 

Cyprus  turpentihe,  enough  for  a plaiflcr. 

To  be  applied  to  the  loins  and  worn  during  the 
time  of  geflation. 

Take  of  Chalk  mixture,  fix  ounces, 

Spirit  of  cinnamon,  two  ounces, 

A mixture,  of  which  let  three  fpoonfuls  be  taken 
morning  and  night. 

Take  of  Cannella  alba,  a fcruple, 

Ginger,  ten  grains, 

Aromatic  confection,  half  a drachm, 

A bok, 
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A bole,  to  be  taken  every  night. 

Take  of  Red  bark,  one  ounce, 

Winter’s  bark,  three  drachms, 

Cloves,  one  drachm, 

Oil  of  cinnamon,  twenty  drops, 

Mucilage  of  gum  arabic,  enough  for  an  elec- 
tuary, 

Dofe,  the  fize  of  a nutmeg  morning  and  night. 


PARTURITION. 

The  ufual  time  of  delivery  is  forty  weeks 
after  impregnation.  It  has  been  generally 
fuppofed  that  about  the  eighth  month  of  preg- 
nancy, the  head  of  the  foetus  growing  fpecifically 
heavier  than  the  body,  falls  down  on  the  os  in- 
ternum with  its  face  towards  the  mother’s  back, 
which  was  before  towards  her  belly.  This  tumble, 
as  the  French  call  it,  appears  to  me  to  be  wholly 
imaginary,  for  I never  differed  a woman  in  any 
ftate  of  pregnancy,  that  the  pofture  of  the  foetus 
was  not  the  fame  as  at  the  time  of  delivery, 
when  the  birth  is  natural. 

The  foetus  receives  no  nourlfliment  but  by  the 
umbilical  cord,  notwithftanding  the  numerous 
arguments  which  that  ingenious  and  truly  excel- 
lent anatomift  Heifter  has  ufed  to  prove,  that  it 
fwallows  the  alimentary  liquor  before  expulfion; 
a fufficient  refutation  of  all  which  is,  that  from 
the  confideration  of  its  pofture,  and  incapacity 
of  breathing,  it  is  impoflible. 

In 
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In  a natural  birth,  nothing  more  is  neceflaiy 
than  to  fupport  and  prevent  the  laceration  of  the 
perinaeum,  leaving  the  reft  to  nature.  In  breech 
prefentaticrns,  it  is  needlefs  to  alter  the  pofture 
of  the  foetus,  but  in  all  other  preternatural  po- 
fitions,  fearch  for  and  extra£l  it  by  the  feet.  If 
the  placenta  follows  not  immediately,  ufe  no 
violence ; the  woman  may  be  ordered  to  bed  : 
there  are  frequent  iiiftances  of  its  continuance  in 
the  uterus  for  twelve,  twenty,  yea  eight  and  forty 
hours,  without  the  leaft  ill  confequence.  What 
nature  will  perform  in  fuch  cafes  is  fcarcely 
within  the  limits  of  credibility  : when  the  head, 
of  the  foetus  has  been  left,  Ihe  has  effefted  the 
expulfion  of  it  without  any  afliftance,  and  what 
is  ftill  more  extraordinary,  a living  child  has 
been  produced  from  a pelvis,  where  there  have 
not  been  more  than  two  inches  between  pubes 
and  facrum.  It  would  be  far  more  eligible  for 
pra6fitioners  to  watch,  wait  upon,  and  gently 
operate  with,  than  ever  to  attempt  to  hurry,  or 
difturb  nature  in  any  of  the  efforts  flie  may  make 
to  relieve  herfelf. 

In  difficult  labors,  let  an  emollient  clyfter  be 
adminiftered.  If  attended  with  a fuppreffion  of 
urine,  the  catheter  fhould  be  introduced  ; fternu- 
tatories  may  be  ufed  to  advantage;  fometimes 
emetics  and  opiates ; ftrong  cardiacs  ought  not  to 
be  omitted. 

Take  of  Balfam  of  Copaiva,  half  an  ounce, 

The  yolks  of  two  eggs, 

Llnfeed  oil,  fix  ounces* 

An 
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An  excellent  clyfter. 

Take  of  Myrrh,  a fcruple, 

Purified  opium,  two  grains, 

Syrup  of  faffron,  enough  for  a bole* 

To  be  repeated  as  there  is  occafion* 

Take  of  Penny-royal  water,  fix  ounces^ 

Spirit  of  Penny-royal,  two  ounces^ 

Compound  tinfture  of  lavender,  hslf  an  ounce* 

Of  this  mixture,  three  fpoonfuls  fhould  be  given  ■ 
every  hour,  or  every  half  hour,  with  on©  of  the^ 
following  powders. 

Take  of  Borax,  a drachm  and  half. 

Myrrh,  half  a drachm, 

Make  into  fix  powders. 

To  procure  an  eafy  labor.  A tea-fpoonful  of 
the  compound  tinBure  of  savin^  taken  every  night 
for  a month  before  the  expefted  time,  is  a moll 
certain,  fafe,  and  efficacious  method,  as  I have 
experienced  in  a prodigious  number  of  cafes. 

Flooding.  Let  a cloth,  dipped  in  ' vinegar, 
be  applied  frequently  to  the  abdomen  and  loins, 
and  be  left  on  ’till  it  is  dry.  Sec  Menses  Im- 
moderate. 

Fever  in  child-bed.  Let  her  be  kept  cool  and 
receive  conftant  fupplies  of  frefh  air.  Give  the 
tartarifed  antimony  in  fmall  dofes  with  caftor, 
and  cardiacs. 

X 2 
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SupprefTion  of  the  lochia.  Give  a fcruple  of 
compound  powder  of  myrrh  two  or  three  times  a 
day. 


AFTER-PAINS, 

AFTER-PAINS  are  moft  feverely  felt  by 
thofe  women  who  have  had  more  children 
than  one. 

The  cause,  A too  quick  contraftion  of  the 
mouths  of  the  uterine  arteries ; a dillention  of  the 
ligaments,  elaftic  air,  retention  of  pieces  of  the 
coagulated  blood.  ’ ' 

The  diagnostics , Spafmodic  conflriftion  of 
the  loins ; Ihooting  pains  in  the  groin,  abdomen, 
or  thighs. 

The  prognostics.  They  are  not  dangerous, 
nor  difficult  to  remove ; if  they  caufe  a fup- 
preffion  of  the  lochia,  ufe  emmenagogues. 

The  cure.  Some  give  half  an  ounce  of  oil, 
not  without  a good  effeft.  That  which  is  given 
to  drink  ffiould  be  fupped  very  warm.  The  ab- 
domen ought  to  be  fwathed  pretty  tight.  Opiates 
may  be  given  with  fafety. 

Take  of  Spermaceti,  half  an  ounce. 

The  yolks  of  two  eggs, 

Tinfture  of  opium. 

Oil  of  juniper,  of  each  one  drachm, 
Penny-royal  water,  feven  ounces, 

A mixture ; 
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A mixture;  of  which  let  three  fpoonfuls  be  given 
every  three  or  four  hours,  ’till  the  pains  go  off. 
Or, 

Take  of  Galbanum., 

Myrrh,  of  each  half  a drachm, 

Purified  opium,  ten  grains, 

Balfam  of  Peru,  enough  to  make  twelve  pills. 

One  to  be  taken  every  hour  till  the  pain  vaniflies*  - 


SORE  NIPPLES. 

Dress  them  twice  a day  with  the  following 
liniment:  it  will  not  difappoint  expecta- 
tion. 

Take  of  Spermaceti  cerate, 

Balfam  of  Peru,  of  each  two  drachms, 

A liniment. 


DISORDERS  peculiar  to  CHILDREN. 

The  diforders  peculiar  to  children  are  ex-=. 

ceeding  few  which  require  any  alTiftance. 
If  they  are  kept  very  cool  (except  in  winter)  fed 
rparingly  and  often ; have  their  bodies  fufR- 
ci^ently  open;  be  fufFered  to  deep  little  in  the 
day  time,  and  almoft  continually  played  with  and 
dandled : in  a word,  let  them  not  be  gorged  with 
victuals,  and  receive  fufficient  exercife,  and 
nature  will  do  her  own  bufinefs,  without  any  in- 
terference, in  all  diforders  that  I know  of,  ex- 
cepting thofe  mentioned  below.  When  chil- 
X 3 dren 
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dren  have  any  other  complaints,  the  heft  advice 
I can  give  is,  to  do  nothing. 

Frequent  friftion  with  the  hand,  and  almoft 
perpetual  motion  on  the  arm,  are  the  heft  of  all 
prophylaxies. 

My  intention  in  the  feventh  edition  of  my 
work  was  to  have  given  more  particular  and  dii- 
fufive  direXions  for  the  management  of  children, 
but  am  well  pleafed  to  find  that  intention  fuper- 
feded  by  Dr.  Underwood’s  excellent  Treatife  on 
the  Difeafes  of  Children,  a work  worthy  of  the 
higheft  commendation,  and  which  I moft  warmly 
recommend  to  the  perufal  of  my  reader.  There 
is  one  thing  indeed,  in  which  I cannot  agree 
with  him,  viz.  the  necejjity  of  bleeding  in  the 
meafles  and  hooping  cough.  I have  only  to  fay, 
I never  once  attended  a child  in  either  of  thole 
diforders,  which  died,  that  had  not  previoufly 
been  bled.  This  necejjity^  therefore,  appears  to 
me  to  be  problematical.  However,  if  there  are 
any  other  errors  to  be  met  with  in  this  author,  1 
am  perfuaded  that  his  work  is  as  remarkable  for 
their  trivialnefs  and  paucity,  as  Dr.  B.’s  domeflic 
medicine  is  for  their  magnitude  and  number. 


RETENTION  of  the  MECORIUM. 

IF  the  child  has  no  difeharge  by  ftool  within 
fix  hours  after  its  birth,  let  a tea-fpoonful  of 
oil  of  olives  be  given  to  it,  or  a few  grains  of 
manna,  or  an  oleous  clyfter,  or  a tea-fpoonlul  of 
rhubarb  wine,  to  be  repeated  as  there  is  occafion. 

HYDROCEPHALUS- 
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HYDROCEPHALUS. 

Hydrocephalus,  or  the  watery  head, 

the  heft  remedy  for,  if  any,  is  a perpetual 
blifter.  It  muft  not  be.  opened;  if  it  is,  the 
child  will  be  irrecoverably  loft. 


HYDROCEPHALUS  INTERNUS. 

This  diforder  is  commonly  called  the  dropfy 
of  the  brain,  becaufe  on  diffe^lion  there  is 
found  below  the  corpus  callofum  a bag  of  water 
generally  as  large  as  a goofe  egg,  or  two’ or  three 
ounces  of  water  extravafated  on  each  fide  of  the 
falx.  It  greatly  refembles  the  worm  fever,  thefe 
particular  diagnoftics  excepted,  conftant  moaning, 
Ihrieking,  intolerance  of  light,  enlargement  of 
the  pupil,  ftrabifmus  and  frequent  lifting  of  the 
hand  to  the  head.  H is  always  mortal.  The 
caufe  (if  not  preceded  by  a blow,  or  pulling  the 
hair)  is  unknown.  I was  once  in  a town  where 
this  diftemper  was  exceeding  rife.  It  never  at- 
tacks any  one  after  the  age  of  puberty.  As  all 
attempts  are  vain,  it  is  pity  to  give  the  patient 
the  leaft  painful  fenfation : blifters  are  entirely 
ufelefs.  They  often  live  in  this  pitiable  and 
Ihocking  ftate  ’till  the  fifteenth  or  feventeenth 
day  after  the  firft  invafion.  The  only  profpeff 
is  from  quickfilver. 


CON^ 
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CONVULSIONS. 

IF  fymptomatic,  the  removal  of  the  primary 
diforder  which  occafions  them  is  the  firft  ob* 
je61;.  Thofe  that  are  moll  common  generally 
yield  to  the  following : 

Take  of  Peppermint  water,  an  ounce  and  an  half,, 
Prepared  kali,  two  fcruples, 

Balfamic  fyrup,  half  an  ounce, 

A tea-fpoonful  night  and  morning,  or  three  or 
four  a times  a day  as  there  is  occafion. 

If  primary, 

' Take  of  tinflure  of  afafcetida,  half  an  ounce, 

Give  ten  drops  every  two  or  three  hours. 

Take  of  New  milk,  an  ounce. 

Peppermint-water,  half  an  ounce, 

Tinflure  of  afafcetida,  half  a drachm. 

For  a ciyRer. 

The  above  clyfler  may  be  given  with  vafl  ad- 
vantage in  all  convulfive  diforders  in  children. 

Note.  The  prepared  kali  has  all  the  good  ef- 
feifts  of  abforbents,  befides  keeping  open  the 
alvine  tube- and  urinary  canals,  it  intirely  pre- 
cludes their  ufe.  In  a diarrhoea,  chalk  may  be 
ufed,  which  is  the  beft  of  the  whole  tribe. 


SCROPHULA. 
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SCROPHULA. 

Having  already  treated  of  the  Evil,  I 
fhould  not  have  refumed  the  fubjeft,  but  on 
account  of  recommending  a medicine  which  has 
perfeBly  cured  infinite  numbers  of  fcrophulous 
children.  Yet  a very  eminent  * Phyfician  has 
afferted  in  print,  that  quicksilver  is  of  no  service  : 

I afked  him,  if  he  had  ufed  it  for  any  length  of 
time  ? His  reply  was,  not  at  all,  but  feveral  Phy- 
ficians  had  afferted  the  fame.  I think  my  asser^ 
tion,  which  arifes  from  trials  and  invariable  fuc- 
cefs  in  thofe  trials,  demands  as  much  attention. 

Take  of  Muriated  quickfilver,  ten  grains, 

Muriatic  acid,  ten  drops, 

Rofe  water,  half  an  ounce. 

Of  thefe  drops,  let  three  be  given  to  a child  from 
two  to  four  years  old  every  night,  or  even  four 
drops,  if  they  do  not  purge  (for  they  muff  not 
run  off  by  ftool)  and  the  ufe  of  them  continued 
for  feveral  months,  till  quite  well.  I have  feen 
the  mofl  affonifhing  and  incredible  cures  per- 
formed by  them. 

^ Glandular  tumors  in  the  neck,  &:c.  will  fome-  ^ 
times  be  difcuffed  by  the  tar  ointment,  rubbed  in 
morning  and  night.  If  they  leffen  not  in  five, 
or  fix  days. 

Take  of  Camphire,  half  an  ounce. 

Oil  of  olives,  fix  drachms, 

Anifeed,  one  drachm, 

A lini- 

* Dr.  F.  the  ingenious  author  of  the  Treatife  on  Bath 
waters. 
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A liniment,  to  be  ufed  three  or  four  times  a day. 
Or,  faturnines. 

If  it  ftill  continues  to  fwell,  or  begins  to  look 
red,  apply  a poultice  of  bread  and  milk  only^  re- 
peating it  three  or  four  times  a day,  and  let  one 
be  laid  on  at  bed-time,  to  be  kept  on  all  night. 
This  procefs  to  be  continued  till  it  breaks,  and 
for  a day  or  two  after ; then  drefs,  as  you  will 
find  under  the  article  Evil,  which  fee. 


TOOTHING. 

IN  fix  or  feven  months  after  birth,  children 
commonly  begin  to  fhew  figns  of  dentition- 
It  is  often  accompanied  with  fome  very  untoward 
fymptoms,  as  violent  pain,  fymptomatic  fever,, 
convulfions,  partial  palfies,  and  fevere  diarrhcea. 
I have  feen  children  lofe  the  ufe  of  an  arm,  of  a 
leg,  and  fometimes  of  both,  'till  the  tooth  was 
through,'  and  then  recover  immediately,  without 
any  medical  affiflance.  The  figns  of  cutting  their 
teeth  are,  fwelling  of  the  gums,  Havering,  loofe- 
nefs,  reftleffnefs,  and  fymptomatic  tever. 

Though  opiates  are  improper  for  fuch  tender 
frames ; yet  in  this  cafe  (if  in  any  one)  they 
may  be  allowed,  as  it  is  always  attended  with 
fome  danger  ; no  fmall  care  is  requifite  to  afiift 
nature  through  this  troublefome  procefs.  Among 
the  many  ill  effefts  which  a liberal  ufe  of  God- 
frey’s Cordial  (too  often  made  ufe  of  by  indolent 
nurfes),  or  any  other  opiate,  produces  in  children, 

may 
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Tnay  be  reckoned  coftivenefs,  which  is  the  worli 
habit  of  body  a child  can  be  fubje6f  to. 

Rub  the  inflamed  gum  hard  and  often  with  a 
lump  of  fugar,  even  till  it  bleeds,  or  give  a child 
a piece  of  liquorice  root  to  mumble,  or  divide 
the  gum  with  a gum  lancet,  to  facilitate  the  paf- 
fage  of  the  tooth. 

There  are  few  diforders  to  which  children  are 
liable,  that  are  not  either  caufed  by,  or  attended 
with  a predominant  acid  in  their  ftomach  and 
bowels,  partly  owing  to  the  quick  fermentation 
of  the  milk  in  their  ftomachs,  but  chiefly  to  that 
pernicious  ingredient,  fugar,  in  their  vi6fuals ; 
this  is  evident  from  the  fournefs  of  their  breath 
and  ftools,  and  the  green  colour  of  the  latter. 

Magnefia  alba  fliould  be  given  them,  not  fpa- 
ringly,  if  coftive ; chalk,  powdered,  if  laxative  ; 
which  two  are  the  only  medicines  neceflary  for 
them  while  they  are  fuckled. 

Perhaps  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that 
five  or  fix  months  are  long  enough  for  any  child 
♦o  fuck  with  the  leaft  advantage  to  itfelf,  or  with- 
out manifeft  detriment  to  the  mother. 


WORM  FEV^ER, 

AS  this  Fever  is  only  fymptomatic,  bleeding 
is  unneceffary  and  improper.  A few  grains 
ot  nitre,  or  fait  of  wormwood  may  be  given  two 

or 
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or  three  times  a day.  If  the  fever  remits,  give 
the  bark,  than  which  there  is  fcarce  a better  ver- 
mifuge, For  common  drink,  water,  fweetened 
with  honey,  and  acidulated  with  lemon  juice. 
Of  all  the  various  medicines  which  are  ufed  in 
this  cafe,  perhaps  none  will  prove  more  fuccefs- 
ful  than  the  following  powders  : 

Take  of  Scammony,  ten  grains. 

Calomel,  three  grains, 

A powder,  to  be  given  occafionally.  Or, 

Take  of  Mercury  with  fulphur,  two  drachms, 
Rhubarb,  half  a drachm, 

Tartarifed  antimony,  two  grains, 

For  fix  powders;  one  to  be  taken  twice  a day. 

Take  of  Indian  pink  roots,  an  ounce, 

Divide  into  three  parts;  of  one  part  make  an  in- 
fufion,  by  boiling  water ; two  or  three  tea  cupfuls, 
to  be  taken  at  once,  and  repeated  occafionally. 

N,  B.  This  diforder  is  not  uncommon  with 
adults,  efpecially  females. 


TUS'SIS  CO  NVULSIVA. 

The  Hooping,  or  Chin-Cough,  as  it  is 
called,  is  dangerous,  on  account  of  thofe 
fpafms  of  the  lungs  wherewith  it  is  always  at- 
tended, and  from  whence  that  matter  is  ejefted, 

when 
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when  the  children  hoop  and  ftrain,  and  not  from 
the  ftomach,  as  is  vulgarly  fuppofed. 

Take  of  Antimony  tartarifed,  five  grains, 

Water,  an  ounce, 

Balfamic  fyrup,  two  drachms, 

A mixture  ; a tea-fpoonful  to  be  taken  every 
half  hour,  till  it  pukes,  and  repeated  every  other 
morning. 

Ten  drops  of  the  balfam  of  copaiva,  on  fugar, 
twice  a day,  ought  not  to  be  omitted.  Sperma- 
ceti, diflblved  in  broth,  is  ufeful ; fo  alfo  is  an 
eleftuary,  compofed  of  nettle-feeds  and  honey ; 
the  afafcetida,  were  it  lefs  naufeous,  is  inferior  to 
no  medicine.  They  fhould  be  kept  as  warm  as 
polTible.  The  exercife  of  Twinging  is  peculiarly 
ferviceable  to  them.  Oil  of  amber,  or  garlick, 
rubbed  on  the  fpina  dorfi  every  night,  will  have 
a wonderful  effeft,  or  a Burgundy  pitch  plaifter, 
to  be  worn  conllantly  between  the  flioulders. 
See  Cough. 

Emetics,  eccoprotics,  antacids,  antifpafmodics, 
as  valerian,  gum  ammoniac,  caftor,  mulk,  &c. 
are  all  of  confiderable  utility,  and  opiates,  if  not 
coftive.  As  a plethoric  child  is  a prodigy  in- 
deed, I cannot  conceive  what  phlebotomy  has  to 
do  in  this,  or  any  other  diforder,  to  which  chil- 
dren are  liable  ; whatever  their  ailments  are,  the 
lancet  may  well  be  difpenfed  with.  I have  feen 
many,  too  many  inftances,  in  which  their  lives 
have  been  facrificed  to  the  ufe  of  it.

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t . Take  of  Prepared  kali,  two  fcruples, 

Peppermint  water,  an  ounce  and  half, 
Balfamic  fyrup,  half  an  ounce, 

A tea  or  pap-fpoonful  to  be  taken  night  and 
morning. 


WATERY  GRIPES, 

IN  this  diforder  not  more  than  two  dofes  of 
rhubarb  ought  to  be  premifed,  before  recourfe 
is  had  to  aftringents,  fuch  as  the  compound  pow- 
der of  chalk,  with  opium,  which  is  fecond  to 
none;  it  may  be  given  from  three  to  five  grains 
twice  or  thrice  a day.  Chalk  may  be  freely 
given,  and  any  alcalis.  The  inraoft  peel  of  a 
walnut,  powdered,  and  given  at  pleafure,  is 
excellent ; or  powder  bf  unripe  blackberries. 
In  the  decline  of  this,  and  the  foregoing  difeafe, 
large  quantities  of  the  bark,  in  decoftion,  fhould 
be  ufed,  to  confirm  and  perfe6f  their  health  and 
flrength. 


SCALD  HEAD, 

Let  the  head  be  fhaved,  if  it  can  be  performed 
with  any  tolerable  convenience,  and  apply 
the  tar  ointment,  with  calomel,  rubbing  it  well  in 
night  and  morning. 

Take  of  Tobacco,  tvTO  ounces,  boll  in 
Water,  a pint. 

Till  about  an  ounce  is  evaporated  ; then  ftrain, 
and  add  a drachm  of  water  of  kali.  Let  a cloth 

be 
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be  dipped  in  this  mixture,  warmed,  and  the  head 
be  moiftened  with  it  each  time,  previons  to  the 
application  of  the  ointment,  and  the  cruel  opera- 
tion of  plucking  out  the  roots  of  the  hair,  will  be 
totally  unnecelfary. 

During  the  cure  fmall  quantities  of  antimo- 
nials  and  mercurials,  combined,  will  be  found 
extremely  ferviceablc,  or  the  folution  of  muriated 
quickfilver,  or  the  mixture  under  ScURVY, 
which  fee  : but  none  of  them  are  abfolutely  ne- 
ceiTary.  The  above  topics  may  be  fafely  traded 
to  alone. 


CUTICULAR  ERUPTIONS. 

TrIESE  are  very  common  with  children,  and 
are  no  very  unpromifing  prognollic.  Thev 
indicate  a proper  attempt  oi  nature,  to  throw  off 
fomething  that  is  ofFenfive,  confequently  they 
ought  to  be  promoted,  and  by  no  means  to  be 
repelled  by  any  evacuations  whatever.  Bleeding 
or  purging  would  be  equally  injurious.  In  this 
cafe  animal  tood,  with  plenty  of  fait,  is  neceffary. 
My  elded  fon,  at . the  age  of  four  years,  had  a 
violent  eruption  ail  over  his  body,  which  foori 
difappeared  without  any  medicines,  by  the  liberal 
ufe  pi  fait  and  gravy.  No  diet  is  fo  proper  for 
children  as  that  of  animal  fubdance ; and  the 
healthied  children  I ever  faw,  were  thofe  who 
had  been  ufed  to  it  from  the  time  that  they  were 
four  or  five  months  old.  The  meat  fhould  be 
minced  fmall,  but  not  be  deprived  of  its  mod 
Y 2 nutritious 
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Mutritious  juices,  by  being  previoufly  and  filthily 
mouthed  by  the  nurfe.  If  children  had  nothing 
given  them  but  milk,  or  half  cows  milk  and  -half 
water,  till  they  began  to  teethe,  without  either 
bread  or  fugar,  and  afterwards  were  indulged  in 
the  ufe  of  animal,  with  very  little  vegetable  food, 
we  fhould  rarely  find  any  diforders  among  them* 
\^getables  require  too  operofe  a procefs  for  their 
tender  organs  to  elaborate  into  nutritious  chyle. 
See  Scurvy,  and  the  mixture  and  liniment,  un- 
der that  article. 


R ICKETS. 


'HIS  is  a difeafe  that  affefts  the  bones  of 


1.  children ; the  head  is  fometimes  enlarged 
to  an  enormous  fize,  the  wrifts  and  ancles  feem 
protuberant,  and  as  the  bones  increafe  in  fize, 
the  child  grows  weaker ; indeed,  every  fibre  is 
diftended  beyond  its  proper  dimenfion,  for  the 
folids  are  by  no  means  a match  for  the  fluids.  It 
is  chiefly,  if  not  wholly,  owing  to  the  floth  and 
naftinefs  of  the  nurfe.  Thofe  children  who  are 
much  dandled  and  danced,  kept  clean,  and  fre- 
quently in  motion,  carried  fometimes  on  one  and 
fometimes  on  the  other  arm,  will  be  for  ever 
flrangers  to  this  diforder. 

For  the  cure,  emetics  and  rhabarbine  purgatives 
being  premifed,  give  chalybeates,  the  bark,  change 
of  air,  plenty  of  exercife,  which  is  abfolutely 
neceffary^  and  let  the  child  be  plunged  into  cold 
water  every  morning;  but  never  give  it  a fecond, 


much 
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much  lefs  a third  dip,  as  rs  the  foolifh  cuftom  of 
fome.  For  regimen,  fee  Weakness  of  the 
Solids.
